Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1966  and  to  issue  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  Sections  4,  6A  and  17  of  Chapter  44,  G.  L. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  state 
tax  commission  for  the  installation  of  the  state  assessment 
system  as  provided  in  Section  7A-7E,  of  Chapter  58,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Assessors  to  re-evaluate  all  real  estate  property  every  five  years, 
beginning  in  1970,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  the 
Surplus  Revenue  Account  to  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  Ac- 
counts a  certain  amount  to  meet  the  state  and  county  share  for 
said  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  projects  with  the  provision  that 
when  said  amounts  are  received  from  the  state  and  county  that 
they  be  turned  back  into  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  from  Surplus  Revenue  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  of 
1966  subject  to  G.  L. 
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Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  pay  certain  bills,  under  Section  64, 
Chapter  44,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  County  Commissioners  of  Bristol  County  for  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  highways  in  the  Town,  for  the  ensuing 
year.

Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of

Article  27.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
the  Fire  Apparatus  Fund. 

Article  28.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  Apparatus  Fund  the 
sum  of  $14,000.00  and  $3,500.00  from  the  ladder  truck  appropria- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  a  new  1,000  gallon  per  minute  pumper 
for  the  Fire  Department.

2,000  (two  thousand)  feet  of  water  pipe  of  not  less  than  six  inches 
in  diameter,  under  the  long  range  program.

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  layout  and 
bound  Scott  Drive  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200  therefor. 

Article  52.  Motion  to  amend  by-law  relative  to  the  forming 
of  the  Finance  Committee  by  election  was  defeated. 

Motion  to  reconsider  Article  39  was  lost. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  10:20  p.m.

Moderator  Joseph  E.  Yelle  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
8:02  P.M.  Subsequently  he  led  the  assembly  in  the  pledge  of  al- 
legiance to  the  flag. 

Article  1.  Voted  to  rescind  action  taken  under  Article  32  of 
the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  7  and  11,  1966. 

Article  2.   Motion  Carried  unanimously  as  follows: 

That  the  town  authorize  the  selectmen  to  purchase  or  take 
by  eminent  domain,  for  conservation  purposes,  a  certain  tract 
of  land  located  off  the  easterly  side  of  North  Worcester  Street, 
owned  by  Mary  G.  Rose,  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  corner  of  land  of  Desjardins  and  Dion  182.4' 
easterly  from  North  Worcester  Street;  thence  in  line  of  said 
Dion  along  a  stone  wall  N.710  09,E.  334.5  feet  to  a  corner  at 
a  fence;  thence  still  in  line  of  land  of  said  Dion  by  the  fence 
N.14°  06' W.  165.0  feet  to  a  stone  for  a  turn  at  a  corner  of  land  of 
Robert  Bottomley;  thence  in  line  of  land  of  said  Bottomley  by 
the  fence  N.240  41'W.  149.3  feet  to  a  stone  wall  for  a  corner;

Holmes,  Inc.;  thence  in  line  of  land  of  said  T.  J.  Holmes,  Inc.  by 
a  stone  wall  westerly  134  feet  more  or  less;  thence  still  by  land  of 
Holmes  southerly  about  12.5  feet  to  a  concrete  bound;  thence 
still  by  Holmes  land  and  in  the  same  southerly  line  390.85  feet  to 
a  point  8000  feet  northerly  from  the  northerly  line  of  land  of 
Andrew  Bennett;  thence  westerly  by  remaining  land  of  Mary  G. 
Rose  about  725  feet  to  land  of  Elizabeth  Dammers;  thence  N.27° 
orw.  20.0  feet  in  line  of  said  Dammers  land  to  land  of  Desjar- 
dins;  thence  continuing  in  line  of  land  of  Desjardins  N.27°  01'W. 
295.0  feet  more  or  less  to  the  point  of  beginning, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,000  for  this  purpose; 
and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  transferred 
from  the  sum  originally  raised  under  Article  32  of  the  1966  an- 
nual town  meeting,  and  that  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum 
of  $12,000  under  authority  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefore,  payable  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  said  Chapter  44,  so  that  the 
whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twelve  years  from 
the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note,  and  that  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  be  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  apply  to 
the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  for 
reimbursement  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.,  Chapter  132A,  Sec- 
tion 11,  and  to  any  other  state  of  federal  agency  for  such  grants 
or  reimbursements  as  may  be,  or  may  become  available;  and 
said  Commission  is  authorized  to  enter  into  such  agreements 
therefor  on  behalf  of  the  town  as  may  be  necessary;  the  land  to 
be  managed  and  under  the  control  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  said  G.L.,  Chapter  40,  Section  8C,  and  G. 
L.,  Chapter  132A,   Section  11,  as  amended. 

The  question  arose  as  to  the  need  of  new  action  to  purchase 
this  land. 

Arnold  Kenniston  of  the  Conservation  Committee  explained 
that  at  the  time  the  original  motion  was  voted  it  was  not  proper 
to  borrow  to  set  up  a  fund  for  this  purpose.  Since  that  time,  per- 
missive legislation  has  been  passed. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell 
the  old  Fire  Station  and  land  in  Chartley  by  public  auction. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  demo- 
lish and  remove  the  old  High  School  at  Norton  Center,  and  to 
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finance  same  by  the  transfer  of  $690  from  the  Old  High  School 
maintenance  Account,  and  $300  from  the  Old  school  Committee 
Account,  a  total  sum  of  $990. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  dispose  of  old  desks,  chairs,  and  other  items  presently  located 
in  the  Old  High  School  Building  by  public  auction. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  1696.55  from  the  Sur- 
plus Revenue  Account  to  the  Ambulance  Account. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,000  from  the 
Equipment  Fund  to  the  Equipment  account. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $9,577.64  from  the 
used  grader  account  to  the  Equipment  Fund. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  transferred  from 
the  Equipment  Fund  to  purchase  a  new  sander  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $600  from  the 
Equipment  Fund  to  purchase  a  snow  plow  to  be  attached  to  the 
Tree  Warden's  truck. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $200  from  the 
Surplus  Revenue  account  to  the  Gasoline  account. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2800  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  revenue  account  to  the  Veterans  Service  Account. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $7,266.68  be  transferred 
from  the  Overlay  Surplus  and  that  $2,573.52  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  account  to  the  Public  Assistance  account. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  amend  the  by-law  on  junk  cars.  Voted 
under  Article  46  of  the  adjourned  meeting  Town  meeting,  March 
5,  1965  by  adding  the  following  "Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  by  law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $20  for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense." 
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Article  15.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1300  from  the 
Equipment  Fund  to  purchase  a  new  pick  up  truck  and  trade  in 
the  present  pick-up  truck,  for  the  Highway  Department.

The  proposed  amendment  confers  considerable  authority 
upon  cities  and  towns  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of  municipal 
government,  including  the  authority  to  adopt,  repeal  and  amend 
city  and  town  charters  and,  in  accordance  therewith,  local  ordi- 
nances and  by-laws.  The  General  Court  retains  general  power  to 
act  in  relation  to  cities  and  town  and  classes  thereof  and,  in  some 
circumstances,  to  enact  special  laws  regarding  a  particular 
municipality,  including  laws  for  its  incorporation,  dissolution  or 
merger.  Cities  and  towns  are  not  empowered  to  act  with  respect 
to  general  elections,  taxation,  pledges  of  credit,  dispositions  of 
park  land,  general  civil  relationships,  the  punishment  of  felonies, 
or  the  imposition  of  imprisonment  except  as  the  General  Court 
may  lawfully  confer  such  powers  upon  them.

SUMMARY 

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all  retail  sales  of 
tangible  personal  property  at  the  rate  of  three  percent  of  the 
selling  price.  Sales  of  certain  items  are  exempted  from  the  tax, 
including  but  not  limited  to  sales  of  food  products  for  human 
use,  articles  of  clothing,  prescription  medicines,  agricultural 
machinery  and  certain  publications.  The  statute  contains  specific 
provisions  relating  to  the  registration  of  vendors,  the  filing  of 
returns  and  the  payment  of  the  amounts  collected  by  such  ven- 
dors. Vendors  may  apply  to  the  State  Tax  Commission  for  abate- 
ments of  the  amounts  owed  where  they  believe  such  amounts 
to  be  excessive,  and  decisions  of  the  Commission  of  such  appli- 
cations may  be  reviewed  by  the  Applellate  Tax  Board,  The  Com- 
missioner of  Corporations  and  Taxation  shall  have  the  usual 
powers  and  remedies  provided  for  the  tax  collection  for  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section.  The  State  Tax 
Commission  shall  issue  regulations  necessary  for  proper  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  this  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise  upon  the  stor- 
age, use  or  other  consumption  in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  per- 
sonal property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  sales  price 
of  such  property.  Sales  upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax  described 
above  has  been  imposed,  or  which  are  exempt  from  the  retail 
sales  tax,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  use  tax.  Sales  upon  which  a 
tax  has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction  shall  also  be  exempt. 
Assessment,  abatement  and  collection  of  the  use  tax  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  which  relate  to  the  tax  upon  retail 
sales.  The  tax  upon  retail  sales  and  the  excise  upon  storage,  use 
or  other  consumption  shall  be  effective  during  the  period  from 
April  1,  1966  to  December  31,  1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  four 
dollars  for  himself,  four  dollars  for  his  spouse  and  eight  dollars 
for  each  qualified  dependent,  but  such  credit  shall  not  be  allowed 
if  the  taxable  income  of  such  individual  and  his  spouse  exceeds 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  de- 
scribed above,  the  Act  provides  for  new  excises  upon  certain 
banks;  new  taxes  upon  the  income  of  certain  corporations;  new 
taxes  upon  cigarettes;  a  room  occupancy  excise  upon  rent  paid 
for  the  use  of  hotel  rooms  and  other  lodging  places;  and  ex- 
cises upon  sales  of  certain  alcoholic  beverages. 
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The  act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding educational  assistance,  and  authorizes  the  periodic  dis- 
tribution of  amounts  from  such  Fund  to  the  cities  and  towns. 
In  addition,  the  Act  contains  a  variety  of  provisions  relating  to 
the  program  of  State  aid  to  public  schools,  and  to  its  administra- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
For  the  Year  Ending  1966 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

At  the  annual  Town  election,  Charles  H.  Cheetham  was  elect- 
ed for  a  term  of  three  years.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
in  April,  Edgar  H.  Pelletier  was  elected  Chairman  and  Mr. 
Cheetham  was  elected  Clerk. 

The  installation  of  water  meters  was  voted  by  the  towns- 
people at  the  annual  meeting  in  March  by  229  yes,  to  126  no,  two- 
thirds  vote  was  needed. 

Exploratory  well  work  is  being  compiled  by  D.  L.  Maher  Co. 

The  new  well  on  Plain  Street  and  building  have  been  com- 
pleted and  pumping  into  the  system  started  September  15,  1966. 
Recognition  for  erecting  the  fine  building  to  be  used  as  pumping 
station  by  the  boys  of  the  Water  Department  should  be  made  at 
this  time. 

Bids  went  out  three  times  for  the  painting  of  the  500,000  gal- 
lon elevated  tank  off  Cottage  Street  and  under  circumstances  be- 
yond our  control  was  finally  awarded  to  Roy  O.  Leonard,  Inc., 
Framingham,  October  10,  1966  by  vote  of  the  Commissioners. 
Work  was  completed  November  16,  1966. 

The  extension  has  been  completed  on  Juniper  Road.  Installa- 
tion of  water  main  is  being  laid  under  the  long  range  program 
on  Crane  Street. 

D.  L.  Maher  Co.  was  awarded  the  contract  for  purging  the 
Newland  Street  Well,  work  was  started  and  completed  in  De- 
cember on  this  project. 

During  the  year  the  department  installed  67  new  services,  13 
more  than  in  1965.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Board  of  Selectmen: 
Norton,  Massachusetts 

The  management  and  operation  of  an  efficient,  effective  fire 
department  is  a  difficult  business.  The  utilization  of  men,  equip- 
ment, buildings  and  available  funds  through  methods  designed 
to  provide  more  than  adequate  fire  protection  is  the  goal.  This 
goal  seems  to  get  further  away  as  time  passes.  Perhaps  a  short 
study  of  each  ingredient  involved  will  help  to  bring  some  of  the 
many  facets  of  firefighting,  which  the  Fire  Engineers  and  Fire 
Department  face,  to  the  attention  of  the  residents  of  our  town. 

The  human  element,  men,  are  the  key  to  the  success  of  any 
department.  The  personnel  also  present  intricate  problems. 
Wages  must  be  adjusted  continually  to  keep  the  firefighters'  pay 
scale  attractive.  We  must  realize  that  substantial  increases  will 
be  necessary  in  the  next  few  years  to  keep  our  present  men  and 
attract  new  applicants.  A  shortage  of  volunteer  men  during  day- 
time hours  indicates  that  more  permanent  men  are  needed.  We 
have  five  permanent  men  and  three  applicants  for  a  sixth  open 
position.  After  rigid  Civil  Service  examinations  are  given,  the 
sixth  position  will  be  filled.  Then  present  plans  are  to  request  an 
additional  man  each  year.  Thus,  strength  during  the  day  will  be 
effected.  Our  outstanding  volunteer  units  will  continue  to  pro- 
vide the  excellent  coverage  as  they  have  for  many  years  now, 
but  as  more  and  more  men  work  out  of  town,  the  need  for  full- 
time  permanent  firemen  increases. 

Equipment  has  been  an  ever  present  problem.  Recently,  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  signed  a  contract  for  a  1000  gallon  per 
minute  pumper.  This  was  the  second  vehicle  purchased  in  1966, 
the  first  being  a  new  chassis  for  another  pumper.  Even  with 
these  two  acquisitions  we  must  rely  on  the  annual  allocation  to 
the  Fire  Apparatus  Fund  to  provide  the  major  portion  of  monies 
for  future  vehicle  purchases.  A  short  time  ago,  a  representative 
of  a  fire  engine  manufacturer,  while  waiting  for  bid  opening 
time,  figured  that  if  Norton  keeps  its  Fire  Apparatus  Fund  as  is, 
in  ten  years,  the  average  age  of  our  vehicles  will  be  about  thirty- 
one  years.  His  math  was  never  checked,  but  with  costs  rising, 
this  figure  seems  quite  reasonable.  On  the  lighter  side  of  the 
equipment  problems  was  the  regular  query,  "Has  CD.  paid  the 
town  for  their  share  of  the  Rescue  Truck?".  Now  we  no  longer 
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face  this  barrage.  Norton's  Civil  Defense  Director  received  the 
check  late  in  the  year. 

We  have  been  fortunate  this  year.  Total  calls  answered  by 
the  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  vehicles  totalled  only 
162  runs  as  compared  to  303  runs  in  1965.  It  was  an  unusually 
slow  year  for  fires,  which  is  good  news  for  our  townspeople.  It 
is  hoped  that  our  expanded  Fire  Prevention  Program,  under 
Capt.  Fitzgibbons,  is  partly  responsible.  Obedience  of  fire  regu- 
lations certainly  must  have  been  part  of  the  reason  for  so 
marked  a  drop  in  calls. 

Ambulance  calls,  however,  increased  again.  In  1966,  the  num- 
ber of  trips  being  345  against  312  in  1965.  Roughly  a  10  per  cent 
rise  in  use.  Ambulance  service  was  uninterrupted  when  the  new 
vehicle  was  involved  in  an  accident  earlier  in  the  year.  A  re- 
placement was  rented  immediately  and  all  calls  were  handled. 
A  point  to  remember  is  that  the  Rescue  Truck  can  serve  as  an 
ambulance  should  we  ever  have  need  of  it. 

Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms,  Charles  Thomae,  reported 
that  two  new  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed.  One  was  removed, 
along  with  all  fire  alarm  equipment,  from  the  old  high  school 
building  before  the  structure  was  torn  down.  Now  there  are  50 
boxes  in  the  fire  alarm  system,  of  which  16  are  master  boxes. 
Twenty-three  and  one-quarter  miles  of  aerial  wire  are  in  use. 
Five  Flash-Ident  lights  have  been  installed  and  all  alarm  boxes 
are  in  top  notch  condition. 

As  for  firehouses,  Norton  is  in  an  enviable  position,  in  that 
we  already  have  a  set-up,  perimeter  fire  stations,  which  other 
towns  are  now  discussing.  While  most  communities  of  our  size 
have  one  central  station,  or  at  best,  a  couple  of  stations,  we  have 
five.  One  is  in  the  center  and  the  four  others  form  a  ring  about 
it,  and  this  is  the  modern  plan  called  perimeter  fire  stations. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  coin,  though,  two  of  our  firehouses 
are  not  modern.  They  are  wooden  buildings  which  Fire  Under- 
writers deplore.  Future  planning  for  permanent  fire  retardant 
buildings  should  be  considered  immediately.  Perhaps  building 
funds  should  be  started,  but  a  co-ordinated  study  by  many  of 
the  town's  boards  and  committees  must  be  the  first  item  on  this 
particular  agenda. 
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The  Board  had  an  extremely  busy  year,  meeting  about  thirty 
times,  not  including  committee  and  impromptu  meetings,  visits 
to  other  towns  to  look  at  equipment  and  individual  projects  to 
gather  information. 

Again  it  is  time  to  thank  the  many  people  who  contributed 
to  the  maintenance  of  this  fine  organization,  The  Norton  Fire 
Department.  Chief  Harold  Wetherell  has  been  invaluable,  his 
knowledge  and  experience  indispenable.  The  officers  and  men  of 
the  department  have  served  well,  and  Norton  can  feel  pride  in 
these  firefighters  who  seek  no  accolades,  but  so  deserve  them. 

On  another  level,  appreciation  for  their  aid  and  advice  is 
extended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
the  Town  Counsel.  We  sincerely  hope  the  feeling  of  working  to- 
gether as  a  team,  for  a  better  Norton,  will  endure  through  1967 
as  it  has  during  the  past  year. 

We,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  are  honored  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  serve  our  community  for  the  year,  1966.

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Benefits  submits 
it's  annual  report  for  year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

The  caseload  handled  during  the  year  1966  can  be  termed  as 
normal.  Department  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  assisting 
10  persons  termed  as  permanent  cases  while  2  persons  were 
being  assisted  on  a  temporary  basis.

As  of  April  1,  1966  the  legal  settlement  law  was  removed  from 
the  books  and  Norton  had  five  cases  of  a  permanent  nature 
transferred  to  this  Department,  while  Norton  transferred  3  cases 
to  other  cities  and  towns.  Prior  to  April  1,  1966  a  veteran  or  his 
dependent  had  to  reside  in  Norton  five  years  or  more  in  order 
to  qualify  for  benefits.  The  new  law,  in  affect,  makes  a  veteran 
eligible  for  benefits  without  having  to  meet  the  five  year  re- 
quirement. 

All  persons  on  rolls  65  years  or  over,  whether  or  not  they 
worked  under  the  Social  Security  System  was  enrolled  under 
Medicare,  and  the  Medicare  Care  Extension  program.  This  was 
done  in  order  to  provide  those  65  and  over  with  adequate  medi- 
cal protection  in  the  event  that  they  need  hospital  care  or 
Nursing  home  care, 
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By  a  law  passed  by  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  signed  by  Governor  Volpe  on  Sept.  9,  1966 
and  effective  December  9,  1986,  any  man  or  woman  who  has 
served  in  the  armed  forces  from  Feb.  1,  1955  until  such  time  as 
the  present  emergency  is  declared  over  shall  be  considered  a 
Vietnam  veteran.  This  law  as  such  places  these  veterans  in  the 
same  category  as  the  veterans'  of  World  War  I,  World  War  II, 
and  the  Korean  Conflict,  and  they  will  be  accorded  the  same 
benefits  and  privileges  as  the  veterans'  of  other  wars. 

In  1967  a  general  cost  of  living  raise  will  be  given  to  all  those 
who  are  now  on  the  rolls  and  to  all  subsequent  applicants'.  Date 
of  budget  increase  is  now  tentative.  Fuel  allowance  will  be  in- 
creased as  of  Jan.  1,  1967.

Report  of  the  President 

This  has  been  a  relatively  uneventful  year  for  the  Library. 
There  has  been  only  one  major  change.  The  Library  is  now  open 
continuously  from  two  to  nine  o'clock  every  day  except  Saturday 
when  it  is  open  from  two  to  five  o'clock.  This  is  ten  hours  per 
week  more  than  formerly.  This  schedule  was  put  into  effect  in 
January  1966  and  has  proved  most  successful. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Joseph  Yelle,  the  Jennings  room 
has  been  made  into  a  reference  room  for  the  historical  and  legal 
records  of  Massachusetts.  The  volumes  of  the  "Opinions  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,"  dating  from  1804,  were  removed  from 
the  Town  Hall  to  the  Jennings  Room.  In  addition,  we  purchased 
"The  Annotated  Laws  of  Massachusetts"  which  were  also  placed 
there.  These  two  sets,  together  with  books  that  were  already 
there  make  a  fairly  complete  reference  collection  of  Massa- 
chusetts governmental  history. 

We  received  a  number  of  gifts  during  the  year  which  are 
listed  in  detail  in  the  Librarian's  report.  I  want  only  to  mention 
that  the  late  Professor  Walter  C.  Shipley  and  Mrs.  Shipley  do- 
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nated  a  large  part  of  their  library  to  us  before  Professor  Ship- 
ley's retirement  from  the  Wheaton  College  faculty  in  June.  These 
books  will  be  a  great  addition  to  our  library  and  we  are  most  ap- 
preciative of  the  gift. 

The  "Friends  of  the  Library"  contributed  $200.00  toward  the 
cost  of  the  "Annotated  Laws  of  Massachusetts";  they  also  gave 
us  a  record  player,  primarily  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  children 
in  the  story  hour. 

The  by-laws  of  the  library  were  revised  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  these  revisions  were  accepted  by  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  at  the  annual  meeting  in  April.  This  is  the  first  re- 
vision since  1925.  The  Board  of  Directors  plan  to  publish  the  by- 
laws in  a  special  booklet  together  with  a  short  history  of  the 
library.  A  gift  of  $300  from  Miss  Johndroe,  of  "The  House  in  the 
Pines"  school,  will  be  used  in  part  to  meet  the  expense  of  this 
publication. 

New  aluminum  screens  and  storm  windows  were  installed 
on  the  windows  of  the  ground  floor  rooms.  We  hope  that  the 
storm  windows  will  conserve  heat  and  perhaps  cut  the  oil  bill. 

Our  staff  has  remained  the  same  with  the  addition  of  Mrs. 
Deam,  who  began  working  in  January  1966.  The  extra  two  hours 
a  day  are  covered  by  stretching  the  hours  of  the  present  staff 
rather  than  by  employing  more.  We  appreciate  their  willingness 
to  do  this  as  it  is  an  awkward  time  for  women  with  families.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

1966 

I  wonder  if  everyone  in  Norton  is  aware  that  their  library 
was  open  292  days  in  1966;  that,  with  the  exception  of  Saturdays, 
the  hours  are  from  two  to  nine;  that  there  are  now  more  than 
18,000  books,  periodicals,  and  pamphlets  for  them  to  choose 
from;  and  that  with  a  population  of  6818,  there  are  only  2315  ac- 
tive borrowers.  All  of  this  points  up  the  fact  that  too  few  take 
advantage  of  the  services  available  at  the  library. 

One  of  the  more  important  developments  in  library  service 
which  will  add  to  the  ways  in  which  the  Norton  Public  Library 
can  better  serve  your  needs  is  the  establishment  in  October  of 
the  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library  System.  This  will  make  ac- 
cessible the  resources  of  the  Sub  Regional  Center,  Taunton  Pub- 
lic Library,  and  the  Regional  Center,  Boston  Public  Library.  We 
have  made  use  of  the  Inter-Library  Loan  privileges  several 
times,  and,  as  the  service  becomes  more  widely  known,  antici- 
pate a  much  greater  use.  Areas  to  be  serviced  by  the  Regional 
bookmobiles  are  to  be  expanded.  Films  will  be  available  for  the 
use  of  educators  and  program  directors.  Ask  at  the  library  about 
using  these  services. 

Through  gifts  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library  two  new  ser- 
vice areas  have  opened  up.  With  one  gift  the  library  purchased 
the  Annotated  Laws  of  Massachusetts.  The  Massachusetts  Su- 
preme Court  Reports  were  obtained  from  town  hall.  These  with 
other  goverment  and  historical  material  in  the  Jennings  Con- 
ference Room  form  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  which  will  be  of 
increasing  value  to  anyone  interested  in  Norton's  development 
—past,  present,  and  future. 

The  second  gift  from  the  Friends,  a  record  player,  can  be 
heard  every  Saturday  sometime  during  the  Story  Hour  and  fre- 
quently during  other  library  hours.  With  a  gift  of  records  and 
the  purchase  of  a  few  more  we  have  what,  hopefully,  will  become 
a  Record  Lending  Library. 

A  third  service  of  the  Friends  is  the  continuing  of  the  Story 
Hour.  All  of  us  who  give  our  time  to  this  would  like  to  see  many 
more  children  participate.  Story  Hour  is  held  Saturdays  from 
1  -  2  p.m.  At  present  the  age  of  the  children  is  from  four  to  eight; 
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if  older  children  indicate  an  interest,  I  am  sure  that  we  can  find 
story  tellers.  We  welcome  all  children  to  listen— and  story  tellers, 
too. 

Trial  hours  begun  last  January  proved  to  be  popular  with 
many  library  users  and  have  been  continued.  The  library  hours 
are  2  -  9  Monday  through  Friday,  and  2  -  5  Saturdays  (Closed 
Saturdays  in  July  and  August). 

Throughout  the  year  there  have  been  several  exhibits  of  col- 
lections belonging  to  local  people.  If  you  have  a  special  collection, 
we'd  welcome  it  for  an  exhibit  here.  We  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Riga 
Martin,  who  arranges  the  exhibits,  and  the  local  artists  who  loan 
us  their  paintings.  These  monthly  displays  are  of  interest  to 
everyone.  Miss  Joan  Dill,  Miss  Louise  Spier,  Mr.  Philip  Stepanek, 
Mr.  Gordon  Varney,  Mrs.  Jaquie  Gordon,  Miss  Priscilla  Hutchin- 
son, Mrs.  Anita  Sabourin,  Mrs.  Barbara  Johnson,  Mrs.  Marion 
Ross,  Mrs.  Margaret  Drane,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Melanson,  and  Mrs. 
Claudette  Laliberte  have  exhibited  this  year.  Again,  you  are  in- 
vited to  share  your  work  by  having  it  on  display  in  the  library. 

Many  persons  have  donated  books  and  other  material  to  the 
library.  We  are  always  most  grateful  for  such  gifts.  A  gift  of  over 
300  books  from  the  late  Mr.  Walter  C.  Shipley  and  Mrs.  Shipley 
is  especially  appreciated.  In  addition  to  the  individual  gifts,  the 
Norton  Public  Library  was  fortunate  to  receive  a  grant  of  $300.00 
from  the  1986  State  Plan  for  LSCA-Title  I:  this  grant  had  to  be 
used  to  add  reference  books  to  the  collection.  To  the  many  other 
donors  listed  here  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation:

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  1966  in  the  Welfare  pro- 
gram. The  begining  of  Medicare  in  July  has  brought  medical  as- 
sistance to  those  persons  65  years  of  age  and  older  who  have 
signed  up.  Your  Welfare  Director  acted  as  Chairman  for  the  local 
Community  Action  group  to  register  all  residents  in  Norton  65 
and  older  for  these  benefits.  This  program,  now  well  under  way, 
has  been  a  tremendous  undertaking  for  those  involved  in  all  the 
paper  work  necessary  for  it  to  run  smoothly.  The  cooperation  of 
all  who  helped  our  Norton  residents  enroll  was  excellent  and  we 
extend  our  thanks  to  them.  Financially,  the  Welfare  Department 
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is  just  beginning  to  realize  the  effects  that  Medicare  will  have  on 
our  medical  expenditures. 

In  September  another  Medical  Program,  Title  XIX  became 
effective  in  Massachusetts  and  all  medical  expenditures  will  be 
paid  under  this  new  (MA)  category  for  persons  now  eligible  for 
OAA,  AFDC  and  DA  plus  other  persons  who  meet  the  liberal 
eligibility  requirements.  Information  as  to  those  factors  may  be 
received  by  calling  the  Welfare  Office. 

In  1966  all  budgets  have  been  refigured  in  accordance  with 
new  budget  schedules  which,  in  most  cases,  resulted  in  an  in- 
crease and  in  no  instance  was  there  a  decrease.  Nursing  Home 
rates  have  increased  and  their  rates  are  adjusted  according  to 
classification  they  qualify  for. 

Hospital  rates  have  increased  in  some  cases  and  with  the  on- 
coming of  Medicare  we  now  pay  physicians  in  our  local  hospitals 
for  services  rendered  plus  the  diem  rate.  The  regular  rates  for 
physicians  have  increased  $2.00  per  visit  for  ordinary  services. 

The  Public  Asistance  Manual  as  been  re-written  in  an  at- 
tempt to  bring  us  up-to-date  with  all  the  changes  that  have  taken 
place  and  the  Administrative  Manuel  has  been  partially  re- 
written as  has  the  Medical  Care  Manuel.  The  new  programs  are 
bringing  constant  changes  that  have  to  be  administered  and  in- 
terpreted. 

The  Board  has  employed  another  Social  Worker,  Miss  Vir- 
ginia McAloon,  to  conform  with  the  District  Office  recommenda- 
tions that  another  worker  was  needed  to  carry  out  the  public  as- 
sistance program  in  Norton  with  our  present  case  load.  Miss 
McAloon  is  a  graduate  of  Stonehill  College  and  is  a  resident  of 
Taunton,  Mass. 

Both  Miss  McAloon  and  Mrs.  Reilly  have  attended  the  in- 
service  training  sessions  given  by  the  State  Department  in  ac- 
cordance with  Federal  requirements. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  extended  services 
to  the  Welfare  Department  in  1966.  Fire  Chief  Harold  Witherell 
and  the  ambulance  drivers;  Chief  of  Police  Edward  Bartley  and 
members  of  the  Police  Department;  Town  Clerk  Lester  Johnson 
and  his  staff;  the  Board  of  Assessors;  the  Norton  Public  School 
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Department;  the  Norton  District  Nursing  Association;  St.  Mary's 
Parish  Center;  the  Sunshine  Circle;  Mrs.  Ellen  Johnson  Jr., 
clerk-typist;  Miss  Virginia  McAloon,  Social  Worker;  and  Mrs. 
Amelia  Reilly,  Director. 

The  Board  also  wishes  to  thank  the  Students  of  the  House  in 
the  Pines  for  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  baskets  and  the  Nor- 
ton Fire  Department  and  Police  Department  for  their  efforts  in 
helping  make  the  holiday  season  enjoyable  for  the  less  fortunate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norton: 
Gentlemen: 

The  members  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  here- 
with submit  for  your  attention  a  report  of  commission  activities 
for  the  period  ending  December  1966. 

The  acquisition  of  the  "Rose  Farm"  property,  which  is  at 
the  time  of  this  writing  a  reality,  has  absorbed  much  of  the  time 
and  energy  of  commission  members  during  this  past  year.  The 
heavy  schedule  of  meetings  and  the  many  difficulties  en- 
countered in  the  course  of  obtaining  this  valuable  property  are 
perhaps  indicative  of  the  rapidly  mounting  value  of  land  and 
open  space.  This  serves  warning  that  if  we  are  to  provide  the 
vital  "living  space"  for  now  and  in  the  future  we  must  act 
knowledgebly  and  decisively  with  respect  to  future  acquisitions. 

The  "Rose  Farm"  area  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  viewed 
by  a  study  team  composed  of  state  and  federal  experts  in  con- 
servation and  related  fields.  This  team  will  examine  the  property 
and  then  present  its  recommendations  to  this  commission.  Fol- 
lowing the  receipt  of  that  report  this  commission  will  indicate 
what  action  it  feels  should  be  taken  to  implement  the  study 
team's  recommendations. 

A  second  major  activity  of  the  commission  during  the  past 
months  has  been  the  initial  development  of  the  former  "Barrows- 
ville  School"  site.  Utilizing  the  funds  donated  by  the  Norton  Lions 
Club  for  this  purpose  the  commission  has  overseen  the  consider- 
able change  which  has  taken  place  in  this  area.  Work  conducted 
on  this  property  has  included  grading,  the  addition  of  loam, 
seeding  of  grass  areas,  and  the  planting  of  trees  and  ornamental 
shrubs.  In  this  effort  the  commission  has  been  greatly  aided  by 
the  cooperative  attitude  and  physical  efforts  of  town  officials  and 
departments.  Local  contractors  working  on  the  area  have  also 
been  very  cooperative  and  helpful  in  this  effort. 

One  sad  note  related  to  the  above  mentioned  project  is  the 
fact  that  before  work  could  begin  on  this  area  many  truckloads 
of  trash  and  debris  had  to  be  removed  from  the  area.  The  pres- 
ence of  such  material  is  yet  another  indication  of  the  unhealthy 
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blindness  on  the  part  of  some  citizens  to  the  need  for  preserving 
and  protecting  green  areas  in  a  natural  and  unblemished  state. 

We  are  hopeful  that  interest  in  this  fine  little  area  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  and,  that  again  hopefully,  funds  might  materal- 
ize  from  some  source  to  enable  work  to  continue  on  this  area. 
We  should  feel  strongly  committed  to  continuing  the  good  work 
started  in  this  area  as  a  result  of  interest  shown  by  one  civic 
minded  group.  The  area  presently  represents  not  only  a  con- 
siderable investment  in  time  and  effort  but  also  a  considerable 
expenditure  of  funds. 

Future  plans  of  the  commission  touch  upon  several  areas.  In 
addition  to  continued  activity  on  the  two  areas  previously  men- 
tioned in  this  report  several  other  items  of  concern  will  receive 
attention  by  the  commission.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  commission 
that  considerable  effort  should  be  made  in  the  direction  of  plan- 
ning and  mapping  the  conservation  resources  of  the  community. 
This  activity  would  be  conducted  with  an  eye  towards  developing 
a  sound  and  meaningful  program  of  land  acquisition  and  develop- 
ment. 

Another  area  which  the  commission  hopes  to  stress  to  a 
greater  degree  in  the  months  ahead  is  that  of  conservation  in- 
formation and  education.  We  should  like  in  the  months  ahead  to 
present  to  the  citizens  of  Norton  a  program  which  will  touch  upon 
matters  of  a  general  conservation  nature  while  at  the  same  time 
seeking  to  explore  and  consider  the  specific  problems  facing  our 
community. 

The  commission  also  plans  to  present  for  your  early  con- 
sideration a  plan  to  promote  the  establishment  of  a  Norton  Con- 
servation League.  This  would  be  a  private,  non-governmental 
group  of  volunteers  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  com- 
mission on  conservation  projects  within  the  town.  Such  a  group, 
if  organized,  would  represent  an  important  resource  pool  of 
talent  and  manpower  and  could  aid  and  extend  the  efforts  of  the 
conservation  commission. 

We  have  reached  the  point  of  no  return  in  our  activities.  With 
some  36  plus  areas  of  land  now  under  commission  control  and 
with  some  few  thousand  dollars  committed  to  this  effort  the 
commission  has  in  a  real  sense  achieved  a  reason  for  being.  It 
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will  be  possible  to  protect  the  gains  made  and  to  expand  and 
build  on  the  efforts  to  date  only  if  there  is  continued  interest  and 
concern  in  the  funding  and  activities  of  this  commission.

AUXILIARY  POLICE  REPORT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  of  1966  the  Norton  Auxiliary  Police  have  pa- 
trolled the  Town  of  Norton,  beginning  on  Friday  evenings  from 
8  o'clock  till  2  a.m.  and  the  same  for  Saturday  and  Sunday  eve- 
nings, assisting  the  regular  police  officers  at  accident  scenes  and 
other  emergencies.  Also  the  Auxiliary  Police  are  active  on  all 
holidays  and  when  any  emergency  exist.  During  these  patrols 
the  Auxiliary  Police  check  traffic  for  speed  and  so  on  at  various 
locations  within  the  town,  and  also  check  local  business  establish- 
ments for  locked  doors  and  vandalism,  checking  for  faulty  equip- 
ment and  issuing  faulty  equipment  tickets. 

At  the  end  of  each  patrol  the  Auxiliary  Police  report  their 
findings  to  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  Auxiliary  Police  also  assumes 
the  patrols  of  the  regular  police  when  they  are  forced  to  leave 
the  town  of  Norton  for  various  reasons. 
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From  January  1,  1966  till  January  1967,  the  Auxiliary  Cruiser 
has  patrolled  12,924  miles  and  during  the  year  of  1966  the  Aux- 
iliary Officers  have  contributed  1,970  man  hours  on  patrols  and 
various  details. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Auxiliary  Police  have  held  Police 
training  programs  within  the  town  and  have  invited  Auxiliary 
Police  units  of  other  towns  to  attend,  also  this  unit  has  attended 
programs  in  other  towns.  These  programs  consist  of  films  and 
lectures  given  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  and  the  Regis- 
try of  Motor  Vehicles. 

The  Norton  Auxiliary  Police  meet  once  a  month,  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  the  town  hall.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

The  year  1966  has  been  a  most  rewarding  one  for  those  in- 
dividuals who  have  long  been  planning  a  vocational  technical 
facility  for  the  regional  district  of  which  this  town  is  a  member. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  communities  which  have  joined 
together  to  form  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  for 
vocational  technical  education  are  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the 
Towns  of  Stoughton,  Sharon,  Foxborough,  Mansfield,  Norton, 
Easton,  East  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridgewater. 

The  committee  members  who  were  serving  the  various  com- 
munities during  the  early  part  of  the  year  1966  were  as  follows: 
James  J.  Adams  and  George  A.  Allen,  Brockton;  Dr.  David  D. 
Clancy,  Stoughton;  Thomas  P.  Watkins,  Sharon;  Frederick  A. 
Cheyne,  Foxborough;  Louis  E.  Tars  a,  Jr.,  Mansfield;  Mrs.  Ruth 
B.  Brown,  Norton;  John  R.  Boyle,  Easton;  Robert  B.  Ewing, 
East  Bridgewater;  John  H.  Hamilton,  West  Bridgewater.  For 
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all  of  these  people  and  the  many  others  who  had  worked  before 
them,  the  dream  of  a  vocational  technical  facility  was  becoming 
a  reality. 

The  construction  project  had  started  in  mid-1965  and  by 
January,  1966,  work  had  slowed  down  because  of  the  winter 
weather.  Despite  the  fact  that  no  upper  structure  had  been  com- 
pleted, the  boiler  room  area  had  been  closed  in  and  work  con- 
tinued through  the  winter  installing  piping  for  the  heating 
system. 

Following  the  town  elections  in  March,  some  new  members 
joined  the  committee.  They  were:  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Fox- 
borough;  Charles  D.  Anderson,  Easton;  and  Robert  B.  Snow, 
Stoughton.  With  the  coming  of  spring,  construction  work  in- 
creased at  a  great  rate.  The  walls  of  the  building  began  to  de- 
velop and  the  entire  unit  started  to  take  shape.  While  the  con- 
struction work  was  progressing,  committee  work  continued. 
Many  policies  were  established  for  personnel  who  were  cur- 
rently employed  and  for  those  who  would  be  employed  in  the 
future.  Work  was  undertaken  on  inviting  bids  for  various  items 
of  equipment.  The  Superintendent  Director,  Donald  E.  Graves, 
was  deeply  involved  in  all  aspects  of  construction,  planning  for 
equipment  purchases,  drawing  up  specifications  for  various 
pieces  of  equipment  and  planning  for  staff  development.  A  clerk- 
typist  course  under  a  federal  program  entitled  "The  Manpower 
and  Development  Training  Act"  was  started  at  the  Oliver  Ames 
High  School  in  Easton.  This  program  although  offered  at  the 
Easton  High  School  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Southeast- 
ern Regional  School  District.  A  great  deal  of  case  work  and 
cabinetry  was  made  at  Brockton  Trade  High  School  by  the  stu- 
dents of  the  cabinetmaking  department  to  be  installed  in  the 
new  school. 

During  the  first  formal  meeting  of  the  new  school  committee, 
James  J.  Adams  of  Brockton  was  elected  Chairman,  John  H. 
Hamilton  of  West  Bridgewater,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Mrs.  Ruth 
B.  Brown  of  Norton  was  elected  Secretary.  The  total  membership 
of  the  committee  was  divided  into  sub-committees  in  order  to 
better  approach  the  problems  of  sub-committee  work.  During  the 
year  regular  meetings  were  held  at  the  construction  site  in  order 
to  observe  the  progress  of  the  building. 

The  Brockton  Trade  High  School  graduating  class,  in  order 
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to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  people  who  are  making  such 
a  wonderful  vocational  technical  facility  possible,  presented  a 
gift  of  a  tree  to  be  planted  on  the  property  of  the  new  school  with 
a  suitable  brass  plaque  to  be  placed  at  the  base  of  the  tree.  The 
plaque  was  inscribed  ''Gift  of  the  Brockton  Trade  High  School  of 
1966." 

During  the  year  some  of  the  committee  members  made  it  a 
point  to  visit  other  vocational  technical  schools  in  the  state.  The 
desirability  of  forming  regional  vocational  technical  school  dis- 
tricts was  evident  in  the  fact  that  several  other  areas  of  the 
state  developed  programs  of  planning  for  the  establishment  of 
such  regional  districts. 

During  the  summer,  construction  work  leaped  ahead.  The 
building  was  closed  in,  glass  was  installed  in  the  windows, 
athletic  fields  were  graded  and  the  football  field  was  seeded. 

During  the  year  the  legislature  saw  fit  to  enact  a  sales  tax 
which  removed  the  50  per  cent  for  operating  costs  of  categorical 
aid  which  had  been  available  to  vocational  education  schools  for 
many  years.  The  act  also  removed  the  15  per  cent  additional  aid 
which  had  been  available  for  regional  school  districts. 

This  fall  the  committee  considered  the  question  of  purchasing 
buses  for  the  district  and  it  was  decided  that  the  regional  dis- 
trict would  purchase  and  operate  its  own  buses.  Mr.  Robert  C. 
Jones  of  Brockton  was  elected  to  represent  Brockton,  since  Com- 
mitteeman George  A.  Allen  had  changed  his  residence  and  no 
longer  lived  in  Brockton.  Much  work  continued  inside  the  build- 
ing since  the  building  was  now  closed  in  and  the  heating  system 
was  in  operation. 

As  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  came  to  pass,  it  brought  the 
realization  that  the  day  was  drawing  near  when  opportunities  for 
vocational  technical  training  would  be  available  to  many  young 
people  who  heretofore  had  not  enjoyed  such  an  educational 
opportunity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

Most  parents  do  not  know,  and  should  not  be  expected  to 
know,  enough  about  educational  methodology  to  support  or  to 
oppose  specific  innovations  in  the  teaching  field.  Parents  and 
the  public  exert  their  influence  best  by  creating  a  general 
climate  of  interest,  or  lack  of  interest,  in  school  affairs  rather 
than  by  singling  out  and  endorsing  particular  approaches  used 
in  other  school  systems.  However,  if  for  some  reason  the  public 
develops  a  lively  interest  in  a  new  type  of  program,  foreign 
languages  in  the  junior  high  school,  for  example,  that  program 
stands  a  fairly  good  chance  of  eventually  appearing  in  the  local 
classrooms.  In  the  same  way,  history  shows  us  that  if  parents 
decide  to  oppose  a  new  program  for  any  reason,  it  is  often  quite 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  make  it  succeed.  Therefore,  it  is 
exceedingly  important  for  parents  to  take  an  interest  and  be- 
come knowledgeable  about  the  activities,  programs  and 
progress  of  our  schools. 

The  role  of  the  School  Committee  is  much  like  that  of  the 
general  public.  While  the  School  Committee  and  ultimately  the 
citizens  of  Norton  are  important  sources  of  demands  for  im- 
proved outcomes,  the  School  Committee,  like  the  public,  rarely 
demands  specific  instructional  innovations.  That  is,  while  it  may 
ask  that  the  mathematics  program  be  updated  for  the  space 
age,  it  is  not  our  function  to  select  new  content  or  methods  for 
the  mathematics  curriculum.  Most  School  Committee  members, 
like  citizens,  who  have  not  specialized  in  education,  are  not  well 
enough  versed  about  instructional  methods  to  suggest  that  any 
given  new  technique  be  either  adopted  or  rejected.  However, 
for  this  reason  we  look  to  our  superintendent  of  schools,  our 
princials,  department  heads,  supervisors  and  teachers,  to 
ultimately  analyze,  evaluate,  and  finally  recommend  those 
teaching  and  instructional  procedures  that  are  to  be  instituted. 
It  is,  therefore,  extremely  important  that  we,  as  your  School 
Committee,  find  and  retain  only  the  best  people  possible  for  our 
public  schools. 

This  year  the  School  Committee  adopted  a  basic  salary  sched- 
ule for  our  professional  staff  which  offers  a  beginning  teacher 
in  Norton  a  salary  of  $5500.  The  School  Committee,  in  negotiat- 
ing a  salary  contract  with  the  Norton  Teachers  Association,  had 
to  keep  in  mind  the  ability  that  the  Town  of  Norton  has  to  meet 
such  a  financial  obligation  and  the  consequences  of  our  falling

too  far  behind  competing  area  communities.  We  feel  we  are  ex- 
tremely fortunate  in  having  an  excellent  staff  of  school  person- 
nel. We  hope  through  the  establishment  of  this  basic  salary 
schedule  that  we  will  be  able  to  retain  as  many  of  our  current 
staff  as  possible  and  to  attract  equally  qualified  replacements 
when  this  is  necessary. 

Your  School  Committee  met  a  total  of  forty-five  times  this 
past  year.  Twelve  of  these  meetings  were  in  regular  session; 
nine  special  meetings  were  called  to  conduct  regular  school 
business;  three  Area  III  School  Committee  meetings  were  at- 
tended by  members  of  the  group;  we  have  met  once  with  the 
Finance  Committee;  two  meetings  were  called  specifically  to 
discuss  negotiations  and  labor  relations,  and  six  sub-committee 
meetings  were  scheduled  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  nego- 
tiations with  the  AFL-CIO.  We  met  and  participated  in  four  town 
or  pre-town  meetings.  The  Committee  met  in  joint  session  twice 
with  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  attended 
four  meetings  of  the  Boston  University  School  Committee 
seminar  held  during  the  Fall  of  this  year.  Members  of  the  School 
Committee  met  once  in  joint  session  with  the  Norton  League  of 
Women  Voters.  The  Committee  members  also  attended  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
mittees held  in  Harwichport.  In  addition,  the  Committee  has  at- 
tended various  athletic,  dramatic,  scholastic  and  social  functions 
of  the  school. 

The  problems  which  now  face  school  boards  and  school  com- 
mittees throughout  the  country  are  unprecedented  in  their  im- 
portance and  impatience.  Community  groups'  pressure  boards 
for  social  and  educational  reform  while  state  and  national 
agencies  attempt  to  limit  their  power  to  act.  School  adminis- 
trators and  teacher  groups  are  assuming  more  and  more  of  the 
decision-making  which  was  formerly  the  Committee's  preroga- 
tive. Yet  the  need  for  vigorous  and  informed  lay  leadership  in 
education  is  stronger  than  ever.  The  question  becomes  "Will 
School  Committees  adjust  to  this  era  of  conflict  without  re- 
linquishing the  tradition  of  local  control  of  education?"  This  is 
an  interesting  question  to  ponder. 

As  I  am  writing  this  report  during  the  late  days  of  December, 
we  are  still  negotiating  with  members  of  the  AFL-CIO  in  the 
interest  of  our  non-professional  employees,  and  with  the  Norton 
Teachers  Association  in  the  interest  of  our  professional  em- 
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ployees.  It  is  therefore  impossible  to  state  with  assurity  what 
our  final  1967  school  budget  will  be.  However,  we  anticipate  a 
total  budget  increase  of  approximately  $71,000.  or  an  increase 
of  approximately  9  per  cent. 

It  is  probably  needless  to  say  that  your  School  Committee 
spends  many  hours  in  budgetary  deliberation  prior  to  arriving 
at  a  final  recommendation.  However,  it  is  important  to  state 
that  we  fully  well  recognize  that  each  dollar  we  spend  has  an 
important  influence  on  our  town  tax  rate.  We  also  recognize 
that  each  dollar  we  spend  bears  important  implications  for  the 
education  of  our  children.  It  is  a  difficult  task,  and  yet  one  of 
the  major  responsibilities  of  this  Committee,  to  determine 
where  to  draw  the  line  between  the  need  for  excellence  in  edu- 
cation and  the  need  for  a  reasonable  level  of  financial  support 
from  the  town. 

Through  several  special  articles  on  the  town  warrant  your 
School  Committee  is  asking  for  expenditures  of  additional  funds 
for  National  Defense  to  Education,  athletics,  cafeteria,  driver 
education,  and  for  money  to  complete  the  football  field  and 
track  at  the  rear  of  our  High  School.  Probably  the  largest  single 
expenditure  of  concern  to  us  this  year  is  the  amount  we  are 
recommending  for  the  support  of  our  school  cafeterias.  This 
year  we  are  requesting  a  total  of  $18,545.  At  last  year's  town 
meeting  we  requested  a  total  subsidy  of  $1810.  This  substantial 
increase  is  needed  in  order  to  provide  adequate  salaries  for  our 
cafeteria  personnel  and  to  help  underwrite  the  annual  financial 
loss  of  our  cafteria.  The  loss  this  year  has  been  due  in  part  to 
the  substantial  decrease  in  the  amount  of  federal  commodities 
usually  received  from  the  federal  government.  It  is  the  feeling 
of  your  Committee  that  the  amount  of  support  for  the  cafeteria 
should  be  placed  before  the  community  in  the  form  of  a  special 
article  to  determine  your  wishes. 

Your  School  Committee  is  also  sponsoring  a  special  article 
requesting  the  formation  of  a  Norton  School  Construction  Sur- 
vey Committee.  It  is  our  hope  that  a  group  of  this  nature  will 
be  able  to  study  our  school  housing  needs  and  arrive  at  an  ac- 
ceptable solution  in  the  near  future.  As  the  superintendent  has 
outlined  in  his  report,  all  available  classrooms  will  be  filled  by 
September  of  1967.  Therefore,  by  September  of  1988  we  will  be 
in  need  of  additional  school  housing.  It  is  important,  therefore, 
that  we  plan  and  arrive  at  an  acceptable  solution  soon. 
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The  Norton  School  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  Superintendent  George  Mac  Arthur  and  the  mem- 
bers of  his  staff  for  the  devotion  they  have  shown  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  during  the  past  school  year.  Also,  to 
the  citizens  and  parents  of  our  schools  we  wish  to  express  our 
sincere  appreciation  for  the  moral  and  financial  support  you 
have  given  to  us  over  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  is  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your  superinten- 
dent. This  is  the  73rd  annual  superintendent's  report  and  includes 
information  and  contributions  from  our  principals,  supervisors, 
department  chairmen,  and  other  personnel. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  personnel  left  our  staff:

The  largest  single  factor  in  every  school  budget  is  teachers' 
salaries.  Although  it  is  not  always  true,  it  can  be  said  with  a 
fair  degree  of  assurance,  that  the  amount  of  money  a  town  budg- 
ets for  teachers'  salaries  bears  a  direct  relationship  to  the  qual- 
ity of  education  it  receives.  The  Norton  School  Committee  each 
year  spends  a  great  amount  of  time  considering  the  ability  of 
the  town  to  pay,  and  the  necessity  for  increasing  the  salaries 
of  professional  personnel  in  our  schools.  In  order  to  be  suc- 
cessful we  must  keep  Norton  in  the  position  where  we  are  able 
to  retain  an  experienced,  capable  staff,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
attract  desirable  replacements  when  it  becomes  necessary. 

Our  current  1966-1967  professional  salary  schedule  is  com- 
petitive with  other  towns  in  this  area,  and  pays  a  beginning 
teacher  with  no  experience  $5,200.  A  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's 
degree  and  nine  years  of  experience  currently  receives  $7,280. 
Other  base  salaries  range  from  $5,616,  for  a  teacher  with  a 
Master's  degree  and  no  experience  to  $8,216  for  a  teacher  with 
a  Master's  degree  and  11  years  of  experience.  A  teacher  with 
one  year  of  training  beyond  a  Master's  degree  and  no  experi- 
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ence  now  receives  $6,032.  This  same  person  with  13  years  of 
teaching  experience  would  now  be  receiving  $9,152.  Currently 
our  professional  staff  members  are  receiving  the  following 
salaries:

At  the  present  time  the  Norton  Teachers'  Association  and 
the  Norton  School  Committee  are  meeting  under  the  principles 
of  collective  bargaining  in  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  mutually 
satisfactory  professional  salary  program.  Negotiations  or  bar- 
gaining, in  a  professional  sense,  means  that  the  Norton  School 
Committee  has  recognized  the  Norton  Teachers'  Association 
as  the  agency  through  which  the  professional  staff  of  our  schools 
will  communicate  with  the  School  Committee  and  develop  and 
represent  their  considered  opinion  on  policy  matters  of  con- 
cern to  them.  The  Norton  Teachers'  Association  on  the  other 
hand,  recognizes  that  the  Norton  School  Committee,  under  the 
law,  has  the  final  responsibility  for  establishing  the  educational 
policies  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools,  and  as  the  elected  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people,  it  cannot  delegate  its  decision-making 
responsibility  to  others.  Collective  bargaining  is  a  desirable 
characteristic  of  policy  development.  It  assumes  a  commonality 
of  goals  and  interests  among  teachers,  the  School  Committee  and 
the  administration. 
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At  the  present  time  the  School  Committee  is  meeting  in 
negotiation  sessions  with  the  AFL-CIO,  the  approved  bargain- 
ing agent  for  the  non- certificated  school  personnel.  It  is  hoped, 
as  it  is  in  the  case  of  the  teachers'  negotiating  unit,  that  through 
bargaining  procedures  a  reasonably  agreeable  salary  program 
can  be  established  for  our  non-certified  employees. 

The  School  Committee,  at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this 
report,  is  also  engaged  in  constructing  a  budget  for  the  1967 
calendar  year.  Initial  budgetary  discussion  is  concerned  with  a 
budgetary  increase  of  approximately  10-12%.  Fortunately, 
through  the  efforts  of  our  State  Legislature,  Massachusetts  has 
relieved  to  some  extent  the  tax  burden  placed  on  real  estate 
owners  by  instituting  a  3%  sales  tax.  Norton's  tax  rate  for  1966 
was  affected  by  a  projected  9-month  sales  tax  income,  in  1967, 
for  the  first  time,  we  will  base  our  yearly  real  estate  tax  rate 
on  the  income  to  be  received  from  a  full  year  of  sales  tax  ex- 
perience. 

To  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  other  interested  groups, 
and  individuals  who  worked  diligently  in  support  of  the  sales 
tax,  we  extend  the  thanks  of  those  of  us  who  are  concerned  with 
school  and  town  finances. 

Once  again  Norton  faces  a  school  housing  problem.  As  of 
September  1966  two  of  the  remaining  rooms  in  the  new  L.  G. 
Nourse  Elementary  School  addition  were  vacant.  Both  of  these 
rooms  will  be  filled  due  to  increased  enrollments  by  September 
of  1967.  Thus,  as  it  was  stated  in  last  year's  Town  Report,  by 
September  of  1968  we  will  once  again  be  in  need  of  additional 
school  space.  Fortunately,  our  School  Building  Sites  Committee 
has  been  working  to  provide  sites  for  future  school  construction. 
It  is  our  hope  that  at  our  next  Town  Meeting  a  school  planning 
committee  will  be  formulated.  It  will  be  the  task  of  this  plan- 
ning committee  to  assess  our  total  educational  needs  and  rec- 
ommend a  school  housing  program  which  will  best  satisfy  these 
needs. 

This  year  for  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  all  incoming 
first  graders  at  both  elementary  schools  attended  school  during 
the  morning  session  only.  This  plan  was  adopted  to  enable  these 
children  to  make  a  gradual  and  proper  adjustment  to  school. 
During  the  morning  sessions  various  tests  were  administered 
to  the  children  to  determine  levels  of  readiness  and  proper 
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group  placement.  During  the  afternoons  teachers  scored  and 
interpreted  and  evaluated  the  tests  in  preparation  for  grouping 
procedures. 

Teachers  of  the  second  and  third  grades  of  the  Norton 
Elementary  School  have  been  actively  engaged  in  preparing  tape 
recordings  in  the  various  subject  areas.  Tapes  are  used  to  help 
teach  the  skills  and  sub-skills  to  individual  children  and  to  small 
and  large  groups.  This  type  of  instructional  material  provides 
teachers  with  another  medium  with  which  to  individualize  in- 
struction. With  the  acquisition  of  additional  transparencies  pur- 
chased through  federal  funds  a  greater  use  of  overhead  pro- 
jectors has  been  made  this  year.  Devices  of  this  nature  have 
proven  to  be  a  most  effective  and  motivating  aid  to  teachers 
and  children  because  of  their  versatility. 

Under  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Act  we  were 
able  to  add  several  hundred  books  to  our  three  school  libraries 
this  year.  We  have  been  able  to  equip  four  classrooms  at  the 
Norton  Elementary  School  with  audio-visual  blinds  from  funds 
received  through  the  National  Defense  to  Education  Act.  One 
additional  room  was  also  equipped  from  regular  funds.  Installa- 
tion of  this  type  of  blind  permits  teachers  to  use  various  audio- 
visual equipment  with  a  maximum  of  efficiency. 

Norton,  cooperating  with  the  communities  of  Easton,  Fox- 
boro,  Mansfield,  North  Attleboro  and  Walpole,  has  been  awarded 
a  planning  grant  from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education 
under  Title  III  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act.  A  committee  comprised  of  members  from  of  each  partici- 
pating community  is  now  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  pro- 
posal for  an  operational  grant  which  will  be  submitted  to  the 
United  States  Office  for  the  establishment  of  an  educational 
media  center  to  serve  the  above  mentioned  towns.  Mr.  John 
Stefani,  principal  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School,  has  been 
appointed  chairman  of  the  planning  committee.  Miss  Nancy 
Newbert,  school  psychologist,  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
committee,  along  with  Mr.  George  MacArthur,  superintendent 
of  schools,  who  is  the  project  director. 

The  Norton  Public  Schools  are  participating  in  a  coopera- 
tive project  for  educational  development.  This  is  an  inter-uni- 
versity research  project  funded  by  the  United  States  Office  of 
Education  and  administered  by  the  Human  Relations  Depart- 
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ment  of  Boston  University.  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  ex- 
plore theories,  concepts  and  strategies  of  planned  change  to  im- 
prove educational  systems.  The  Messrs.  Williston  Holbert,  John 
Stefani,  James  Blount,  and  Thomas  McDonald,  are  members  of 
the  "Change  Agent  Team"  designed  to  function  as  liaison  be- 
tween the  university  and  the  school. 

Our  early  Wednesday  afternoon  closing  in  grades  1-6  has 
proven  to  be  beneficial  to  both  student  and  teacher.  For  the 
student  it  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  to  receive  extra  help 
on  a  tutorial  or  small  group  basis.  On  these  afternoons  certain 
students  remain  for  a  one-hour  session  of  intensified  instruction 
following  which  teachers  are  given  the  opportunity  to  work  on 
curriculum  and  planning  for  the  balance  of  the  afternoon. 

This  year  we  have  added  an  in-service  training  program 
to  our  late  Wednesday  afternoon  program  for  teachers.  We  have 
had  visiting  classroom  teachers  from  surrounding  school  sys- 
tems meet  with  us  in  Norton  to  share  ideas  which  they  have 
found  to  be  helpful  in  teaching  their  boys  and  girls.  We  have 
entitled  this  project  our  "teacher-to-teacher"  program. 

One  of  the  many  methods  of  teaching  used  in  our  elementary 
schools  is  the  unit  method.  This  method  seeks  to  involve  chil- 
dren in  doing  research  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  variety  of  con- 
cepts and  conclusions.  In  order  for  the  teacher  to  do  an  effective 
job  it  is  important  that  we  provide  her  with  adequate  materials. 
It  is  our  long-range  plan  to  place  in  every  classroom  at  least 
one  set  of  encyclopedias  and  to  have  in  our  individual  school 
libraries  a  number  of  research  volumes. 

For  the  third  year  our  fourth  grades,  and  for  the  second 
year  our  fifth  grades,  have  been  involved  in  an  integrated 
language  arts  program  which  we  feel  successfully  provides  for 
the  individual  needs  of  each  child  at  his  own  achievement  level. 
With  the  cooperation  and  interest  of  our  sixth  grade  teachers  we 
plan  to  institute  this  program  at  this  level  next  year. 

The  language  arts  block  is  no  more  than  a  daily  period  of 
time  in  which  individual  instruction  and  participation  in  read- 
ing is  correlated  with  the  learning  skills  of  speaking,  listening, 
writing  and  spelling. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this  past  year  was  the  presentation 
of  the  operetta  "Hansel  and  Gretel"  by  the  students  of  grades 
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4,  5,  and  6  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Under  the  capable  di- 
rection of  our  vocal  music  teacher,  Miss  Regina  Lopes,  over  300 
children  were  involved  in  this  production. 

The  elementary  art  program  this  year  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Louise  Magaldi,  and  includes  painting,  drawing, 
design,  modeling  and  art  appreciation.  The  children  are  en- 
couraged to  use  their  imagination  and  creative  ability  in  their 
daily  work.  Outside  art  journals  and  hand  prints  are  shown  and 
discussed  with  the  children  to  further  increase  their  appreciation 
for  art. 

Elementary  schools,  if  they  are  to  be  effective  in  preparing 
children  for  adult  life,  must  do  an  excellent  job  in  teaching 
reading.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  had  Mr.  William  Fer- 
rara  as  our  reading  supervisor  over  the  past  three  years.  Under 
Mr.  Ferrarra's  capable  direction,  our  reading  program  through- 
out the  grades  has  been  improved  and  strengthened  immeasur- 
ably. At  the  primary  level,  our  objectives  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  provide  a  readiness  program  for  those  children  en- 
tering first  grade  who  are  immature  socially  and  emotionally 
and  who  need  experiential  background  and  manipulative  skills. 
This  readiness  program  is  organized  to  include  language  ex- 
periences, directional  skills,  auditory  and  visual  perception, 
social  situations,  knowledge  of  letter  names  and  knowledge  of 
letter  sounds. 

2.  To  develop  an  adequate  sight  vocabularly  in  conjunc- 
tion with  a  sound  word  analysis  program.  This  is  done  through 
the  use  of  context  clues,  phonics,  and  word  structure. 

3.  To  attain  independence  in  reading  at  as  early  a  level  as 
possible. 

4.  To  regard  each  child  as  an  individual,  and  through  test- 
ing, observation,  conferences,  etc.,  to  provide  a  program  which 
will  meet  his  needs. 

5.  To  develop  increased  skill  in  silent  reading  with  an  em- 
phasis on  comprehension  and  understanding. 

In  the  middle  grades,  4,  5,  6,  objectives  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  review  the  basic  skills  which  have  been  taught  at  the 
primary  level. 
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2.  To  provide  a  wide  range  of  reading  materials  in  all  of 
the  content  subjects. 

3.  To  teach  the  many  purposes  for  reading. 

4.  To  teach  a  variety  of  reading  rates  so  that  the  child  may 
adapt  his  reading  to  a  specific  purpose. 

5.  To  teach  vocational  skills. 

6.  To  teach  critical  reading. 

7.  To  develop  the  ability  to  read  critically. 

8.  To  teach  the  ability  to  state  the  main  idea  of  a  selection, 
to  isolate  minor  details,  to  the  functional  use  of  the  library, 
through  various  projects,  and  to  foster  a  genuine  interest  and 
love  for  reading. 

At  the  junior  high  level  our  objectives  are  mainly  con- 
cerned with  continuing  the  sequence  begun  at  the  elementary 
levels.  Here,  while  developmental  in  design,  remedial  techniques 
are  incorporated  in  individual  cases  which  warrant  this  type  of 
teaching.  Pupils  are  also  given  a  review  of  all  of  the  skills  taught 
at  the  elementary  level,  with  emphasis  on  skills  in  the  content 
area.  Such  skills  as  reading  rate,  comprehension,  locational 
skills,  word  attack,  and  vocabulary  development  are  expanded. 
The  overall  goals  of  the  junior  high  school  program  are  to  de- 
velop the  reading  skills  necessary  for  secondary  level,  and  to 
bring  each  person  to  the  maximum  of  his  ability. 

While  as  yet  there  is  no  formal  program  beyond  grade  8  at 
the  high  school  level,  high  school  teachers  have  been  encouraged 
to  incorporate  into  their  lessons  the  reading  skills  necessary  for 
mastery  of  their  subject  matter.  Each  high  school  teacher  has 
been  provided  with  a  reading  handbook  containing  suggestions 
and  sample  lessons.  This  handbook,  an  extensive  compendium 
of  reading  knowledge,  was  compiled  over  the  summer  months 
by  our  reading  supervisor,  Mr.  Ferrara. 

Under  Title  I  of  P.L.  89-10  a  reading  program  entitled  "High 
Hopes"  was  instituted  at  the  first  grade  level.  This  program  was 
initiated  in  February  of  1966  and  provided  for  tutorial  type  of 
services  to  those  first  grade  children  who  are  in  need  of  an  in- 
tensified reading  readiness  program.  Time  is  also  allocated  to 
those  children  in  grades  2  and  3  who  need  special  reading  at- 
tention. Through  this  program  we  were  able  to  employ  a  full- 
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time  reading  specialist  and  to  purchase  materials  such  as  basal 
textbooks,  supplementary  books,  reading  kits,  commercial  read- 
ing games,  work  books,  phonetic  programs,  tachistoscopes,  and 
other  materials  and  devices  to  help  with  the  reading  instruc- 
tional program. 

At  the  high  school  level  we  continue  to  be  pressed  by  the 
need  for  increased  faculty  and  instructional  space.  In  such  areas 
as  industrial  arts,  household  arts,  science,  music,  art,  library, 
these  should  be  expanded  to  include  additional  instructional  sta- 
tions, and  facilities.  Our  business  education  department  could 
readily  use  a  machines  room  for  the  instruction  of  data  process- 
ing. It  is  our  hope  that  a  future  school  planning  committee  will 
look  closely  at  these  problems,  and  recommend  some  alternative 
at  a  future  meeting  of  our  town. 

We  were  pleased  again  to  have  the  Norton  League  of  Wom- 
en Voters  sponsor  a  United  Nations  trip  for  two  girls  from  our 
senior  class.  Marcia  Collins  and  Dianne  Levesque  were  chosen 
to  represent  Norton  High  School  on  the  basis  of  their  essays 
written  on  the  purpose  and  history  of  the  United  Nations.  This 
essay  contest  was  directed  by  members  of  our  Social  Studies 
department. 

Our  English  department  directed  an  essay  contest  sponsored 
by  the  Better  Homes  Heating  Council  of  New  England.  On  the 
basis  of  her  essay  "The  Importance  of  Education  in  the  Modern 
World"  Susan  Lynch,  a  member  of  our  senior  class  was  awarded 
a  prize  of  $500. 

Our  high  school  library  owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
many  library  student  aides  who  work  at  the  circulation  desk, 
review,  mend  and  file  books,  make  posters,  type,  run  errands, 
and  in  other  ways  render  valuable  assistance  to  our  school  li- 
brarian. One  of  our  biggest  problems  in  the  library  is  locating 
room  for  both  books  and  students.  Our  bookshelves  now  are  well 
filled,  and  the  room  seats  a  maximum  of  45.  According  to  na- 
tional library  standards,  Norton  High  School  should  have  a  min- 
imal seating  capacity  of  76  in  the  high  school  library.  To  meet 
even  our  immediate  needs,  without  thinking  of  future  enroll- 
ments, we  need  additional  shelving,  more  books,  and  a  larger 
seating  capacity. 

Our  foreign  language  department  has  continued  its  gradual 
extension  of  French  sequence.  More  seventh  graders  are  pres- 
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ently  taking  French  than  in  the  past,  and  our  French  which  pre- 
viously started  in  Grade  7  has  now  extended  its  sequence  into 
the  11th  grade.  Thus,  by  next  year,  it  will  be  possible  for  a  stu- 
dent to  take  six  years  of  continuous  French  starting  in  Grade  7. 
We  are  now  using  programmed  French  readers  in  grades  9 
through  11  to  supplement  our  regular  text.  In  addition  to  Latin, 
Spanish  is  now  being  offered  to  all  freshmen.  The  one  area 
where  we  now  feel  we  do  need  to  make  an  addition  is  at  the 
9th  or  10th  grade  level.  Currently  we  do  not  have  a  beginning 
French  course  at  this  level  for  new  students  arriving  in  Norton, 
or  for  students  who  neglected  to  take  French  at  the  7th  and  8th 
grade  level.  It  is  our  hope  to  institute  a  new  sequence  of  French 
at  this  level  in  the  very  near  future. 

During  the  past  school  year  ground  work  was  laid  for  a  full 
program  of  student  and  assembly  exchanges  among  the  Attle- 
boro  Area  Association  of  Student  Councils.  This  area  association 
was  organized  under  the  direction  of  James  E.  Blount,  with  At- 
tleboro,  Bishop  Feehan,  Mansfield,  North  Attleboro,  and  Norton 
High  School  as  participants. 

This  past  year  Mrs.  Jean  Findlater  retired  as  director  of 
guidance  after  34  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Norton.  Jean's  accomplishments  in  the  area  of  guidance 
and  academics,  are  far  beyond  that  which  could  be  written  in 
this  report.  We  all  owe  her  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  and  wish 
her  happiness  in  her  retirement  from  Norton.  Our  new  guidance 
director  is  Mr.  Victor  Bissonnette  who  comes  to  us  with  many 
years  of  teaching  and  guidance  experience.  This  year  for  the 
first  time  a  full-time  secretary  was  appointed  to  assist  the  gui- 
dance department.  Under  the  guidance  department's  direction 
a  work-study  program  is  now  in  its  second  successful  year  of  op- 
eration. The  prime  objective  of  our  STEP  program  is  the  pre- 
vention of  school  dropouts.  All  of  the  students  who  originally 
enrolled  in  this  program  have  remained  in  school,  except  for 
one  who  transferred  from  Norton  High  School.  This  program 
follows  a  basic  pattern  of  academic  subjects  scheduled  during 
the  morning  session,  followed  by  paid  industrial  employment  in 
the  afternoon. 

We  fully  realize,  with  the  increasing  emphasis  which  is  be- 
ing placed  on  education  and  specialized  training,  that  there  is 
a  need  to  expand  our  guidance  services  beyond  the  student  body 
of  Norton  High  School.  Therefore,  any  resident  of  the  town  is 
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eligible  and  is  encouraged  to  utilize  the  services  of  our  guidance 
department. 

Our  mathematics  program  completed  another  in-service 
modern  mathematics  program  this  past  spring.  Our  in-service 
modern  mathematics  program  for  high  school  mathematics 
teachers  started  in  1962.  Since  this  time  six  academic  courses 
covering  modern  mathematics  from  grades  7  through  12  have 
been  offered  to  our  teachers.  By  1968  all  grades  1  through  12 
will  be  receiving  instruction  in  modern  mathematics. 

Our  Lancer  High  School  Band  performed  at  all  of  our  foot- 
ball games,  several  holiday  town  parades,  many  in-school  ac- 
tivities, and  our  annual  spring  concert  and  state  spring  festival 
held  at  Fairhaven.  Our  dance  band  and  aeolian  choir  performed 
at  Bishop  Feehan  under  the  first  exchange  concert  arrangement. 

Our  English  department  has  continued  to  enrich  its  pro- 
gram by  way  of  various  audio-visual  aids,  filmstrips,  and  rec- 
ords. These  materials  have  been  used  to  supplement  the  stu- 
dents' texts.  Because  emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  modern 
and  generative  grammar,  our  English  department  is  now  pilot- 
ing a  course  in  modern  grammar.  This  program  will  eventually 
be  a  sequential  one  from  grades  seven  through  twelve.  Not  only 
is  the  student  learning  about  the  history  of  his  language,  but 
he  is  also  learning  about  the  structure.  Our  English  depart- 
ment has  also  made  two  major  field  trips  this  past  year.  Grades 
7  through  12  attended  a  performance  of  Shakespeare's  "Taming 
of  the  Shrew"  in  Natick,  Mass.,  and  the  senior  class  attended 
the  New  England  Premiere  of  the  movie  "Is  Paris  Burning"  in 
Boston.  In  April  of  1967  plans  are  underway  to  attend  a  per- 
formance at  the  Stratford  Playhouse  in  Stratford,  Connecticut. 

Our  business  education  department  was  fortunate  to  receive 
a  Friden  Calculator  purchased  through  federal  funds.  We  also 
added  a  new  IBM  typewriter  which  will  also  enable  our  students 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  key  punch  operations.  Our  office 
practice  class  continues  to  work  as  secretaries  by  assisting  in 
typing,  duplicating  and  taking  dictation  for  the  high  school  staff. 
This  activity  enables  our  students  to  some  of  the  experience  they 
will  need  to  succeed  in  a  business  office.  Under  Miss  Evelyn 
Rapoza's  direction  our  high  school  business  education  club  plans 
to  visit  business  agencies  and  organizations  and  establishments 
during  the  forthcoming  year.  In  addition,  various  speakers  from 
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surrounding  business  schools  and  industry  are  invited  to  lecture 
to  the  students.  At  the  present  time  we  are  considering  a  new 
course  in  distributive  education.  We  are  currently  contemplating 
a  course  in  sales  and  retailing.  In  the  future  we  would  like  to 
see  a  program  of  computer  education  instituted. 

Our  high  school  social  studies  department  augmented  its 
regular  classroom  program  with  a  wide  variety  of  interesting 
and  unusual  experiences.  Highlights  of  this  past  year's  program 
of  outside  activities  include  the  following:  Massachusetts  Heri- 
tage Day  Program  at  Plymouth,  student  exchange  program  with 
Gate  of  Heaven  High  School  of  South  Boston,  Civic  Education 
Conference  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  United  Nations  trip 
for  grade  eight,  Jewish  War  Veterans  Program  at  Northeastern 
University,  Student  Government  Day,  Law  Day  at  Attleboro 
District  Court,  and  a  visit  to  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Cor- 
rection in  Walpole.  Supplements  to  regular  classwork  included 
guest  speakers  on  a  wide  range  of  topics  of  interest  to  the  stu- 
dents and  complementary  to  our  regular  classroom  instruction. 

Our  high  school  special  education  program  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Albert  Wagner  continues  to  give  our  disadvantaged 
children  an  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for  adult  life. 
In  this  program  training  is  provided  in  the  fundamentals  of 
reading,  writing  and  arithemtic,  along  with  an  opportunity  to 
develop  in  other  areas  of  the  school  program.  Every  attempt  is 
made  to  integrate  these  youngsters  into  our  regular  classrooms 
whenever  this  is  practicable  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  practical  arts  department  of  Norton  High  School  is  com- 
prised of  home  economics,  technical  drawing,  and  industrial  arts. 
Our  two  home  economic  teachers  have  been  busy,  each  with  a 
full  schedule,  which,  besides  providing  for  the  traditional  cook- 
ing and  sewing  classes,  also  includes  course  work  in  child  care 
and  development,  home  furnishings,  house  planning,  and  first 
aid.  A  new  course  added  to  the  home  economics  curriculum  this 
past  year  was  a  class  of  cooking  for  high  school  boys. 

A  new  dust  collection  system  was  installed  in  the  shop  this 
year,  thus  reducing  the  ever-present  hazard  of  dust  to  a  mini- 
mum. Our  new  blueprint  reproduction  machine  has  proved  to 
be  quite  useful  as  a  teaching  aid,  and  permits  students  to  check 
the  results  of  their  work  by  making  a  reproduction  blueprint. 
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Seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  in  the  industrial  arts  de- 
partment are  provided  a  wide  variety  of  small  projects  in  order 
to  teach  a  maximum  of  basic  skills,  and  at  the  same  time  allow 
each  student  to  expand  his  interests.  Unfortunately,  due  to  a  re- 
stricted area,  our  industrial  arts  department  is  offering  a  mini- 
mum program.  Although  we  do  have  a  basic  curriculum  in  tech- 
nical drawing,  blueprinting,  woodworking,  and  metals,  because 
of  space  limitations,  the  depth  of  curriculum  in  these  areas  is 
necessarily  limited.  We  would  hope  that  with  new  construction 
in  the  near  future  we  would  be  able  to  enlarge  this  department 
to  include  an  expanded  program  in  woods  and  metals,  plus  in- 
struction in  electricity  electronics,  and  possibly  auto  mechanics. 

Through  federal  funds  under  the  National  Defense  to  Educa- 
tion Act  new  laboratory  benches  with  electricity,  water  and  gas 
have  been  installed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  science 
rooms.  We  have  added  two  laboratory  periods  to  the  college  pre- 
paratory earth  science  ninth  grade  classes  and  are  currently 
investigating  the  desirability  of  instituting  a  new  earth  science 
course.  The  PSSC  physics  course  instituted  four  years  ago  has 
proven  to  be  quite  successful,  and  provisions  are  now  being  made 
to  increase  our  laboratory  procedures  and  demonstration  level 
instruction.  The  new  "Green"  version  of  biology  based  upon  the 
relationships  of  plants  and  animals  to  their  environment  has 
also  proved  to  be  successful  and  of  interest  to  the  students. 
Our  greenhouse,  constructed  several  years  ago  from  federal 
funds,  is  being  used  extensively  by  our  biology  classes. 

Norton  High  School's  varsity  athletic  program  is  an  exten- 
sive one  for  a  school  of  Norton's  size.  We  currently  participate 
in  the  following  varsity  sports:  football,  baseball,  basketball, 
track,  and  cross  country.  In  addition,  programs  are  offered  at 
the  junior  varsity,  freshman,  and  in  some  instances  the  junior 
high  school  level.  Our  baseball  team,  under  the  direction  of 
Peter  Bartek,  went  all  the  way  to  the  finals  in  the  class  "C" 
state  baseball  competition.  Our  basketball  team  had  a  very 
successful  year  and  our  varsity  football  team  in  its  first  year 
of  competition  proved  able  to  hold  its  own  in  varsity  competition. 

Our  girls  physical  education  classes  in  grades  7,  8  and  9, 
undertook  a  unit  in  field  hockey  and  basketball.  During  the 
course  of  the  school  year  they  are  involved  in  units  of  gymnas- 
tics, badminton,  various  units  of  dance,  and  other  team  sports. 
The  girls'  intramural  team  visited  the  House  in  the  Pines  for 
an  interschool  clinic  and  game  of  field  hockey. 
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At  the  primary  and  intermediate  level  the  students  are  in- 
volved in  relay  games,  games  of  low  organization  and  various 
skill  activities. 

Our  elementary  intramural  program  continues  to  be  very 
popular,  attracting  a  large  number  of  boys  at  this  level. 

Our  school  psychologist  continues  to  receive  a  steady  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  referrals  each  year.  This  year  over  200 
children  were  individually  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  referrals 
from  teachers,  parents,  school  administrators  and  community 
agencies.  From  assessment  of  school  readiness  through  intellect- 
ual, emotional  and  personality  adjustments,  through  visual- 
motor  perceptual  difficulty,  to  color-blind  detection,  to  correc- 
tion of  classroom  placement,  the  problems  have  been  handled 
within  the  system  by  the  psychologist,  Miss  Nancy  Newbert.  In 
the  case  of  each  youngster  who  was  seen,  a  battery  of  appro- 
priate tests  was  administered.  Follow-up  conferences  with  the 
teacher  were  held  in  every  case  and  parental  conferences  were 
held  as  necessary.  The  school  psychologist  also  makes  home 
visits  and  arranges  her  time  to  meet  with  parents  in  the  evening 
or  on  weekends  when  necessary.  Additional  case  studies  of  sixty 
youngsters  were  sent  to  the  welfare  department  by  the  psycholo- 
gist. Four  children  were  withheld  from  school  attendance  be- 
cause of  immaturity  or  lack  of  school  readiness.  Reports  were 
forwarded  to  the  head  start  program  on  children  previously 
tested  in  the  school. 

Cooperation  and  interchange  with  the  following  agencies  has 
been  an  integral  part  of  our  school  psychology  program:  The 
Norton  Police  Department,  Norton  Welfare  Department,  Norton 
District  Nurse,  and  Holy  Name  Society.  In  addition  we  have 
been  most  fortunate  to  have  available  the  Children's  Hospital, 
Massachusetts  General  Specific  Language  Disability  Clinic,  The 
Douglas  A.  Thorn  Clinic,  the  Attleboro  Area  Mental  Health 
Clinic,  The  Division  of  Child  Guardianship,  The  M.S.P.C.C.,  and 
the  State  Department  of  Special  Education,  Blind,  and  Mental 
Hygiene.  The  mutual  exchange  of  information  with  such  agencies 
was  of  great  benefit  to  our  school  psychological  program. 

For  special  not  again  this  year  is  the  fact  that  our  teachers 
are  continually  seeking  to  improve  themselves  professionally. 
Listed  below  with  the  title  of  their  institutes,  are  those  teachers, 
who  during  1964  received  National  Education  Defense  Act  In-

stitutes:  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  English  Institute,  Boston  Univer- 
sity; Mr.  Victor  Bissonnette,  Guidance  Institute,  University  of 
Miami;  Miss  Diana  Berberian,  Mathematics  Institute,  Colgate 
University;  Miss  Mary -Elizabeth  Milot,  Mathematics  Institute, 
Boston  College;  Mr.  Andrew  Whelahan,  Mathematics  Institute, 
State  College  at  Bridgewater;  Mr.  Thomas  Galvin  who  was 
granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  in  order  to  attend  a  French 
Institute  at  Indiana  University.  In  addition,  many  other  teach- 
ers have  studied  at  various  colleges  and  universities  during  the 
past  summer  and  school  year. 

This  year  our  school  cafeteria  has  experienced  great  finan- 
cial difficulty,  due  in  part  to  the  reduction  in  subsidies  received 
from  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  This  year  the 
food  stuffs  we  normally  would  have  received  were  channeled  to 
Vietnam  and  other  areas  where  the  United  States  has  a  deep 
moral  commitment.  Along  with  the  reduction  in  government  food 
products  we  were  also  faced  with  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  food 
purchased  from  commercial  concerns.  Because  of  this  we  were 
forced  to  raise  the  price  of  our  student  lunches  from  $.25  to  $.30 
per  meal.  This  increase  resulted  in  a  drop  in  our  school  lunch 
participation.  However,  as  the  year  continues  to  progress,  we 
are  slowly  climbing  back  to  our  original  percentage  of  participa- 
tion. At  the  present  time  approximately  50  per  cent  of  our  stu- 
dents purchase  school  lunches  in  comparison  to  approximately 
56  per  cent  last  year. 

During  this  past  year  a  thorough  study  of  our  school  cafe- 
teria problem  was  made  by  a  study  group  comprised  of  local 
and  state  officials.  The  findings  of  this  group  helped  us  to  im- 
prove our  operation  and  to  assure  us  that  every  effort  was  being 
made  to  keep  our  expenses  to  a  minimum.  During  National 
School  Lunch  Week  an  invitation  was  extended  to  the  parents 
of  our  new  first  grade  children  to  join  their  youngsters  during  a 
school  lunch  period.  Over  150  mothers  responded  to  this  invita- 
tion. The  cafeteria,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Helen 
Post,  also  provides  an  opportunity  for  students  in  our  work-study 
program  to  work  during  the  afternoon  hours.  The  cafeteria  again 
last  year  provided  a  dinner  for  the  top  ten  honor  students  in  our 
high  school.  Special  films  on  nutrition  are  planned  for  elementary 
school  children  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  good  nutritional 
lunch. 

This  year  our  maintenance  department,  in  addition  to  main- 
taining its  regular  cleaning  schedule,  undertook  several  large 
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projects  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  James  Neveu.  Both 
the  boys'  and  girls'  shower  rooms  were  reorganized.  In  addition, 
two  offices,  one  for  girls  physical  education  teacher  and  one  for 
assistant  high  school  principal,  were  constructed.  Following  our 
regular  painting  program  10  high  school  rooms  and  18  rooms  at 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  were  also  painted.  During  the  summer 
vacation  period  necessary  repairs  were  made  to  both  of  our  heat- 
ing systems  in  order  to  keep  them  functioning  over  the  long 
winter  season. 

Sickness  has  continued  to  plague  our  custodial-maintenance 
staff  this  year  and  locating  new  help  has  proven  to  be  a  very 
serious  problem.  Despite  this,  with  the  aid  of  part-time  as- 
sistance, our  buildings  and  grounds  have  remained  in  first-rate 
condition. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  selectmen  and  to  the  highway  depart- 
ment for  their  assistance  on  many  occasions  this  past  year.  Their 
cooperation  in  loaning  the  town  grader,  and  snow  fencing  for  the 
football  field,  saved  the  school  department  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  expense.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  in  a  town  where  such  co- 
operation between  departments  is  evident.

NORTON  FUTURE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITES 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Norton  Future  School  Building  Sites  Committee  has  met 
for  a  total  of  sixteen  regular  or  special  meetings  during  this 
past  calendar  year.  In  addition  your  Committee  met  once  with 
the  Norton  Finance  Committee,  twice  with  representatives  of  the 
Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  and  once 
with  the  Mansfield  Permanent  School  Building  Committee.  Also, 
various  sub-groups  of  the  Committee  met  on  numerous  oc- 
casions to  discuss  and  inspect  possible  future  school  sites  located 
in  Norton.  The  Committee  also  sponsored  Articles  for  two  Special 
Town  Meetings  and  the  annual  March  Town  Meeting. 

This  Committee  was  gratified  at  the  March  1966  annual  Town 
Meeting  to  have  you  accept  the  fifteen  acre  Rose  site  on  the 
corner  of  West  Main  and  North  Worcester  Streets  as  a  future 
school  site.  This  property,  in  our  estimation,  is  one  of  the  finest 
sites  in  town  and  should  make  a  most  desirable  future  school 
site. 

At  the  1967  March  town  meeting  this  Committee  will  recom- 
mend the  acquistion  of  the  Davis  property  on  Barrows  Street.  It 
is  our  feeling  that  these  fifty  acres  will  also  make  a  most  de- 
sirable future  school  site. 

After  two  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  it  was  recommended 
that  Norton  give  serious  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  region- 
alizing at  the  high  school  level  with  some  other  area  town.  It  was 
also  suggested  that  Norton  establish  a  committee  to  look  into 
the  future  school  construction  needs  of  the  Town  of  Norton.  To 
this  end,  your  Sites  Committee,  along  with  the  Norton  School 
Committee,  is  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  Norton 
School  Construction  Survey  Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
Committee  will  be  authorized  at  our  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1967. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Norton  for  their  help  and  support  this  past  calendar  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1966 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

Snow 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  of  its  work 
and  progress  in  1966.  As  the  record  shows,  I  was  officially 
in  charge  of  the  Highway  Department  at  1:30  p.m.  mid- 
December,  and  at  4:30  p.m.  we  had  our  first  snow  storm.  As 
the  snow  plowing  program  was  set  up  by  Mr.  Sylvester,  the 
former  superintendent,  the  same  line  of  operation  was  followed, 
but,  as  the  snow  season  progressed,  changes  were  made.  There 
were  four  (4)  town  owned  snow  plows  and  nine  (9)  hired  plows. 
Today,  we  have  nine  (9)  town  owned  snow  plows  and  two  (2) 
hired  plows.  This  should  help  to  lower  the  cost  of  snow  removal. 
Also  the  town  owned  new  sander  which  gives  us  two  sanders 
for  better  service. 

The  radio  equipment  is  almost  completely  installed  with  the 
help  of  Civilian  Defense.  This  should  speed  up  communications 
during  a  storm.  The  new  town  owned  grader  has  proven  a  good 
machine  for  our  dirt  roads,  although  I  must  admit  that  the  sec- 
ond storm  this  past  December  was  an  unusual  ice  storm.  Our 
department  as  well  as  surrounding  towns  made  a  bad  showing 
as  to  icy  roads.  We  hope  to  use  more  salt  in  the  future  as  it 
seems  to  be  the  best  answer  in  an  ice  storm.  It  will  be  expen- 
sive to  provide  bare  roads  such  as  people  would  like.  So  much 
for  snow— it  could  be  a  mild  winter. 


Brush  Cutting 

Brush  and  overhanging  limbs  were  cut  on  Woodward  Street, 
Barrows  Street,  Eddy  Street,  S.  Worcester  and  North  Worcester 
Streets  with  Highway  crew  and  tree  department. 

Dump 

A  fence  has  been  built  at  the  Town  Dump  and  the  area  has 
been  covered  with  fill  and  pushed  back  weekly.  The  Firechief 
reports  no  fires  out  of  control  at  the  dump  during  1966.  No  com- 
plaints received  of  papers  blowing  around.  The  caretaker  has 
been  most  cooperative.  Our  efforts  are  not  in  vain. 
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HU1  Street 

We  then  started  Hill  Street  that  leads  to  the  Town  Dump  and 
installed  four  catch  basins  and  drain  pipe.  Also  2,046  feet  of 
gravel  and  tarvia  surface  applied. 

Plain  Street  Bridge 

At  Plain  Street  Bridge,  we  installed  three  40'x6'  metal  cul- 
vert type  pipes  to  form  and  relocate  a  new  bridge.  We  used 
over  four  thousand  yards  of  gravel  at  the  bridge  site.  In  some 
locations,  ten  feet  of  peat  had  to  be  removed  before  replace- 
ment to  gravel.  With  the  bridge  in  place,  we  replaced  670  feet 
of  gravel  and  tarvia  road  to  match  Plain  Street.  At  the  time  of 
this  project,  we  also  made  a  new  gravel  road  to  the  new  Plain 
Street  pump  house  for  the  water  department.  In  turn,  the  Water 
Commissioners  gave  us  permission  to  open  a  Town  owned  gravel 
pit  on  Town  land.  This  proved  to  be  very  good.  We  returned  to 
the  Town  approximately  $1,000.00  for  gravel  bought. 

Pine  Street 

Pine  Street  was  then  started  and  1,900  feet  of  gravel  and 
tarvia  surface  was  installed.  At  that  time  the  Pine  Street  pump- 
ing station  road  was  sealed  with  asphalt. 

Stephen  Street 

On  Stephen  Street  we  installed  400  feet  of  drain  pipe  and 
four  catch  basins.  Also  900  feet  of  gravel  and  tarvia  road  sur- 
face was  done. 

Drainage 

Four  drainage  jobs  were  done— two  at  No.  Worcester  Street 
and  two  So.  Worcester  Street.  Much  remains  to  be  done  in  this 
department.  As  more  house  lots  are  being  filled  in,  there  are 
less  run  off  areas  to  be  found.  In  the  next  few  years  this  will  be 
a  very  important  part  of  all  highway  work. 

Chapter  90  So.  Worcester  Street  Relocation 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December,  some  work 
was  accomplished  on  Chapter  90— relocation  of  South  Worcester 
Street.  Gravel  was  hauled  in  for  road  surfacing,  and  street  was 
almost  ready  for  tarvia  surface  when  cold  weather  arrived.  In 
the  spring,  more  has  to  be  done  for  drainage  and  side  slopes. 
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However,  Eddy  Street  to  Newton  farm  should  be  open  for  traf- 
fic in  the  spring. 

Bridges 

All  bridges  received  a  coat  of  paint  plus  replacement  of  all 
rotted  guard  rails  and  posts.  About  ($900.00)  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars has  been  spent  on  saw  mill  curve  replacing  posts  and  rails 
due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  1966.  These  accidents  have 
been  billed  by  town  counsel  who  collects  from  the  insurance 
companies  and  it  is  then  returned  to  the  Treasurer. 

Oil  Sealing 

Our  state  program  for  sealing  roads  for  1966  was  56,500 
gallons.  Burt  Street,  Maple,  So.  Worcester  from  Barrows  to 
Union  Road,  Pine  Street  from  Route  123  to  Plain,  Hill  Street, 
Pine  and  Stephen  Streets  and  Woodward  (before  it  was  used  for 
Route  140  detour)  were  sealed.  These  streets  were  done  with 
monies  from  the  additional  maintenance  account.  This  is  the 
most  oil  Norton  ever  put  out.  We  will  be  using  more  and  more 
oil  to  maintain  our  tar  roads  as  the  dirt  roads  disappear. 

Private  Ways 

Much  gravel  has  been  added  to  all  private  roads  also 
calcium  chloride  was  applied  several  times.  We  could  do  more 
in  this  area.  Building  of  new  homes  requires  better  roads  and 
we  could  spend  twice  the  amount  allowed.  The  town  owned 
grader  worked  on  some  of  these  streets  as  many  as  fourteen 
(14)  times  and  it  is  still  difficult  to  keep  everyone  happy. 

Progress  Report 

Mr.  Ernest  Leonard  retired  in  November.  He  worked  for 
the  highway  department  twenty-one  years.  We  wish  him  well. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Fire  Commissioners  who  gave  our  de- 
partment one  of  their  older  trucks.  This  truck  is  excellent  for 
carrying  our  new  sand  spreader  for  ice  control. 

Also,  thanks  to  the  water  department  for  the  use  of  their 
backhoe  and  air  compressor  and  also  their  labor  force  who 
helped  our  department  during  snow  storms.  (Thanks  Mr.  Don 
Robinson,  Supt). 

This  has  been  a  big  year  for  the  Norton  Highway  Depart- 
ment. We  completed  work  on  the  100-foot  building  that  Wheaton 
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College  gave  the  town.  The  tree  department  moved  into  this 
building  and  occupies  three  stalls.  Their  truck  and  tools  are 
now  kept  at  the  main  highway  yard.  One  stall  is  used  by  the 
cemetery  department  and  one  stall  is  used  by  the  police  depart- 
ment. Five  stalls  are  occupied  by  the  highway  department  as 
our  new  repair  shop  and  as  a  garage  for  equipment. 

The  Town  Highway  garage  was  painted  two  coats  of  paint 
and  all  broken  and  cracked  glass  replaced.  The  work  force  is 
still  one  man  short.  Mr.  Roy  Mackinally  passed  away  and  we 
would  like  to  remember  him  at  this  time. 

The  town  meeting  gave  the  labor  force  uniforms  for  work. 
The  men  appreciate  this.  The  Selectmen  gave  the  labor  force 
only,  a  raise  in  pay  and  later  a  promise  of  a  raise  in  March, 
1967.  They  now  get  time  and  one-half  after  forty  hours.  The 
labor  force  has  assured  the  selectmen  that  they  are  satisfied. 

The  highway  trucks  traveled  56,193  miles  and  used  9,420 
gallons  of  gasoline  during  1966.  The  new  pick-up  truck  arrived 
and  is  in  use.  The  new  snow  plow  for  the  tree  department  is 
also  in  use  under  supervision  of  the  highway  department.  The 
new  sand  spreader  for  ice  control  is  also  in  use.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  the  past  year  your  Selectmen  resolved  a  few  problems 
that  should  have  been  taken  care  of  years  ago.  The  Center 
School  had  deteriorated  to  a  degree  beyond  repair,  there  was  no 
choice  but  to  remove  this  building.  The  Fire  Station  in  Chartley 
had  passed  its  usefulness,  now  that  has  turned  into  an  asset, 
instead  of  a  liability.  Removing  these  old  buildings  from  the 
insurance  schedule  should  give  the  Town  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion in  rates;  save  upkeep,  and  return  some  revenue. 

The  problem  of  pollution  at  the  reservoir  has  been  given 
considerable  attention.  This  problem  must  be  resolved.  Your 
Selectmen  must  and  will  take  whatever  steps  necessary  to 
correct  this  problem. 
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In  the  matter  of  the  junk  cars,  your  Board  has  been  more 
than  lenient.  Your  by-law  on  this  matter  will  be  enforced.  This 
Board  has  notified  the  residents  of  Norton,  all  junk  cars  must 
be  removed  by  April  1,  1967.  The  Police  Department  will  be  no- 
tified to  take  appropriate  action. 

In  reference  to  the  by-laws  on  the  sanitary  code  and  various 
permits  required  for  the  building  business,  the  Board  will  have 
to  make  some  adjustments  in  the  cost  of  permits  to  make  these 
functions  self  supporting. 

The  Board  has  asked  all  departments  to  work  together  for 
the  best  of  interests  of  the  Town.  We  sincerely  appreciate  the 
effort  made  in  this  area,  and  look  for  even  closer  cooperation 
in  the  future. 

Instead  of  reporting  on  various  departments,  we  humbly 
suggest  you  read  the  reports  of  all  departments.  The  cost  per 
page  for  this  report  is  $8.85,  so  duplication  would  not  be  sensible. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  with  your  help  and  the  cooperation 
of  all  departments,  we  can  give  you  the  highest  level  of  Town 
Government  and  services  consistent  with  a  reasonable  tax  rate. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  serving  as  the  Board  of  Health 
is  glad  to  report  that  the  Sanitary  Code  has  been  endorsed  in 
1966,  and  progressing  as  scheduled.

Planning  Board  caused  to  be  mailed  to  citizens  of  Norton 
proposed  Zoning  Bylaw  and  Map;  held  public  hearing  regarding 
zoning;  working  with  Consulting  Committee  on  Zoning  to  come 
up  with  a  satisfactory  plan  for  zoning  on  February  19, 1968. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Advisory  Committee  each  Sunday 
until  February  18,  1968,  to  bring  in  a  report  to  the  adjourned 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  27, 1967. 

An  oversized  map  was  prepared  by  Providence  Blueprint 
Company.  This  has  been  prepared  from  maps  from  the  Assessor's 
Office. 

This  map  was  colored  by  the  Advisory  Committee  and  sug- 
gests the  best  land  uses  for  the  Town  of  Norton. 

This  map  will  be  on  display  at  the  meeting  being  held 
February  19,  1968,  and  also  before  meeting  of  February  11,  1968.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  is  a  complex  of  men  and 
machinery  closely  knit  together  to  give  a  fast  and  efficient  serv- 
ice to  the  Town  of  Norton.  The  human  element  must  be  of  the 
highest  quality  in  this  profession  that  the  town  can  afford.  Each 
man  is  specially  skilled  in  his  own  operation.  In  order  to  have 
the  best  of  these  skills  we  must  supply  a  decent  and  honorable 
wage  and  benefit  scale  for  these  men. 

In  the  last  year  our  town  has  grown  at  a  fast  rate,  over  100 
new  homes  last  year  and  a  proposed  200  or  more  homes  in  the 
coming  year,  which  will  put  a  larger  demand  on  our  daytime 
permanent  men.  During  the  daytime  most  of  our  volunteer  help 
is  at  work  out  of  town,  which  leaves  us  a  limited  crew.  We  feel, 
therefore,  that  it  is  necessary  to  get  another  permanent  man 
during  these  hours  to  increase  our  manpower  while  our  volun- 
teer men  are  out  of  town. 

By  the  time  you  read  this  report  our  new  1,000  gallon  pumper 
will  be  delivered  to  the  town.  This  new  pumper  does  not  end  our 
need  for  new  equipment.  We  have  five  vehicles  which  are  ten 
years  old  and  older,  and  three  vehicles  that  are  twenty  years  and 
older.  At  the  present  rate  of  cost  of  fire  equipment  it  will  cost  us 
$25,000  or  more  for  the  same  piece  of  equipment  which  we  have 
just  purchased  when  we  purchase  again.  Our  Apparatus  Fund 
allows  the  town  to  build  up  this  fund  to  purchase  this  equipment 
without  taking  a  large  sum  at  once.  Our  ambulance  calls  have 
increased  25%  over  the  last  year.  Within  another  year  or  two 
this  ambulance  will  neetf  replacement. 

We  have  been  fortunate  this  year  to  have  our  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  Rescue  Squad  vehicles  answer  only  140  calls  as  com- 
pared to  162  in  1966.  We  are  very  thankful  for  the  decrease  in 
the  calls  which  have  had  to  be  made  and  believe  this  is  due  to 
the  townspeople  following  the  Fire  Prevention  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  their  own  homes  and  surrounding  areas,  and  also  for 
Capt.  Fitzgibbons'  leadership  in  this  program. 
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Our  ambulance  calls  have  increased  25%  this  year.  We  feel 
this  is  due  to  the  increase  in  population  in  Norton.  There  were 
times  this  year  when  both  the  ambulance  and  Rescue  Squad 
vehicles  had  to  be  out  at  the  same  time.  You  can  see  with  430 
calls  compared  to  345  last  year  why  the  demand  on  the  depart- 
ment was  so  great. 

We  are  being  serviced  from  five  fire  stations,  out  of  which 
only  four  have  one  permanent  man.  This  leaves  the  Norton 
Grove  Fire  Station  unmanned.  Two  of  these  five  stations  are 
of  wood  construction  and  need  more  work  done.  However,  the 
Center  Fire  Station  houses  one  of  the  most  important  pieces  of 
equipment  that  the  Fire  Department  owns,  which  is  our  fire 
alarm  system.  The  Fire  Underwriters  frown  very  much  at  this 
building.  It  is  of  wood  construction  and  in  case  of  any  fire  in  the 
building  our  complete  fire  alarm  system  could  be  destroyed. 
This  is  a  very  essential  part  of  our  Fire  Department.  A  new 
brick  building  should  be  considered  in  the  near  future,  which 
could  be  a  combination  of  Town  Hall,  Fire  and  Police  Station. 

Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  Charles  Thorn  ae,  reports  three 
new  boxes  installed  and  replaced  box  #125  at  the  Town  Hall, 
which  now  gives  us  a  total  of  54  regular  boxes,  of  which  18  are 
master  boxes.  Also,  this  year  we  installed  3,500  feet  of  seven 
pair  cable  from  Station  2  to  Pine  Street.  These  men  have  done 
an  excellent  job  in  keeping  our  fire  alarm  system  in  working 
order  and  we  wish  to  thank  them. 

As  you  may  have  seen  the  old  Fire  Alarm  Truck  is  in  bad 
condition,  both  for  the  safety  of  the  men  and  running  of  the 
truck.  We  feel  it  is  necessary  to  replace  this  truck  as  soon  as 
possible.  It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  Massachu- 
setts Electric  Company  automatically  trades  in  a  number  of 
their  bucket  trucks  each  year,  and  we  were  told  that  we  may 
purchase  one  at  a  reasonable  price.  This  truck  would  be  much 
more  efficient  than  the  old  truck  we  now  have. 

The  Board  has  met  frequently  this  year.  We  have  had  many 
meetings  to  discuss  and  draw  up  a  new  plan  for  benefits  and 
pay  scale  increases  for  our  men.  Also,  many  trips  have  been 
taken  to  the  Farrar  Apparatus  Company,  constantly  checking 
the  new  truck  as  it  was  being  built,  to  see  that  all  the  specifica- 
tions were  being  met. 
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The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  and  Town  Counsel  for  their 
cooperation  this  past  year  and  look  forward  to  their  advice  and 
opinions  in  regard  to  the  growth  of  our  Fire  Department  in  the 
coming  year. 

We  would  also  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  men 
of  the  department  for  their  devoted  service  in  a  job  well  done. 
Also,  Chief  Wetherell  and  Deputy  Chief  Eddleston  deserve  much 
praise  for  their  service  and  leadership.  We  should  feel  proud  of 
our  officers  and  men  in  this  department  who  have  done  an 
excellent  job  in  serving  our  community. 

We,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  consider  it  a  privilege  to 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  our  community  for  the  year, 
1967.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES  AND  BENEFITS 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Benefits  submits 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

The  caseload  handled  during  the  year  1967  can  be  termed 
as  above  normal,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  service  work 
took  a  sharp  increase  over  previous  years.  Service  work  is  addi- 
tional  work  connected  with  the  Department  over  and  above  the 
usual  processing  of  applications  for  Veterans'  benefits. 

At  the  closing  of  the  year  1966,  13  persons  were  being  assisted 
on  a  permanent  basis,  while  one  person  was  on  the  rolls  on  a 
temporary  basis.

Several  major  changes  occurred  during  the  year  1967,  which 
should  be  touched  on  in  this  report: 

As  of  June  1,  1967,  a  5%  cost  of  living  raise  was  given  to 
all  those  who  were  being  assisted,  and  for  all  subsequent  appli- 
cants. 

Also,  as  of  July  1,  1967  the  Excessive  Medical  Program  was 
adopted  by  the  Office  of  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services  at 
Boston:  this  new  law  in  brief,  makes  a  veteran  and  his  depend- 
ents, if  they  are  considered  to  be  in  a  low  income  bracket, 
eligible  for  payment  of  medical  bills  such  as  doctor,  drugs,  den- 
tist, and  other  related  items.  The  Department  is  now  handling 
three  such  cases. 

As  of  January  1,  1968,  all  persons  65  years  or  older  and 
enrolled  under  Medicare  were  enrolled  in  the  new  Special  Medex 
program.  This  new  program  is  handled  by  Blue  Cross  and  Blue 
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Shield.  This  new  Medex  program,  though  slightly  higher  in  cost 
will  prove  to  be  a  more  beneficial  program  than  the  old  Medex  II 
in  that  it  will  pay  most  of  the  deductible  items  that  Medicare 
does  not  pay,  such  as  $40  deductible  for  hospital  care,  $50  de- 
ductible for  doctors'  visits,  and  will  in  some  instances  help 
defray  the  cost  of  drugs.  This  program  in  the  end  will  save  the 
Department  a  substantial  sum  of  money. 

By  federal  law  signed  by  President  Johnson  in  October  1967, 
all  persons  having  served  181  days  of  active  military  service  and 
discharged  under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable  since  Feb. 
1,  1955  until  such  emergency  is  declared  over  by  federal  au- 
thority shall  be  deemed  a  Vietnam  Era  veteran  and  as  such 
will  be  entitled  to  same  benefits  as  those  veterans  of  World  War 
1,  World  War  2,  and  the  Korean  Conflict.  These  persons,  if  need 
arises  are  also  eligible  for  Veterans'  benefits  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  by  law  signed  by  Gov.  Volpe  in 
December  1966. 

As  in  previous  years,  reimbursement  to  the  Town  of  Norton 
for  money  expended  for  the  care  of  the  veteran  and  his  depend- 
ent will  be  in  the  amount  of  50%  of  the  total  amount  spent. 
Reimbursal  is  payable  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Service  work  for  1967  reached  a  new  high,  the  single  biggest 
item  being  the  processing  by  the  Department  of  38  pension 
forms.  Of  this  number,  9  were  filed  on  a  widow  orphan  basis, 
while  29  were  processed  on  a  non-service  connected  disability 
basis.  Three  applications  were  filed  for  VA  approved  educational 
benefits,  10  applications  were  filed  for  veteran  grave  markers, 
6  applications  were  filed  for  admittance  to  VA  hospitals,  9  appli- 
cations were  filed  for  VA  outpatient  treatment.  Assistance  was 
also  given  to  47  veterans'  in  filling  out  the  annual  pension  ques- 
tionnaire. 

Other  service  work  consists  of  routine  home  visits  for  per- 
sons who  are  on  rolls,  and  follow  up  investigations  to  ascertain 
if  need  exists  after  application  for  Veterans'  benefits  has  been 
made.  Also,  there  have  been  many  small  routine  VA  related 
matters  which  Department  has  handled  during  the  year. 

The  Veterans'  agent  has  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
the  second  floor,  Monday  evenings  from  5:30  p.m.  to  8:30  p.m.,

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY  REPORT 

A  committee  of  four  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to 
carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Townstpeople  voted  on  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March  1967,  to  investigate  whether  there  is  a 
need  of  Housing  for  the  Elderly  in  Norton. 

The  Committee  met  nine  times.  It  sent  out  375  questionnaires 
to  all  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  in  Norton,  except  those 
in  Nursing  Homes,  of  which  165  were  returned.  Of  these  83  indi- 
cated they  were  interested  in  living  in  Housing  for  the  Elderly 
in  Norton  and  71  indicated  they  would  apply  for  a  unit  if  one 
were  available.  Of  the  71  who  were  interested  29  have  no  other 
income  except  Social  Security. 

Because  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  answers  to  our  ques- 
tionnaire and  because  of  our  impression  that  adequate  housing 
for  the  elderly  is  currently  lacking  in  Norton,  this  Committee 
recommends  that  a  Housing  Authority  be  appointed  by  vote  of 
the  Town,

In  addition  to  the  inspections  required  for  the  above,  all 
complaints  to  the  Board  of  Health  were  investigated. 

All  food  and  liquor  establishments  were  checked  out  accord- 
ing to  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  John  Reilly,  Sanitary  Engi- 
neer. 


We  had  approximately  100  new  families  move  into  Norton 
last  year.  The  coming  year  looks  like  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  the  building  boom  and  this  job  has  got  to  be  a  full  time  job, 
for  the  combined  inspections,  building,  sanitary,  board  of  health, 
plumbing  and  gas. 

As  a  courtesy  to  the  Planning  Board  I  took  care  of  number- 
ing all  new  buildings. 

The  State  law  requires  two  inspections  for  each  plumbing 
job.  Some  permits  issued  which  required  only  one,  have  to  have 
another  inspection,  or  call  back.  However,  on  the  overall  picture 
for  1967  there  were  about  1237  calls.

As 
shown  by  the  circulation  figures,  more  and  more  people  are 
using  the  library.  Circulation  figures  show  an  increase  of  8% 
this  year. 

In  May,  a  carpet  was  laid  in  the  main  room,  office,  reference 
room  and  on  the  stairs,  thus  cutting  down  on  maintenance, 
making  the  library  quieter,  more  attractive  and  safer. 

Halfway  through  the  year  Mrs.  Rockwood  Ohin  replaced  Mrs. 
Clifford  Reynolds  as  a  member  and  treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Our  thanks  go  to  both  of  these  ladies  since  this  is  a 
detailed  and  exacting  job  to  which  they  have  willingly  donated 
their  time  and  talents. 

Year  by  year,  now  numbering  nine,  the  Friends  of  the  Lib- 
rary continue  their  support.  The  Saturday  afternoon  story  hour 
is  popular  with  the  children.  Displays  and  flowers  are  often 
placed  in  the  library,  making  a  decorative  addition.  Special 
thanks  should  go  to  Mrs.  Riga  Martin  for  arranging  and  hang- 
ing an  ever  changing  display  of  local  art  work.

Who  is  served  at  the  Library?  Hopefully,  all  6808  of  the  last 
census.  In  fact,  a  registration  of  326  offset  by  62  cancellations 
brings  the  total  registration  to  2580. 

Where?  How  recently  have  you  visited  the  Norton  library 
just  around  the  corner  on  Mansfield  Avenue?  Have  you  brought 
your  youngster  to  the  new  Children's  Room?  Are  you  interested 
in  Norton's  history  or  its  present  government?  The  Jennings 
Conference  Room  will  be  of  interest  to  you.  Do  you  remember 
when  there  were  branches  or  deposits  in  Barrowsville?  East 
Norton?  Chartley?  If  you  do,  do  come  in  and  tell  us. 

What  can  be  done  to  make  the  service  better?  There  are  so 
many  areas  of  service:  books  for  relaxation,  books  to  keep  one 
aware  of  what  is  happening  in  the  physical  world  and  the  world 
of  ideas,  books  for  reference,  "how-to"  books,  magazines,  news- 
papers, recordings,  films.  Space  in  which  to  work,  read,  study — 
space  even  for  discussions — is  also  a  part  of  the  service  pro- 
gram. If  any  library  is  to  keep  pace  with  these  rapidly  changing 
times,  it  must  expand  both  in  contents  and  in  physical  size. 

Within  our  budget  we  try  to  have  a  representative  collection 
and  to  offer  as  many  services  as  possible  to  children  and  adults. 
The  record  collection  will  soon  be  available  for  circulation.  Films 
are  available  on  Inter-Library  Loan.  The  collection  of  books 
available  is  almost  limitless  through  Inter-Library  Loan.  In  1967 
sixty-eight  books  were  borrowed  and  all  indications  point  to  an 
increased  use  of  this  service  in  1968. 

When?  Surprisingly,  there  are  many  who  do  not  know  when 
the  library  is  open.  The  hours  are  Monday  through  Friday  2-9 
and  2-5  on  Saturday.  We  continue  to  wonder  where  we  fail  to 
reach  a  large  number  of  Nortonites.  Are  the  present  hours  a 
factor?  Should  the  library  be  open  mornings?  If  you  are  one 
who  would  use  the  library  then,  why  not  write  to  the  Librarian 
or  to  one  of  the  Directors.  Such  interest  would  help  us  to  plan 
for  improved  service. 

One  phase  of  library  service  is  a  problem  involving  time 
and  money.  Many  borrowers  fail  to  return  material  when  it  is 
due  and  in  the  past  we  have  sent  several  notices  and  made  tele- 
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phone  calls  and  tried  many  ways  to  get  this  material  back  to 
the  library.  With  the  increased  postage  adding  to  an  already 
too  costly  routine,  the  policy  now  is  to  send  no  overdue  notices 
until  such  material  is  one  month  overdue.  Other  borrwers  fail 
to  return  books  at  all.  There  is  a  Book  Return  at  the  front 
entrance  to  the  library.  If  you  have  such  long  overdue  books  or 
magazines,  please  drop  them  there. 

Any  library  service  is  possible  only  through  the  generous 
support  of  its  townspeople.  This  we  continue  to  have.  We  also 
have  the  active  interest  of  groups  and  individuals.  This  year  the 
following  have  given  books  and  magazines  to  the  library:

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AUXILIARY  POLICE  REPORT  FOR  1967 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  of  1967  the  Norton  Auxiliary  Police  have 
patrolled  the  Town  of  Norton,  beginning  on  Friday  evenings 
from  8  o'clock  until  2  a.m.  and  the  same  for  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day evenings  assisting  the  regular  Police  officers  at  accident 
scenes  and  other  emergencies.  Also  the  Auxiliary  Police  are 
active  on  all  holidays  and  when  any  emergency  exists.  During 
these  patrols  the  Auxiliary  Police  check  traffic  for  speed  and  so 
on  at  various  locations  within  the  town,  and  also  check  local 
business  establishments  for  locked  doors  and  vandalism,  check- 
ing for  faulty  equipment  and  issuing  faulty  equipment  tickets. 

At  the  end  of  each  patrol  the  Auxiliary  Police  report  their 
findings  to  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  Auxiliary  Police  also  assumes 
the  patrols  of  the  regular  police  when  they  are  forced  to  leave 
the  town  of  Norton  for  various  reasons. 

From  January  1,  1967  till  January  1968,  the  Auxiliary  cruiser 
has  patrolled  11,500  miles  and  during  the  year  of  1967  the  Auxili- 
ary Officers  have  contributed  1,700  man  hours  on  patrols  and 
various  details. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  officers  have  attended  the  various 
Police  courses  that  have  been  offered  by  the  Police  of  the  other 
towns  in  the  state.  These  courses  consist  of  films  and  lectures 
by  Massachusetts  State  Police,  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the 
F.B.I,  and  Judges  of  local  courts. 

The  Norton  Auxiliary  Police  meet  once  a  month  the  fourth 
Sunday  of  each  month,  at  the  Town  Hall.  Any  town  residents, 
age  21  and  over  and  a  resident  of  the  town  for  at  least  one  year, 
wishing  to  be  part  of  the  Auxiliary  Police,  is  encouraged  to 
attend  any  of  these  meetings  for  details  of  membership. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  are  now  operating  a  1960  Ford  sedan 
that  the  members  have  put  into  shape.  This  car  has  all  the 
equipment  contained  in  the  regular  cruisers.  It  is  hoped  that  in 
the  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  get  a  newer  car.

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CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  REPORT 

We  are  thankful  for  the  fact  that  we  had  no  major  disasters 
in  town  this  past  year.  We  are  hoping  to  equal  the  record  in 
1968,  but  I  will  still  look  for  volunteers  in  the  Civilian  Defense 
program.  Shelter  managers  and  radiological  monitors  are  getting 
top  priority. 

Last  fall  a  national,  week  long  exercise  was  conducted  with- 
out public  participation.  The  Norton  office  was  required  to  par- 
ticipate from  October  27th  thru  October  30.  While  hypothetical 
situations  were  created,  the  realism  injected  into  the  reports 
made  it  necessary  to  keep  records  accurately,  and  to  maintain 
the  proper  sequence  of  events,  in  order  to  arrive  at  possible 
solutions. 

The  Matching  Funds  Programs  were  completed  and  reim- 
bursements received.  Matching  Funds  for  radios  will  not  be 
approved  in  the  future  until  an  Emergency  Communication  Plan 
has  been  approved  by  State  and  Federal  Civilian  Defense  Agen- 
cies.  This  plan  is  to  encompass  all  present  and  future  needs  of 
the  town.  In  April  a  project  application  was  initiated  to  cover  the 
planning  stage.  Approval  for  the  project  plan  was  received  from 
MCDA  in  December.  When  the  project  is  completed  and  ap- 
proved, the  town  shall  again  be  eligible  for  50%  reimbursement 
for  radios. 

A  30  Kilowatt  generator  that  has  been  in  storage  for  eight 
years,  which  could  not  be  economically  converted  to  our  local 
power,  and  the  15  year  old  obstinate,  crank  started  generator 
located  in  the  Town  Hall,  have  been  replaced.  A  new  10  Kilowatt 
generator  which  will  double  the  previous  power  is  being  installed 
in  the  Town  Hall  and  will  generate  from  the  natural  gas  line. 
We  have  also  mounted  a  new  2500  Watt  generator  with  lights  on 
a  1963  half-ton  pickup  truck  and  this  is  available  to  any  town 
department.  It  is  expected  that  the  most  frequent  use  of  the  unit 
will  be  at  severe  auto  accidents  and  fires. 

The  Surplus  Property  Program  has  supplied  the  truck,  three 
air  tanks  to  go  with  air  packs  used  by  the  Fire  Department  and 
four  new  tires  for  the  truck.  While  most  other  town  departments 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  program,  the  Highway  and  Police 
Departments  have  benefited  most

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  1967 

The  year  1967  will  be  remembered  by  many  as  that  year  in 
which  Vocational  and  Technical  education  was  first  made  avail- 
able to  residents  of  this  district.  Member  communities  that  have 
joined  together  to  provide  this  much  needed  service  are  the 
City  of  Brockton,  and  the  towns  of  Stoughton,  Sharon,  Foxboro, 
Mansfield,  Norton,  Easton,  East  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridge- 
water. 

The  committee  members  who  were  serving  the  various  com- 
munities during  the  year  1967  were:  James  J.  Adams  and  Rob- 
ert C.  Jones,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  Thomas  P. 
Watkins,  Sharon;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Foxboro;  Louis  E.  Tars  a, 
Jr.,  Mansfield;  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown,  Norton;  Charles  D.  Ander- 
son, Easton;  Robert  B.  Ewing,  East  Bridgewater;  John  H. 
Hamilton,  West  Bridgewater.  For  these  people  and  for  those 
who  had  served  before  them,  the  opening  of  this  new  vocational- 
technical  facility  represented  both  a  beginning  and  an  end.  They 
have  seen  an  end  realized  in  the  completion  of  the  building 
construction  phase  and  have  immediately  accepted  the  challenge 
of  beginning  to  plan  policy  that  will  serve  as  a  guide  for  future 
vocational-technical  educational  development  in  this  area. 

Much  of  the  committee  business  throughout  the  year  involved 
the  purchasing  of  equipment  and  the  staffing  of  the  school.  With 
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the  exception  of  a  fault  in  the  gym  floor,  which  has  since  been 
corrected,  all  construction  matters  were  almost  unbelievably 
satisfactory. 

Early  in  the  year  representatives  from  the  committee  visited 
the  Defense  Supply  Agency  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  machinery  from  the  National  Industrial  Equip- 
ment Reserve.  This  led  to  contacts  with  various  other  equipment 
depots  throughout  the  country  and,  consequently,  the  school  did 
receive  and  now  has  the  use  of  eighteen  machines  with  an  ap- 
proximate value  of  $76,000. 

After  the  town  elections  in  March  the  committee  voted  that 
the  present  slate  of  officers  be  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Those  continuing  in  office  were:  James  J.  Adams  of  Brockton, 
Chairman;  John  H.  Hamilton,  Vice-Chair  man,  West  Bridgewater; 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown  of  Norton,  Secretary.  The  total  member- 
ship of  the  committee  was  divided  into  various  sub-committees 
in  order  to  more  effectively  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  entire 
body.  Throughout  the  year  various  sub-committees  conducted 
frequent  special  meetings,  often  at  the  school  site,  in  order  to 
resolve  their  many  and  varied  concerns. 

By  mid  summer  all  construction  had  been  completed  and 
landscaping  was  well  underway. 

In  July,  Mr.  Donald  E.  Graves,  Superintendent  Director,  an- 
nounced that  the  student  council  of  Brockton  Trade  High  School 
had  given  the  remainder  of  its  funds,  a  total  of  $186.78,  to  South- 
eastern Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  to  be  used  for 
some  type  of  lasting  landscape  item.  The  committee  accepted 
this  gift  with  the  stipulation  that  .the  students  from  Brockton 
Trade  High  School  be  involved  in  the  decision  when  the  purchase 
is  made. 

On  September  6,  1967,  400  high  school  and  120  technical  insti- 
tute students  entered  this  new  school.  Shortly  afterward  several 
adult  evening  industrial  programs  were  underway.  It  was  very 
soon  obvious  that  here  finally  is  a  school  that  is  ready  to  meet 
the  vocational-technical  educational  needs  of  all.  Space  limita- 
tions, as  always,  are  present  but  programs  have  been  planned 
to  accommodate  all  age-levels. 

In  late  October  and  extending  through  November  the  South- 
eastern Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  was  opened  for 
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inspection  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Thousands  of  district  towns- 
people toured  the  facilities. 

Significant  student  contributions  are  evident  throughout  the 
building.  Much  of  the  furniture  and  cabinetwork  has  been  de- 
signed and  constructed  by  the  students.  Electrical  conveniences 
have  been  added  by  the  electrical  students  and  those  involved 
in  a  study  of  metal  fabrication  have  supplied  storage  racks  in 
many  areas  of  the  school.  These  accomplishments  must  be 
considered  unique  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  often,  if  ever,  possible 
for  students  to  contribute  so  much  toward  their  own  educational 
facility. 

During  the  last  month  of  the  year,  the  state  legislature  and 
the  Governor  saw  fit  to  reinstate  a  previously  rescinded  bill 
that  provides  for  50%  reimbursement  of  operating  expenses  of 
vocational  schools.  At  the  same  time  the  bill  that  provides  for 
15%  reimbursement  to  the  cities  and  towns  participating  in 
regional  schools  was  reinstated.  This  development  provided 
all  concerned  with  a  pleasant  and  fitting  climax  to  a  satisfying 
and  productive  year. 

All  members  of  this  committee  are  extremely  satisfied  with 
the  progress  to  date  and  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  the 
continued  growth  of  vocational- technical  education  in  this  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norton: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  submits  its  report  of 
activities  for  the  year  1967. 

The  final  step  in  the  acquisition  of  the  Rose  Farm  Property 
was  completed  this  year  with  the  presentation  of  a  check  in  the 
amount  of  $6500.00  by  Mr.  Brownell,  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Conservation  Services  Department  of  Natural  Resources.  This 
took  place  at  the  office  of  the  Selectmen. 

A  major  task  remains  in  regards  to  this  property.  After  a 
viewing  by  State  and  Federal  experts  in  the  field  of  conserva- 
tion the  Commission  will  make  recommendations  as  to  the 
future  use  of  this  property. 

Several  interested  groups  in  the  Town  have  expressed  a 
desire  to  help  develop  this  area.  The  Commission  appreciates 
their  interest  and  will  surely  apply  their  efforts  when  a  suitable 
plan  is  developed. 

The  Commission  has  actively  concerned  itself  with  the  con- 
tinuing improvement  of  the  Barrowsville  area.  This  property 
was  cared  for  the  past  summer  and  additional  plantings  have 
been  made. 

The  Barrowsville  area  was  used  constantly  this  past  year  by 
groups  of  young  people.  There  is  the  distinct  possibility  this 
area  could  become  a  recreational  spot  for  local  activities. 

The  Commission  also  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  Town 
officials  in  regards  to  supervision  of  the  Barrowsville  site. 

The  Commission  wishes  at  this  time  to  express  its  deep  ap- 
preciation to  Mr.  Arnold  Kenniston  for  his  outstanding  contribu- 
tion to  conservation  in  Norton.  His  resignation  from  the  Com- 
mission presents  a  severe  problem  of  replacement. 

The  main  task  for  the  Commission  for  the  current  year 
should  be  a  compiling  of  information  to  help  implement  a 
Master  plan  for  Norton.  This  is  necessary  if  future  acquisitions 
are  to  benefit  from  the  self  help  program.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1967 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  of  its  work 
and  progress  in  1967. 

Snow 

The  budget  for  snow  in  1966  was  $15,000.  I  requested  that  the 
1967  budget  be  cut  to  $12,000,  which  was  voted  through,  and  we 
were  able  to  complete  the  year  without  asking  for  any  additional 
funds.  This  year  a  new  dump  truck  was  added  to  our  fleet  which 
is  equipped  with  a  new  plow  and  attachments.  This  has  worked 
very  satisfactorily. 

The  Water  Department  labor  force  has  been  helpful  in 
working  extra  hours  to  help  us  man  the  equipment.  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Don  Robinson,  Superintendent,  at  this  time. 

This  year  we  are  asking  for  $1,000  more  for  snow  removal, 
making  a  total  of  $13,000.  This  is  caused  by  having  almost  two 
more  miles  of  road.  We  have  added  new  South  Worcester  Street 
relocation,  Kennedy  Drive,  Eisenhower  Drive,  and  Guy  Street 
to  our  system  of  roads. 

Our  new  sander  donated  by  Wheaton  College  has  proved  a 
very  valuable  asset  to  the  town.  We  thank  them  again. 

On  a  request  from  the  School  Department  we  try  to  raise 
funds  for  a  plow  for  our  sidewalks,  especially  at  the  center 
school.  We  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  to  buy  a  new  side- 
walk plow. 

Please  feel  free  to  call  the  Highway  Department  during  a 
snow  storm  if  your  street  has  been  overlooked. 

Dump 

The  dump  as  always  has  remained  a  constant  problem.  We 
have  tried  very  hard  to  cover  the  dump  with  clean  fill  each 
week.  We  try  to  keep  it  so  you  can  drive  your  car  in  easily  and 
without  problem.  Please  help  us  by  dumping  your  trash  as  far 
to  the  rear  of  the  dump  as  possible.  Thank  You. 
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Sidewalks 

A  new  section  of  sidewalk  was  built  from  Chartley  Methodist 
Church  to  B arrows ville  railroad  crossing.  This  coming  year  we 
hope  to  go  from  the  railroad  crossing  to  Harvey  Street,  a  distance 
of  about  1440  feet.  Also  a  request  for  sidewalks  on  Freeman 
Street,  for  a  distance  of  approximately  1500  feet,  from  West  Main 
Street.  We  are  hoping  to  tie  Freeman  Street  in  with  Mansfield 
Avenue  through  our  system  of  sidewalks. 

Bridges 

A  new  culvert  type  bridge  was  installed  on  Crane  Street  due 
to  a  spring  washout.  Also,  a  large  culvert  type  bridge  was  in- 
stalled on  East  Hodges  Street.  New  drains  were  added  on  North 
Worcester  Street.  Considerable  drain  work  has  been  done  behind 
the  center  school.  New  drain  work  has  been  done  on  East  Main 
Street  and  on  Barrows  Street. 

New  Surface  Work 

An  oil  seal  surface  and  burms  of  Type  1  hot  mix  were  ap- 
plied to  approximately  750  feet  of  Juniper  Road.  Also,  750  feet 
of  oil  seal  surface  was  applied  to  King  Phillip  Road. 

On  South  Worcester  Street  relocation,  1.10  miles  of  oil  seal 
surface  was  completed.  Also,  approximately  700  tons  of  Type  I 
bituminous  was  laid  at  each  intersection. 

East  Main  Street  received  approximately  2,000  feet  of  stone 
and  sand  mix,  approximately  3-inches  thick.  Burm  work  was  also 
done  on  the  shoulders. 

Pleasant  Street  had  a  sand  mix  of  approximately  IW1.  This 
was.  to  hone  and  level  the  old  surface.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of  Pleasant  Street  for  their 
patience.  We  spent  two  weeks  on  this  job  because  of  the  weather, 
and  the  residents  were  very  understanding. 

Oil  Seal 

Our  program  for  sealing  roads  in  1966  consisted  of  56,500 
gallons  of  oil.  This  year  we  applied  a  total  of  83,413  gallons  of 
oil.  The  following  roads  were  sealed : 

Richardson  Avenue,  parts  of  North  Worcester  Street,  Noyes 
Street,  Pleasant  Street,  Union  Road,  Sturdy  Street,  Maple  Street, 
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Peters  Street,  East  Hodges  Street,  Park  Lane,  Cottage  Street, 
Freeman  Street,  Young  Avenue,  Sunset  Road,  Evergreen  Road, 
part  of  Pine  Street,  part  of  South  Washington  Street,  North  Wash- 
ington Street,  Hill  Street,  Newland  Street,  and  a  mix  job  on 
East  Main  Street.  More  oil  is  being  used  to  maintain  our  tar 
roads  as  the  dirt  roads  disappear. 

Private  Ways 

Most  private  roads  were  graded  with  the  grader  approxi- 
mately 18  times.  Much  gravel  has  been  added  to  all  private 
ways,  also,  calcium  chloride  was  applied  several  times.  In  the 
Grove  section  of  town,  some  tree  work  has  been  done  for  snow 
plowing  operations.  It  would  be  appreciated  on  the  small  roads 
during  a  snow  storm  if  the  operators  of  cars  would  park  their 
automobiles  in  their  driveways.  Thank  You. 

Chapter  90— South  Worcester  Street  Relocation 

The  first  section  of  this  Chapter  90  job  has  been  completed 
and  1.10  of  surface  has  been  laid  and  in  use.  In  the  second  sec- 
tion, rough  construction  has  been  started  and  most  of  the  peat 
has  been  removed.  It  is  hoped  that  this  road  will  be  open  to 
Dean  Street  in  late  spring. 

New  Street  Signs 

Our  new  street  sign  program  is  progressing  well.  To  date 
we  have  completed  from  the  Easton  line  to  the  Attleboro  line. 
Also,  from  the  Taunton  line  to  the  Mansfield  line.  These  signs 
along  with  stop  signs,  no  passing  signs  and  no  parking  signs 
are  being  made  at  the  Highway  garage.  It  is  our  hope  that 
the  town  will  be  completed  with  new  signs  in  the  next  two  years. 
We  are  trying  to  do  this  in  three  phases,  so  we  hope  people 
will  bear  with  us. 

Progress  Report 

We  wish  to  inform  you  at  this  time  that  all  of  the  Highway 
equipment  is  in  good  repair.  As  you  know,  last  year  we  pur- 
chased a  new  truck  and  it  was  in  agreement  with  the  selectmen 
and  the  finance  committer  that  we  purchase  a  new  truck  each 
year.  Under  this  program  our  maintenance  program  will  di- 
minish. This  year  will  be  our  second  year  of  asking  for  one  new 
truck.  Each  time  a  truck  is  purchased,  it  is  outfitted  with  one 
new  plow  and  attachments. 
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As  you  know,  we  are  asking  for  a  new  sidewalk  plow.  The 
monies  for  this  are  available  in  our  equipment  account.  This 
equipment  fund  as  you  know,  is  built  up  by  charging  a  small 
hourly  rate  to  all  types  of  equipment  used  by  the  Highway 
Department.  These  amounts  weekly,  are  put  into  this  fund  so 
when  the  times  come  to  replace  equipment  as  necessary,  the 
funds  will  be  available,  without  raising  our  tax  rate. 

After  my  second  year  as  your  Highway  Superintendent,  1 
wish  to  thank  you  for  your  confidence  in  me,  especially  when  I 
have  asked  for  new  equipment.  Our  inventory  of  equipment  and 
tools  has  almost  doubled.  We  are  asking  for  a  new  furnace, 
and  to  remove  our  present  furnace  to  the  new  building  donated 
by  Wheaton  College.  Once  again,  I  thank  them  for  their  gener- 
ous donations  to  the  Highway  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

For  the  Year  Ending  1967 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

At  the  annual  Town  Election,  John  F.  Gomes  was  elected 
for  a  term  of  three  years  to  the  Board.  Reorganization  of  the 
Commissioners  took  place  at  the  regular  meeting  in  March  and 
the  following  were  elected:  Edgar  H.  Pelletier,  Chairman  and 
Charles  H.  Cheetham,  Clerk. 

The  Article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  purchase  and  install  1600 
water  meters  at  a  cost  of  $85,000.00  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or 
notes  was  defeated  by  a  ballot  vote  of  133  Yes,  to  218  No.  Two- 
thirds  vote  needed. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  for  purging 
the  Pine  Street  #2  Well  in  the  amount  of  $2,000.00.  This  included: 
moving  charge  to  set-up  and  tear-down  of  equipment,  removal 
and  setting  of  the  deep-well  turbine  pump,  cleaning  and  redevel- 
opment of  the  well,  chemicals  used  for  treatment,  etc.  They  also 
were  awarded  the  contract  for  the  repairs  and  parts  for  our  pre- 
sent Byron  Jackson  pump  in  the  amount  of  $1,875.00. 

Under  the  Long  Range  Program:  2,000  feet  of  10"  water 
main  was  laid  on  Newcomb  Street.  Also,  work  on  the  Crane 
Street  project  was  carried  out. 

Water  extensions  voted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  were  com- 
pleted on  Dean  Street  and  Charlotte  Avenue.  The  work  done  on 
Dean  Street  extension  was  put  out  to  bid  and  awarded  to  B  &  V 
Excavating  of  Taunton  for  a  price  of  $6,400.00  plus  $12.00  per 
yard  for  ledge.  To  date  we  have  one  taker. 

Bids  on  the  new  Tractor,  Loader  and  Backhoe  were  adver- 
tised and  the  final  decision  was  made  to  award  the  contract  to 
Santagata  Equipment  Company  of  Cranston  for  a  Case  Model 
680,  which  the  Board  felt  was  the  best  machine  for  our  use. 

Mr.  William  Conway  left  our  Department  in  May  after  being 
with  us  5V2  years  and  in  June  the  services  of  Philip  Dion  were 
acquired.

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  state,  that  we  feel 
the  Town  of  Norton  will  be  faced  with  a  very  serious  condition 
as  far  as  water  is  concerned  within  the  next  four  to  six  years. 

We  have  tried  our  utmost  in  the  past  several  years  to  issue 
an  Article  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  Townspeople  to  vote  on 
the  installation  of  meter  for  the  sole  purpose  to  conserve  water 
but  with  no  avail. 

With  the  new  developments  coming  in  all  over  Town,  this 
means  more  takers  using  a  great  amount  of  water  for  automatic 
washing  machines,  out-door  pools,  automatic  sprinklers  to  keep 
the  grass  green,  etc. 

We  are  very  concerned  as  we  could  have  many  more  serious 
droughts  such  as  those  we  have  had  in  the  past  and  our  only 
solution  to  conserve  our  resources  would  be  through  meters.  We 
could  spend  thousands  of  dollars  putting  in  wells,  pumps,  ele- 
vated tanks,  but  if  the  water  isn't  there,  this  would  not  be  the 
answer. 

We  just  hope  the  conditions  do  not  reach  the  point  that  when 
the  Homeowner  turns  on  the  faucet  there  is  no  water  and  this 
could  very  well  happen.  Think  about  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

We  live  in  a  technological  age  where  the  demand  for  the 
unskilled  and  the  semi-skilled  laborer  is  decreasing  each  day.  If 
we  are  to  provide  a  type  of  economy  in  which  men  have  jobs,  in 
which  we  are  producing,  in  which  we  are  gainfully  employed, 
and  in  which  the  taxpayers  are  not  burdened  with  continually 
increasing  welfare  budgets,  then  we  must  produce  the  jobs  to 
make  this  kind  of  prosperity  possible.  An  excellent  example  of 
how  we  are  attempting  to  train  our  youth  for  purposeful  employ- 
ment is  the  program  now  in  existence  at  our  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  School  in  Easton.  It  can  be  done  through  the  kind  of 
education  which  we  have  in  Norton.  But,  to  provide  this  type  of 
education  requires  great  sacrifice  by  the  citizens  of  Norton,  due 
to  a  narrow  tax  base.  One  method  of  doing  this  is  through  at- 
tracting industry  to  the  town.  Greater  interest  must  be  generated 
in  the  community  by  its  citizens  toward  a  broadening  of  our 
tax  base.  In  the  Superintendent's  Report  to  follow  you  will  find 
many  aspects  of  the  school  curriculum. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  excellence  in  our  schools  we  must 
staff  these  schools  with  good  teachers.  At  the  present  time  the 
Norton  School  Committee  is  negotiating  a  salary  contract  with 
the  Norton  Teachers  Association.  Keeping  in  mind  the  ability 
the  Town  of  Norton  has  to  meet  such  a  financial  obligation,  and 
the  need  to  stay  competitive  with  our  neighboring  towns,  we  feel 
confident  that  our  salary  schedule  will  enable  us  to  retain  as 
many  of  our  current  staff  as  possible,  and  to  attract  equally 
qualified  replacements  as  necessary. 

Your  School  Committee  met  a  total  of  fifty-eight  times  this 
past  year.  Eleven  of  these  meetings  were  in  regular  session; 
twenty  special  meetings  were  called  to  conduct  school  business; 
three  Area  III  School  Committee  meetings  were  attended  by 
members  of  the  Committee;  we  have  met  once  with  the  Finance 
Committee  and  sixteen  sub-committee  meetings  were  called  spe- 
cifically to  discuss  negotiations  and  labor  relations.  We  met  and 
participated  in  two  Town  or  Pre-town  meetings.  The  Committee 
met  in  joint  session  four  times  with  the  Norton  Selectmen,  and 
we  met  once  in  joint  session  with  the  Norton  School  Construction 
Survey  Committee.  The  Committee  members  also  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
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mittees  held  in  Harwichport.  In  addition,  the  Committee  has  at- 
tended various  athletic,  dramatic,  scholastic  and  social  functions 
of  the  school. 

The  School  Committee  meetings  have  been  open  to  the  public 
and  we  have  been  visited  by  parents,  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  students  from  Wheaton  College,  and  other  interested 
citizens,  whose  advice  and  ideas  have  been  sincerely  appre- 
ciated. Executive  sessions  are  reserved  exclusively  for  discus- 
sion of  personnel  problems  and  for  the  purposes  of  collective 
bargaining. 

The  members  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  again  wish  to 
express  their  sincere  appreciation  for  the  interest,  good  will 
and  cooperation  which  you  the  townspeople  have  shown  during 
the  year  1967. 

The  worth  of  a  community  is  most  often  judged  by  the 
calibre  of  its  public  school  system.  Therefore,  we  feel  our  com- 
mon goal,  good  schools  in  Norton,  makes  Norton  a  better  com- 
munity and  provides  each  committee  member  with  a  sense  of 
satisfaction  which  is  indeed  a  just  reward. 

The  School  Committee  extends  its  thanks  to  Superintendent 
Dr.  George  A.  MacArthur,  principals,  teachers,  and  all  staff 
members  of  the  Norton  schools  who  have  worked  hard  to  make 
this  a  successful  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  is  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your  superinten- 
dent. This  is  the  seventy-fourth  annual  superintendent's  report, 
and  includes  information  and  contributions  from  our  principals, 
supervisors,  department  chairmen  and  other  personnel. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  personnel  left  our  staff:

Mrs.  Lottie  Perry  who  taught  one  of  our  Special  Education 
classes  retired  this  year  after  many  years  of  service  in  our 
school  system.  The  teachers,  staff  and  children  miss  her  greatly. 
It  is  impossible  to  find  words  expressing  our  gratitude  to  her  for 
the  splendid  job  she  has  done,  in  the  area  of  Special  Education. 
We  take  this  opportunity  to  wish  her  happiness  in  her  well-earned 
retirement.

Lynnc  Hemmingsen;  Thomas  Christie;  Jeanette  Fierstein;  San- 
dra Graf;  Howard  Kelley;  Elizabeth  Davidson,  and  Paul  Mon- 
geon.  In  addition,  Thomas  Galvin,  our  Foreign  Language  De- 
partment head  has  returned  to  Norton  after  a  year's  leave  of 
absence  during  which  he  acquired  a  second  Master's  degree. 

The  salaries  we  pay  our  teachers  play  an  important  role  in 
the  quality  of  education  we  are  able  to  maintain.  Although 
financial  remuneration  is  not  the  only  factor  new  teachers 
consider  when  seeking  a  position,  it  is  a  major  one.  The  Norton 
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School  Committee,  therefore,  recognizes  that  it  is  essential  for 
us  to  remain  in  a  competitive  position  with  other  towns  in  our 
area. 

The  past  year  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  the  Norton 
Teachers  Association  have  been  meeting  under  the  principles 
of  collective  bargaining.  These  sessions  have  been  concerned 
with  salary  and  other  matters  related  to  conditions  of  employ- 
ment. The  School  Committee  believes  that  collective  bargaining 
can  be  a  desirable  characteristic  of  policy  development.  How- 
ever, it  also  believes  that  as  the  elective  representative  of  the 
people  of  Norton,  it  cannot  delegate  its  decision-making  respon- 
sibility to  others.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Teachers  Association  that  an  equitable  contract  will  be  signed 
in  the  very  near  future. 

Our  current  1967-1968  professional  salary  schedule  is  com- 
petitive with  other  towns  in  this  geographic  area,  and  pays  a 
beginning  teacher  with  no  experience  $5500.  A  teacher  with  a 
Bachelor's  degree  and  nine  years  of  experience  currently  re- 
ceives $7700.  A  teacher  with  15  credits  beyond  the  Bachelor's 
degree  may  earn  from  $5720  to  $8195.  A  teacher  with  a  Master's 
degree  may  earn  from  $5940  to  $8690.  A  teacher  with  a  Master's 
degree  plus  15  credits  may  earn  from  $6160  to  $9185.  A  teacher 
with  a  Master's  degree  plus  30  additional  credits  may  earn  from 
$6380  to  $9680.  A  teacher  with  an  earned  doctorate  degree  may 
earn  from  $6820  to  $10,670.

The  Norton  School  Committee  and  the  AFL-CIO,  the  ap- 
proved bargaining  agent  for  non-certified  school  personnel,  have 
successfully  negotiated  a  contract  which  provides  increased  fi- 
nancial and  fringe  benefits  for  our  staff  members. 

As  this  report  is  being  written  the  Norton  School  Committee 
is  currently  involved  in  the  construction  of  its  recommended 
budget  for  the  1968  calendar  year.  A  great  deal  of  time,  thought, 
and  effort  goes  into  the  construction  of  the  school  budget.  Every 
member  of  the  school  staff  participates  in  its  preparation  in  one 
way  or  another.  Every  recommended  expenditure  is  seriously 
considered  in  terms  of  what  its  educational  and  financial  affect 
will  be  upon  our  children  and  the  residents  of  Norton.  In  the 
interest  of  practicality  we  all  realize  that  we  must  reach  a 
sound  compromise  between  good  education  and  realistic  fiscal 
economy.  The  final  document  is  the  end  result  of  many  revisions. 
Cuts  are  made  time  and  again  as  it  travels  its  journey  from 
custodians  and  teachers  to  supervisors,  department  heads  and 
principals,  to  the  superintendent,  and  finally  to  the  Norton 
School  Committee.  Teachers'  salaries,  the  largest  part  of  a 
school  budget,  usually  also  represents  the  largest  increase.  This 
will  be  true  with  the  1968  budget.  Fortunately,  the  state  legis- 
lature recently  voted  a  3%  sales  tax.  1968  will  be  the  second 
year  during  which  a  full  year's  revenue  will  be  received  from 
this  source. 


Our  School  Construction  Survey  Committee  met  extensively 
this  past  year  and  made  the  unanimous  recommendation  that 
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immediate  priority  be  given  to  the  need  for  additional  high 
school  construction.  At  the  1968  March  Town  Meeting  the  School 
Construction  Survey  Committee  will  request  a  sum  of  money 
to  enable  them  to  employ  an  architect,  in  order  to  develop  a 
proposal  for  the  town's  future  consideration. 

Our  "teacher-to-teacher"  program,  conducted  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  has  proved  to  be  very  successful  this  past  year. 
It  was  our  pleasure  to  have  teacher  specialists  from  Sharon, 
Attleboro,  and  Foxboro  in  certain  subject  areas,  speak  and 
share  with  us  many  of  their  ideas. 

This  year  we  also  began  a  "pupil-to-pupil"  program  in  which 
pupils  from  surrounding  school  systems  put  on  special  assem- 
bly programs.  One  program  presented  in  Norton  by  the  Sharon 
School  System  included  over  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  chil- 
dren. Our  Boys'  Choir,  conducted  by  Mr.  Peter  Spataro,  pre- 
sented a  special  program  in  Sharon. 

The  intramural  program  for  grades  five  and  six  at  the  L. 
G.  Nourse  School  annually  attracts  over  one  hundred  boys.  This 
program  is  conducted  two  afternoons  a  week  from  3:15  to  4:45. 
We  are  grateful  to  the  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  picking 
up  their  children  each  day  of  the  program.  We  hope,  in  the 
future,  to  be  able  to  provide  transportation  for  afternoon  activ- 
ities at  the  elementary  school  level.  This  would  encourage  many 
additional  extra-curricular  activities  as  well  as  allow  teachers 
to  help  students  who  are  in  need  of  additional  help. 

Due  to  federal  funds  we  have  acquired  hundreds  of  library 
books  over  the  past  few  years.  We  have  now  reached  a  point 
where  our  elementary  library  facilities  are  bursting.  It  is  our 
plan  that  when  new  school  facilities  are  provided,  that  at  least 
one  room  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  and  the  Norton  Elementary 
School,  will  be  renovated  for  library  use.  For  six  years  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Thomas  has  volunteered  her  services  as  a  part-time 
library  aide  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  school.  This  year  we  have 
employed  her  on  the  same  part-time  basis.  In  order  to  make 
maximum  use  of  our  elementary  library  facilities  we  should,  in 
the  near  future,  engage  a  full-time  elementary  librarian. 

Under  High  Hopes,  a  federal  project  funded  under  Title  I 
of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  a  full- 
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time  teacher  aide  has  been  added  to  the  staff  to  service  the 
seven  first  grades  in  both  elementary  schools.  Her  function  is 
to  relieve  first  grade  teachers  of  clerical  and  noninstructional 
tasks  so  that  they  may  devote  more  time  to  the  actual  instruc- 
tion of  the  children.  Miss  Yvonne  LaPierre  divides  her  time 
equally  between  both  elementary  schools. 

Through  the  addition  of  an  additional  physical  education 
instructor,  the  program  of  physical  education  in  the  elementary 
schools  has  been  greatly  enhanced.  Children  in  the  primary 
grades  now  have  the  benefit  of  a  male  instructor. 

Each  classroom  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  has  been 
equipped  with  audio-visual  blinds  through  funds  made  available 
under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act.  It  is  now 
possible  to  utilize  instructional  media  much  more  effectively 
in  the  school  program. 

In  the  area  of  mathematics,  a  new  program  is  being  piloted 
in  the  three  first  grades  and  one  third  grade  of  the  Norton 
Elementary  School.  The  Addison-Wesley  materials  are  being 
evaluated  to  determine  whether  they  are  more  effective  tools 
in  the  teaching  of  elementary  school  mathematics. 

The  Elementary  Science  Study  materials  of  the  Educational 
Development  Corporation  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  are  being  used 
on  a  limited  basis  in  various  classrooms.  These  materials  en- 
courage children  to  use  an  inductive  or  discovery  approach  to 
science  based  on  first-hand  experiences.  This  type  of  approach 
is  most  interesting  to  children  and  acquaints  them  with  the 
tools  and  methods  of  the  scientist. 

Our  high  school  continues  to  be  crowded  with  two  classes  a 
day  and  one  study  hall  meeting  in  the  Library,  an  English  class 
meeting  in  the  Technical  Drawing  room,  and  a  French  class 
meeting  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Home  Economics  suite.  The  high 
school  is  currently  operating  at  a  capacity  of  classroom  use  of 
over  90%.  We  need  increased  faculty  and  facilities  in  Industrial 
Arts,  Household  Arts,  Science,  Art,  English,  Reading,  and  in 
the  Library. 

There  is  need  for  teacher  aides  and  for  at  least  an  additional 
full-time  clerical  person  in  the  high  school  office. 
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The  League  of  Women  Voters  again  sponsored  a  trip  to  the 
United  Nations  on  October  12,  1967.  Two  girls  from  the  senior 
class,  Linda  Gorczyca  and  Valerie  Williamson,  were  chosen  to 
represent  Norton  High  School  on  the  basis  of  their  essays  written 
on  the  subject  of  "What  the  United  Nations  Means  to  Me."  This 
essay  contest  was  directed  by  the  Social  Studies  Department. 

The  Class  of  1967  gave  a  most  generous  gift  of  $475  to  the 
school  to  beautify  the  grounds.  This  work  has  been  accomplished 
at  the  main  entrance  to  the  high  school.  A  suitable  plaque  "Class 
of  1967"  has  been  installed  there.  A  beautiful  bird  feeder  made 
by  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  as  a  gift  of  the  Class  of  1960 
has  been  erected  just  outside  the  library. 

Adult  Education,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Blount, 
the  assistant  principal,  concluded  another  very  successful  year. 
Classes  are  now  in  the  process  of  being  formed  for  1968. 

New  High  School  report  cards  have  been  authorized  by  the 
School  Committee.  Plans  are  being  formulated  for  attendance 
recording,  as  well  as  other  data  processing  that  we  may  incor- 
porate into  our  school  program. 

The  past  year  our  Art  classes  have  worked  with  a  variety 
of  mediums  exploring  various  techniques  with  each.  The  seventh 
grade  students  have  worked  mainly  with  color  and  texture, 
making  pointillism  pictures,  murals,  linoleum  prints,  and  many 
other  paintings  and  drawings. 

More  advanced  work  was  covered  with  the  eighth  grade. 
Design  was  started  here  along  with  color  and  texture. 

The  high  school  Art  classes  were  concerned  with  color  and 
design  as  they  relate  to  the  commercial  art  field.  Students 
worked  in  poster  paint,  paper  mache  and  clay  sculpture,  and 
covered  different  styles  of  Art  such  as  op,  pop,  surrealistic  and 
abstract. 

Advance  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors,  clay  sculptures, 
figure  drawing,  woodblocks  and  independent  work  was  also 
covered. 

The  Art  I  and  II  classes  gathered  together  some  of  their 
best  work  and  had  an  Art  auction  open  to  the  students,  faculty, 
and  parents.  Enough  money  was  raised  to  pay  for  a  bus  for  a 
field  trip  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 
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Children  in  grades  one  through  six  have  been  exposed  to 
different  Art  media  and  a  wide  range  of  activities  within  each 
medium. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Reading  Supervisor  and  the  first 
grade  teachers,  an  orientation  night  for  parents  of  in-coming 
first  graders  was  held  in  June.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was 
to  acquaint  parents  with  the  reading  program  and  to  give  them 
suggestions  for  activities  which  they  could  engage  in  during  the 
summer  to  help  their  children  prepare  for  beginning  reading. 
A  handbook  entitled  "Three  To  Get  Ready"  prepared  by  the 
Reading  Supervisor  and  the  first  grade  teachers  was  distributed. 
This  handbook  included  a  resume  of  the  various  reading  readi- 
ness skills,  activities,  games  and  devices. 

The  goal  of  a  one  through  twelve  reading  program  is  even- 
tually being  achieved.  The  high  school  program  has  progressed 
tremendously.  The  reading  teacher  is  meeting  regularly  with 
the  classroom  teachers  who  are  approaching  her  for  help  and 
suggestions  in  relation  to  particular  skills,  students,  and  groups. 

The  primary  and  elementary  program  has  been  strength- 
ened by  the  services  of  the  Reading  Specialist.  The  introduction 
of  Programmed  Reading  and  Individualized  Reading  has  also 
increased  the  effectiveness  of  teaching  in  the  primary  and  in- 
termediate levels.  Innovations  inspire  enthusiasm  and  motiva- 
tion. 

The  Reading  Supervisor  is  encouraging  differentiation  of 
instruction  at  all  levels  through  grouping,  materials,  and  tech- 
niques. 

This  year  all  grades  in  the  Norton  School  System  are  now 
studying  mathematics  oriented  to  the  modern  approach.  This 
follows  many  years  of  in-service  teacher  training  as  well  as 
graduate  courses  taken  by  staff  members  during  the  summer 
and  school  year. 

At  the  high  school  level  our  mathematics  and  science  depart- 
ments have  held  monthly  meetings  in  order  to  integrate  as 
much  as  possible  the  areas  of  instruction  which  effect  both 
departments. 

The  foreign  language  curriculum  underwent  some  modifica- 
tions during  the  past  year.  Spanish  was  offered  for  the  first 
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time  to  ninth  grade  students,  making  a  four-year  sequence  pos- 
sible. The  French  classes  which  began  their  study  of  French 
in  the  seventh  grade  reached  grade  eleven  this  year,  with  the 
result  that  the  last  senior  French  class  that  had  only  three  years 
of  study  was  taught.  Future  seniors  will  have  had  six  years 
of  French  study.  Seventh  grade  French  was  offered  for  the 
first  time  to  three  groups,  instead  of  the  customary  two. 

In  the  area  of  instruction,  a  series  of  French  and  Spanish 
teaching  films,  sound  filmstrips  and  graded  readers  with  ac- 
companying tapes  became  an  integrated  part  of  class  work. 
A  library  type  use  of  the  language  laboratory  was  introduced 
to  some  classes  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  laboratory, 
and  the  size  of  the  laboratory  was  increased  from  twenty-eight 
to  thirty  booths. 

This  year  we  added  Typewriting  III  to  our  program  to 
enable  our  seniors  to  improve  their  typing  speed. 

New  books  have  been  provided  for  our  general  business  and 
typewriting  classes.  We  now  use  instructional  recordings  in  all 
typewriting  classes.  These  recordings  are  correlated  with  the 
instructional  textbook  and  have  proved  to  be  very  successful. 

In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  install  a  stenographic  lab  and 
blinds  in  the  two  business  rooms. 

Our  Business  Education  Club  is  currently  making  plans  to 
publish  a  school  newspaper,  and  is  making  plans  to  visit  dif- 
ferent business  organizations,  schools,  and  colleges  in  the  sur- 
rounding area. 

Our  senior  class  in  Technical  Drawing  completed  designs 
and  drawings  of  a  storage  cabinet  for  the  drawing  room  and  then 
built  the  cabinet  in  the  school  shop  as  a  class  project. 

The  junior  Technical  Drawing  classes  fulfilled  all  the  require- 
ments for  the  year  including  projection  theory,  auxiliary  views, 
and  pictorials. 

Industrial  Arts  projects  included  coffee  tables,  salad  bowls, 
and  shoe  shine  kits. 

The  shop  classes  stressed  shop  safety,  the  use  of  hand  tools, 
and  the  use  of  power  tools. 
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Our  Home  Economics  Department  has  two  teachers  and 
approximately  225  students  in  grades  seven  through  twelve. 
Seventh  and  eighth  grade  classes  meet  twice  a  week  while  most 
of  the  high  school  classes  meet  daily. 

Highlights  of  this  past  year  were  the  Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
mas and  May  dinners  which  the  girls  prepared  and  served  to 
the  faculty.  Field  trips  to  Bliss  Brothers  Dairy,  Plank  &  Hansen's 
Furniture  Store,  and  to  several  homes  in  Norton,  helped  to 
emphasize  classes  in  foods  and  home  furnishings. 

Topics  which  are  included  in  our  home  economics  curriculum 
are  foods  and  nutrition,  clothing  and  grooming,  child  care  and 
development,  house  planning  and  home  furnishings,  introduction 
to  adult  living,  and  first  aid. 

In  the  Science  Department  we  have  enriched  our  program 
by  using  overhead  projection  material  extensively,  as  well  as 
filmstrips  and  varied  science  films. 

Facilities,  equipment,  and  supplies  have  been  purchased 
through  federal  NDEA  funds.  All  our  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
science  classes  now  have  full  operating  laboratory  facilities  for 
demonstration  procedures.  These  facilities  were  made  possible 
by  NDEA  and  matching  town  funds. 

Our  greenhouse,  laboratories,  and  science  equipment  are 
being  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent,  allowing  students  to  work 
more  independently  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of 
science  personnel. 

Trips  taken  by  students  to  outdoor  geological  areas  included 
a  trip  to  the  Fall  River  Community  College  for  a  seminar  on 
Oceanography,  and  a  trip  to  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
for  various  lectures.  The  Earth  Science  Club  was  very  active 
this  past  year,  put  on  various  public  performances,  and  took 
several  trips  of  geological  interest.  The  Science  Club  put  on  a 
school  assembly  during  the  year. 

It  is  our  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  establish  an  advanced 
Science  course,  ESCP  Earth  Science,  and  a  ninth  grade  biology 
course  in  the  near  future. 
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This  year  the  Southeastern  Music  Festival  was  held  at 
Scituate  and  the  winner  in  the  Class  "C"  Band  division  was  our 
own  Norton  Lancer  Band,  directed  by  Mr.  Frank  Montesanti.  In 
addition  to  our  concert  band,  students  also  participated  in 
chorus,  glee  club,  and  dance  band.  These  are  all  elective  courses 
with  credits  given  towards  graduation. 

This  year's  recipient  of  the  Norton  Band  Parent  Scholarship 
was  Valerie  Paulus.  Miss  Paulus  has  been  an  excellent  student 
and  musician  during  her  years  with  the  Band. 

Both  the  high  school  chorus  and  dance  band  were  active  in 
our  annual  cultural  exchange  programs  with  neighboring  towns. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  another  good  "exchange"  year. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  acquiring  the  services  of  Miss 
Jennie  Fierstein  as  an  additional  full-time  elementary  music 
specialist.  Now  every  child  in  our  elementary  schools  is  visited 
by  our  music  specialist  at  least  once  weekly. 

In  addition  to  the  music  department's  usual  music  commit- 
ments this  year,  we  were  pleased  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  offer  the  services  of  our  concert  band  to  the  Norton  Lions  Club. 
This  year  the  concert  band  had  the  privilege  of  accompanying 
Mr.  Myron  Floran,  accordianist  virtuoso,  of  the  Lawrence  Welk 
television  orchestra  in  a  concert  sponsored  by  the  Norton  Lions 
Club. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Music  Department  of  the  Norton  Public 
Schools  has  cooperated  fully  with  local  officials  in  performing 
at  as  many  town  functions  as  possible. 

The  High  School  Special  Education  Program  has  been  in 
existence  now  for  five  years.  The  program,  since  its  beginning, 
has  attempted  to  offer  the  academically  disadvantaged  youngster 
individualized  help  in  the  basic  areas  of  learning.  Youngsters 
in  today's  program,  when  they  have  proven  themselves  capable, 
are  given  the  opportunity  to  further  develop  themselves  within 
the  regular  school  curriculum. 

Four  youngsters  have  moved  from  the  Special  Education 
program  to  our  high  school  Work-Study  Program  with  a  great 
degree  of  success.

This  past  school  year  our  Social  Studies  Department  involved 
our  students  in  a  variety  of  activities.  The  members  of  the 
department  are  to  be  complimented  for  the  time,  effort  and 
planning  it  took  to  provide  these  added  experiences  for  our 
students.  Highlights  of  the  year's  outside-of -school  program  in- 
clude the  following:  Get  out  the  vote  campaign;  Student  Ex- 
change Day  Program;  Massachusetts  Heritage  Day  Program; 
Jewish  War  Veterans  Program  at  Boston  University;  Student 
Government  Day;  Law  Day  at  the  Attleboro  District  Court; 
United  Nations  trip  for  grade  seven;  Freedom  Trail  tour  for 
grades  eleven  and  eight,  and  a  flight  to  Dearborn,  Michigan  by 
World  Geography  students. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  goal  of  fulfilling 
the  recommendations  of  our  New  England  Association  evalua- 
tion report.  Particular  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
matters  of  updating  text  books  and  procuring  supplementary 
books,  films  and  records  to  enable  teachers  to  provide  more 
diversified  and  more  individualized  lessons. 

Through  the  benefit  of  federal  as  well  as  local  funds,  our 
school  libraries  are  now  far  better  able  than  formerly  to  meet 
the  reading  needs  of  students  and  teachers.  In  the  last  year 
nearly  1000  new  books  have  gone  directly  to  school  libraries  and 
classroom  and  departmental  book  collections.  Excellent  ref- 
erence books,  besides  general  fiction  and  non-fiction  books,  have 
been  carefully  chosen  and  widely  used. 

At  the  High  School  level,  orientation  takes  place  in  early 
September,  followed  by  library  instruction  in  English  classes. 
Teachers  also  take  classes  to  the  library  as  needs  arise. 

Library  Aides,  seventeen  in  all,  help  in  many  ways  every 
school  day.  The  High  School  Library  Club  raised  money  by  an 
auction  for  books  and  for  a  very  worthwhile  trip  in  the  Spring 
to  two  neighboring  high  school  libraries. 

This  year,  the  English  Department  has  included  in  its  pro- 
gram field  trips  and  extensive  use  of  audio-visual  aids.  Some  of 
the  field  trips  included:  in  Natick,  a  performance  of  Taming  of 
the  Shrew;  in  Boston,  award-winning  motion  pictures,  such  as 
Is  Paris  Burning,  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew,  A  Man  for  All 
Seasons;  in  Stratford,  Conn.,  a  stage  performance  of  Julius 
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Caesar  at  the  Shakespeare  Globe  Theatre.  Added  to  the  cur- 
riculum was  Modern  Grammar  and  Linguistics  which  is  taught 
in  grades  nine  through  twelve.  The  Commercial  Department  and 
the  English  Department  have  coordinated  composition  assign- 
ments and  letter  writing.  Spelling,  vocabulary,  and  composition 
are  weekly  assignments  in  all  divisions  from  grades  7-12.  In  the 
College  division,  several  new  books  pertain  to  the  humanities 
which,  in  turn,  increases  the  knowledge  of  the  students.  They 
become  more  aware  not  only  of  American  and  English  Litera- 
ture, but  also  World  Literature,  art  and  philosophy. 

The  Class  of  1967  had  eighty  graduates.  Fifty-six  students, 
or  70%  of  the  class,  were  accepted  by  institutions  of  higher 
education.  Of  this  total,  26  or  32.5%  were  accepted  by  four- 
year  colleges,  and  37.5%  elected  institutions  which  require  one 
to  three  years  of  further  education.  The  remaining  24  graduates 
or  30%  of  the  class  entered  various  occupations  or  the  armed 
services. 

An  additional  counselor  was  appointed  to  the  guidance  staff 
this  past  September.  The  addition  of  this  counselor  has  allowed 
an  expansion  of  our  guidance  services  into  the  elementary  school. 
Members  of  the  guidance  staff  will  now  be  working  in  the  L.  G. 
Nourse  School  a  minimum  of  two  days  per  week.  It  is  hoped 
that  guidance  services  can  be  expanded  in  the  future  to  include 
"full-time"  elementary  counselors  in  order  that  a  complete 
service  can  be  offered  to  all  the  students  in  our  school  system. 

In  an  attempt  to  implement  our  philosophy  of  providing 
guidance  services  to  the  whole  community,  the  guidance  office 
was  open  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  evenings  of  each  month 
commencing  in  January  and  terminating  in  April.  The  response 
to  this  service  was  sufficient  to  warrant  its  continuation,  and  it 
will  be  provided  during  the  current  school  year. 

Our  Work-Study  Program,  now  in  its  3rd  year  of  operation, 
has  been  expanded  to  include  32  students.  With  the  addition  of 
a  new  counselor  it  is  felt  that  the  students  involved  will  be 
provided  with  a  more  complete  service.  Personnel  managers 
of  many  of  our  leading  area  industries  are  very  sincere  in  their 
desire  to  cooperate  in  combining  a  profitable  work  experience 
with  the  academic  program  presented  at  Norton  High  School.  In 
evaluating  this  program  we  have  noted  a  decrease  in  the  drop- 
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out  rate  in  the  grades  covered  by  this  program.  Since  this  is 
one  of  our  prime  objectives,  we  can  say  that  the  program  is 
fulfilling  a  need  and  is  responsible  for  some  degree  of  success 
in  this  area. 

The  addition  of  a  physical  education  instructor  allowed  our 
Physical  Education  Department  to  expand  its  program  at  the 
elementary  school  level.  New  activities  such  as  flag  football, 
horizontal  bar  skills,  and  wall  peg-board  climbing,  were  added 
to  the  curriculum.  Our  athletic  teams  performed  creditably.  The 
basketball  team  won  the  divisional  league  championship,  the 
baseball  team  had  a  14-3  record,  and  the  football  team,  in  its 
first  year  of  varsity  competition,  had  a  3  win,  4  loss,  and  1  tie 
record.  Cross  Country  was  reinstituted  as  a  varsity  sport  and 
the  team  had  a  winning  season. 

The  School  Lunch  Act  was  created  in  1946  to  safeguard  the 
health  of  the  nation's  children  and  to  encourage  the  use  of 
surplus  foods  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
So  far  this  year  the  commodities  received  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  have  been  greater  in  quantity 
than  in  previous  years.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  reimburses 
the  town  nine  cents  for  each  student  lunch.  In  order  to  qualify 
for  this  reimbursement  special  type  "A"  meals  must  be  pro- 
vided. 

During  National  School  Lunch  Week,  we  invited  the  first 
grade  parents  of  both  schools  to  participate  with  their  youngsters 
in  eating  a  school  lunch.  Over  100  parents  attended  from  both 
schools. 

We  planned  a  breakfast  program  for  the  first  grades  again 
this  year  and  followed  this  with  an  educational  film  and  a  dis- 
cussion on  nutrition. 

We  could  well  use  a  bakery,  added  space  in  both  kitchens, 
and  faculty  dining  areas. 

During  1967  the  custodial-maintenance  staff  kept  our  build- 
ings and  grounds  in  first-rate  condition  by  painting,  building, 
repairing  and  general  maintenance.  A  few  of  our  major  projects 
included  the  building  of  a  new  reading  room  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School,  and  the  provision  of  storage  shelves  in  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
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and  high  school  kitchens.  Painting  this  year  included  the 
canopies,  flag  poles,  outside  trim  and  doors  at  both  schools,  as 
well  as  other  general  painting  throughout  the  school  buildings. 

New  work  this  year  consisted  of  the  removal  and  construc- 
tion of  the  filter  bed  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School,  and  the 
extension  and  hot  topping  of  the  parking  area  at  the  L.  G. 
Nourse  School. 

Thanks  once  again  to  the  Highway  Department  for  their 
assistance  in  sealing  the  parking  areas  at  both  schools.  This 
was  one  of  several  instances  where  their  assistance  was  cer- 
tainly appreciated. 

Through  increased  awareness  on  the  part  of  parents  of  the 
services  available  to  them  and  their  children,  a  marked  increase 
in  the  referrals  from  parents  to  the  psychologist  has  been  seen 
this  year.  From  questions  of  readiness  and  immaturity  for 
school  entrance,  to  counseling  in  serious  teen-age  situations, 
parents  have  sought  the  services  of  the  psychologist.  An  annual 
survey  of  potential  problem  children  has  been  repeated  through- 
out the  elementary  schools  with  identification  by  the  teachers 
lof  many  youngsters  in  need  of  help  in  order  to  prevent  more 
serious  problems  later.  The  numbers  spotted  fall  well  within 
the  national  norms  of  expected  deviant  children  with  a  school 
system  of  the  size  of  Norton. 

Individual  evaluations  of  more  than  two  hundred  children 
have  been  made  with  the  purpose  of  correcting  classroom  place- 
ment. Reasons  for  teacher  referrals  for  testing  have  ranged  from 
the  low  ability  children  through  those  within  many  varied  social 
and  emotional  problems.  Complete  evaluations  were  made  by 
use  of  a  battery  of  tests. 

Lists  of  children  in  need  of  special  help  for  their  problems 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Head  Start  Program  as  well  as 
welfare  agencies  such  as  the  Catholic  Charities,  the  Salvation 
Army,  the  Norton  Lions  Club,  and  the  Holy  Name  Society.  These 
cooperative  agencies  have  given  greatly  to  the  children  of  the 
Norton  schools.  In  addition,  great  support  has  been  offered  to 
our  program  by  the  District  Court,  the  Division  of  Child 
Guardianship,  M.S.P.C.C.,  the  Attleboro  Area  Mental  Health 
Clinic,  and  the  Norton  Welfare  Department.  Without  the  co- 
operation and  interchange  between  such  supportive  agencies  as 
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these,  the  Norton  psychological  program  would  not  be  as  smooth 
functioning.  Referrals  to  such  specialized  clinics  have  now 
become  a  routine  part  of  the  program.

Also  held  was  a 
diphtheria-tetanus  clinic  for  grades  V  and  X.

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NORTON  FUTURE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITES 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Norton  Future  School  Building  Sites  Committee  met  for 
a  total  of  two  regular  meetings  during  the  past  calendar  year, 
and  once  with  the  Norton  Finance  Committee.  In  addition,  a 
sub-group  of  the  Committee  met  on  one  occasion  to  discuss  and 
inspect  the  46-acre  site  owned  by  Wheaton  College  (located  at 
the  rear  of  Norton  High  School.) 

The  Committee  also  met  on  one  occasion,  in  joint  session 
with  the  Norton  School  Construction  Survey  Committee  to  discuss 
with  them  the  recommendations  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission.  The  Sites  Committee  also  spon- 
sored two  articles  at  the  Annual  March  Town  Meeting  request- 
ing the  purchase  of  the  50-acre  Davis  property  located  at  56 
Barrows  Street  and  a  small  access  strip.  This  latest  acquisition 
now  means  that  the  town  has  two  future  school  sites,  one  at 
the  corner  of  North  Worcester  and  West  Main  Street  at  the 
west  end  of  town,  and  one  on  Barrows  Street  just  south  of  the 
center  of  town. 

Your  Committee  is  now  concerned  with  the  need  for  addi- 
tional land  for  elementary  school  use  in  the  Winnecunnet  and 
the  Reservoir  area.  The  need  for  additional  high  school  land  is 
also  currently  being  studied. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Norton  for  their  help  and  support  this  past  calendar  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION 
SURVEY  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  Article  23  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  on 
March  6,  1967,  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint 
a  School  Construction  Survey  Committee  of  20  persons  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  town  on  the  subject  of  school  con- 
struction in  Norton.  The  Committee  was  organized  within  a 
few  weeks,  and  at  their  first  meeting  nominated  John  Drane  as 
Chairman,  and  Lyle  McBride  as  secretary.  It  was  decided  that 
more  could  be  accomplished  by  forming  sub-committees  to 
study  specific  areas.  Five  sub-committees  were  formed  with 
four  members  on  each  sub-committee  to  study:  1)  regionaliza- 
^on  with  neighboring  towns;  2)  construction  of  a  7  thru  12 
local  high  school  of  800  to  1000  pupils;  3)  construction  of  a 
kindergarten  thru  grade  6  elementary  school  housing  360  to 
540  pupils,  along  with  planned  improvements  to  the  high  school; 
4)  expansion  of  the  existing  high  school  to  include  additional 
classrooms  on  the  present  site;  5)  construction  of  a  9  thru  12 
high  school  locally  to  house  600  pupils. 

The  Committee  considered  the  desirability  of  regional  school 
construction  with  adjacent  communities  and  met  with  com- 
mittees from  Mansfield  and  Easton  to  explore  this  possibility. 
Although  these  discussions  were  enlightening,  it  was  evident 
that  these  communities  had  their  own  unique  problems  and  that 
the  possibility  of  a  joint  regional  school  venture  was  remote. 

The  Committee  conducted  12  regular  meetings,  and  in  addi- 
tion met  with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  on  three 
occasions,  one  in  Norton  and  two  in  Boston.  They  also  visited 
many  schools  in  the  area  and  were  invited,  and  accepted,  to 
present  a  report  to  the  P.T.A.  on  November  16,  1967.  They  also 
met  with  the  Selectmen  on  July  12th  and  discussed  the  subject 
of  school  construction  and  the  possibility  of  urban  renewal. 

Some  of  the  important  matters  discussed,  and  actions  taken 
fthis  past  year  are  as  follows:  1)  a  comprehensive  study  of 
enrollment  trends  in  Norton.  These  as  you  can  well  appreciate, 
indicate  a  slow  steady  growth.  2)  A  detailed  study  of  the  current 
space  available  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools,  and  their  rela- 
tionship to  possible  future  school  building  construction.  3)  The 
involvement  of  the  high  school  staff,  particularly  department 
heads,  supervisors,  and  principals,  in  their  listing  of  needs  and 
suggested  building  improvement.  4)  The  lack  of  high  school 
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space  due  to  an  expanded  curriculum  and  expanded  enrollment. 
We  are  lacking  or  have  inadequate  Art  facilities,  Band  facilities, 
Science  laboratories,  Industrial  Art  facilities,  Cafeteria,  Library, 
Physical  Education  facilities.  These  were  recommended  by  the 
Harvard  Report  dated  1962. 

After  considerable  discussion,  meetings  with  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau,  and  extensive  study,  the  Commit- 
tee on  September  21,  1967  unanimously  recommended  the  forma- 
tion of  a  School  Building  Committee  and  the  need  for  additional 
local  construction  at  the  high  school  level. 

The  Committee  presented  two  articles  regarding  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  school  Building  Committee  for  the  special  town 
meeting  in  November;  however,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  felt 
that  they  should  not  be  presented  at  this  meeting  and  deleted 
them  from  the  warrant.  In  view  of  this  and  after  much  discus- 
sion, the  Committee,  on  November  20,  1967,  decided  to  delay 
plans  until  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1968. 

The  alternatives  we  are  now  facing  are  as  follows:  a) 
whether  or  not  present  facilities  will  lend  themselves  to  expan- 
sion and  renovation,  and  what  the  cost  will  be  in  relation  to 
new  construction,  b)  if  the  decision  is  made  to  build  a  separate 
facility,  whether  it  would  be  wiser  to  construct  a  7  thru  12  or 
9  thru  12  building,  c)  where  to  locate  such  a  new  structure. 

In  closing,  the  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  to 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  George  A.  MacArthur,  and  his 
staff,  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  other  departments  have  resolved  a  problem  regarding 
fringe  benefits.  In  the  past  few  years  every  department  had  a 
fringe  benefit  program  which  did  not  correspond  with  other 
departments.  The  Board  felt  this  was  causing  dissention  among 
town  employees,  and  therefore  an  equalized  fringe  benefit  pro- 
gram should  be  adopted. 

The  Board  met  with  the  Water  Department,  Board  of  Asses- 
sors, Library  Trustees,  Fire  Department,  Welfare  Department, 
Town  Clerk's  Office,  School  Department  and  the  Tree  Depart- 
ment on  three  different  occasions  and  it  was  voted  unanimously 
to  adopt  the  following  fringe  benefit  program. 


Paid  Vacations: 

1-  2  years — one  week 

2-  3  years — two  weeks 

3-  8  years—three  weeks. 

Department  heads  to  determine  the  suitable  time.  Vaca- 
tions must  be  taken  in  the  calendar  year  when  they  are  due 
and  shall  not  be  accumulated  from  year  to  year. 


Paid  Holidays: 

New  Year's  Day  Labor  Day 

Washington's  Birthday  Columbus  Day 

Patriot's  Day  Veterans'  Day 

Memorial  Day  Thanksgiving 

Independence  Day  Christmas 


Paid  Sick  Leave: 

One-half  day  per  month.  6  days  per  year.  Limited  accumu- 
lation of  sick  leave  to  30  days.  After  3  days'  absence  a  doc- 
tor's certificate  is  required. 

Supervisor  may  require  doctor's  certificate  at  any  time  for 
any  period  of  time. 
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Allowance  for  Uniforms: 

All  full-time  persons  on  Police  Department,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Highway  Department,  Water  Department,  Cemetery 
Department  and  Tree  Department.  The  amount  for  uniforms 
shall  be  determined  by  department  heads. 

Insurance: 

Town  will  pay  50%  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield;  $2,000  Life 
Insurance;  Workman's  Compensation. 

Leave  of  Absence  With  Pay : 

In  the  event  of  death  of  a  mother,  father,  wife,  husband, 
son,  daughter,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law 
or  legal  guardian  of  an  employee,  such  employee  shall  be 
granted  an  excused  leave  of  absence  up  to  3  days. 

Any  employee  who  is  required  to  be  absent  from  his  sched- 
uled work  for  jury  duty  shall  receive  from  the  Town  the 
difference  between  his  daily  jury  pay  and  the  amount  he 
would  have  received  at  his  regular  job  for  a  normal  work 
day. 

Part-Time  Employees: 

1 —  A  part-time  employee  is  a  person  who  works  not  less 
than  20  hours  per  week. 

2 —  All  part-time  employees  are  eligible  for  fringe  benefits 
pro-rated  on  a  40  hour  work  week. 

Probationary  Period: 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  fringe  benefits  until  60  days 
of  actual  work  has  been  completed. 


Highway  Department 

The  Board  is  still  maintaining  the  plan  to  construct  one 
mile  of  tarvia  road  a  year. 

The  re-location  of  South  Worcester  Street,  so  called,  will  now 
be  known  as  the  John  Bryson  Scott  Boulevard,  of  which  the  first 
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mile  was  completed  in  1967.  The  John  Bryson  Scott  Boulevard 
should  be  completed  in  the  next  three  or  four  years.  The  original 
estimated  cost  of  this  project  has  increased,  due  to  several 
changes  submitted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 
One  of  the  changes  is  a  request  that  the  road  be  constructed 
with  Type  I  surface  instead  of  a  penetration. 

Under  Chapter  679  the  Board  expects  that  the  final  segment 
of  this  program,  which  is  Harvey  Street,  will  be  completed  in 
1968. 

Under  Chapter  616,  the  Board  has  made  application  for 
grants,  of  which  there  will  be  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  If  this 
application  for  grants  is  approved,  Newland,  Crane  and  Hill 
Streets  will  be  constructed  with  permanent  pavement  and  said 
construction  to  be  completed  on  or  before  June  30,  1971. 

The  Highway  Department  has  a  road  grader  and  a  street 
sweeper  in  its  possession  which  were  received  as  practical  gifts. 
The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  these  two  pieces  of  equipment  are 
saving  the  taxpayer  in  the  vicinty  of  $8,000.00  a  year  on  rental 
equipment. 

The  Highway  Department  is  making  a  request  that  a  new 
truck  be  bought  every  year.  The  Board  is  in  agreement  of  this 
program,  due  to  the  fact  it  will  ultimately  be  another  saving 
to  the  taxpayer  on  repairs  of  equipment.  It  has  been  noted  that 
the  Highway  equipment  is  being  expanded  which  results  in  less 
hiring  of  outside  equipment. 


Police  Department 

Jn  June  1967  the  crime  rate  in  Norton  was  forever  increas- 
ing such  as  house  breaks,  robberies,  alcoholic  violations,  etc. 
The  Board  felt  crime  was  taking  over  in  Norton  and  immedi- 
ately had  several  conferences  with  the  Police  Chief.  As  a  result 
the  Board  increased  its  Police  Personnel  and  are  pleased  to 
report  that  many  arrests  have  been  made  and  motor  vehicle 
citations  issued. 

For  the  year  of  1968  the  Board  has  set  a  program  that  the 
town  of  Norton  have  complete  coverage,  with  police  protection 
24  hours  a  day,  which  is  two  men  on  each  shift. 

You  will  note  in  the  annual  warrant  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment budget  has  increased  50%.  The  Board  feels  this  is  a  must 
to  keep  the  crime  wave  at  a  minimum, 
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Board  of  Health 

The  Sanitary  Code  which  was  adopted  in  1966  has  proven 
to  be  an  asset  to  the  Town  in  every  aspect.  An  amendment  to 
the  Sanitary  Code  has  been  accepted  by  the  Board,  which  ex- 
tends to  retail  food  establishments. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  announce  that  the  Public  Health 
Nurse's  office  is  now  located  in  the  town  hall.  This  is  another 
step  toward  bringing  all  departments  into  one  building,  which 
is  a  goal  toward  departmental  cooperation. 

Board  wishes  to  thank  Dr.  Osgood,  Rose  Robbins,  R.N., 
and  Drusilla  Foster,  R.N.,  for  their  continuing  effort  in  adminis- 
trating various  immunization  programs. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  pleased  with  the  departmental 
cooperation  which  was  received  in  1967.  May  we  illustrate  one 
incident  where  the  school  department,  highway  department,  and 
water  department  corrected  a  very  serious  problem  of  drainage 
in  the  rear  of  the  high  school.  If  you  recall  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  1966  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the  installation  of  a 
new  sewage  system  for  the  high  school  and  it  was  discovered 
that  the  drainage  system  that  was  installed  in  1955  was  not 
functioning  because  of  stoppages.  When  this  matter  was  brought 
to  the  department  heads,  mentioned  above,  it  was  immediately 
corrected. 

In  closing,  the  Town  of  Norton  is  growing  in  leaps  and 
bounds  and  many  more  services  are  being  requested  from  vari- 
ous departments,  which  means  increased  costs.  We  would  like 
to  mention  at  this  time  that  the  town  should  prepare  itself  for 
a  new  office  building  within  the  next  10  years,  as  we  are  now 
overcrowded  in  the  town  hall. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
TOWN  OF  NORTON 

Your  Finance  Committee  is  concerned  in  three  broad  areas 
of  Town  affairs.  The  area  of  primary  interest  is  that  of  finances: 
expenses,  receipts,  and  taxes.  A  second  area  is  that  of  Town 
government:  the  management  and  functioning  of  the  Town's 
services.  The  last  of  the  three  areas  is  that  of  Town  improve- 
ment: making  the  Town  a  more  desirable  place  in  which  to 
work  and  live. 

With  regard  to  finances,  we  must  report  that  the  proposed 
budget  for  1968  is  9.6%  above  the  1967  level.  We  estimate  that 
this  will  result  in  a  1968  tax  rate  of  $45.00  per  thousand.  In  this 
connection  it  should  be  noted  that  Norton  now  has  $132,000  in 
uncollected  personal  and  property  taxes;  unpaid  motor  vehicle 
excise  taxes  and  other  outstanding  bills  total  nearly  $139,000 
more.  Since  the  State  requires  that  cities  and  town  hold  in 
reserve  sufficient  funds  to  cover  the  total  of  these  amounts,  the 
taxpayers  of  the  Town  have  an  additional  burden  imposed  upon 
them,  above  and  beyond  the  support  of  the  Town's  normal 
operation. 

Nearly  every  aspect  of  the  operation  of  the  Town  will  cost 
more  this  year  than  last;  this  is  the  local  counterpart  of  gener- 
ally rising  costs  everywhere.  The  Committee  has  examined  all 
of  the  budgets  at  length  and  in  detail,  and  has  recommended 
lesser  amounts  only  when  the  proposed  increase  did  not  appear 
justified  in  terms  of  the  services  received,  or  when  the  services 
themselves  seemed  to  be  more  than  the  Town  clearly  needed. 
It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  Committee  did  not  attempt  to 
"hold  the  line"  at  some  arbitrary  figure,  such  as  a  7%  or  even 
a  10%  increase.  In  some  departments  the  increase  is  well  below 
these  figures  and  in  some  it  is  far  above;  in  each  case  our 
recommendation  is  based  upon  a  careful  consideration  of  what 
the  Town  needs  in  terms  of  services. 

The  School  Department  budget  is  up  approximately  14%; 
this  is  very  largely  due  to  salary  increases  dictated  by  the 
Legislature  and  effectively  beyond  local  control.  The  Police  and 
Fire  Department  budget  requests  are  up  by  53%  and  20%,  re- 
spectively; this  is  the  result  of  increased  wages  and  increased 
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personnel  needed  to  serve  a  growing  town.  It  is  likely  that  Norton 
has  been  getting  by  for  some  time  with  paying  its  employees 
less  than  comparable  jobs  have  paid  elsewhere.  The  Finance 
Committee .  believes,  though,  that  a  reasonable  degree  of  parity 
has  been  achieved,  and  hopes  that  annual  increases  in  the  future 
will  more  nearly  correspond  to  annual  increases  in  the  cost  of 
living. 

There  is  no  question,  but  what  Norton  will  require  additional 
school  facilities  in  the  near  future.  There  is  no  question  but 
what  such  facilities  will  be  expensive,  no  matter  what  form  they 
may  take.  These  are  facts  we  must  face,  and  we  cannot  save 
money  or  anything  else  by  putting  the  necessary  action  off 
until  later.  The  Committee,  therefore,  wholeheartedly  supports 
the  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a  School  Building  Com- 
mittee; we  expect  in  the  future  to  support  whatever  action  is 
required  to  meet  the  Town's  educational  needs.  As  one  step  in 
this  direction,  we  expect  to  recommend  at  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting  that  the  Town  create  a  Stabilization  Fund.  Such  a  fund 
is  essentially  a  savings  account,  and  money  in  it  could  be  used 
as  a  "down  payment"  on  a  new  school;  it  can  be  invested  and 
draw  interest  until  then.  The  State  encourages  the  establishment 
of  stabilization  funds  through  a  program  which  results  in  impor- 
tant savings  in  interest  charges  on  school  construction  bonds. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Welfare  budget  is 
for  six  months.  If  the  proposed  legislation  concerning  funding 
of  the  state  welfare  program  is  delayed,  additional  funds  will 
be  required  from  the  Town.  Further,  State  take-over  of  the 
program  will  necessarily  result  in  the  State  returning  less  money 
to  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  future. 

Problems  in  the  area  of  Town  government  are  not  so  press- 
ing as  those  having  directly  to  do  with  finances.  Your  Finance 
Committee  believes,  however,  that  the  appropriate  time  to  look 
into  problems  is  before  they  become  severe.  Norton  is  a  grow- 
ing town  and  there  is  abundant  evidence  that  it  will  grow  even 
more  rapidly  in  the  future.  It  is  unlikely  that  our  Town  govern- 
ment will  be  able  to  function  efficiently  and  effectively  far  into 
the  future  without  modification.  In  its  annual  report  for  i966, 
the  Finance  Committee  suggested  the  possibility  of  establishing 
an  ad  hoc  committee  to  study  these  questions;  this  year  we  are 
formally  proposing  the  formation  of  such  a  committee.  It  should 
be  emphasized  that  the  Finance  Committee  has  no  specific  plans

or  recommendations  in  mind  with  respect  to  possible  change  in 
Town  government.  It  is  simply  the  Committee's  view  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  study  our  Town  government  to  determine 
whether  or  not  it  will  be  able  to  cope  with  an  expanding  Town 
continuously  more  involved  in  state  and  federal  programs. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  also  sponsoring  a  Finance  Com- 
mittee By-Law.  It  has  been  adapted  from  a  model  for  such  by- 
laws, and  it  is  not  intended  to  modify  in  any  way  the  rules,  the 
authority,  or  the  limitations  under  which  the  Norton  Finance 
Committee  presently  operates.  The  purpose  of  the  by-law  is  to 
collect  and  to  state  clearly  the  regulations  now  in  effect.  The 
Legislature  and  the  Courts  have  specified  and  ruled  on  many 
aspects  of  the  duties,  regulations,  and  restrictions  concerning 
finance  committees;  there  are  additional  prescriptions  estab- 
lished by  local  Town  action  and  by  local  customs.  We  believe 
that  the  adoption  of  a  by-law  setting  out  all  of  this  clearly  and 
in  one  place  will  be  of  great  value. 

In  the  realm  of  Town  improvement,  the  Finance  Committee 
is  sponsoring  a  Water  Tapping  By-Law;  its  purpose  is  to  intro- 
duce more  responsibility  into  decisions  concerning  water- 
main  extensions.  We  feel  that  the  Town  has  too  often  been  mis- 
led into  thinking  that  petitioners  would  become  takers,  and  that 
it  has  occasionally  expended  large  rums  of  money  for  the  bene- 
fit of  very  few  individuals.  Since  tl.£  proposed  by-law  does  not 
impose  any  extra  charges  on  the  property  owner,  but  merely 
assures  that  the  standard  tapping  fee  will  be  assessed  when  the 
main  is  installed,  it  cannot  be  considered  burdensome  or  dis- 
criminatory. It  should  make  petitioners  consider  more  carefully 
the  implications  of  signing  petitions. 

It  is  appropriate,  at  this  point,  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
townspeople  to  their  excellent  Public  Library.  We  believe  it  to 
be  efficiently  and  effectively  operated,  an  asset  of  which  the 
Town  can  be  proud.  The  constant  increase  in  its  use  attests  to 
its  importance. 

In  conclusion,  the  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  express 
its  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  it  has  received  from  various 
Town  officials  and  personnel.  Worthy  of  special  note  are  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  who  have  been  most  helpful  to  us  in  our 
efforts  to  understand  tax  problems,  and  to  estimate  the  tax  rate. 
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Individuals  whom  we  would  like  to  single  out  are  the  Town 
Accountant,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Richmond,  and  the  Selectmen's  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Stella  Wickersham.  They  have  given  assistance 
frequently  and  freely.

Members 
absent  from  one-third  of  the  regular  meetings  in  any  calendar 
year  may  be  removed  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the  other  mem- 
bers, present  and  voting.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  its 
membership,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  notify  the  Moderator 
in  writing,  and  the  Moderator  shall  thereupon  fill  such  vacancy 
within  thirty  days. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  business  included  within  the  articles  of  any  Warrant  for 
a  Town  Meeting,  and  shall,  after  due  consideration  report

thereon  its  recommendations  as  to  each  article.  The  Finance 
Committee  shall  report  in  print  its  recommendations  as  to  each 
article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  shall 
distribute  its  report  to  each  of  the  Town  Meeting  members  at 
least  seven  days  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The 
recommendations  shall  be  those  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee. 
The  Annual  Report  shall  state  the  total  amount  of  the  appropri- 
ations recommended  by  them  on  the  entire  Warrant  and  the 
approximate  tax  rate  based  upon  such  recommendations;  the 
Report  shall  additionally  contain  a  statement  of  the  doings  of 
the  Committee  during  the  year,  with  such  recommendations  or 
suggestions  as  it  may  deem  advisable  on  any  matters  pertaining 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Town.  It  may  issue  recommendations  on 
referenda  and  other  matters  on  any  ballot  other  than  the  choices 
of  individuals  for  offices. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  at 
any  time  to  investigate  the  books,  accounts  and  management  of 
any  department  of  the  Town,  and  to  employ  such  expert  and 
other  assistance  as  it  may  deem  advisable  for  that  purpose  and 
the  books  and  accounts  of  all  departments  and  officers  of  the 
Town  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  and  any 
person  employed  by  it  for  that  purpose.  The  Committee  may 
appoint  sub-committees  and  delegate  to  them  such  of  its  powers 
as  it  deems  expedient. 

Section  4.  The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Commit- 
tees charged  with  the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall,  not  later 
than  the  twenty-first  of  December  of  each  year,  prepare  detailed 
estimates  of  the  amounts  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the 
administration  of  their  respective  offices  or  departments  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory  statements  of  the  reasons 
for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  same 
purpose  in  the  preceeding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare  esti- 
mates of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received 
by  them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  appropriation  requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year.  Such  estimates  and  statements  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit  same  to  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the 
estimates  and  statements  filed  by  the  Town  Boards,  Officers, 
and  Committees,  and  may  confer  with  said  Boards,  Officers, 
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and  Committees,  and  hold  hearings,  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 
The  Finance  Committee  shall  thereupon  recommend  such  sums 
and  in  such  division  of  items  as  it  considers  necessary  and 
convenient.

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  business  included  within  the  articles  of  any  Warrant  for 
a  Town  Meeting,  and  shall,  after  due  consideration  report 
thereon  its  recommendations  as  to  each  article.  The  Finance 
Committee  shall  report  in  print  its  recommendations  as  to  each 
article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  shall 
distribute  its  report  to  each  of  the  Town  Meeting  members  at 
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least  seven  days  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The 
recommendations  shall  be  those  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee. 
The  Annual  Report  shall  state  the  total  amount  of  the  appropri- 
ations recommended  by  them  on  the  entire  Warrant  and  the 
approximate  tax  rate  based  upon  such  recommendations;  the 
Report  shall  additionally  contain  a  statement  of  the  doings  of 
the  Committee  during  the  year,  with  such  recommendations  or 
suggestions  as  it  may  deem  advisable  on  any  matters  pertaining 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Town.  It  may  issue  recommendations  on 
referenda  and  other  matters  on  any  ballot  other  than  the  choices 
of  individuals  for  offices. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  at 
any  time  to  investigate  the  books,  accounts  and  management  of 
any  department  of  the  Town,  and  to  employ  such  expert  and 
other  assistance  as  it  may  deem  advisable  for  that  purpose  and 
the  books  and  accounts  of  all  departments  and  officers  of  the 
Town  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  and  any 
person  employed  by  it  for  that  purpose.  The  Committee  may 
appoint  sub-committees  and  delegate  to  them  such  of  its  powers 
as  it  deems  expedient. 

Section  4.  The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Commit- 
tees charged  with  the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall,  not  later 
than  the  twenty-first  of  December  of  each  year,  prepare  detailed 
estimates  of  the  amounts  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the 
administration  of  their  respective  offices  or  departments  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory  statements  of  the  reasons 
for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  same 
purpose  in  the  preeeeding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare  esti- 
mates of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received 
by  them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  appropriation  requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year.  Such  estimates  and  statements  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit  same  to  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the 
estimates  and  statements  filed  by  the  Town  Boards,  Officers, 
and  Committees,  and  may  confer  with  said  Boards,  Officers, 
and  Committees,  and  hold  hearings,  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 
The  Finance  Committee  shall  thereupon  recommend  such  sums 
and  in  such  division  of  items  as  it  considers  necessary  and 
convenient. 
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Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Town 
Government  Study  Committee  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Town  on  the  subject  of  increasing  the  efficiency  and  improving 
the  effectiveness  of  the  operation  and  government  of  the  Town, 
said  Committee  to  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  and  to  include  one  member  from  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, one  member  from  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  one  member 
from  the  Finance  Committee,  with  vacancies  as  they  may  arise 
to  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Moderator,  and  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  therefor,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.  (By  petition.)

Article  37.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate

Article  39.  Under  this  article  a  report  was  made  by  the 
Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  need  of  housing  for  the 
elderly.  Upon  a  motion  by  Curtis  Dahl  which  was  seconded,  it 
was  voted  to  take  up  article  47  next,  as  it  was  related  to  Article 
39. 

Article  47.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was  voted  under 
Massachusetts  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  121,  Section  26K,  as 
amended,  to  establish  a  Housing  Authority. 

Article  40.  Retiring  Town  Treasurer  Lester  M.  Johnson 
moved  the  motion  be  amended  by  striking  out  Section  3.  He  con- 
tended that  the  statutes  made  ample  provisions  for  examing  vari- 
ous books  for  budgetary  purposes.  He  further  stated  that  to 
drop  in  at  any  time  on  any  department  would  greatly  impair 
the  routine  of  said  department  and  that  the  role  of  the  Finance 
Committee  was  that  of  an  advisory  board,  and  not  an  investi- 
gating or  policing  committee. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  it  was  then  voted  that: 
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The  Town  adopt  the  following  Finance  Committee  By-Law 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  limits  of  authority,  setting 
forth  the  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  defining  the  member- 
ship, of  the  Norton  Town  Finance  Committee. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of 
fifteen  citizens  of  the  Town.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  five 
members  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  terms  of  said 
members  to  expire  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March.  The  members 
of  said  Committee  shall  serve  without  salary.  Said  Committee 
shall  choose  its  own  officers. 

Any  member  of  said  Committee  who  shall  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  Town  office  or  other  permanent  Town  Committee  or 
permanent  Town  Board  shall  forthwith  upon  his  qualification  in 
such  office,  cease  to  be  a  member  of  said  Committee.  Members 
absent  from  one-third  of  the  regular  meetings  in  any  calendar 
year  may  be  removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  other  mem- 
bers, present  and  voting.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  its 
membership,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  notify  the  Moderator 
in  writing,  and  the  Moderator  shall  thereupon  fill  such  vacancy 
within  thirty  days. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  business  included  within  the  articles  of  any  Warrant  for 
a  Town  Meeting,  and  shall,  after  due  consideration,  report 
thereon  its  recommendations  as  to  each  article.  The  Finance 
Committee  shall  report  in  print  its  recommendations  as  to  each 
article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  shall 
distribute  its  report  to  each  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  at  least 
seven  days  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  recom- 
mendations shall  be  those  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee. 

The  annual  Report  shall  state  the  total  amount  of  the  appro- 
priations recommended  by  them  on  the  entire  Warrant  and  the 
approximate  tax  rate  based  upon  such  recommendations;  the 
Report  shall  additionally  contain  a  statement  of  the  doings  of 
the  Committee  during  the  year,  with  such  recommendations  or 
suggestions  as  it  may  deem  advisable  on  any  matters  pertaining 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Town.  It  may  issue  recommendations  on  the 
referenda  and  other  matters  on  any  ballot  other  than  the  choices 
of  individuals  for  offices. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  at 
any  time  to  investigate  the  books,  accounts  and  management  of 
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any  department  of  the  Town,  and  to  employ  such  expert  and 
other  assistance  as  it  may  deem  advisable  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  books  and  accounts  of  all  departments  and  officers  of  the 
Town  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee  and  any 
person  employed  by  it  for  that  purpose.  The  Committee  may 
appoint  sub-committees  and  delegate  to  them  such  of  its  powers 
as  it  deems  expedient. 

Section  4.  The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Commit- 
tees charged  with  the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall,  not 
later  than  the  twenty-first  of  December  of  each  year,  prepare 
detailed  estimates  of  the  amounts  deemed  by  them  necessary 
for  the  administration  of  their  respective  offices  or  departments 
for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory  statements  of  the 
reasons  for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the 
same  purpose  in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare 
estimates  of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received 
by  them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  appropriation  requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year.  Such  estimates  and  statements  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit  same  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the 
estimates  and  statements  filed  by  the  Town  Boards,  Officers, 
and  Committees,  and  may  confer  with  said  Boards,  Officers  and 
Committees,  and  hold  hearings,  if  they  deem  it  advisable.  The 
Finance  Committee  shall  thereupon  recommend  such  sums  and 
in  such  division  of  items  as  it  considers  necessary  and  con- 
convenient. 

Article  41.  After  discussion  this  amended  article  was  voted: 
"That  the  Town  establish  a  Town  Government  Study  Committee 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  Town  on  the  subject  of  increas- 
ing the  efficiency  and  improving  the  effectiveness  of  the  opera- 
tion and  government  of  the  Town,  said  Committee  to  consist  of 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  include  one  mem- 
ber from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  from  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  and  one  member  from  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
the  Town  Treasurer,  with  vacancies,  as  they  may  arise,  to  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  Moderator,  with  the  life  of  the  com- 
mittee to  be  one  year.  $250.00  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 
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Article  42.   This  article  was  dismissed  from  the  Warrant. 

Article  43.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorizes  the  Selectmen  to 
lay  out  and  bound  Wampum  Road,  and  an  appropriation  for  this 
purpose  was  made  of  $250.00. 

Article  44.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
$350.00  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  a  portion  of  North  Highland 
Road  from  Reservoir  Street  to  a  point  750  feet  more  or  less  to 
Hilltop  Road,  and  to  Woodland  Road,  250  feet  more  or  less,  with 
the  road  40  feet  wide. 

Article  45.  Voted  that  the  water  tapping  fee  be  assessed  and 
taps  installed  to  all  residential,  industrial  or  commercial  building 
owners  along  any  public  way  when  future  water  mains  are 
installed  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting  on  articles  submitted  by 
petition. 

Article  46.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
$4000.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  water  main  of  not  less 
than  six  (6)  inches  in  diameter  on  Norton  Highland  Road  from 
Reservoir  Street  to  Hilltop  Road  for  a  distance  of  750  feet,  more 
or  less,  and  thence  Westerly  on  Hilltop  Road  for  a  distance  of 
250  feet,  more  or  less  to  connect  with  the  present  water  main  on 
Woodland  Road. 

Article  47.  This  article  was  taken  up  and  voted  after 
Article  39. 

Article  48.  Voted  to  accept  a  gift  of  $1000.00  from  Wheaton 
College,  to  be  placed  in  the  Machinery  Equipment  fund,  to  be 
used  for  a  Highway  Truck. 

Voted  to  adjourn  at  11  P.M.

arrange the  constitution,  and  (3)  provide  methods  of  amend- 
ment thereof.  The  question  will  state  that  the  convention  shall 
not  consider  or  propose  any  measure  which  relates  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Declaration  of  Rights,  the  provisions  of  the  Massachu- 
setts constitution  concerning  the  "Judiciary  Power"  (other  than 
provisions  respecting  the  Executive  Council),  or  any  of  the  ex- 
cluded matters  enumerated  in  Article  XLVIII,  II,  Section  2  of 
the  Massachusetts  Constitution.  The  question  will  fix  the  number 
of  delegates  to  the  convention  at  150,  of  whom  20  members  shall 
be  members  of  the  General  Court;  the  remaining  130  members 
shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  in  the  manner  summarized  below. 
The  question  will  also  state  that  the  convention  shall  conclude  its 
business  not  later  than  120  days  from  its  first  session. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  if  a  majority  of  the 
votes  on  the  foregoing  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  conven- 
tion shall  be  held  in  July,  1971  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  con- 
stitution on  the  matters  enumerated  above  only.  The  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate  shall  each  elect  as  delegates  10  of 
its  members,  not  more  than  6  from  each  branch  coming  from  the 
same  political  party.  Of  the  remaining  130  delegates,  10  shall  be 
elected  at  large  and  120  shall  be  elected  from  the  40  senatorial 
districts,  3  from  each.  Provision  is  made  for  the  manner  of 
nominating  and  electing  these  130  delegates,  without  party  or 
political  designation,  for  filling  vacancies  occurring  in  the  posi- 
tion of  any  delegate,  from  whatever  source  chosen,  and  for  the 
conduct  of  the  convention's  business. 


Any  revisions,  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Massachu- 
retts  constitution  adopted  by  the  convention  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  people  at  the  State  election  in  1972  for  their  ratification 
and  adoption  in  such  manner  as  the  convention  may  direct.  If  a 
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majority  of  the  people  voting  thereon  ratify  and  adopt  such  re- 
vision, alteration  or  amendment,  the  constiution  shall  be  deemed 

to  be  changed  accordingly. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  if  the  vote  on  the  ques- 
tion to  be  submitted  at  the  biennial  State  election  in  1970  is  in 
the  affirmative,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  preparatory  com- 
mission of  5  members  to  compile  data  to  aid  the  convention  in 
the  discharge  of  its  duties.  Each  member  of  the  commission 
shall  receive  compensation  of  $10,000  and  the  commission  may 
expend  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $200,000,  as  the  Governor  may  ap- 
prove, for  its  expenses.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

This  year  has  shown  the  competence  of  the  men  that  are  on 
the  Norton  Fire  Department,  together  with  the  techniques  and 
machinery  that  are  available  to  today's  modern  fire  fighters. 
This  can  be  noted  in  the  case  of  the  8,000  gallon  gasoline  truck 
fire,  which  the  Fire  Department  together  with  the  Attleboro  foam 
Iruck  and  other  surrounding  communities  put  out,  with  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  gasoline  still  remaining  in  the  truck. 

Our  town  is  growing  in  an  amazing  proportion,  and  within  a 
year  is  expected  to  reach  a  population  of  at  least  10,000.  This 
puts  a  strain  on  the  Fire  Department,  Ambulance  and  Rescue 
Squad.  With  the  retirement  of  Capt.  Douglass  we  have  put  on 
Richard  Gove  to  replace  him  at  Station  2,  Alan  Bliss  at  Station  4, 
and  moved  Howard  Ferguson  to  cover  Engine  3  and  Rescue. 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  vehicles  answered  188  calls, 
the  Ambulance  and  Rescue  Squad  596.  This  is  a  total  increase  of 
approximately  40%  of  all  calls  received  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Equipment:  Our  new  Engine  5  was  delivered  shortly  before 
town  meeting  last  year,  and  has  been  used  quite  frequently  with 
its  new  modern  equipment  aboard.  We  still  have  a  1948  Ford 
truck  for  Engine  3  on  our  first  line  of  defense  and  two  older 
trucks  as  back  ups.  Also,  our  ambulance  is  reaching  the  point 
where  expenses  of  maintenance  are  getting  too  great.  With 
money  in  the  ambulance  fund  and  money  left  over  from  the  old 
ambulance,  the  Board  of  Engineers  feels  that  with  no  cost  to 
the  town  we  can  exchange  for  a  new  Oldsmobile  ambulance. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  in  our  town  needs  some  moderniza- 
tion. Charles  Thomae,  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  has  suggested 
that  we  transistorize  our  Fire  Alarm  System  to  make  it  more 
efficient  and  easier  on  maintenance.  Also,  the  bucket  truck  from 
the  Electric  Company  should  be  available  to  the  town  within  four 
months. 

The  Board  has  met  regularly  this  year  with  the  Chief  to  see 
that  the  Department  needs  were  met.  We  have  also  met  with 
various  committees  in  the  town  to  help  better  the  town  in  its 
many  problems. 
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The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  wishes  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation to  all  town  officials  for  their  help  and  cooperation. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  Chief  Wetherell  and 
Deputy  Chief  Eddleston  for  their  fine  leadership  and  service,  to 
the  permanent  men  of  the  Department  for  an  excellent  job  done, 
and  to  alt  volunteers  who  have  given  of  their  time  to  protect  our 
town.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Attleboro  Fire  Department  and  sur- 
rounding communities  for  their  assistance  when  needed. 

We,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  consider  it  an  honor  to 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  our  community  for  the  year, 
1968.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES  AND  BENEFITS 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Benefits  submits 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

The  caseload  handled  during  the  year  1968  can  be  termed  as 
normal.  However,  the  processing  of  applications  for  benefits, 
and  the  follow  up  work  on  caseload  has  required  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  paperwork.  This  was  brought  about  by  the 
many  new  laws  that  were  put  into  effect  with  regards  to  the 
granting  of  Veterans'  Benefits  during  the  year  1968. 

At  the  close  of  1967,  Department  was  giving  assistance  to  14 
permanent  cases.

The  permanent  caseload  has  been  increased  by  one,  thus 
making  the  total  permanent  load  15. 

The  Social  Security  increase  granted  to  persons  on  the  rolls 
during  the  year  just  ended  proved  to  be  a  saving  to  the  Depart- 
ment, also  the  Special  Veterans'  Medex  (Medicare  extension) 
proved  to  be  a  saving  in  as  much  as  the  Medex  program  picked 
up  the  remaining  bills  from  doctors  and  hospitals.  However, 
these  savings  were  channeled  into  the  ever  increasing  cost  of 
medicine,  dental,  nursing  home  care,  and  other  items  related  to 
Veterans'  benefits. 

It  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  more  than  half  of  the  money 
which  is  allocated  for  Veterans'  benefits  is  spent  on  medical 
items. 

In  1969,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  living,  an  8%  cost  of  living 
increase  will  be  given  to  all  who  are  now  on  the  rolls,  and  will 
?lso  apply  to  those  who  will  apply  in  1969. 
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On  July  30,  1968,  Gov.  Volpe  signed  into  law  the  Massachu- 
setts Vietnam  Era  Bonus.  This  law  states  in  part  that  all  persons 
having  served  181  days  of  active  service  in  the  armed  forces, 
and  having  been  discharged  under  conditions  other  than  dishon- 
orable, would  be  eligible  for  the  bonus.  The  date  is  retroactive 
to  July  1,  1958  and  will  be  in  force  until  the  present  emergency 
is  declared  over  by  federal  authority.  The  Department  received 
forms  early  in  August  and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  590  appli- 
cations have  been  given  out  to  eligible  applicants. 

The  Massachusetts  bonus  pays  $300  to  a  veteran  who  has 
served  in  Vietnam,  and  for  those  who  did  not  serve  in  that  area, 
the  sum  of  $200  is  payable. 

Department  during  the  year  processed  15  pensions:  10  of  non- 
service  connected  type,  and  5  for  widows  and  orphans.  Five 
applications  were  processed  for  veteran  grave  markers.  Three 
applications  filed  for  educational  benefits,  and  10  veterans  were 
admitted  to  VA  hospitals. 

Other  service  work  consisted  of  routine  home  visits,  follow  up 
investigations  to  ascertain  if  need  existed  after  applications 
were  taken.  Also  assistance  was  given  to  68  veterans  or  depend- 
ents in  filling  out  pension  questionnaires. 

Agent  would  like  to  say  that  with  each  passing  year,  the 
Department  suffers  from  growing  pains,  and  more  and  more 
work  is  done  to  help  and  assist  the  needy  veteran  and  his  de- 
pendent. The  fact  that  590  bonus  forms  were  given  out  to  eligible 
persons  was  more  than  the  Department  anticipated. 

The  Veterans'  Agent  has  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday  evenings  from  5:30  to  8:30  p.m.  and  may  also  be  con- 
tacted for  assistance  at  home  any  evening  during  the  week. 

In  closing,  the  Agent  would  like  to  express  his  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk  and  Staff,  Mrs.  Wickersham, 
Town  Accountant,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Richmond,  and  to  all  other 
persons  who  gave  any  type  assistance  during  the  year  just 
ended.

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REPORT  OF 
TOWN  GOVERNMENT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Finance  Committee, 

Voters  of  the  Town 
Norton,  Massachusetts 

Please  accept  this  report  of  the  activities  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Town  Government  Study  Committee,  which  the  Com- 
mittee hopes  will  be  made  a  part  of  the  annual  Town  Report. 

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  has  met  frequently 
during  the  past  year  to  consider  a  number  of  aspects  of  Town 
administration.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  the  Committee  has 
developed  a  PERSONNEL  BOARD  BY-LAW,  which  it  will  pre- 
sent to  the  Town  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  Town  move  quickly 
in  several  ways  with  regard  to  town  planning.  A  Master  Plan  is 
essential  to  the  proper  growth  and  development  of  the  Town. 
Not  only  will  such  a  plan  give  the  Town  its  first  clear  long  range 
view  of  what  it  is  and  what  it  can  become,  a  Master  Plan  is  a 
prerequisite  for  almost  any  kind  of  State  or  Federal  aid  for  town 
improvement  projects.  Land  use  and  development  need  to  be 
more  carefully  regulated  and  supervised  in  order  to  preserve 
the  value  and  beauty  of  the  Town.  It  would  be  well,  therefore, 
for  the  Town  to  consider  possible  consolidation  of  all  land  use 
responsibilities  and  authority  under  one  organization. 

Land  use  control  can  also  be  improved  by  requiring  that  the 
Planning  Board  be  consulted  on  all  land  use  questions  and  that  it 
make  public  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  issuance  or 
withholding  of  all  land  use  permits.  Exploitation  of  Norton's  land 
resources  can  also  be  more  effectively  controlled  by  firm  and 
consistent  application  of  the  provisions  of  Land-Use  By-Law  No.  1 
(approved  July  31,  1953)  which  states,  in  part,  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  issue  removal  permits  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions as  "limitation  in  time,  area,  depth,  slope  distance,  distance 
between  edge  of  excavation  and  neighboring  properties  or  ways, 
replacement  of  some  topsoil  over  all  or  parts  of  excavation, 
temporary  or  permanent  drainage  and  the  posting  of  security  or 
bond  ..." 
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The  Committee  feels  that  there  are  at  least  two  other  areas 
in  which  streamlining  the  structure  and  operations  could  result 
in  better  service  at  no  increase  in  cost.  One  involves  the  creation 
of  a  Department  of  Parks  and  Public  Works  by  consolidating  the 
facilities  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  Tree  Department,  the 
Cemetery  Commission,  and  perhaps  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion. The  resulting  centralization  of  responsibility,  men,  and 
equipment  should  lead  to  very  real  improvements  in  efficiency 
and  effectiveness. 

The  other  area  of  Town  administration  which  needs  consid- 
erable thought  before  the  Town  grows  much  larger  and  its  prob- 
lems more  complex  is  the  form  of  government  for  the  Town. 
The  Committee  has  reached  the  preliminary  and  tentative  con- 
clusion that  the  Town  would  be  best  served  in  the  future  by  the 
Town  Manager  form,  though  much  additional  study  of  the 
question  is  required. 

The  Committee  hopes  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  will  author- 
ize its  continuation  for  an  additional  year  in  order  to  give  it 
opportunity  to  study  and  make  detailed  recommendations  on 
some  of  these  problems.

Report  of  the  President 


The  year  1968  has  been  a  successful  year  for  the  library. 
Many  new  books  have  been  added  and  more  people  are  borrow- 
ing more  books  all  the  time.  A  collection  of  records  for  loaning 
is  in  progress. 

During  the  year  two  new  members  have  joined  the  Board  of 
Directors,  Mrs.  Louise  Lynch  and  Mrs.  Winifred  Hoyle.  Mrs. 
Lynch  has  capably  taken  over  the  treasurership  from  Mrs.  Chin 
who  moved  to  Connecticut  before  her  term  expired.  With  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Millicent  Marshall  in  July,  the  Board  lost  a  cap- 
able and  faithful  member  of  long  standing. 

We  have  a  growing  concern  as  to  whether  the  library  will  be 
able  to  serve  adequately  in  its  present  capacity  when  three  hun- 
dred houses  and  more  are  built  and  a  large  industrial  complex 
moves  in  next  door. 

This  past  year  there  have  been  many  favorable  comments 
about  our  library,  its  contents,  and  our  especially  helpful  staff. 
A  cordial  welcome  is  extended  to  all  to  come  in  and  see  what  is 
available  for  your  reading  pleasure.

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"There  will  always  be  found  a  reciprocal  influence  between 
the  library  and  the  town.  On  one  hand  the  usefulness  of  the  lib- 
rary depends  very  largely  upon  the  character  of  the  people. 
They  must  be  educated  up  to  its  use  and  to  an  appreciation  of 
its  value.  To  produce  the  best  results,  its  management  should 
aim  to  furnish  to  all  the  people,  old  and  young,  of  average  intel- 
ligence and  of  the  highest  intellectual  culture,  the  necessary 
means  for  two  things,  namely,  intellectual  improvement  and 
intellectual  entertainment.  It  should  strive  by  all  possible  means 
to  gain  access  to  every  class.  It  should  reach  out  its  arms  to  the 
old  and  place  acceptable  reading  in  their  hands.  It  should  even 
open  its  treasures  to  business  men,  such  as  would  benefit  and 
attract  their  attention.  It  should  have  a  world  of  encouragement 
for  the  disheartened  and  desponding.  It  should  furnish  amuse- 
ment and  instruction  for  the  indolent,  that  large  class  in  some 
communities  frequently  termed  'constitutionally  inactive'.  It 
should  provide  food  for  the  ambitious  and  those  who  are  desir- 
ous to  better  their  condition  and  improve  their  prospects.  It 
should  furnish  a  variety  not  only  of  the  best  reading,  but  of 
such  reading  as  will  prove  to  be  most  available,  that  is,  the 
best  that  these  classes  will  receive  and  appreciate.  It  should 
take  care,  therefore,  not  to  shoot  above  the  heads  of  the  people. 
Above  and  before  alL  it  should  take  the  greatest  pains  to  provide 
all  sorts  of  reading  appropriate,  entertaining  and  beneficial  for 
the  young.  For  with  this  class,  this  large  and  important  class 
in  the  community,  will  be  its  most  effective  work." 

The  above  quotation  is  from  a  speech  made  by  Wm.  A. 
Mowry,  PhD,  at  the  dedication  exercises  of  the  Norton  Public 
Library  on  Wednesday,  February  1,  1888,  as  reported  in  the 
NORTON  MIRROR  (v.  IV— No.  6,  price  Four  cents.) 

Do  the  aims  and  puproses  of  the  public  library  as  given  in 
1888  sound  similar  to  those  of  1968?  Basically  they  are.  We  work 
hard  to  discover  the  needs  of  the  public  we  wish  to  serve  and 
to  find  the  "necessary  means''  to  meet  those  needs.  The  library 
is  "reaching  out"  and  more  and  more  the  public  is  taking 
advantage  of  the  "treasures." 

There  is  a  slight  increase  (6%)  in  the  total  circulation. 
Circulation  figures  alone  do  not  show  the  true  use  of  a  library. 
Many  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets  are  used  in  the  library, 
and  this  use  never  can  be  a  statistic. 
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The  population  growth  in  Norton  is  already  being  felt  at 
the  library.  410  new  borrowers  against  326  in  1967  indicate 
that  we  can  anticipate  greater  use  by  more  people  each  year. 
More  people  and  greater  use  add  up  to  more  materials  needed, 
and  all  three  point  to  an  expansion  of  library  facilities. 

This  year  the  Inter-Library  Loan  Service  has  provided  160 
books  for  Norton  borrowers.  The  Eastern  Regional  Library 
Bookmobile  Service,  which  had  a  trial  run  the  last  Friday  of 
1968,  will  be  an  added  source  of  books.  This  service  will  loan 
books  to  the  library  for  two-month  and  four-month  periods. 
We  anticipate  a  profitable  service  not  only  in  new  books 
available,  but  in  less  pressure  on  the  book  budget. 

No  use  was  made  of  the  film  service  available  through  the 
Eastern  Regional  Library.  If  some  time  in  the  future  the  library 
can  afford  a  projector,  this  service  will  be  most  valuable  How- 
ever, the  record  collection,  which  has  grown  this  year  through 
gifts  from  RCA  and  CBS,  adds  a  new  statistic— a  record  circu- 
lation of  242.  This  led  to  the  inclusion  in  the  budget  of  a  small 
sum  for  the  purchase  of  additions  to  this  collection.  We  welcome 
suggestions. 

Of  the  hundreds  of  magazines  published  the  library  has  by 
gift  and  by  purchase  105  for  adult  and  young  adult  use,  and  13 
specifically  for  children.  We  are  continually  trying  to  have  more 
magazines  which  will  be  of  the  most  interest  to  the  most  people. 
You  are  invited  to  come  in  to  see  which  magazines  we  have, 
borrow  those  of  interest  to  you,  and  suggest  others  for  purchase. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  active  in  securing 
funds  to  take  care  of  various  needs  of  the  library.  For  a  number 
of  reasons  the  Story  Hour  was  not  continued  in  the  Fall.  Hope- 
fully, later  in  the  year  we  can  find  a  more  convenient  time  for 
and  story  tellers  to  participate  in  a  series  of  Story  Hours. 

Mrs.  Riga  Martin  continues  to  plan  the  art  exhibits  which 
add  to  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  library.  We  thank  the  follow- 
ing for  giving  us  so  much  pleasure  during  the  year.  Ian  Dunlop, 
Betsy  Burbank,  Margaret  Drane,  Joan  Dill,  Marie  DeSantos, 
Jeanne  Bottomley  Grier,  Geraldine  Goddard,  Lester  Gray  HI, 
Mr.  Wry,  Riga  Martin,  Bernice  Soldat,  Lorraine  Thomas,  and 
Geraldine  Goldman. 
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Each  year  many  individuals  give  the  library  books  which 
enrich  our  collection.  Organizations  and  associations  donate 
material  which  is  also  of  value.  We  are  most  grateful  to  them 
and  hope  they  continue  to  think  of  the  library.

Mr.  John  Yelle  has  given  several  interesting  maps  to  the 
library  including  one  very  fragile  one  of  Norton  in  1856  which 
we  plan  to  have  framed. 

Mr.  Howard  Morse  has  supplied  the  library  with  bookmarks 
for  many  years.  Now  the  First-Machinists  National  Bank  is 
making  a  gift  of  these  book  marks,  too. 

Through  the  years  Mrs.  Annie  Johnson  has  reported  library 
activities  to  the  Attleboro  Sun  and  the  Taunton  Gazette.  Do  read 
these  newspapers  for  lists  of  new  books,  visits  of  the  Bookmobile, 
and  all  the  news  about  the  Norton  Public  Library. 

"The  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  is  an  essential  social  and  educa- 
tional institution  in  a  community.  It  represents  a  municipality's 
investment  in  informal  and  popular  education,  in  informational 
services,  in  the  cultivation  of  aesthetic  values  and  in  the  recrea- 
tional needs  of  its  citizens.  Its  primary  objective  is  to  serve 
all  people  of  all  ages  and  to  facilitate  informal  self-education 
by  all  members  of  the  community  including  students.  The  public 
library  requires  facilities  that  are  easily  accessible,  preferably 
in  a  downtown  location  with  entrance  at  street  level  and  with 
parking  available.  It  is  open  year-round  at  convenient  hours 
and  maintains  an  informal  freedom  to  stimulate  adults,  young 
people  and  children  to  use  all  its  services.  The  public  library 
also  performs  complementary  and  supplementary  functions  for 
the  student  to  enrich  and  further  develop  subject  materials,  to 
provide  research  in  depth  on  all  subjects — curriculum  or  non- 
curriculum  related." 

This  quotation  from  a  statement  of  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  in  March  1968  has  a  familiar  ring. 
Isn't  this  what  Mr.  Mo  wry  was  talking  about? 
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In  order  that  teachers  and  children  will  know  what  material 
is  available  at  the  Norton  Public  Library  lists  of  new  books  and 
pamphlets  are  sent  to  various  schools.  We  think  that  these  are 
stimulating  young  people  to  use  the  public  library  in  addition 
to  the  school  library. 

One  second  grade  class  from  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
comes  regularly  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  and  for 
a  story.  Any  teacher  is  welcome  to  bring  classes  for  such 
instruction  or  just  for  a  visit.  Do  be  sure  to  plan  ahead  with 
the  librarian. 

Books  become  dated,  worn  out,  damaged;  gifts  prove  to  be 
duplicates.  No  one  really  wants  to  destroy  a  book  and  the 
library  solves  the  problem  by  having  an  occasional  sale,  the 
proceeds  going  toward  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Children's 
Room.  The  whole  JE  collection  is  being  checked  for  needed 
replacements  and/or  duplications.  Watch  for  the  next  sale. 

We  all  appreciate  the  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  Library  who 
continue  to  serve  the  library  and  the  public  loyally  and  well. 
Another  Girl  Scout  has  made  or  work  lighter.  Miss  Barbara 
Jackson  is  giving  fifty  hours  to  the  library.  Hopefully,  she  will 
be  added  to  our  permanent  substitute  list. 

You  may  be  interested  in  two  items.  In  April  along  with 
the  rest  of  Norton  the  library  had  a  flood.  We  were  grateful 
that  the  damage  was  not  so  extensive  as  we  thought  at  first. 
In  December  we  were  visited  by  a  petty  thief  who  took  all  the 
change  in  the  fine  drawer  plus  the  money  box.  We  wish  him  well. 

This  has  been  another  rewarding  year  for  me,  and  I  hope 
'Hhat  I  can  continue  to  be  of  service,  making  the  library  a 
cheerful  place  to  come,  an  interesting  place  to  be,  and  a  place 
with  a  store  of  useful  and  entertaining  material  for  everyone. 

May  I  extend  an  invitation  to  everyone  to  make  use  of  the 
library  regularly  and  to  all  registered  voters  a  reminder  that 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  is  Monday  evening, 
April  28,  1969.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  EDUCATION 

In  1968,  many  hundreds  of  people  in  the  area  served  by  the 
Regional  School  District  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  provided  by  Vocational-Technical  Education. 
Member  communities  of  the  school  district  are  the  City  of 
Brockton,  and  the  towns  of  Stoughton,  Sharon,  Foxborough, 
Mansfield,  Norton,  Easton,  East  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridge- 
water. 

The  committee  members  who  were  serving  the  participating 
communities  in  1968  were  Robert  C.  Jones  and  Clement  F.  Beals, 
Brockton;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  Allan  B.  Temple,  Sharon; 
Robert  A.  Girardin,  Foxborough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa  Jr.,  Mansfield; 
Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown,  Norton;  Charles  D.  Anderson,  Easton; 
Robert  B.  Ewing,  East  Bridgewater;  and  John  H.  Hamilton, 
West  Bridgewater. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  committee  accepted  with 
regret  the  resignation  of  H.  Roy  Hartshorn  as  treasurer  of  the 
district.  In  subsequent  action,  the  committee  appointed  Mr. 
Howard  F.  Wallace  as  treasurer  of  the  district  and  financial 
assistant  to  the  Superintendent-Director. 

The  organizational  meeting  is  required  to  be  held  on  the 
first  of  April.  At  this  meeting,  the  following  officers  were 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  year:  John  H  Hamilton  of  West 
Bridgewater,  Chairman;  Robert  C.  Jones  of  Brockton,  vice- 
Chairman;  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown  of  Norton,  Secretary.  Sub- 
committees were  appointed  to  study  various  issues  as  the  year 
progressed. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  event  during  the  year  was  the 
Dedication  Ceremony  of  the  new  school,  which  was  held  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  May  19,  1968.  It  was  a  gala  affair  with 
approximately  two  thousand  visitors  in  attendance.  Platform 
guests  numbered  about  thirty  people  and  included  dignitaries 
from  education,  as  well  as  from  the  state  and  local  government. 
A  buffet  luncheon  for  two  hundred  guests  preceded  the  afternoon 
affair,  which  was  held  outdoors  in  the  school  quadrangle.  A 
lovely  permanent  outdoor  stage  which  had  been  built  by  the 
students  was  the  center  of  attraction.   On  this  occasion,  the

committee  announced  that  at  its  last  regular  meeting,  a  unani- 
mous vote  had  been  recorded  to  name  the  school  library  the 
James  J.  Adams  Library,  in  honor  of  the  gentleman  from 
Brockton  who  had  served  the  school  district  for  many  years 
as  chairman  of  the  committee. 

From  January  to  June,  the  school  served  about  five  hundred 
day  students.  From  September  to  December,  the  enrollment 
increased  to  eight  hundred  students.  This  brought  the  enroll- 
ment to  near  capacity  in  only  one  year  of  operation.  Several 
hundred  students  who  had  made  application  could  not  be 
admitted,  due  to  the  available  space.  Many  adults  were  served 
by  training  programs  which  were  operated  during  the  late 
afternoon  and  evening.  These  programs  meet  for  six  hours 
per  day  and  are  financed  by  the  federal  government.  The 
regular  evening  school  for  adults  was  very  popular,  during  both 
the  spring  and  fall  sessions. 

The  school  committee  was  active  in  supporting  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Massachusetts  Council  for  Vocational-Technical 
Education.  This  is  a  statewide  chartered  organization  of  people 
who  are  particularly  interested  in  Vocational-Technical  Educa- 
tion. Mr.  John  H.  Hamilton,  the  current  chairman  of  the  district 
committee,  is  at  present  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  new  organization. 

During  the  school  year,  the  teachers  formed  an  association 
known  as  the  Southeastern  Regional  Teachers'  Federation  and 
entered  into  negotiations  with  a  negotiating  sub-committee  of 
the  school  committee.  Negotiations  were  completed  and  a 
contract  was  signed  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year. 

Approximately  forty  students  worked  on  the  school  buildings 
and  grounds  during  the  summer  months  as  part  of  a  federally 
financed  work  effort.  Many  things  were  accomplished  by  the 
students  in  terms  of  regular  maintenance  jobs  as  well  as  special 
building  projects. 

Our  first  high  school  senior  class  graduated  in  June.  This 
came  about  because  Brockton  Trade  High  School  became  part 
of  the  district  and  the  students  who  had  been  attending  that 
school  transferred  to  the  new  school.  Several  post-secondary 
classes  have  graduated  during  the  year.  Some  of  the  students 
in  health  occupations  attend  school  during  the  full  calendar 
year  and  graduate  at  times  other  than  the  month  of  June. 
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A  computer  was  installed  in  our  post-secondary  data 
processing  department.  In  addition  to  using  this  as  a  teaching 
tool,  plans  are  being  developed  whereby  it  can  be  used  by  the 
school  departments  and  other  local  government  agencies  as  a 
means  of  doing  some  of  their  financial  and  statistical  work. 
This  is  a  complex  piece  of  equipment  and  it  will  be  some 
time  before  it  can  be  used  to  a  large  extent  for  such  work, 
but  the  potential  is  present  and  some  initial  progress  has  been 
made. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  thing  to  happen  this  year, 
from  an  educational  point  of  view,  occurred  late  in  the  year, 
when  the  school  was  accredited  by  the  New  England  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

It  is  difficult  for  those  who  are  directly  involved  in  the 
school  district  to  realize  that  so  many  events  connected  with 
the  growth  of  the  district  could  have  occurred  in  such  a  short 
period  of  time.  As  the  citizens  of  the  regional  district  continue 
to  place  increasing  importance  on  Vocational-Technical  Educa- 
tion, it  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  committee  that  such  needs 
can  be  served.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton  Town  Hall 
Norton,  Massachusetts 

A  remote  control  for  the  Civil  Defense  radio  base  station 
was  installed  in  the  Town  Hall  Water  Department  office.  This 
establishes  radio  contact  between  the  Water  and  Highway 
department  pickups  and  the  Town  Hall  Offices. 

The  Emergency  Communications  Plan  and  Survey  for  the 
town  of  Norton  was  completed.  It  shows  that  the  impending 
intrusion  of  Route  25  and  the  inevitable  growth  of  Norton,  will 
further  increase  the  need  for  centrally  coordinated  communica- 
tions and  increased  intra-town  communications.  This  is  initial 
planning  to  be  updated  as  the  structure  of  the  town  changes. 

The  government  auditors  visited,  and  have  requested  more 
formal  training  for  the  Rescue  Squad.  This  is  in  compliance 
with  Federal  Civil  Defense  regulations.  A  qualified  Massachu- 
setts CD  Rescue  Instructor  will  conduct  one  or  two  classes 
locally,  the  heavy  duty  rescue  course  is  conducted  at  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Training  Center,  in  Topsfield. 

The  emergency  lighting  truck,  which  has  been  equipped  with 
a  2-way  radio  from  the  Fire  Department,  is  being  used  at 
severe  auto  accidents  and  night  fire  alarm  box  calls. 

Civil  defense,  in  essence,  is  civil  government  prepared  for 
and  operating  in  emergencies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
For  the  Year  Ending  1968 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

At  the  annual  Town  Election,  William  A.  Peach  was  elected 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Reorganization  of  the  Commission 
took  place  at  the  regular  meeting  in  March.  John  F.  Gomes 
was  elected  Chairman,  William  A.  Peach,  Clerk,  with  Charles 
H.  Cheetham  the  third  member. 

Under  the  long  range  water  main  extension  program,  2,000 
feet  of  10"  water  main  was  installed  on  Newcomb  Street. 
The  Crane  Street  project  was  also  completed  this  year  with 
a  difficult  river  crossing. 

Bids  for  a  new  truck  were  advertised  and  on  May  14th  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  of  three  bidders,  H  and  R 
Auto  Repair  of  Attleboro  for  a  %  ton  GMC  cab  and  chassis, 
with  utility  body. 

A  new  well  site  was  tested  during  February  near  the 
present  well  on  Plain  Street.  An  eight  inch  test  well  was  driven 
by  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  Pumping  tests  were  okayed  by  the  State 
for  a  yield  of  at  least  450  gallons  per  minute. 

Water  pipe  has  been  purchased  and  is  ready  to  be  installed 
on  North  Highland  and  Hilltop  Roads  as  soon  as  a  layout  of 
these  streets  has  been  completed. 

Heavy  rains  in  March  caused  damage  to  the  Barrows  Street 
bridge  and  extensive  work  had  to  be  done  to  secure  and 
insulate  the  water  main  there. 

It  was  with  regret  that  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation 
of  Charles  Cheetham  in  April.  He  has  served  faithfully  for 
a  number  of  years  and  the  Town  has  lost  a  valuable  official. 
Leonard  P.  Silvia  was  elected  to  serve  the  remainder  of  Mr. 
Cheetham's  term  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Water  Board  and 
Selectmen  on  June  20th. 
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During  the  year  the  Department  installed  117  new  water 
services  as  compared  to  90  in  1967  and  67  in  1966.  We  now  have 
100  metered  services  and  1958  fixed  rate  services. 


We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  assisted  us  in  any  way 
to  the  past  year,  and  we  feel  we  tried  to  achieve  greater 
cooperation  with  other  town  departments.  We  also  wish  to 
commend  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Robinson;  Clerk,  Mrs. 
Chamillard,  and  all  our  employees  for  their  faithful  service 
to  us  and  to  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Barrowsville  area  survey  has  been  completed,  and 
permanent  boundary  markers  set  in.  A  sign  has  been  put  up 
on  this  site  designating  the  area  as  DEAN  ST.  PARK  — 
NORTON  LIONS  CLUB,  in  recognition  of  the  generous  donation 
of  the  Lions  Club  in  1965  for  the  development  and  improvement 
of  this  land.  Additional  plantings  have  been  made  this  year,  and 
the  grounds  care  for  through  the  summer. 

The  Rose  Farm  has  not  as  yet  been  surveyed,  but  plans  have 
been  made  to  clean  up  the  debris  and  have  the  fire  department 
burn  as  soon  as  there  is  a  good  snow  cover.  Plans  to  survey  the 
Rose  Farm  could  crystalize  in  1969  facilitating  the  further  devel- 
opment of  this  property. 

In  the  fall,  the  commission  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the 
Easton,  Foxboro,  Sharon,  Mansfield,  and  Taunton  Conservation 
Commissions  to  discuss  regional  control  of  the  Canoe  River 
watershed.  Water  Commissioners  from  the  six  towns  were  also 
invited,  since  there  are  many  town  wells  in  this  area.  Mr. 
Arthur  Brownell,  Director  of  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Natural 
Resources,  was  present  at  this  meeting,  stressing  the  importance 
of  this  type  of  regional  planning  for  conservation,  water  supply, 
and  flood  control. 

The  commission  has  consulted  with  the  area  representative 
of  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture  in  regard  to  having  a  soil 
survey  done  for  the  entire  town.  This  survey  would  be  a  major 
step  towards  having  a  master  plan  made  for  Norton,  and  it  is 
the  money  needed  for  this  (of  which  the  Dept.  of  Agriculture  will 
pay  half)  that  makes  it  necessary  for  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission to  have  a  larger  budget  in  1969. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  twice  a  month  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Wednesday,  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  at  the  Town 
Hall.  A  new  file  has  been  acquired  and  records  which  have  been 
stored  in  various  members'  homes  will  henceforth  be  on  file  in 
this  office. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  support.  Con- 
servation is,  and  will  be,  more  important  in  the  years  to  come. 
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A  joint  meeting  will  be  held  in  Norton  in  the  Spring,  with 
the  Easton,  Foxboro,  Sharon,  Mansfield,  and  Taunton  Conserva- 
tion Commissions,  which  Norton  will  host.  A  date  will  be 
announced  for  this  event.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  NORTON,  MASS. 
For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1968 

On  June  30,  1969  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
will  complete  its  tenth  year  of  continuous  effort  to  minimize  the 
mosquito  nuisance  in  the  Town  of  Norton. 

Although  our  spraying  operations  were  hampered  by  persist- 
ent rains  during  the  month  of  June,  our  pre-hatch  and  drainage 
programs  were  conducted  without  serious  interruption. 

On  January  1st  our  pre-hatch  program  was  in  progress  and 
continued  until  the  middle  of  May  when  mosquitoes  were  on 
the  wing.  A  total  of  130  acres  of  mosquito  breeding  areas  were 
treated. 

Our  spraying  program  was  underway  as  mosquitoes  began 
to  emerge,  but  rain  postponed  many  calls  for  service.  All  calls 
were  answered  as  soon  as  the  weather  permitted.  It  was  not 
until  the  middle  of  July  that  the  Project  could  resort  to  any 
scheduled  spraying.  Calls  for  service  were  still  being  received 
until  September  6th  when  the  mist  blowers  were  removed  and 
Project  crews  began  removing  accumulated  debris  from  numer- 
ous ditches,  brooks  and  streams.  In  this  program  4440  feet  of 
ditch  were  reclaimed  and  650  feet  of  brush  removed  to  relieve 
flooding  conditions.  This  program  continued  until  winter  ice 
conditions  permitted  our  pre-hatch  treatment  to  begin. 

All  Project  trucks  are  now  equipped  with  two-way  radios 
making  it  possible  to  answer  many  calls  without  delay. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
past  and  we  will  continue  to  do  our  best  to  alleviate  the  mosquito 
nuisance  in  their  town  as  well  as  in  other  eighteen  communities 
in  Bristol  County  enrolled  in  this  Project.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1968 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  of  its  work 
and  progress  in  1968. 

The  early  spring  floods  practically  depleted  the  Bridges  and 
Drain  account  as  it  cost  approximately  $4,200.00  to  repair  the 
damages  caused  by  this  flood.  Application  has  been  made  to 
the  state  for  a  refund  of  this  money  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  received  in  1969. 

Emergency  work  was  necessary  on  the  Barrows  Street 
Bridge  and  one-half  of  the  bridge  was  completely  replaced. 
Much  work  is  still  necessary  to  correct  the  many  drainage 
problems  in  the  Town. 

The  Town  Dump  is  still  a  problem.  Effort  has  been  made 
to  cover  the  dump  each  week  with  clean  fill,  so  it  will  be 
possible  to  drive  cars  in  easily.  As  of  this  date  plans  are 
being  made  to  expand  the  present  dump. 

A  new  section  of  sidewalk  was  built  from  the  Barrowsville 
Railroad  crossing  to  Harvey  Street,  a  distance  of  approximately 
1,440  feet.  Also  a  sidewalk  of  Freeman  Street  from  West  Main 
Street.  We  are  hoping  to  tie  Freeman  Street  in  with  Mansfield 
Avenue  through  our  system  of  sidewalks.  I  would  also  like  to 
see  a  sidewalk  from  Pine  Street  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School 
on  Plain  Street. 

An  oil  seal  surface  and  burms  of  Type  I  hot  mix  were 
applied  to  approximately  1,750  feet  on  Harvey  Street.  Also  250 
feet  of  oil  seal  surface  was  applied  to  King  Phillip  Road  and 
Samoset  Street,  and  1,000  feet  on  Oak  Street  to  the  Mansfield 
line.  On  South  Worcester  Street  relocation,  1.10  miles  of  Type  I 
surface  was  completed. 

East  Main  Street  from  Leonard  Street  to  the  Easton  line 
received  approximately  1.3  miles  of  stone  and  sand  mix, 
approximately  3  inches  thick.  Burm  work  was  also  done  on 
the  shoulders. 
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Barrows  Street  had  a  sand  mix  of  approximately  3  inches. 
This  was  to  hone  and  level  the  old  surface  from  Route  140 
to  Summer  Street. 

Our  program  for  sealing  roads  in  1968  consisted  of  61,140 
gallons  of  oil.  This  was  applied  to  the  following  roads:  Richard- 
son Avenue,  part  of  North  Worcester  Street,  South  Worcester 
Street,  Pleasant  Street,  Maple  Street,  Oak  Street,  Shelly  Road, 
Barrows  Street,  Juniper  Road,  Reservoir  Street,  East  Main 
Street,  Leonard  Street,  Olympia  Street,  Powers  Street,  Pine 
Street,  Hill  Street,  Plain  Street,  King  Phillip  Road  and  Pitt 
Clarke  Circle. 

Much  gravel  has  been  added  to  all  private  ways,  also 

calcium  chloride  was  applied  several  times.  Some  tree  work 
was  done  in  the  Grove  section  to  aid  the  snow-plowing  operation. 
It  would  also  help  the  drivers  of  the  snow  plows  if  the  owners 
of  cars  who  live  on  private  ways  would  park  their  cars  in  their 
driveways.  Most  of  the  private  ways  were  graded  with  the 
grader  about  18  times. 

The  first  section  of  Chapter  90  South  Worcester  Street 
Relocation  (now  known  as  John  Bryson  Scott  Boulevard)  has 
been  completed  and  1.10  miles  of  Type  I  surface  has  been  laid 
and  in  use.  The  second  section  although  still  rough  construction, 
is  open  to  Dean  Street.  Drainage  work  still  remains  to  be  done 
on  the  first  section.  All  of  this  road  is  constructed  under  State 
supervision. 

The  Street  sign  program  continues  to  progress.  One  section 
of  the  town  garage  has  been  converted  to  a  sign  shop.  Street 
signs  as  well  as  stop  signs,  no  passing  signs,  etc.,  are  made  here. 

The  Highway  Department  equipment  at  this  time  is  in  good 
repair.  Last  year  we  purchased  a  new  truck  and  it  was  agreed 
with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend 
the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  each  year.  This  decreases  the 
maintenance  cost  considerably.  Each  new  truck  is  outfitted 
with  a  new  snow  plow  and  attachments.  Our  recommendation 
for  1969  is  to  replace  our  power  sweeper  and  to  purchase 
a  catch  basin  cleaner  which  would  be  installed  on  one  of  our 
older  trucks.  As  this  would  be  by  transfer  from  the  Machinery 
Equipment  Fund,  it  would  not  raise  the  tax  rate.  We  now  have 
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over  400  catch  basins  to  maintain  and  many  new  basins  are 
being  added  as  a  result  of  new  housing  and  new  subdivisions. 

A  new  furnace  has  been  installed  in  the  main  garage  and 
the  old  furnace  has  been  moved  to  the  building  which  was 
donated  to  the  Town  by  Wheaton  College  and  both  are  operating 
well  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Highway  workers.  Small 
sections  of  these  buildings  are  being  insulated  to  conserve  oil. 

One  new  overhead  door  has  been  added  and  is  operating 
satisfactorily.  We  hope  to  add  another  one  next  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

''The  Biggest  and  Most  Important  Business  in 
the  Land  is  Education." 

There  are  few,  if  any,  who  believe  that  the  education  which 
is  available  today  will  be  adequate  for  tomorrow.  This  point  of 
view  has  been  well  stated  in  the  following  quotation  from  the 
"Pursuit  of  Excellence,  Education  and  the  Future  of  America:" 
"Perhaps  the  greatest  problem  facing  American  edu- 
cators is  the  widely  held  view  that  our  needs  are  only  a 
few  more  buildings,  a  little  more  money.  Such  an  ap- 
proach will  be  disastrous. 

We  are  moving  into  the  most  demanding  era  of  our 
history. 

An  educational  system  grudgingly  and  tardily 
patched  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  moment  will  be  per- 
petually out-of-date.  We  must  build  for  the  future  in  edu- 
cation as  daringly  and  aggressively  as  we  have  built 
other  aspects  of  our  national  life  in  the  past." 

It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  people  are  constantly  en- 
gaged in  studying  the  needs  of  their  schools  and  in  making  plans 
for  improvements  which  are  needed  today  and  which  will  be 
needed  tomorrow.  Without  such  planning  and  without  providing 
for  the  future,  a  school  system  will  short-change  its  people  and 
severely  limit  their  future  development.  But,  to  provide  quality 
education  in  these  ever  changing  times  requires  great  sacrifice 
by  the  citizens  of  Norton,  due  to  a  narrow  tax  base.  One  method 
of  doing  this  is  through  attracting  industry  to  the  town.  Greater 
interest  must  be  generated  in  the  community  by  its  citizens  to- 
ward a  broadening  of  our  tax  base.  However,  economic  re- 
sources must  go  beyond  a  local  basis.  State  aid  and  particularly 
federal  aid  can  help  spread  the  benefits  of  the  economy  over  the 
nation  so  that  the  educational  level  of  the  entire  nation  can  make 
its  best  contribution  to  the  economy.  This  concept  is  not  fully 
accepted  by  all  groups  in  American  society  but  continued  move- 
ment toward  acceptance  appears  likely.  In  the  Superintendent's 
report  to  follow,  you  will  find  many  aspects  of  the  school  cur- 
riculum. 

Your  School  Committee  met  a  total  of  sixty-five  (65)  times 
this  past  year.  Thirteen  of  these  meetings  were  in  regular  ses- 
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sion;  fifteen  special  meetings  were  called  to  conduct  school  busi- 
ness; three  Area  III  School  Committee  meetings  were  attended 
by  members  of  the  committee;  met  twice  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  twenty-seven  sub-committee  meetings  were  called 
specifically  to  discuss  negotiations  and  labor  relations.  We  met 
and  participated  in  three  Town  or  Pre-town  meetings.  The  Com- 
mittee met  in  joint  session  once  with  the  Norton  Selectmen.  The 
Committee  members  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  held  in  Har- 
wichport.  In  addition,  the  Committee  has  attended  various 
athletic,  dramatic,  scholastic  and  social  functions  of  the  school. 

The  School  Committee  meetings  have  been  open  to  the  pub- 
lic and  we  have  been  visited  by  parents,  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  League  of  Women  Voters,  Town  Govern- 
ment Study  Committee,  other  interested  citizens  whose  advice 
and  ideas  have  been  sincerely  appreciated,  and  the  press.  We 
appreciate  it  when  interested  citizens  attend  our  meetings.  Ex- 
ecutive sessions  are  reserved  exclusively  for  discussion  of  per- 
sonal problems  and  for  purposes  of  collective  bargaining. 

The  members  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  again  wish  to 
express  their  sincere  appreciation  for  the  interest,  good-will  and 
cooperation  which  you,  the  townspeople,  have  shown  during  the 
year  1968. 

The  community,  many  times,  is  judged  by  the  reputation  of 
its  public  school  system.  We  endeavor  always  to  maintain  high 
standards,  but  our  success  will  depend  greatly  on  the  efforts 
made  by  parents  in  providing  good  study  environment  at  home 
for  their  children.  Our  satisfaction  comes  in  seeing  our  students 
taking  leadership  roles  in  their  adult  lives. 

The  School  Committee  extends  its  thanks  to  Doctor  George 
A.  MacArthur,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  our  principals,  teach- 
ers and  all  staff  members  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools,  who 
have  worked  hard  to  make  this  a  successful  year.

Again  this  year,  the  Norton  School  Committee  has  met  in 
joint  negotiating  sessions  with  representatives  of  the  Norton 
Teachers  Association  and  with  the  AFL-CIO,  representatives  of 
the  non-professional  employees.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  reach  agreement  on  all  contract  items  prior  to  final 
budget  preparation.  When  this  occurs  the  School  Committee  hay 
three  possible  alternatives:  budget  a  contingency  sum  to  cover 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposals  submitted;  request  additional 
"available"  funds  at  a  future  special  town  meeting,  or  place  a 
special  Article  on  the  March  Town  Warrant  requesting  funds  to 
pay  costs  incurred  in  the  previous  calendar  year.  In  the  case  of 
the  custodians,  secretaries,  and  cafeteria  personnel,  the  commit- 
tee was  reasonably  sure  of  the  costs  that  would  be  involved  in 
final  negotiations.  In  the  case  of  the  professional  staff,  however, 
the  committee  had  no  idea  as  to  what  the  final  contract  would 
contain.  In  fact,  final  agreement  with  the  Norton  Teachers 
Association  was  not  reached  until  the  late  days  of  August,  1968. 
Therefore,  at  our  March,  1969  Town  Meeting,  it  will  be  necessary 
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for  the  School  Committee  to  request  a  sum  of  $22,500  to  pay 
retroactive  salary  increases  for  the  period  September  1  to 
December  31,  1968. 

Our  current  1968-1969  salary  schedule  is  competitive  with 
other  area  towns.  A  teacher  with  no  experience  and  a  Bachelor's 
degree  receives  $6000.  A  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  and 
9  years  of  experience  currently  receives  $9,000.  A  teacher  with 
15  credits  beyond  the  Bachelor's  degree  may  earn  from  $6240 
to  $9240.  A  teacher  with  a  Master's  degree  may  earn  from  $6600 
to  $10,320.  A  teacher  with  a  Master's  degree  plus  30  additional 
credits  may  earn  from  $7200  to  $11,280.  A  teacher  with  an  earned 
doctorate  degree  may  earn  from  $7800  to  $12,240.

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Our  pupil  enrollments  increased  from  1681  to  1782  last  year. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  101  students  or  a  percentage 
increase  of  over  6%. 

We  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  renovate  an  area  in  the 
Norton  Elementary  School,  and  thereby  gain  two  additional 
classrooms  this  past  year.  Even  with  this  addition,  we  will  not 
be  able  to  house  all  of  our  students  in  our  public  school  buildings 
next  year.  Next  September  through  the  generosity  of  St.  Mary's 
Church  we  will  be  able  to  rent  four  classrooms  at  the  Parish 
Center  on  West  Main  Street.  This  will  give  us  one  more  year  of 
grace.  By  September  of  1S70  we  will  again  face  the  alternative 
of  double  sessions  for  some  of  our  students,  or  the  prospect  of 
finding  other  suitable  temporary  quarters.  In  the  meantime  your 
School  Building  Committee  is  continuing  to  meet,  and  hopefully 
will  present  a  recommended  school  construction  program  to  the 
voters  sometime  during  the  1969  calendar  year. 

The  professional  staff  of  our  elementary  schools  is  very 
active  this  year  in  professional  development  in  connection  with 
Project  SPOKE.  SPOKE  is  a  six-two  audio-visual  media  center 
which  functions  to  help  teachers  better  meet  the  individual  needs 
of  their  students.  The  teachers  of  our  elementary  schools  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  services  of  SPOKE  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  By  ordering  weekly  educational  films  for  use  in  their 
classrooms. 

2.  By  participating  in  a  series  of  workshops. 

3.  By  participating  on  an  individual  basis  in  special  area 
workshops  such  as  systems  analysis,  reading,  social 
studies,  and  science. 

The  Science  program  for  our  elementary  pupils  is  being  en- 
riched by  incorporating  on  a  pilot  basis  the  Xerox  Science  Pro- 
gram. This  pilot  program  has  been  recommended  by  our  Science 
Curriculum  Committee.  Before  the  program  was  initiated,  the 
participating  teachers  attended  a  four  day  workshop  under  the 
sponsorship  of  Project  SPOKE. 

This  year  we  are  instituting  a  program  of  homeroom  libra- 
ries. Students  may  borrow  these  books  for  home  use  for  them- 
selves or  other  members  of  the  family.  This  program  will  add 
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approximately  two  thousand  books  to  the  libraries  of  the  Norton 
Public  Schools.  The  purchase  of  these  books  has  been  partially 
funded  under  Title  III  of  the  National  Defense  to  Education  Act. 

As  as  result  of  the  investigations  of  the  Handwriting  Cur- 
riculum Committee,  two  new  programs  have  been  instituted.  In 
the  primary  grades  a  programmed  approach  is  being  utilized. 
On  the  intermediate  level,  a  skills  program  is  emphasized  with 
study  in  proof  reading  and  critical  analysis  of  essays. 

At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  we  are  continuing  our  intramural 
sports  program.  This  year  we  have  expanded  this  activity  to 
include  girls.  Miss  Sandra  Murch  is  in  charge  of  the  female 
program  and  Mr.  David  Parker  and  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  our  new 
head  teacher,  are  in  charge  of  the  boys'  program. 

At  the  Norton  Elementary  School  Modern  Math  has  been 
introduced  to  our  pupils  in  grades  one  and  two.  This  program 
will  be  further  incorporated  into  our  grade  three  program  next 
year.  Through  this  program  children  arrive  at  a  greater  under- 
standing of  basic  mathematical  concepts  than  under  our  previous 
program. 

Currently  our  high  school  is  functioning  at  about  97%  room 
capacity,  with  two  English  classes  and  a  study  hall  meeting  in 
the  Library,  a  French  and  Latin  class  meeting  in  the  Technical 
Drawing  room,  a  Problems  of  Democracy  class  meeting  in  the 
elementary  cafeteria,  and  a  Social  Studies  class  meeting  in  the 
Home  Economics  sewing  room. 

In  spite  of  these  crowded  conditions  we  have  been  able  to 
add  a  psychology  course,  taught  by  Dr.  Nancy  Newbert,  our 
school  psychologist,  and  an  Introduction  to  Education  course, 
taught  by  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  our  Reading  Supervisor,  to  our 
high  school  curriculum. 

Our  high  school  physical  education  offering  has  been  in- 
creased to  include  all  students  through  grade  11. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  our  home  games  in  football  are 
being  played  on  our  permanent  football  field. 
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Mr.  Thomas  McDonald  and  Miss  Grace  Kiernan  are  co- 
chairmen  in  a  drive  to  raise  $2500  for  our  high  school  scholarship 
fund.  At  this  writing  it  is  well  on  the  way,  with  approximately 
$500  earned. 

For  the  first  time,  on  June  10,  1968,  a  Senior  Awards  Ban- 
quet was  held.  Dinner  was  served  to  invited  guests  and  seniors, 
with  a  total  attendance  of  approximately  400.  Miss  Grace  Kier- 
nan, Mr.  Charles  Gaides,  and  Mr.  Maurice  Splaine,  our  assistant 
high  school  principal,  made  this  a  unique  and  rewarding  experi- 
ence for  all  who  took  part. 

To  enable  us  to  continue  the  beautification  of  our  school 
grounds,  the  Class  of  1968  gave  $400  to  extend  the  planting  at 
the  front  of  the  high  school. 

After  several  years  of  service  as  Director  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion, Mr.  James  Blount  resigned.  Mr.  William  Rowland,  a  high 
school  guidance  counselor,  was  appointed  to  this  position. 

During  this  past  year  Dr.  Nancy  Newbert,  school  psycholo- 
gist, took  part  in  a  three-day  evaluation  of  Wellesley  High 
School.  Mr.  Maurice  Splaine,  assistant  high  school  principal, 
was  a  member  of  a  committee  which  evaluated  Scituate  High 
School  for  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Sec- 
ondary Schools. 

With  the  resignations  of  Mr.  Victor  Bissonnette  as  guidance 
director,  and  Miss  Jeanette  Kyle  as  guidance  counselor,  a  new 
director  and  counselor  were  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies. 
Miss  Joyce  J.  Joslyn  is  serving  as  director  and  has  counseling 
responsibilities  in  grades  6,  7,  9,  10  and  11.  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Vandemoer  is  working  as  a  guidance  counselor  in  grades  6,  7, 
9,  11  and  12.  Mr.  William  Rowland  continues  to  counsel  students 
in  the  Work-study  Program  and  in  grades  7,  8,  10  and  12. 

At  the  close  of  the  1967-68  school  year  seventy-five  students 
were  graduated.  Fifty-seven  or  76%  of  the  class  members  were 
accepted  by  institutions  of  higher  education.  Of  this  total  twenty- 
six  or  34.7%  are  attending  four-year  colleges  and  41.3%  are 
attending  institutions  which  require  from  one  to  three  years  of 
study.  The  remaining  23.6%  have  entered  occupations  in  business 
and  industry. 
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On  of  the  current  administrative  efforts  to  improve  educa- 
tion is  being  directed  toward  the  elimination  of  clerical  duties 
which  are  not  essential  to  the  learning  process,  although  essen- 
tial to  the  teaching  process.  Norton  High  School  has  instituted 
a  system  of  grade  reporting  which  requires  nothing  from  the 
teacher  other  than  marking  the  letter  grade  on  a  prepared  card. 
The  Royal  McBee  Keysort  grade  reporting  cards  provide  an 
individual  card  for  each  student  in  each  subject.  The  entire  func- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  putting  the  letter  work  on  the  card, 
is  handled  by  the  guidance  secretary  with  the  assistance  of  the 
typing  classes. 

Our  Work-study  Program  has  a  total  of  thirty-two  pupils 
enrolled  and  continues  to  help  deter  pupils  from  leaving  school. 
This  aspect  of  the  high  school  curriculum  has  been  expanded  to 
include  an  Apprentice  Work-study  Program  which  provides  an 
opportunity  for  seniors  who  are  not  necessarily  planning  to  go 
on  to  some  form  of  further  education,  to  become  acquainted  with 
industry.  These  students,  upon  graduation,  have  the  opportunity 
of  remaining  with  the  industry  where  they  have  obtained  appren- 
tice training.  This  year  there  are  six  pupils  involved  in  an 
apprentice  program  at  Texas  Instruments. 

Members  of  the  guidance  staff  continue  to  counsel  with  sixth 
graders  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future 
it  will  be  possible  to  expand  guidance  services  at  the  elementary 
level  so  that  all  pupils  will  derive  benefits  from  the  counseling 
program. 

The  school  purchased  1000  books  under  an  NDEA  project 
written  by  the  Reading  Department  in  cooperation  with  the 
Responsive  Environments  Corporation  of  New  Jersey.  These 
books  will  form  the  nucleus  of  classroom  libraries  for  teachers 
who  have  organized  or  are  planning  to  organize  individual  read- 
ing programs. 

Our  Reading  Supervisor  instituted  a  pilot  course  in  the  high 
school  called  Introduction  to  Education.  This  course  involved 
nine  high  school  seniors  who  expressed  an  interest  in  education 
as  a  career.  The  program  provides  observation  and  practice  in 
the  elementary  classroom  as  well  as  a  weekly  seminar  period 
with  the  Reading  Supervisor  for  discussion,  lectures,  and  orienta- 
tion. 
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Through  the  addition  of  personnel,  the  high  school  reading 
program  was  expanded  to  more  nearly  meet  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents from  grades  nine  to  twelve.  Many  students  volunteered  to 
elect  the  reading  course  as  a  developmental  program  in  prepa- 
ration for  college.  We  now  have  one  full-time  person  and  one 
part-time  person  in  the  secondary  school  reading  program. 

Our  "High  Hopes"  federal  aid  program  is  in  its  fourth  year 
of  servicing  first  grade  children  who  need  supplementary  in- 
struction in  beginning  reading.  This  government-funded  program 
has  made  possible  the  hiring  of  two  teacher  aides,  one  for  each 
of  the  elementary  schools.  These  aides  work  with  our  primary 
teachers. 

This  past  year  programmed  reading  as  a  basal  program  was 
placed  in  all  second  grades  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
and  in  all  first  grades  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  By  fall  of  1970 
all  three  grades  in  both  schools  will  be  involved  in  programmed 
reading. 

The  major  concern  of  our  school  psychologist  is  the  best 
possible  placement  for  each  individual  child.  To  insure  optimal 
placement  for  each  youngster,  the  school  psychologist  has  initi- 
ated weekly  meetings  with  guidance  and  health  personnel 
throughout  the  system.  Such  coordination  of  efforts  eliminates 
duplication  and  gives  assurance  that  no  child  has  been  over- 
looked. 

Referrals  continue  to  multiply,  coming  from  parents,  teach- 
ers, administrators,  and  from  the  youngsters  themselves.  Assess- 
ment is  made  of  school  readiness,  intelligence  level,  achieve- 
ment level,  personal  and  emotional  adjustment  as  well  as  visual 
motor  and  perception  acuity.  Follow-up  conferences  are  held 
with  teachers  and  parents  to  discuss  placement  based  on  the  test 
battery  administered. 

In-service  discussions  with  teachers  of  both  elementary  and 
secondary  levels  to  help  them  better  understand  some  of  the 
current  classroom  management  problems  and  practices  of  prob- 
lem youngsters  was  initiated  this  fall. 

Home  visits  are  made  when  advisable  and  office  visits  by 
parents  are  encouraged.  The  psychologist  is  available  to  meet  in 
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her  office  at  any  time  convenient  to  parents.  Aid  is  offered  to 
parents  in  the  case  where  referral  to  an  outside  clinic  or  agency 
is  necessary. 

An  integral  part  of  the  program  is  the  cooperation  which 
has  been  received  from  the  Norton  Police  Department,  the  Nor- 
ton Welfare  Department,  and  the  Norton  District  Nurse.  The 
cooperative  exchange  of  information  from  the  Attleboro  Area 
Mental  Health  Association,  the  Taunton  and  Foxboro  State  Hos- 
pitals, the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship,  and  the  M.S.P.C.C. 
has  also  been  most  valuable. 

This  year  an  introductory  course  in  Psychology  has  been 
instituted  in  the  senior  class  of  the  high  school.  This  course  is 
offered  to  both  college-bound  and  non-college-bound  students  on 
a  regular  five-credit  basis.  Thirty-five  seniors  enrolled  in  the 
course  this  past  fall.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  interest  in  the 
understanding  of  human  behavior  and  social  problems  will  result 
as  well  as  a  better  understanding  by  the  students  of  themselves 
and  their  personality. 

The  English  Department  at  Norton  High  School  has  under- 
taken several  new  projects  this  year  .  .  .  one  of  which  has  been 
in  the  field  of  audio-visual  materials.  Supplementing  the  texts  are 
records  and  filmstrips  which  give  the  student  experience  in 
visual  training.  Extensive  use  is  also  made  of  the  overhead 
projector.  English  teachers  have  found  great  value  in  this  pro- 
jector, by  being  able  to  use  transparencies  to  teach  modern 
grammar  as  well  as  composition,  and  outlining.  One  interesting 
project,  with  the  cooperation  of  Project  SPOKE,  was  audio  and 
video  taping  of  two  plays  put  on  by  junior  students.  The  class 
was  divided,  and  half  of  the  class  audio-taped  a  radio  play  with 
full  sound  effects;  while  the  other  half  of  the  class  enacted  a 
television  play.  Both  plays  were  then  presented  to  other  students 
in  the  high  school.  More  of  this  kind  of  activity  is  being  planned 
for  the  coming  months. 

Emphasis  has  again  been  placed  on  developing  various  skills 
in  writing.  Grades  nine,  ten,  and  eleven,  this  year,  have  been 
using  a  text  called  Business  Practice  Sets  as  well  as  sets  of 
Paragraph  Practice. 

Introduced  for  the  first  time  in  the  New  England  area,  was 
the  ACE  301  program  .  .  .  better  known  as  Activity-Concept 
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English.  The  ACE  Program  is  centered  in  the  ninth  grade,  and 
consists  of:  stress  in  developmental  skills  in  sentence  writing, 
listening  and  speaking,  spelling  and  handwriting,  and  reading 
and  studying.  This  particular  program  introduces  relevant 
materials  to  students  and  creates  an  active  interest  in  student 
class  participation. 

For  those  students  who  do  not  plan  on  furthering  their  edu- 
cation via  college  training,  Scholastic  Units  have  been  used  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  These  units  consist  of  group  par- 
ticipation as  well  as  individualized  reading  and  discussion. 

Another  undertaking  this  year  has  been  the  introduction  of 
team  teaching  in  English.  One  of  the  advantages  of  team  teach- 
ing is  that  it  affords  teachers  opportunity  to  get  to  know  more 
students,  and  affords  students  more  opportunity  to  discuss  and 
share  information.  Team  teaching  has  also  been  done  on  the 
inter-departmental  level,  particularly  with  the  Social  Studies 
Department.  Mr.  Maurice  Splaine,  Jr.,  our  assistant  high  school 
principal,  has  also  teamed  to  correlate  Russian  history  with 
Russian  literature  in  the  senior  divisions. 

The  senior  divisions,  within  the  past  few  months,  have  taken 
several  field  trips.  One  of  the  first  trips  made  was  to  Mystic 
Seaport,  Mystic,  Conn.  Several  groups  of  students  have  attended 
motion  pictures  in  Boston.  These  films  supplement  the  students' 
reading  and  make  for  additional  awareness  and  contact  with 
ideas  prominent  in  today's  society.  More  field  trips  of  this  nature 
are  also  planned  for  the  forthcoming  year. 

With  the  help  of  federal  funds  a  stenographic  lab  has  been 
installed  with  a  complete  set  of  recording  tapes.  The  Business 
Department  also  has  a  complete  set  of  shorthand  dictation  rec- 
ords and  typewriting  tapes,  records,  and  transparencies  which 
are  correlated  with  our  textbooks.  Our  advanced  typewriting 
classes  also  have  two  volumes  of  rhythm  records.  These  records 
increase  typing  speed,  and  hopefully  will  enable  the  students  to 
obtain  better  positions  upon  graduation. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Business  Department  during  this  next 
year  to  reevaluate  and  revise  its  course  of  study. 

Life  in  modern  America  is  becoming  more  and  more  com- 
plex. We  are  constantly  challenged  by  opposing  forces.  We  are 
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faced  with  triumph  and  tragedy;  achievement  and  frustration; 
affluence  and  poverty;  progress  and  retrenchment;  beauty  and 
blight.  In  such  an  environment  the  role  of  social  studies  in  our 
education  program  takes  on  added  significance. 

Our  Social  Studies  program  seeks  to  develop  in  each  student 
an  appreciation  of  our  American  Heritage  and  our  democratic 
way  of  life,  and  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  values  inherent  in  the 
practice  of  democracy.  We  help  students  to  acquire  knowledge, 
skills,  and  understandings  which  are  essential  for  good  citizen- 
ship, as  well  as  attitudes  which  lead  to  sound  democratic  behav- 
ior. A  balanced  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  common  good  and  the 
individual  good  and  on  both  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of 
citizenship,  derived  from  principles  expressed  in  basic  American 
documents. 

Our  Socal  Studies  classroom  programs  were  augmented  by 
a  wide  variety  of  interesting  and  unusual  experiences.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  interest  and  assistance  of  several  service  orga- 
nizations in  the  town  for  making  many  of  these  experiences 
possible. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  year  include:  Voice  of 
Democracy  contest;  United  Nations  Essay  contest;  Student 
Exchange  Program;  Get  Out  the  Vope  Campaign;  United  Nations 
trip  for  grade  seven;  Massachusetts  Heritage  Day  program; 
Memorial  Day  assembly;  Gettysburg  Address  contest,  and  vari- 
ous guest  speakers  on  town  government,  Vietnam,  social  secu- 
rity, civil  rights,  and  other  pertinent  topics. 

The  Industrial  Arts  facilities  at  Norton  High  School  are  filled 
beyond  capacity.  Increased  enrollments  this  year  have  filled  the 
Technical  Drawing  room  and  the  shop  areas  beyond  their 
intended  use. 

Our  new  thickness  planer  obtained  this  past  year  is  working 
out  satisfactorily.  Rough  lumber  may  now  be  purchased  and 
planed  to  a  desired  thickness. 

Early  in  September  two  new  machines  were  added  to  the 
sheet  metal  area  of  the  shop,  allowing  a  more  comprehensive 
course  in  metal  work  to  be  taught. 
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Our  Home  Economics  Department  has  a  current  enrollment 
of  212  students.  Of  this  number,  60  are  high  school  students  who 
take  Home  Economics  as  an  elective  subject;  the  remainder  are 
junior  high  students  for  whom  Home  Economics  is  a  required 
subject. 

A  highlight  of  1968  included  a  fashion  show  in  which  the 
clothing  students  modeled  the  garments  which  they  made  in 
class. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners,  planned,  prepared,  and 
served  by  our  girls  have  become  annual  events  which  students 
and  faculty  members  enjoy  and  look  forward  to.  This  year's 
Thanksgiving  dinner  was  planned  by  the  tenth  grade  food  class; 
the  Christmas  buffet  was  planned  by  the  eleventh  grade  food 
class.  Future  plans  include  a  May  luncheon  to  be  sponsored  by 
the  twelfth  grade  food  class. 

Our  High  School  Special  Education  class  is  experiencing 
growth  in  both  students  and  materials.  The  housing  for  this  pro- 
gram needs  improvement  in  order  that  the  expanded  goals  of 
this  program  may  be  achieved.  New  equipment  in  the  form  of  a 
motion  picture  projector,  an  electric  range  and  hand  tools  have 
been  purchased  in  order  to  round  out  an  excellent  educational 
program  for  these  pupils. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  students  who  have  proven  them- 
selves capable,  are  integrated  with  the  regular  high  school 
classes. 

Our  high  school  library  grows  in  quality  and  quantity  of 
books  received.  Publicity  and  fun  came  one  day  when  the  library 
had  its  choice  of  several  thousand  books  which  were  spread  over 
our  gym  floor.  Though  many  of  these  volumes  received  from  the 
armed  services  proved  to  be  highly  technical,  a  good  many 
proved  to  be  suitable  for  high  school  use. 

Assisting  in  our  library  program  are  the  junior  and  senior 
library  clubs  (a  total  of  twenty-three  members),  plus  an  adult 
clerk-typist  who  is  employed  twelve  hours  a  week. 

Hampering  the  general  library  program  is  a  lack  of  adequate 
space,  for  books  and  students.  Two  academic  classes  and  one 
study  period  are  held  in  the  library  daily,  leaving  only  four 
periods  plus  time  before  and  after  school  for  general  student 

library  use. 
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The  Foreign  Language  Department  this  year  obtained  three 
sets  of  Venetian  blinds  for  foreign  language  classrooms.  In  addi- 
tion, an  overhead  projector  and  equipment  for  transparency 
making  were  purchased.  Additions  were  also  made  to  the  student 
reference  library  that  the  department  provides  for  outside  class- 
room reading.  These  items  were  all  obtained  under  a  continu- 
ance of  the  federal  projects  instituted  the  previous  year. 

The  Science  Department  is  using  overhead  projection  mate- 
rials extensively,  along  with  filmstrips  and  a  variety  of  science 
films. 

A  new  non-credit  one  hour  clinical  laboratory  course  was 
adopted  for  a  half-year.  One  hundred  and  forty  students  applied 
for  the  course  but  due  to  time  and  space  restrictions,  only  20  of 
this  number  could  be  accepted.  The  students  actively  partici- 
pated in  laboratory  procedures,  within  the  limitations  of  the 
supplies  and  equipment  available.  Recent  purchases  of  materials 
will  permit  us  to  offer  this  course  for  another  half  year  utilizing 
new  procedures  and  equipment. 

Our  greenhouse,  laboratories,  and  science  equipment  are 
being  utilized  to  their  fullest,  allowing  students  to  experiment, 
work  on  projects,  and  investigate  scientifically. 

Two  members  of  our  Math  Department  attended  the  Mathe- 
matics Convention  of  the  Association  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics 
in  New  England  held  in  Springfield,  Mass.  this  past  year.  Mem- 
bers of  this  department  also  attended  graduate  classes  at  Bridge- 
water  State  College  and  the  University  of  Rhode  Island. 

Math  Department  members  intend  to  review  and  revise  the 
curricular  guide  and  course  of  studies  in  Mathematics  this  com- 
ing school  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  Music  program  was  expanded  to 
reach  more  students  and  arouse  greater  interest  in  music.  On 
the  elementary  level  the  addition  of  a  third  member  to  the 
department  resulted  in  weekly  half-hour  lessons  with  an  ele- 
mentary Music  specialist.  The  acquisition  of  classroom  instru- 
ments such  as  the  educator  tone  bells,  autoharps,  rhythm  instru- 
ments, (all  made  available  with  federal  funds),  supplemented 
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and  enhanced  our  program  by  providing  opportunity  for  cre- 
ativity and  coordination  in  the  visual,  physiological,  and  tonal 
aspects  of  music. 

Membership  in  the  two  performing  groups  (elementary  band 
and  choir)  was  open  to  those  who  were  interested  and  qualified. 
As  usual,  instrumental  lessons  were  offered  to  prepare  interested 
and  talented  students  for  later  participation  in  musical  organiza- 
tions. Also  on  the  elementary  level  a  string  program  was  begun 
with  a  view  toward  the  future  as  establishment  of  a  high  school 
orchestra. 

On  the  secondary  level  the  senior  high  school  band  and 
chorus  were  both  represented  in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  District 
organizations.  As  in  the  past,  the  band  parents  generously  lent 
their  support  and  met  many  of  our  needs. 

The  elementary  music  program  at  L.  G.  Nourse  and  Norton 
Elementary  School,  consists  of  weekly  lessons  by  the  music  spe- 
cialist. At  each  grade  level  the  children  are  involved  in  learning 
the  basic  fundamentals  of  music  as  well  as  in  creative  activities, 
listening,  and  singing. 

Flutophones  are  used  in  the  third  grade  to  reinforce  musical 
knowledge.  Violin  instruction  was  offered  as  added  enrichment 
to  the  instrumental  program. 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  chorus,  made  up  of  4th,  5th,  and  6th  grad- 
ers, gave  a  performance  at  Christmas  and  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  A  special  group  of  2nd  and  3rd  graders  entertained 
at  Christmas  by  caroling  throughout  the  elementary  and  high 
school  corridors. 

A  physical  education  curriculum  committee  has  been  work- 
ing on  the  development  of  a  new  curriculum  guide  for  grades 
one  to  six.  The  Physical  Education  Department  has  also  been 
developing  a  health  curriculum  that  will  be  introduced  to  stu- 
dents in  grades  seven  and  eleven  beginning  in  January,  1969. 

New  equipment  introduced  to  high  school  physical  education 
classes  includes  the  horizontal  or  high  bar  and  the  still  rings. 

The  athletic  teams  had  a  good  degree  of  success  over  this 
past  year.  The  baseball  team  won  the  league  championship, 
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while  our  basketball  squad  qualified  for  the  Tech  Tourney  once 
again.  The  football,  cross  country  and  track  teams  all  showed 
improvement  and  performed  well  in  interscholastic  competition. 

There  was  a  "first"  this  year  for  the  football  team  when  38 
players  plus  4  coaches,  their  wives  and  families,  attended  a  pre- 
season training  camp  at  Camp  Burgess  in  Sandwich  on  Cape 
Cod.  This  was  the  first  camping  and  away-from-home  experience 
for  many  of  our  players.  It  afforded  the  players  an  opportunity 
to  develop  a  sense  of  unity,  loyalty,  and  togetherness  not  evi- 
denced in  previous  teams. 

This  has  been  another  busy  and  event-filled  year  for  our  cus- 
todial-maintenance department.  In  addition  to  the  regular  main- 
tenance program,  our  maintenance  crew  readied  the  new  foot- 
ball field  for  fall  action. 

New  hallway  storage  cabinets  were  built  at  the  Norton  Ele- 
mentary School.  Doors  were  also  installed  in  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School  gymnasium. 

Following  our  revolving  painting  plan,  10  classrooms  were 
painted  at  the  high  school.  In  addition,  general  painting  was 
done  throughout  the  system. 

Our  buildings  were  made  ready  for  winter  use  by  extensive 
renovations  to  the  heating  systems.  In  addition,  it  was  necessary 
to  seek  bids  for  repairing  our  Norton  Elementary  School  roof. 

We  would  again  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Norton 
Highway  Department,  and  to  the  other  town  departments,  for 
their  cooperation  in  making  many  seemingly  impossible  tasks  a 
great  deal  easier  to  accomplish. 

The  school  lunch  is  a  subsidized  program  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  which  establishes  nutritional 
standards  for  a  daily  balanced  menu. 

This  year  our  rate  of  student  participation  was  approxi- 
mately 52%.  With  the  institution  of  an  optional  bag  lunch  pro- 
gram we  hope  to  raise  this  percent  of  participation.  Next  year 
through  the  use  of  portable  equipment  and  disposable  trays  and 
utensils,  we  plan  to  bus  lunches  to  the  third  grade  students 
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located  in  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center.  We  anticipate  that  this 
initial  experience  will  give  us  some  insight  into  the  feasibility  of 
a  future  centralized  cafeteria  operation.

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NORTON  FUTURE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITES  COMMITTEE 
REPORT 

The  Norton  Future  School  Building  Sites  Committee  met  for 
a  total  of  four  regular  meetings  during  the  past  calendar  year, 
plus  they  met  once  with  the  Finance  Committee,  once  with  the 
Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau,  and  twice  in 
joint  session  with  the  Norton  School  Building  Committee. 

Recently  the  Town  of  Norton  acquired  two  pieces  of  property 
for  future  school  construction.  One  site  is  located  in  Chartley  at 
the  corner  of  North  Worcester  and  West  Main  Streets,  and  the 
other,  the  Davis  property,  located  on  Barrows  Street. 

This  past  year  your  Committee  studied  approximately  eight 
additional  sites  and  in  cooperation  with  the  newly  formed  School 
Building  Committee,  soon  hopes  to  recommend  to  you  a  suitable 
location  for  additional  high  school  facilities. 

Your  Committee  is  still  concerned  with  the  need  for  additional 
land  for  school  use  in  the  east  side  of  town,  as  well  as  the  Bar- 
rowsville  area  and  the  center  area.  With  two  purchases,  one 
each  in  these  two  areas,  we  would  then  have  suitable  elementary 
school  sites  in  all  areas  of  town  where  future  growth  is  antici- 
pated. 

This  past  year,  due  to  pressing  personal  commitments,  Mrs. 
Maureen  Kelly  and  Mr.  John  Drane  submitted  their  resignations. 
Mrs.  Kelly  and  Mr.  Drane  served  on  our  Sites  Committee  since 
its  inception  on  March  2,  1964,  and  it  was  with  regret,  indeed, 
that  the  Committee  accepted  their  resignations. 

The  Town  Moderator  appointed  Mrs.  Joan  Scott,  of  129 
Taunton  Avenue  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Reinhard  of  33  Bay  Road 
East  Norton,  to  fill  these  two  vacancies. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  learned  of  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Millicent  Marshall,  one  of  its  original  members. 
Mrs.  Marshall  served  the  Town  of  Norton  with  distinction  over 
the  many  years  that  she  was  with  us.  Her  loss  is  deeply  felt, 
not  only  by  members  of  this  Committee,  but  by  all  of  us  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  be  associated  with  her. 
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We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Nor- 
ton for  their  help  and  support  over  this  past  calendar  year. 

The  Committee  voted  at  the  November  meeting  to  ask  the 
voters  of  Norton  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  1969,  to 
acquire  land  on  West  Main  Street  as  well  as  land  in  the  New- 
comb  Home  area  for  future  school  sites.

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NORTON  SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION  SURVEY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT 

The  Norton  School  Construction  Survey  Committee  was 
formed  in  1967  following  the  annual  March  6,  1967  Town  Meet- 
ing. Twenty  members  were  appointed  to  this  committee  by  the 
Town  Moderator.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  as  outlined  in 
the  original  Article  was  to  make  recommendations  to  the  town  on 
the  subject  of  school  building  construction. 

During  the  period  January  1,  1968  through  March  4,  1968, 
your  committee  met  twice  in  regular  session,  plus  once  with  the 
Norton  Finance  Committee,  once  with  the  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau,  and  once  with  the  Mansfield  School 
Building  Committee.  In  addition,  members  spent  two  Saturdays 
visiting  ten  high  schools  within  a  radius  of  50  miles  of  Norton. 

This  Committee  sponsored  an  Article  for  the  March  1968 
Annual  Town  Warrant  which  recommended  the  establishment  of 
a  20-member  School  Building  Committee.  This  Committee  was 
formed  with  the  authority  to  employ  architects  and  consultants 
for  preliminary  planning  of  schools.  This  new  formed  Building 
Committee  took  over  the  responsibility  of  the  Norton  School  Con- 
struction Survey  Committee  in  1968.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

Your  School  Building  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  a 
progress  report  of  some  of  the  more  important  events  that  have 
developed  thus  far  pertaining  to  our  endeavor  to  provide 
preliminary  planning  for  a  future  school  building.  These  events 
will  be  taken  in  chronological  order. 

March  13,  1968  —  The  Town  voted  to  authorized  the 
moderator  to  appoint  a  School  Building  Committee  of  20  persons, 
and  that  this  committee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  hire 
architects  and  consultants  for  preliminary  planning  for  schools 
$5,000.00  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

April  1,  1968  —  The  first  meeting  of  the  School  Building 
Committee  took  place  with  Dr.  MacArthur  presiding.  Dr. 
MacArthur  gave  a  detailed  report  on  our  current  school  building 
utilization  and  enrollment  projection.  Members  of  the  previous 
"school  construction  survey  committee"  gave  reports  on  the 
various  possibilities  that  were  available  to  the  town  regarding 
school  construction.  Regionalization  was  explored,  but  ruled  out 
due  to  lack  of  interest  of  other  Towns.  Additions:  Alterations: 
Elementary  and  High  School  construction  was  discussed.  It  was 
the  general  opinion  of  the  school  construction  survey  committee 
that  we  plan  for  a  9  -  12  High  School.  It  was  decided  to 
establish  a  sub-committee  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  an 
architect.  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Bryant  was  appointed  chairman  of 
this  committee. 

April  25,  1968  —  Mr.  William  D.  Black  of  the  State  Bureau  of 
School  Building  Assistance  met  with  the  Building  Committee  and 
outlined  the  sequence  of  events  that  should  take  place  for  the 
construction  of  a  school  building.  The  committee  voted,  at  this 
meeting,  to  proceed  with  planning  for  a  four  year  senior  high 
school. 

June  17,  1968  —  The  sub-committee  on  selecting  an  architect 
gave  its  report  and  recommendations  to  the  General  Committee. 
After  interviewing  11  architectural  firms  in  detail,  visiting  a 
number  of  schools  they  had  designed  and  carefully  checking  into 
their  background  and  work  with  other  Building  Committees,  the 
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sub-committee  recommended  the  firm  of  Korsuland  LeNormand 
and  Quann  of  Norwood,  Mass.  This  firm  was  accepted  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

September  17,  1968  —  A  report  was  made  on  the  space 
utilization  at  the  present  high  school  for  the  current  school  year 
by  Dr.  MacArthur.  The  percentage  of  utilization  is  now  97.78% 
(80%  is  considered  optimum).  A  discussion  followed  on  the 
affects  that  the  new  construction  now  going  on  in  Norton  would 
have  on  this  figure.  A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  work 
with  the  architects  on  exploring  the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
present  high  school  to  see  if  it  would  be  suitable  for  a  school 
construction.  The  sub-committee  along  with  the  architect  were 
also  directed  to  study  the  possibilities  of  an  addition  to  the 
present  complex  along  with  a  free  standing  building,  and  to 
provide  sketches  and  cost  estimates  of  each  alternative. 

December  3,  1968  —  The  architects  presented  a  number  of 
comparisons  of  various  school  construction  plans  and  estimated 
costs.  These  plans  included:  additions  and  alterations  to  the 
present  high  school,  and  various  designs  for  a  new  building. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  the  architects  from  the  surveys  they  had 
done  that  the  land  adjacent  to  the  right  hand  corner  of  the 
present  high  school  was  best  suited  for  new  construction. 

Keeping  in  mind  that  if  we  did  make  alterations  and 
additions  to  the  present  structure  for  high  school  purposes,  we 
would  still  be  in  need  of  space  for  the  elementary  enrollment; 
Therefore  we  had  two  alternatives,  (1)  to  alter  and  add  to  our 
present  buildings,  plus  plan  for  a  new  elementary  school  and 
(2)  to  build  a  free  standing  9-12  senior  high  school.  The  cost 
estimates  of  these  two  proposals  were  about  the  same,  the  new 
building  being  a  bit  less.  However,  educationally,  the  alterations 
would  leave  a  building  that  did  not  meet  the  educational  specifi- 
cations of  Norton,  i.e.  smaller  rooms,  less  space  in  the  cafeteria 
and  auditorium,  sub-standard  classrooms.  After  weighing  all 
these  factors  the  Committee  voted  to  proceed  with  planning 
for  a  free  standing  9-12  High  School. 

In  summary,  the  Building  Committee  voted  to  build  a  free 
standing  four  year  High  School  to  accommodate  approximately 
800  pupils.  The  Educational  Specifications  have  been  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau.  This 
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Committee  is  working  closely  with  the  Future  School  Sites 
Committee.  Test  borings  have  been  conducted  and  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  on  possible  school 
sites.  Present  work  is  being  devoted  to  school  plans.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 
TOWN  OF  NORTON 


Although  your  Finance  Committe  is  concerned  in  the  three 
broad  areas  of  finances,  town  government,  and  town  improve- 
ment, the  emphasis  may  vary  from  one  year  to  the  next.  This 
year  the  Committee  concerns  have  been  primarily  in  the  area 
of  finances. 


The  proposed  budget  for  1969  is  30%  above  that  for  1968.  It  is 
impossible  to  estimate  the  tax  rate  with  any  confidence  this  year 
because  the  State  reimbursements  are  very  much  a  question 
mark.  What  information  we  have  been  able  to  gather  leads  us 
to  believe  that  the  rate  will  be  about  $66.00  per  thousand,  but 
this  estimate  could  well  be  off  by  several  dollars  in  either  direc- 
tion. 


Departmental  budget  increases  this  year  are  due  in  some 
measure  to  increasing  costs  for  materials  and  contracted  ser- 
vices, but  in  most  cases  the  major  portion  reflects  rising  labor 
costs.  The  Fire  Department  budget  is  up  about  25%  over  last 
year's  expenditures;  this  is  primarily  due  to  an  increase  of 
about  10%  in  wages  plus  an  additional  full  time  man.  The  Police 
Department  budget  is  up  100%  over  last  year's  expenditures. 
This  reflects  the  effect  of  the  year-long  wage  dispute  as  well  as 
an  expansion  program  aimed  at  increasing  the  Department  to 
ten  full  time  men,  the  number  needed  in  order  to  man  two 
cruisers  24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week.  The  Water  De- 
partment budget  is  up  about  15%  over  last  year's  expenditures, 
again  due  largely  to  a  wage  increase  of  approximately  10%. 
The  gross  operating  budget  of  the  School  Department  is  up  by 
nearly  27%;  this  includes  an  increase  of  approximately  17%  in 
total  professional  salaries  for  current  employees.  As  the  Finance 
Committee  implied  in  its  report  last  year,  it  is  only  proper  that 
Town  employees  be  paid  wages  competitive  with  those  in  sur- 
rounding towns,  and  that  raises  reflecting  increased  experience 
as  well  as  rising  living  costs  be  given  annually.  The  Committee 
finds  it  difficult,  however,  to  justify  increases  in  excess  of  10% 
per  year,  and  even  10%  increases  cannot  be  justified  on  a  year 
after  year  basis. 
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In  addition  to  the  usual  budget  items,  the  Town  will  be  asked 
to  consider  two  special  items  involving  fairly  large  sums.  The 
Board  of  Assessors  is  asking  for  $27,500  for  a  complete  profes- 
sional revaluation  of  the  Town.  A  complete  revaluation  should 
be  carried  out  at  least  once  every  five  years  in  order  to  keep 
assessments  up  to  date  and  equitable,  and  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Town  approve  the  requested  appropriation.  The 
Water  Department  is  asking  for  $122,000  for  a  water  main  in- 
stallation project.  This  is  an  expensive  project  and  it  is  only  one 
part  of  a  three-step  program,  but  the  Committee  believes  it  all 
to  be  essential  to  the  proper  growth  and  operation  of  the  Town's 
water  supply  system,  and  recommends  that  it  be  approved.  The 
Finance  Committee  also  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  the 
installation  of  water  meters  throughout  the  Town  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  reimbursements  from  the  State  are  very  difficult  to 
estimate.  As  is  well  known,  welfare  costs  have  soared  since  the 
State  took  over  from  the  Towns.  Whether  the  explosive  increase 
in  cost  can  be  attributed  entirely  to  the  State  take-over  or  not, 
the  obvious  result  is  that  there  is  very  much  less  money  to  be 
distributed  to  the  towns.  Additional  State  expenditures  for  vari- 
ous welfare  cannot  help  but  further  reduce  the  funds  which 
would  otherwise  be  available  for  the  routine  operation  of  the 
towns.  It  is  this  obvious  fact  which  leads  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee again  to  recommend  against  support  of  the  Norton  Housing 
Authority. 

The  Committee  has  recommended  against  most  proposals  for 
sidewalk  extensions.  Not  only  is  there  a  feeling  among  Commit- 
tee members  that  too  little  thought  has  been  given  to  questions 
of  beauty,  safety,  and  maintenance  in  the  laying  out  of  sidewalks 
built  thus  far,  but  there  has  been  no  real  plan  worked  out  for  the 
systematic  development  of  a  useful  network  of  sidewalks  in 
Town.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  that  there  should  be  a 
long  range  program  developed  for  sidewalks,  much  as  the  Water 
Department  has  its  program  for  water  main  extensions. 

Last  year  the  Finance  Committee  went  on  record  as  favoring 
the  establishment  of  a  Stabilization  Fund.  The  tax  load  the  Town 
must  bear  this  year  is  so  large  however,  that  we  have  not  in- 
cluded it  in  our  recommendations.  Also,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
has  asked  for  the  establishment  of  a  Town  Hall  Fund,  to  begin 
to  accumulate  funds  for  the  eventual  construction  of  a  new  Town 
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Hall.  While  the  Committee  would  prefer  to  see  money  appropri- 
ated to  a  more  generally  useful  Stabilization  Fund,  we  do  be- 
lieve this  to  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  made  an  effort  this  year  in  the 
direction  of  standardizing  and  clarifying  budgetary  information. 
This  has  involved  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  budget  form,  as  well 
as  requests  for  more  specific  and  detailed  accounting  of  depart- 
mental expenditures  and  projected  requirements.  We  will  modify 
some  of  these  procedures  next  year  in  light  of  our  experience 
with  them  this  year,  but  we  are  very  pleased  with  the  results 
thus  far.  And  there  is  no  question  but  what  our  efforts  have  been 
successful  in  large  measure  because  of  the  fine  cooperation  we 
have  received  from  the  majority  of  the  Town  Boards  and  De- 
partments. For  this  we  are  most  grateful.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  which  consists  of  regular  and 
volunteer  members  should  be  highly  commended  for  their  excel- 
lent teamwork,  which  they  exhibit  at  any  emergency,  whether  it 
be  fire,  rescue  or  ambulance  calls. 

With  the  reduction  in  hours  from  fifty -five  hours,  to  a  fifty 
hour  week  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  appoint  one  extra  per- 
manent man  to  the  department.  This  new  appointee  is  Russell 
Hagstrom,  of  the  Winnecunnet  station.  Alan  Bliss  now  rotates  to 
a  different  station  every  day  to  cover  for  the  regular  man's  day 
off  at  his  respective  station. 

Through  the  suggestion  of  Chief  Wetherell,  regular  men  are 
rotated  from  their  respective  station  to  one  of  the  other  stations 
for  a  short  interval  of  time.  This  keeps  all  the  members  familiar 
with  all  areas  of  town  and  also  the  various  equipment. 

The  new  Fire  Alarm  truck  has  proven  to  be  an  asset  to  the 
town  and  to  our  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  Charles  Thomae,  in 
his  efforts  to  broaden  our  Fire  Alarm  system. 

The  only  other  new  equipment  was  the  purchase  of  an 
ambulance.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  repairing  the  Norton 
Grove  station  and  installing  a  new  door.  This  year  the  Fire 
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Department  vehicles  answered  129  calls,  which  is  considerably 
less  than  last  year.  This  decrease  could  be  attributed  to  the 
townspeople  following  the  Fire  Prevention  Rules  of  which  we 
are  thankful.  The  ambulance  and  Rescue  Squad  answered  a 
total  of  629  calls  as  compared  to  596  calls  last  year. 

The  Board  conducted  regular  meetings  with  Chief  Wetherell 
thus  being  assured  that  department  needs  were  met. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  wishes  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation to  all  town  officials  for  their  cooperation  and  express  our 
thanks  for  the  fine  leadership  of  Chief  Wetherell  and  Deputy 
Chief  Eddleston,  Charles  Thomae,  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent, 
and  the  permanent  firefighters  and  all  volunteers  who  have 
devoted  their  time  to  the  protection  of  our  town. 

We  also  express  our  thanks  to  Henry  Dion  of  Dion's  Package 
Store,  for  his  cooperation  in  permitting  Robert  Dion,  whom  he 
employs,  to  answer  any  emergency  call  when  needed.  He  is 
indeed  an  asset  to  our  community. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  us,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  to  have 
served  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  past  year.

Agent  in  charge  of  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Benefits  submits  annual  report  for  year  ending  December  31, 
1969. 
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The  caseload  handled  during  the  year  just  ended  can  be 
termed  as  above  normal.  This  above  normal  handled  caseload, 
and  the  follow  up  work  connected  with  the  processing  of  applica- 
tions, and  service  work  has  required  more  and  more  paper  work. 
This  paper  work  is  justified  as  many  new  laws  connected  with 
veterans'  benefits  have  come  into  effect  during  1969.  In  order  to 
better  assist  the  veteran  and  his  dependents,  Agent  must  keep 
abreast  of  these  laws. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1968,  Department  was  assisting  16 
veterans  or  their  dependents.  This  increased  during  1969  as 
pointed  out  below.

Due  to  the  existing  high  cost  of  living,  two  cost  of  living 
increases  were  given  during  the  year.  In  April,  a  5%  across  the 
board  increase  was  given  to  all  recipients,  and  to  those  who 
subsequently  applied.  This  increase  was  followed  by  another 
which  was  given  in  October  of  1969.  This  increase  amounted  to 
3.3%.  Fuel  allowances  were  also  increased.  If  the  existing  trend 
of  inflation  continues,  another  increase  will  no  doubt  be  given. 

This  increase  will  also  be  given  in  order  to  offset  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  Social  Security  Benefits. 

The  increased  cost  of  drugs,  dental  service,  outpatient  treat- 
ment and  other  related  items  has  been  felt  by  the  Department 
this  past  year,  and  it  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  more  than  one 
half  of  the  money  allocated  for  Veterans'  benefits  is  spent  on 
medical  items.  However,  all  recipients  who  are  65  and  over 
are  enrolled  in  Medicare,  and  the  Veterans'  Medex  program. 
The  Medex  has  proved  to  be  a  big  saving  for  the  Department 
for  the  total  premium  paid  for  each  person.  Department  is  car- 
rying persons  who  are  not  yet  65  and  medical  costs  for  these 
persons  are  to  be  met. 
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The  Veterans'  Medex  picks  up  the  residual  bills  which  Medi- 
care will  not  pay  for  and  the  cost  to  the  Department  is  $10.10 
per  month  per  person. 

All  monies  expended  for  care  of  veteran  by  the  Town  are 
reimbursed  by  the  State  at  50%.  This  year  as  in  years  past, 
Norton  will  again  receive  full  50%  for  money  spent. 

Agent  again  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  Department  is 
suffering  from  the  usual  growing  pains.  This  was  in  evidence 
with  regards  to  applications  processed  for  benefits.  In  the  field 
of  Service  work  there  also  has  been  a  sharp  upsurge.  Agent  is 
still  giving  out  forms  for  the  Massachusetts  Vietnam  Bonus.  At 
this  time,  Agent  would  like  to  say  that  the  Veteran  population 
in  Norton  is  not  small.  Bonus  forms  given  out  in  1969  amounted 
to  over  250,  while  in  1968,  when  the  law  was  first  enacted,  590 
application  forms  were  given  out  to  eligible  veterans.  Applica- 
tions for  educational  benefits  were  also  much  in  demand  this 
year. 

Other  service  work  consists  of  routine  home  visits  to  appli- 
cants, filing  of  orphans'  and  widows'  pensions,  assisting  the 
veteran  in  filling  out  annual  pension  questionnaire,  processing 
applications  for  hospitalization,  processing  of  applications  for 
veterans'  grave  markers,  and  other  related  services. 

Routine  home  visits  are  made  to  ascertain  need  after  a  vet- 
eran or  his  dependent  has  filed  for  benefits.  Agent  at  this  time 
could  not  begin  to  enumerate  the  small  and  minute  details  which 
are  attached  to  Service  work. 

The  Veterans'  Agent  has  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday  evenings  from  5:30  to  8:30  p.m.  The  office  is  located 
on  the  second  floor.  Also,  Agent  may  be  contacted  at  home 
evenings  after  8  p.m.  Office  phone  285-4623.  Home  phone  285-7612. 

In  closing,  Agent  would  like  to  express  his  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Wickersham,  Clerk  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Richmond,  Town 
Clerk,  Edward  S.  Smith  and  Staff,  and  all  other  persons  who 
gave  me  any  type  of  assistance  during  year  just  ended.

This  past  year  there  have  been  more  indications  that  new 
planning  is  necessary  for  the  Norton  Public  Library.  The  most 
gratifying  to  the  librarian  is  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
library  resources  in  the  library.  This  may  not  make  a  dramatic 
increase  in  circulation  statistics,  but  it  is  a  more  meaningful  in- 
dication that  the  public  is  becoming  more  aware  of  the  functon 
of  the  library  in  the  community.  The  1970's  should  find  the  Nor- 
ton Public  Library  preparing  to  implement  as  many  of  the  new 
concepts  of  library  service  to  children,  young  people,  and  adults 
as  is  possible. 

There  is  again  this  year  a  slight  increase  (3%)  in  the  total 
circulation.  Adult  circulation  accounts  for  the  increase  (9%). 
The  decrease  in  children's  circulation  is  common  to  many  public 

libraries;  school  children  are  no  longer  dependent  on  the  public 
library  for  study  materials  for  class  assignments.  As  the  school 
libraries  are  established,  the  role  of  the  public  library  changes. 
Financially  the  small  public  library  cannot  and  should  not  dupli- 
cate the  school  library  collection.  It  should  augment  their  sub- 
ject collections  and  make  every  effort  to  have  materials  for 
specific  interests,  hobbies,  and  pleasure. 
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Another  factor  influencing  children's  use  of  the  library  is 
their  dependence  on  their  elders  for  transportation  to  and  from 
the  library.  Have  you  brought  your  youngsters  to  the  library 
recently? 


There's  a  Story  Hour  for  pre-schoolers  Fridays  at  11  a.m. 

The  Norton  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  140  libraries  given 
Inter-Library  Loan  service  by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Service.  Through  125  books  were  received  to  serve  the  specific 
Regional  Library  System;  it  is  one  of  the  98  given  Bookmobile 
needs  of  borrowers.  The  Bookmobile  has  proven  to  be  very 
popular.

This  past  year  work  has  been  done  at  the  Timothy  Plain 
Cemetery  making  ready  for  the  extension  of  lots,  and  for  fill.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  FOR  1969 

The  year  1969  saw  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District 
grow  to  capacity  as  far  as  use  of  the  existing  facilities  is  con- 
cerned. The  Committee  members  who  were  serving  the  par- 
ticipating communities  in  1969  were  Robert  C.  Jones  and 
Clement  F.  Beals,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  Allan 
B.  Temple,  Sharon;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Foxborough;  Louis  E. 
Tarsa,  Jr.,  Mansfield;  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown,  Norton;  Charles 
D.  Anderson,  Easton;  Robert  B.  Ewing,  East  Bridge  water;  and 
John  H.  Hamilton,  West  Bridgewater. 

The  organizational  meeting  is  required  to  be  held  on  the 
first  of  April.  At  this  meeting,  the  following  officers  were  elected 
for  a  term  of  one  year:  John  H.  Hamilton  of  West  Bridgewater, 
Chairman;  Robert  B.  Snow  of  Stoughton,  Vice-Chairman;  Mrs. 
Ruth  B.  Brown  of  Norton,  Secretary.  Sub-committees  were 
appointed  to  study  various  issues  as  the  year  progressed. 

With  the  development  of  regional  school  facilities  for  Voca- 
tional-Technical Education  and  the  concerted  efforts  of  Voca- 
tional educators  across  the  state,  a  great  deal  more  emphasis 
has  been  placed  by  all  educators  on  the  value  of  Vocational- 
Technical  training.  As  a  result  of  this,  there  have  been  many 
more  requests  for  Vocational-Technical  training  than  can  be 
served  by  the  existing  facilities.  In  an  attempt  to  provide  some 
training  for  students  in  the  regular  high  schools,  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  School  District  developed  a  plan  with  the  City  of 
Brockton  for  a  joint  effort  whereby  some  opportunities  for  Voca- 
tional-Technical training  for  students  in  the  general  high  school 
can  be  provided.  As  more  appropriate  facilities  become  avail- 
able in  the  Regional  School  District,  the  needs  of  the  students 
will  be  served  by  the  Regional  District.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
cooperative  effort  mentioned  above  can  be  expanded  to  all  the 
Communities  in  the  District. 

The  student  enrollment  of  the  District  has  grown  to  nearly 
1,000  students.  Approximately  800  of  these  are  in  the  Secondary 
or  High  School  Level  Programs  and  the  remainder  are  in  the 
Post-Secondary  or  Technical  Institute  Programs.  Changes  have 
been  made  in  our  Administrative  structure  to  allow  us  to  adjust 
to  good  administration  of  these  areas.  Mr.  Ralph  G.  Bumpus 
is  our  Administrator  of  Secondary  Education  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Barbero  is  our  Administrator  of  Post-Secondary  Education. 
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The  Athletic  program  in  the  District  continues  to  expand 
and  this  year  steps  were  taken  to  initiate  a  hockey  team.  We 
will  play  in  the  South  Shore  Hockey  League.  This  year  saw  us 
put  forth  a  Varsity  Football  team  for  the  first  time.  A  new 
league  has  been  formed  in  the  Southeastern  part  of  the  state 
which  is  known  as  the  Mayflower  League.  Our  football  team  is 
pleased  tG  be  part  of  the  Mayflower  League.  Our  traditional 
Thanksgiving  Day  football  game  will  be  with  Blue  Hills  Regional 
Vocational  School  for  some  years  to  come. 

One  of  the  unique  things  about  the  Regional  School  District 
the  amount  of  building  that  the  students  can  do  as  part  of 
their  regular  instructional  program.  All  those  who  have  visited 
the  school  facilities  are  aware  of  the  great  amount  of  equip- 
ment, etc.,  which  has  been  built  by  the  students.  During  the 
year,  the  students  and  their  teachers  attempted  a  very  ambi- 
tious program,  but  one  which  was  made  necessary  by  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  student  body.  I  refer  to  our  construction  of  a 
Plumbing  Department.  This  involves  the  building  of  a  rather 
large  plumbing  shop  and  classroom  facility.  The  training  of 
some  students  has  been  put  to  good  practical  use  in  providing 
a  building  which  other  students  can  use. 

As  the  School  District  met  greater  demands  in  terms  of  stu- 
dents and  employees,  it  became  apparent  that  office  space  was 
at  a  premium.  Again,  the  ability  of  the  students  to  build  first- 
class  construction  units,  as  part  of  their  training,  was  brought 
into  play.  We  constructed  a  prefabricated  office,  small  in  size 
but  very  complete  and  at  a  minimal  cost,  and  erected  this  close 
to  one  of  the  outside  doors  of  our  building.  This  small  prefabri- 
cated building  has  been  functioning  as  our  financial  office  for 
several  months  now. 

Several  Adult  Programs,  funded  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, have  been  offered  during  this  year  and  we  have  graduated 
adults  in  courses  such  as  Dental  Assistant,  Hotel  and  Restau- 
rant Cook,  Production  Machine  Operator,  Clerk-Typist  and 
Licensed  Practical  Nurse  Training.  These  programs  range  in 
length  from  16  weeks  to  15  months. 

An  innovation  this  year  was  the  offering  of  a  summer  pro- 
gram in  Mathematics  and  Physics  for  those  candidates  for  our 
Technical  Institute  who  needed  some  additional  work  in  these 
academic  areas  for  participation  in  our  program.  The  summer 
courses  were  self-supporting. 
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Another  new  program  which  the  School  District  became 
involved  with  is  Driver  Education.  With  the  large  number  of 
students,  it  is  now  essential  that  a  Driver  Education  Program  be 
operating  and  we  have  had  one  working  through  the  summer 
months,  as  well  as  the  school  months.  A  charge  of  $35.00  is 
made  to  each  student  which  makes  the  program  nearly  self- 
supporting. 

In  June,  approximately  50  High  School  Students  graduated. 
These  primarily  were  students  who  had  come  to  us  from  Brock- 
ton when  the  Brockton  Trade  School  was  absorbed  by  our 
School  District.  However,  some  of  the  graduates  were  students 
who  had  entered  a  two-year  program  when  the  school  opened 
in  1967.  Within  the  next  year  or  so,  our  graduating  class  will 
reach  its  maximum  for  the  present  facility,  which  will  be  ap- 
proximately 150  to  175  High  School  students. 

Approximately  70  Technical  Institute  students  graduated  in 
June;  about  two-thirds  of  these  were  in  the  Health  Occupations 
and  the  remaining  one-third  were  from  our  two-year  Technical 
courses.  The  Licensed  Practical  Nurse  Course  and  and  the 
Dental  Assisting  Course  graduated  approximately  50  students  in 
late  October. 

Our  computer  facility,  while  being  used  as  a  training  tool, 
has  also  started  to  receive  some  use  as  a  service  unit.  The 
report  cards  for  the  District  High  School  are  being  prepared  by 
the  computer  and  additional  operations  are  expected  to  be  done 
in  the  future. 

For  the  second  year,  our  students  participated  in  a  display 
at  the  Brockton  Fair.  Many  of  our  areas  of  training  were  repre- 
sented at  the  display.  The  exhibit  was  manned  by  students  and 
received  very  favorable  comments  by  the  press. 

The  most  important  event  which  occurred  in  Vocational- 
Technical  Education  at  the  state  level  was  the  passage  of  a  bill 
which  created  a  Division  of  Occupational  Education  within  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  This  bill  was  signed  by  the 
Governor  near  the  close  of  the  Legislative  session  and  Mr.  Wal- 
ter J.  Markham  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Associate  Com- 
missioner of  Occupational  Education  fo  rthe  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. This  bill  will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  Vocational- 
Technical  Education  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
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The  American  Vocational  Association  is  a  National  Organi- 
zation of  Vocational  Educators.  The  Association's  convention 
was  held  in  Boston  late  this  year.  Mr.  Graves  was  co-chairman 
of  the  convention.  Many  of  the  staff  of  Southeastern  served  with 
Mr.  Graves.  Approximately  7,000  registrants  participated  in  the 
convention.  A  picture  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  was  on 
the  cover  of  the  October  issue  of  the  Association's  monthly 
magazine. 

We  have  had  several  groups  of  visitors  from  different  parts 
of  the  country  and,  in  fact,  different  parts  of  the  world.  In  Oc- 
tober, we  were  pleased  to  host  a  large  group  of  visitors  from 
Brazil  who  were  guests  of  the  State  Department.  They  were 
visiting  our  country  to  learn  how  Vocational-Technical  Education 
is  offered  in  the  United  States. 

During  December,  we  received  a  notification  from  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  that  the  seven  programs  offered  at  our 
Technical  Institute  had  been  approved  for  Veterans'  training. 

Those  of  us  who  are  directly  involved  in  the  School  District 
are  fully  aware  of  the  important  part  which  Vocational-Techincal 
Education  will  play  in  the  future  growth  of  America's  educa- 
tional system.  We  sincerely  hope  that  Southeastern  will  continue 
to  be  a  vital  part  of  the  change  which  is  taking  place.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND 
ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  original  S.  E.  Mass.  Regional  Planning  Commission  was 
established  by  an  act  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1955.  Norton  was 
a  charter  member  of  this  Commission.  Leonard  Henrich  was 
Norton's  representative.  Barbara  MacCaffrie  was  appointed  as 
Norton  Planning  Board's  representative  in  1967. 

In  1968  by  another  act  of  the  State  Legislature,  the  region 
also  became  an  Economic  Development  District;  with  a  manda- 
tory membership  of  every  community  in  the  district  for  a  five 
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year  period.  With  the  formation  of  the  new  district  Mr.  Robert 
Nash  was  appointed  as  the  Selectmen's  designee.  Mrs.  Mac- 
Caffrie  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  appointed 
to  the  by-laws  committee  for  the  new  organization. 

In  accordance  with  federal  regulations,  the  Commission  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  Tibbetts,  Abbott,  McCarthy  &  Stratton 
to  do  a  water  and  sewer  study  which  would  enable  member  com- 
munities to  obtain  federal  and  state  funds  for  water  and  sewer 
projects.  Mrs.  MacCaffrie  was  appointed  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee which  is  now  in  the  process  of  reviewing  phase  two  of  the 
three  phase  report. 

The  commission  is  now  fully  staffed  with  each  man  on  the 
staff  assigned  to  one  or  more  projects  being  undertaken  by  the 
region.  One  of  the  staff  members  is  a  Municipal  Advisor  who 
may  give  a  member  community  10  hours  of  work  in  assisting 
them  with  the  preliminary  work  of  any  project  which  may  need 
funding. 

The  region  has  done  the  statistical  work  for  the  1970  census. 
It  is  involved  at  the  present  time  in  a  Housing  Element  Study, 
Open  Spaces  and  Recreation,  Law  Enforcement,  Transportation 
Coordination,  an  Overall  Program  Design  (HUD  requirement) 
and  many  other  studies  undertaken  by  various  agencies  which 
are  being  done  independently  of  the  commission. 

There  has  been  some  doubt  in  the  minds  of  some  Norton  Of- 
ficials as  to  the  benefits  derived  from  Norton's  membership  in 
the  regional  commission.  To  our  knowledge,  Norton  has  never 
availed  itself  of  any  of  the  services  of  the  Commission.  In  any 
regional  decisions  of  the  Commission,  the  representatives  have 
acted  in  what  they  felt  were  the  best  interest  of  Norton.  We  might 
also  add  that  the  first  requisite  for  a  Federal  grant  is  the  mem- 
bership of  a  community  in  a  regional  planning  or  economic  de- 
velopment district.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1969 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  of  its  work 
and  progress  in  1969. 

West  Hodges  Street  washed  out  again  in  the  early  spring 
and  was  repaired  and  a  new  culvert  is  to  be  installed.  Dean 
Street  has  the  same  problem  at  Goose  Brook. 

Abuttements  at  Bay  Road  bridge  had  to  be  repaired  because 
the  spring  floods  had  washed  out  from  under  the  abuttements. 
This  was  done  under  Chapter  90  maintenance. 

Approximately  80,000  gallons  of  road  oil  was  applied  to  town 
roads  under  Chapter  81  and  90  maintenance  programs. 

Scott  Drive  was  paved  a  distance  of  400  feet.  Type  I  with  a 
seal  coat  was  used. 

We  put  2500  feet  of  3  inch  mix  and  place  on  Elm  Street. 

A  hone  job  of  2800  feet  of  IV2  sand  mix  asphalt  on  Burt 
Street. 

Hill  Street  was  reconstructed  and  paved  for  a  distance  of 
2250  feet.  Penetration  with  a  seal  coat  was  used. 

Newcomb  Street  was  paved  for  a  distance  of  1200  feet  begin- 
ning at  Newland  Street. 

North  Highland  Road  was  reconstructed  and  paved  for  a 
distance  of  800  feet.  Type  I,  with  a  seal  coat,  was  used. 

Drainage  work  on  the  first  section  of  John  Byrson  Scott 
Boulevard  has  been  completed  under  state  supervision.  Also, 
gravel  was  hauled  in  to  bring  the  second  section  to  Dean  Street 
up  to  grade.  There  is  also  proposed  drainage  for  the  second 
section  which  should  be  completed  in  1970.  The  section  from 
Dean  Street  to  Harvey  Street  has  been  cleared. 

The  town  disposal  area  remains  a  very  serious  problem  as 
burning  has  ceased  and  refuse  piles  up  fast  which  means  the 
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area  has  to  be  pushed  back  and  covered  twice  a  week.  The 
state  requires  a  16-ton  machine  or  over  for  compaction.  The 
machine  at  the  area  now  is  not  adequate  to  do  the  job.  A  front 
end  loader  on  tracks  is  needed  so  as  to  push  back  the  refuse 
and  cover  it.  This  would  require  only  one  machine  to  do  both 
jobs  and  we  could  also  use  this  machine  on  other  jobs  in  town. 

A  catch  basin  cleaner  is  badly  needed  as  there  are  over 
400  catch  basins  in  town  with  more  added  each  year. 

The  highway  equipment  is  in  good  condition  at  this  time.  A 
new  sander  was  acquired  this  year  and  a  new  road  sweeper. 

Much  gravel  was  added  to  private  ways;  also,  calcium 
chloride  was  applied  a  number  of  times.  Tree  work  was  also 
done  in  conjunction  with  the  tree  warden. 

A  new  dump  truck  was  purchased  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Soil  Conservation  Survey  being  conducted  by  the  USDA 
has  been  completed  and  is  now  being  printed. 

Parts  of  this  Report  have  already  been  used  by  various 
departments  of  the  town. 

There  is  presently  an  article  in  the  1970  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing Warrant  for  additional  copies  of  this  report.  These  will  be 
given  to  the  Town  Departments  for  their  perusal  and  use. 

The  completing  cf  this  report  is  a  major  step  towards  having 
a  master  plan  made  for  the  Town  of  Norton. 

During  the  past  year  the  entrance  to  the  Conservation  Pro- 
perty on  North  Worcester  Street  has  been  surveyed  and  estab- 
lished. We  intend  to  improve  this  entrance  and  provide  a  parking 
lot  on  the  property. 

It  is  our  feeling  that  this  land  should  be  open  to  use  by  the 
Public  for  their  enjoyment.  This  land  will  be  open  this  summer 
for  picnicking  and  passive  recreation.  It  is  our  hope  that  we  will 
be  able  to  supply  picnic  benches. 

During  this  winter  we  have  undertaken  a  small  animal  and 
bird  feeding  project  in  the  area  involving  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department,  the  Earth  Science  Club,  and  the  Boy  Scouts.  The 
feeders  were  constructed  by  the  students  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department.  We  would  hope  to  continue  this  cooperation  with 
the  School  Department.  A  further  project  would  be  the  con- 
struction of  picnic  tables  for  use  this  summer. 

Last  summer  we  helped  to  maintain  the  water  shed  on  the 
upper  Canoe  River  by  repairing  the  Red  Mill  Dam  on  Newcomb 
Street. 

During  the  past  Holiday  Season  we  inaugurated  a  Christmas 
Tree  Collection  in  which  we  were  aided  by  public  spirited  citi- 
zens of  the  town;  thereby  relieving  the  town  disposal  area  of 
an  added  burden.  The  first  Annual  Christmas  Tree  Burning 
took  place  on  January  3,  1970  at  the  North  Worcester  Street 
Conservation  Area. 
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On  September  24,  1969,  four  members  of  the  Commission 
held  a  joint  meeting  at  the  West  Bridgewater  High  School  with 
the  Easton,  Foxboro,  Sharon,  Mansfield,  and  Taunton  Conserva- 
tion Committees  to  discuss  the  formulation  of  legislation  to  pro- 
tect the  Hockamock  Swamp.  Several  local  legislators  were 
present. 

Mr.  James  M.  Shepard,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
&  Game,  was  present  at  this  meeting  and  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  this  area  as  a  natural  wild  life  sanctuary.  He  talked 
about  joint  efforts  by  the  Local  Commissions  to  promote  legis- 
lation. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  twice  a  month  on  the 
Second  and  Fourth  Wednesday  in  the  office  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment at  the  Town  Hall. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  continued  sup- 
port. We  will  be  actively  requesting  your  support  in  the  coming 
year.  Conservation  plays  a  more  important  role  in  all  our  lives.

CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton  Town  Hall 
Norton,  Mass. 

The  objectives  of  State  and  local  Civil  Defense  emergency 
planning  is  to  create  the  capacity  for  State  and  local  govern- 
ments to  (1)  save  the  maximum  numbers  of  lives  in  the  event

of  nuclear  attack,  upon  the  United  States;  (2)  protect  property; 
(3)  maintain  and  preserve  civil  government,  and  (4)  maintain 
and  support  economic  activities  through  emergency  operations, 
based  upon  pre-attack  planning,  essential  to  survival,  and  recov- 
ery. Emergency  plans  also,  cover  other  emergency  conditions 
which  could  confront  this  jurisdiction:  for  example,  natural  dis- 
asters or  civil  disturbances.  Such  an  emergency  occurred  with 
the  Spring  flooding  and  when  hurriane  "Gerda"  threatened. 
During  the  flooding  this  office  was  in  constant  contact  with  sur- 
rounding CD  Directors,  concerned  with  the  control  of  water  and 
dam  levels.  During  the  hurricane  "Watch"  a  standby  alert  was 
maintained  until  the  threat  passed. 

The  Emergency  Communications  Plan  and  Survey  completed 
for  the  town,  last  year,  received  Federal  approval  this  year,  and 
makes  this  town  eligible  for  certain  matching  funds.  A  reim- 
bursement check  from  the  Federal  share  of  the  planning  cost 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  town. 

The  Emergency  Hospital  that  was  recently  moved  into  the 
town  will  be  coordinated  by  your  CD  Director  and  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital.  This  is  another  part  of  emergency  planning 
for  the  town  of  Norton.  We  are  grateful  for  the  volunteer  efforts 
of  Fire  Lt.  David  Moitoza,  Fireman  Wydell  Landers  and  nine 
members  of  Boy  Scouts  Order  of  the  Arrow,  Troop  24  and  34  for 
unloading  and  packing  the  nearly  22  tons  of  equipment. 

During  the  Spring  12  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
two  interested  citizens  completed  a  16  hour  Radiological  Moni- 
toring course,  held  at  Fire  Station  4,  Sunday  mornings.  The  next 
course  is  scheduled  for  March  1970.  Anyone,  over  18,  may  sign 
up  by  contacting  the  Civil  Defense  Director  or,  the  Selectmen's 
office  at  the  Town  Hall.  Nineteen  people  in  this  town  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  in  a  five-unit  Home  Study  Course,  "Civil  Defense, 
USA".  This  is  available  to  anyone  for  the  asking— CD  planning 
is  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen. 

All  efforts  throughout  the  year  have  been  with  complete 
cooperation  of  all  town  departments,  as  they  were  required, 
and  for  this  I  am  most  grateful.

Leonard  P.  Silvia  was  reelected  for  a  three  year  term  at 
the  Annual  Town  Election  in  March. 

Water  main  installation  on  North  Highland  and  Hilltop  Roads 
was  completed. 

Bids  for  a  new  van-type  truck  were  advertised  and  on  March 
20th,  H  and  R  Auto  Repair  of  Attleboro,  the  low  bidder,  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  a  net  price  of  $1949.00. 

Under  the  long  range  water  main  extension  program,  over 
2,000  feet  of  10-inch  water  main  was  installed  on  Newcomb  Street. 
This  completes  a  three  year  project  to  tie-in  Newland  Street 
with  North  Washington  Street. 

The  petition,  approved  at  Town  Meeting,  for  a  small  water 
main  extension  on  Samoset  Street  was  completed. 

One  thousand  feet  of  12-inch  water  main  was  installed  along 
the  Reservoir  on  Mansfield  Avenue  to  help  relieve  a  serious 
condition  in  that  area. 

In  an  effort  to  bring  greater  volumes  of  water  from  our  wells 
in  East  Norton  to  the  elevated  tanks  in  Norton  Center,  work  was 
started  on  East  Main  Street.  This  is  to  be  a  most  important 
three  year  project.  In  1969  more  than  4,000  feet  of  12-inch  cast 
iron  water  main  and  over  1,000  feet  of  16-inch  ductile  iron  water 
main  was  installed  and  put  in  use. 

During  the  year,  the  department  installed  115  new  services 
as  compared  to  117  in  1968,  90  in  1967  and  67  in  1966.  We  now 
have  2177  services  in  use— 104  are  metered  services  and  2073  are 
fixed  rate  services. 

We  feel  1969  was  a  year  of  progress.  The  one  important  item 
that  was  not  completed  was  the  painting  of  the  200,000  gallon 
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elevated  tank  at  Norton  Center.  This  project  is  long  overdue  and 
must  be  painted  this  coming  Spring. 

In  1970  the  Board  hopes  to  continue  the  progress  made  in 
1969.  We  also  foresee  a  rate  increase  of  $6.00  this  coming  year. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Supt.  Donald  Robinson  and  all 
Water  Department  employees  for  their  continued  faithful  service 
to  us  and  to  the  Town  of  Norton.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  NORTON,  MASS. 

December  31,  1969 

The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will  complete 
eleven  years  of  service  to  nineteen  communities  within  the 
County  on  June  30,  1970. 

The  Project  has  seen  a  constant  increase  in  the  calls  for 
service  and  requests  for  drainage  work  over  the  period  of 
years.  New  developments  and  recreation  areas  are  either  started 
or  expanded.  Other  reasons  for  the  increasing  demand  for  mos- 
quito control  is  the  development  of  industrial  parks  in  suburban 
areas  and  the  drainage  from  new  highway  and  road  construc- 
tion. 

Our  pre-hatch  and  larvicide  programs  were  hampered  some- 
what the  past  season  by  the  heavy  snowfalls  of  February  24th 
and  March  3rd,  which  deposited  approximately  thirty  inches  on 
the  area.  The  melting  of  this  snow  through  late  spring  created 
many  new  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  our  spray  trucks  were 
hard  pressed  to  keep  abreast  with  the  calls  for  service  as  the 
spring  brood  emerged. 

Our  brook  and  stream  clearance  programs  resulted  in  the 
reclaiming  of  4,985  feet  and  1,240  feet  of  brush  was  removed  to 
facilitate  a  faster  runoff  of  surplus  water.  189  storm  basins 
were  treated. 

In  our  pre-hatch  and  larvicide  programs,  a  total  of  59V2 
acres  were  treated.  In  1970  this  Project  will  have  a  new  tractor- 
trencher  in  operation  to  aid  our  drainage  program  as  well  as  a 
larvicide  truck  for  summer  operation  to  subsidize  our  spraying 
program.  It  may  be  noted  that  this  Project  has  discontinued  the 
use  of  DDT  in  all  of  its  operations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

The  importance  of  public  education  in  today's  society  con- 
tinues to  perplex  our  citizenry  because  of  the  tremendous  costs 
involved  and  your  School  Committee  is  very  much  aware  of  the 
heavy  tax  weight  attached  to  our  school  system.  There  are  many 
aspects  connected  with  a  good  education  and  we  are  hopeful 
that  the  confidence  you  have  granted  us  in  electing  us  to  this 
committee  will  have  been  matched  by  our  sincere  efforts  to 
provide  a  suitable  educational  program  for  our  town  within  the 
means  of  our  budget. 

The  Committee  members  have  attended  the  following  meet- 
ings during  the  year  from  January  1,  1969  to  December  31,  1969: 

20  regular  meetings 

13  special  meetings

Attendance  at  various  school  activities  including  athletic 
events,  graduation,  musical  concerts,  dramatic  productions,  etc. 

The  Committee  is  at  present  conducting  two  business  meet- 
ings a  month,  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays,  at  7:30  p.m. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  Anthony  Pires  resigned  from  the  Com- 
mittee. His  resignation  was  accepted  with  sincere  regret  as  Mr. 
Pires  had  been  a  devoted  member  who  had  demonstrated  a  keen 
interest  in  all  aspects  of  the  education  of  Norton  youth. 
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To  fill  his  vacancy  a  joint  meeting  was  held  with  the  Select- 
men and  Mr.  Bennett  Sharpies  was  appointed. 

The  extensive  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  which 
follows  will  detail  some  of  the  major  innovations  made  this  year 
in  the  areas  of  recreations,  the  initiation  of  a  new  reading  pro- 
gram t  and  the  development  of  curriculum  to  meet  the  needs  of 
an  ever-changing  society.  We  committee  members  would,  how- 
ever, like  to  comment  briefly  on  the  efforts  being  made  to 
increase  a  closer  relationship  with  townspeople  and  their  interest 
in  school  projects.  It  was  recommended  early  in  the  year  that 
study  committees  be  established  for  reviewing  textbooks  and 
library  selections:  for  working  on  a  suitable  dress  code;  for 
investigating  a  program  for  sex  education.  Members  of  the 
student  body,  members  of  the  faculty,  and  representatives  from 
the  town  have  been  serving  on  these  committees  and  progress 
is  reported  in  their  efforts. 

During  the  year,  a  meeting  was  held  with  representatives 
from  Wheaton  College  to  formulate  plans  for  a  closer  relation- 
ship between  the  public  schools  and  the  College.  President  of 
Wheaton  College,  Dr.  Prentice,  was  most  generous  in  his  offers 
and  a  preliminary  program  was  planned  for  the  use  of  lecturers, 
library  facilities,  recreational  facilities,  and  tutorial  assistance 
from  the  College.  We  are  certainly  appreciative  of  the  efforts 
extended  by  the  College  and  we  are  hopeful  that  close  coopera- 
tion can  be  extended  over  the  future  years  between  the  College 
and  the  school  system. 

The  public  schools  have  benefited  to  a  great  extent  from 
the  National  Education  Agency  known  as  SPOKE.  Teachers, 
administrators,  secretaries,  and  teacher  aides  have  taken  advan- 
tage of  courses  offered  by  this  agency  and  particularly  has  the 
general  classroom  student  benefited  from  the  many  instructional 
materials  made  available  in  the  line  of  films,  film  strips,  trans- 
parencies, etc.  Norton  is  fortunate  to  have  SPOKE  located  in 
town,  even  though  the  agency  serves  other  surrounding  commu- 
nities. 

Your  committee  must  stress  the  need  again  for  the  serious 
consideration  of  added  classroom  space.  The  high  school  is 
operating  with  over  ninety-five  percent  of  its  facilities  during 
all  periods  of  the  day  and  we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  added 
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burden  upon  our  educational  plant  which  is  being  created  by 
the  continued  building  boom  in  many  areas  of  our  town.  The 
use  of  portable  classrocms  is  merely  a  temporary  solution  and 
will  not  solve  the  problem.  The  town  must  face  the  urgency  of 
its  educational  problems  and  provide  the  necessary  space  and 
facilities  to  meet  the  demands  of  its  growing  population. 

The  School  Committee  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  super- 
intendent, the  principals,  the  teachers  and  all  staff  members  of 
the  schools.

TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  is  my  eighth  annual  report  as  your  superin- 
tendent. This  is  the  seventy-sixth  annual  report  and  includes  in- 
formation and  contributions  from  our  principals,  supervisors,  de- 
partment chairmen,  and  other  personnel. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  personnel  left  our  staff:

Norton,  over  the  past  ten  years,  has  averaged  a  22.3  per  cent 
yearly  turnover  of  its  professional  staff.  This  past  year  our  per- 
cent of  turnover  reached  30.2  per  cent.  A  statistical  summary 
of  our  resignations  over  the  past  ten  years  follows:

Of  the  32  new  teachers  employed  in  the  Norton  Public 
Schools  this  past  year,  11  were  hired  with  no  experience,  4  were 
hired  with  one  year  of  experience,  6  had  two  years  of  experience, 
3  had  three  years  of  experience,  6  had  between  five  and  seven 
years  of  experience,  and  2  had  between  ten  and  twelve  years  of 
experience.  The  average  experience  of  those  who  were  employed 
was  two  years. 

Currently  44.4%  of  our  staff  have  a  bachelor's  degree  only. 
18.2%  have  a  bachelor's  degree  plus  15  hours  of  credit.  21.2% 
have  a  master's  degree  with  no  additional  credits.  7.1%  have  a 
master's  degree  plus  15  credits.  9.1%  have  a  master's  degree 
plus  30  credits.  41.4%  of  our  staff  are  on  tenure,  27.3%  have  been 
in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  for  a  period  of  one  to  three  years, 
while  31.3%  are  new  to  the  Norton  Public  Schools  this  year. 

The  Norton  School  Committee,  as  it  has  over  the  past  three 
years,  is  again  meeting  in  negotiating  sessions  with  the  Norton 
Teachers  Association,  and  representatives  of  the  secretarial, 
custodial  and  cafeteria  staffs.  It  is  hoped  that  through  bargaining 
procedures  reasonably  agreeable  salary  programs  and  fair  and 
equitable  working  conditions  will  be  established. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written  no  firm  agreements 
have  as  yet  been  made.  Therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  once 
for  your  School  Committee  to  estimate  what  financial  impact 
negotiations  will  have  upon  our  1970  requested  operational 
budget.

$6500  for  a  teacher  with  a  bachelor's  degree  and  no  experience, 
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to  $9750  for  a  teacher  with  a  bachelor's  degree  and  9  years 
of  experience. 

$6760  for  a  teacher  with  a  bachelor's  degree  and  15  credits  and 
no  experience,  to  $10,010  for  a  teacher  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  plus  15  credits  and  9  years  of  experience. 

$7150  for  a  teacher  with  a  master's  degree  and  no  experience,  to 
$11,180  for  a  master's  degree  with  11  years  of  experience. 

$7410  for  a  teacher  with  a  master's  degree  plus  15  credits  and  no 
experience,  to  $11,440  for  the  same  category  with  11  years 
of  experience. 

$7800  for  a  teacher  with  a  master's  degree  and  30  credits  with 
no  experience,  to  $12,220  for  the  same  category  with  12 
years  of  experience. 

The  earned  doctorate  scale  ranges  from  $8,450  to  $13,260.

At  the  present  time  all  classes  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools 
are  being  used  to  capacity.  In  addition,  we  are  renting  four 
classrooms  at  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center  this  year.  Next  year  we 
will  need  at  least  three  additional  classrooms.  Your  School  Com- 
mittee has  studied  many  alternatives^  and  has  voted  to  purchase 
8  portable  classrooms  for  elementary  use  next  fall.  These  class- 
rooms will  relieve  our  problems  of  overcrowding  for  one  addi- 
tional year.  In  September  of  1971  we  will  again  be  faced  with  the 
need  for  additional  classrooms. 

In  the  meantime,  our  high  school  space  also  remains  inade- 
quate. We  are  still  in  need  of  adequate  physical  education  facili- 
ties, an  enlarged  library,  additional  science  laboratories,  en- 
larged industrial  arts  and  art  facilities,  instrumental  music  and 
band  space,  an  enlarged  typing  area,  an  area  for  instruction  in 
data  processing,  etc.  The  solution  is  obvious.  The  need  is  for  a 
building  plan  which  will  relieve  our  congestion  and  at  the  same 
time,  provide  a  sound  educational  facility  for  our  high  school 
students.  Our  Building  Committee  continues  to  meet,  and  will 
again,  at  a  future  town  meeting,  present  a  proposal  to  help 
solve  these  immediate  and  long-range  problems. 

Last  year  we  dropped  Music  in  the  7th  grade  and  Art  in  the 
8th  grade  because  of  the  increased  number  of  students,  without 
any  subsequent  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  in  these  two 
special  areas.  These  are  areas  which  have  great  carry-over 
value  for  adult  life,  and  as  soon  as  possible  we  should  again 
establish  these  classes. 

Three  years  ago  our  two-year  report  on  the  high  school 
evaluation  which  took  place  in  March,  1965,  was  sent  to  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  Because 
we  had  a  new  high  school  in  the  offing  and  could  indicate  the 
various  areas  in  the  recommendations  that  would  be  changed 
with  the  new  high  school,  our  report  was  accepted  and  we  were 
granted  a  continued  certification.  By  June,  1970  our  five  year 
report  must  be  turned  in  to  the  same  association. 

At  the  present  time  our  Business  Education  Department  is 
considering  a  plan  to  initiate  a  data  processing  course  if  federal 
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funds  become  available.  Also,  plans  are  being  made  to  develop 
a  typing  lab.  This  would  enable  every  high  school  student  to  take 
typing.  Plans  are  also  being  considered  to  provide  typing  on  the 
junior  high  school  level. 

The  overall  enrollment  in  the  high  school  has  increased 
problems  in  scheduling  of  classes  and  class  size  in  every  de- 
partment. 

In  industrial  arts  steps  are  being  taken  to  divide  the  present 
shop  facilities  in  order  to  conduct  two  classes  simultaneously. 
This  division  will  concentrate  all  the  metal  working  machines 
within  an  area  that  can  be  supervised  by  one  teacher. 

About  seventy  high  school  girls  are  taking  home  economics 
as  an  elective.  Some  of  their  special  projects  include  buffet  din- 
ners which  are  served  to  the  faculty  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas and  a  pie  sale  which  is  conducted  to  earn  money  for  the 
scholarship  fund.  A  total  of  $210  profit  was  realized  in  seven  days 
this  past  year.  The  girls  made  and  sold  over  300  squash  and 
apple  pies  for  this  project. 

Under  the  direction  of  our  two  home  economics  teachers  our 
girls  are  now  collecting  and  testing  recipes  with  plans  to  pub- 
lish a  cookbook  before  the  end  of  this  present  school  year. 

The  school  greenhouse,  laboratories,  and  science  equipment 
are  being  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent,  allowing  students  to  work 
on  projects,  and  to  investigate  scientifically. 

A  gift  of  a  fully  wired  skeleton  received  from  a  local  citizen 
will  be  very  beneficial  for  future  use  when  studying  the  human 
skeletal  structure. 

A  clinical  laboratory  course  that  was  instituted  two  years 
ago  has  proven  to  be  very  successful.  The  equipment  that  has 
been  purchased  for  this  course  has  also  proven  to  be  useful  in 
a  series  of  experiments  in  biology  and  chemistry. 

With  the  help  of  federal  matching  funds  nuclear  radiation 
equipment  has  been  added  to  our  physics  equipment  enabling  us 
to  investigate  and  make  operational  radiation  studies  in  the 
areas  of  biology,  physics,  chemistry,  and  earth  science.  Addition- 
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a!  radiation  equipment  to  be  purchased  this  conv'ng  year  will 
complete  requirements  fer  full  investigations  in  radioisotope  ex- 
periments to  be  performed  at  the  high  school  level,  at  safe  level 
radiation. 

The  I.M.E.  (Interaction  of  Matter  and  Energy)  course,  an 
investigation  approach  rt  the  eighth  grade  level,  h:s  captured 
the  interest  ana  imagination  of  the  students.  The  ccurse  has  now 
expanded  to  two  different  eighth  grace  classes  curing  the  past 
two  years. 

Eighty-Bight  students  graduated  at  the  close  of  the  1968-1969 
sch  o'.  year.  Fifty-seven  of  hese  students  were  accepted  by  in- 
stitutions of  higher  education.  This  figure  represents  64.8  per 
cent  of  the  class.  Cf  this  total  29  or  33  per  cent  were  accepted 
by  four  year  colleges  and  31.8  per  cent  were  enrolled  in  institu- 
tions which  require  from  one  to  three  years  of  study  to  attain 
their  desired  vocational  goals.  The  remaining  31  graduates  or 
35.2  per  cent  of  the  class  have  entered  the  labor  force  or  armed 
services. 

Representatives  from  colleges,  junior  colleges,  business 
schools,  nursing  schools,  technical  institutes,  and  the  armed 
services  visited  the  guidance  office  to  talk  with  both  counselors 
and  students.  Industrial  personnel  also  visited  the  school  and 
notified  the  counselors  of  job  opportunities  which  were  available 
to  graduating  students.  The  counselors  also  made  many  visita- 
tions to  schools  and  industry  in  order  to  obtain  first-hand  in- 
formation to  utilize  during  counseling  interviews. 

Our  high  school  guidance  personnel  continue  to  work  with 
sixth  grade  pupils.  The  need  for  full-time  eiementary  counselors 
can  readily  be  seen  and  it  is  hoped  that  guidance  services  will 
be  available  to  all  elementary  students  in  the  near  future. 

The  Work-Study  Program,  in  its  fifth  ycer  of  operation,  now 
has  a  total  of  thirty-seven  pupils  enrolled.  This  phase  of  the 
curriculum  continues  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  students  to 
remain  in  school  so  that  they  may  obtain  their  high  school 
diplomas. 

The  guidance  office  was  open  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  evenings  curing  thj  morth  of  January  through  April. 
This  year  the  hours  Lave  Leen  changed  to  the  last  Monday 
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evening  of  each  month.  The  counseling  staff  hopes  that  the  peo- 
ple in  the  community  will  increase  their  use  of  the  facilities  and 
services  offered  by  the  guidance  department. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  twenty  classes  of 
foreign  language  (14  French,  4  Spanish,  2  Latin).  This  past 
year  certain  students  in  the  advanced  level  French  course  were 
able  to  attend  a  school  production  in  Wellesley  of  Le  Bourgeois 
Gentilhomme,  a  play  by  Moliere  that  had  been  read  in  class. 
Similar  opportunities  will  be  taken  advantage  of,  as  the  oc- 
casion arises. 

The  French  section  of  the  department  continues  to  offer 
three  advanced  level  classes,  one  in  senior  year  and  two  in 
junior  year. 

Our  Latin  enrollment  increased  this  year  to  the  present  total 
of  forty-two  students. 

Through  federal  NDEA  funds  our  language  department  re- 
ceived a  number  of  books  (readers  and  histories)  and  also  sub- 
scriptions to  French  weekly  magazines  to  add  to  its  special 
student-teacher  foreign  language  library.  Federal  money  also 
helped  purchase  additional  film  strips,  tapes  and  records  to  help 
in  the  cultural  area  of  our  program.  An  application  for  federal 
funds  will  be  made  again  in  1970  to  further  improve  these  re- 
sources. 

Programming  difficulties,  due  to  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  school,  have  caused  problems  in  the  language  area.  Because 
of  science  lab  conflicts,  some  students  can  only  attend  four  of 
the  five  class  periods  a  week.  Another  difficulty  is  that  group- 
ing classes  according  to  ability  has  been  severely  hindered  in 
the  ninth  grade  (French  and  Spanish).  It  is  hoped  that  some  re- 
lief for  these  problems  will  be  found  in  the  near  future  by  an 
increase  in  space  or  a  more  versatile  scheduling. 

Members  of  our  senior  Mathematics  class  were  given  an  op- 
portunity to  attend  a  seminar  on  computer  mathematics,  pro- 
gramming and  operations,  at  Wheaton  College  during  after- 
school  hours.  During  the  course,  taught  by  Professor  Wilson  of 
Wheaton  College,  the  students  solved  problems  by  "running" 
their  own  programs  on  the  computer  terminal  at  the  Wheaton 
campus. 
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The  dominant  theme  of  our  Social  Studies  Program  this  past 
year  was  relevancy— relating  historical  events  to  contemporary 
times.  Great  concentration  of  effort  was  given  to  making  the 
content  of  the  subject  matter  pertinent  to  the  interests  of  he 
students.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  "why"  of  historical  events. 

Adding  to  the  success  of  the  program  was  the  increased  use 

of  audio-visual  materials.  Many  of  these  teaching  aids  were 
procured  through  Project  SPOKE.  These  materials  enable  the 
teachers  to  present  varied  and  interesting  lessons  resulting  in 
greater  student  identification  with  the  topics  presented. 

The  two  newly  constructed  classrooms  have  been  designed 
as  Social  Studies  classrooms.  They  provide  a  bright,  pleasant 
and  comfortable  atmosphere  for  the  students.  The  physical 
make-up  of  these  rooms  is  conducive  to  student  involvement  in 
lessons  as  they  are  designed  to  encourage  the  free  exchange  of 
ideas  and  opinions. 

Since  our  high  school  library  opened  in  September  for  the 
present  school  year,  approximately  30  to  50  books  are  borrowed 
per  day.  In  addition,  twenty  classes  have  visited  as  groups,  and 
as  many  as  one  hundred  students  use  the  library  daily  for  re- 
search and  leisure  reading. 

Among  the  weaknesses  of  our  library  are:  inadequate  space, 
poor  ventilation,  and  a  lack  of  sufficient  clerical  help. 

As  our  book  collection  grows,  the  library  seems  to  become 
smaller  and  smaller.  There  are  not  enough  seats  for  a  school 
with  a  student  population  as  large  as  ours.  Eighty  to  one  hundred 
is  recommended  for  a  school  this  size.  We  have  seats  for  only 
forty-four. 

It  is  our  belief  that  the  library,  serves  as  a  supplement  to 
the  classroom  and  the  librarian  as  an  extension  of  the  teacher. 
Providing  aid  to  students  doing  research  or  seeking  information 
is  a  major  role  for  the  librarian.  At  present  much  of  the 
librarian's  time  is  spent  doing  purely  clerical,  routine  work,  that 
must  be  done  but  which  can  easily  be  taken  over  by  a  clerk- 
typist.  The  ALA  standards  of  1960  call  for  one  full-time  clerk 
for  each  600  students.  We  have  800  students,  over  8,000  books  and 
limited  clerical  help.  A  clerk  is  desperately  needed  to  help  free 
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the  librarian  from  these  routine  duties  and  permit  her  to  do  the 
job  she  has  been  prepared  for  .  .  .  servicing  the  staff  and 
students. 

Our  Physical  Education  Department  introduced  Health  Edu- 
cation to  the  curriculum  during  this  past  year.  The  department 
currently  has  a  faculty-citizens  committee  investigating  Sex  Edu- 
cation with  a  view  to  making  recommendations  to  the  School 
Committee  in  the  near  future. 

The  Athletic  program  was  expanded  this  year  by  the  addi- 
tion of  golf  to  the  varsity  sports  program.  The  golfers  played  an 
informal  schedule  in  1969  but  will  be  included  in  the  varsity  Tri- 
Valley  League  schedule  for  1970. 

In  the  past  year,  the  English  Department  at  Norton  High 
School  has  endeavored  to  enhance  the  curriculum  to  meet  the 
needs  of  most  students.  The  college  divisions,  for  instance,  are 
taught  the  mechanics  of  writing,  the  development  of  vocabulary, 
and  the  analysis  of  literature.  Emphasis  in  the  commercial 
courses  and  general  courses  is  placed  upon  vocabulary,  spelling, 
letter  writing,  and  the  recognition  of  major  writers  in  the  various 
fields  of  science,  philosophy,  politics,  and  literature.  These  par- 
ticular courses  enable  the  student  to  be  aware  of  "what  past 
knowledge  does"  to  perhaps  shape  the  thinking  of  the  future. 
Extensive  use  is  made  of  audio-visual  aides.  Particularly  we 
make  use  of  film  strips,  records,  films,  tapes,  and  transparencies. 
Project  SPOKE  enables  us  to  employ  much  audio-visual  equip- 
ment which,  heretofore,  had  been  unavailable.  Students,  whether 
in  college  divisions  or  general  divisions,  or  ninth  graders  or 
twelfth  graders,  are  able  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  at  Project 
SPOKE.  We  have  taped  radio  programs,  and  also  have  video- 
taped television  shows  for  a  closed  circuit.  This  type  of  active 
participation  in  oral  communication  is  a  most  vital  part  of  our 
American  society  today.  The  central  goal  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment is  to  try  to  make  a  student  more  cognizant  of  the  ideas 
around  him,  to  express  himself  better,  and  to  gain  knowledge 
through  thinking,  writing,  and  oral  discussion. 

The  students  in  our  high  school  Special  Education  class  are 
encouraged  to  attend  classes  with  other  high  school  children.  In 
this  class  each  student  is  given  time  to  work  on  individual  learn- 
ing problems.  Since  this  class  was  organized  at  the  high  school 
level  seven  years  ago,  two  of  its  members  have  succeeded  in 
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receiving  high  school  diplomas.  In  the  class  of  1970  there  are 
also  two  former  members  of  this  class  that  are  currently  candi- 
dates for  a  Norton  High  School  diploma. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  a  student  council  was  formed  at 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Children  from  the  sixth  grades  were 
chosen  by  their  classmates  to  represent  them.  Mr.  Richard  Silva, 
head  teacher,  is  their  advisor  and  meets  with  them  weekly. 

Our  staff  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  has  increased  their  in- 
terest and  concern  for  our  SPOKE  Materials  Center.  Each  week 
films,  filmstrips,  etc.,  come  into  our  classrooms  to  supplement 
the  curriculum  studies  in  practically  all  subjects.  Our  teachers 
prepare  materials  for  use  in  the  classroom  at  the  SPOKE  Center 
each  week. 

Currently  there  are  twenty-eight  hundred  books  in  the  L.  G. 
Nourse  library  with  an  average  circulation  of  approximately 
seven  hundred  books.  In  addition  to  our  library  stacks,  with  fed- 
eral funds,  we  have  purchased  hundreds  of  books  for  classroom 
use.  With  the  increased  use  of  our  library  we  find  that  there  is 
a  need  for  larger  facilities  and  a  full-time  librarian. 

Under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  our  Music  personnel 
instrumental  music  has  increased  on  the  elementary  level.  We 
now  have  an  elementary  school  orchestra  as  well  as  our  ele- 
mentary school  band.  Our  Music  Director  this  past  fall  con- 
ducted a  workshop  for  parents  of  all  children  who  are  studying 
an  instrument. 

With  an  increase  in  the  number  of  first  grade  students,  and 
a  decrease  in  the  space  available  at  the  Norton  Elementary 
School,  we  transferred  our  four  third  grades  to  St.  Mary's  Parish 
Center  in  September. 

Teachers  at  each  elementary  grade  level  work  together,  in 
the  preparation  of  special  materials,  evaluation  of  curriculum 
course  content,  planning  of  group  activities  and  the  selection  and 
evaluation  of  educational  equipment  and  supplies  in  order  to  pro- 
vide a  stimulating  and  highly  motivated  program.  New  teachers 
find  this  assistance  most  helpful  and  experienced  teachers  bene- 
fit in  the  exchange  of  ideas  with  young  teachers  who  come  to  us 
from  the  colleges  and  universities  with  new  approaches  based 
on  recent  research. 
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Reading  is,  without  question,  in  any  elementary  school,  of 
prime  importance  and  deserves  considerable  attention.  Toward 
this  end  a  continuous  in-service  evaluation  of  our  Programmed 
Reading  Series  is  conducted. 

Through  the  means  of  a  two-day  workshop  in  June,  conducted 
by  the  publishers  of  cur  Reading  series,  we  were  able  to  rein- 
force the  teacher's  understanding  cf  our  program.  Criteria  for 
evaluation  of  the  program  was  investigated  and  as  a  result  a 
workship  for  new  teachers  was  developed  and  presented  before 
school  opened  in  August. 

The  Reading  Program  which  has  its  beginning  in  the  f'rst 
grade  through  a  readiness  program  ?  proceeds  to  a  more  formal 
and  individualized  program  through  the  use  of  the  Programmed 
texts  with  cone enta lion  on  skills,  guided  silent  reading  and  oral 
reading  in  our  primary  grades. 

The  Metropolitan  Readiness  tests  are  given  to  our  first 
grades  in  September  and  results  afford  valuable  guidelines  to 
support  teacher  judgment  in  grouping  of  the  children.  In  Septem- 
ber we  began  using  the  Marianne  Frostig  materials  which  are 
designed  to  detect  children  with  visual  perception  difficulties  and 
then  train  the  child  to  overcome  the  handicap.  Th's  program  can 
help  children  develop  more  readln2ss  for  reading.  Wednesday 
afternoons  th:s  fall  have  teen  spent  training  the  first  grade 
teachers  in  the  usa  of  these  new  materials.  The  Reading  Depart- 
ment has  been  most  helpful  in  this  area. 

At  the  Norton  Eiementary  School  we  are  limited  in  certain 
areas  of  our  reading  instruction  (and  ether  areas  also)  because 
we  do  not  have  room  for  a  library  or  an  Instructional  Materials 
Center.  It  has  been  cur  aim  to  promote  maximum  use  of  avail- 
able materials  and  equipment  and  we  knew  that  the  use  of  audio- 
visual equipment  and  library  becks  stored  :n  a  closet  is  limited. 
Equipment  and  Looks  are  distributed  to  classrooms  and  are  used 
by  the  individual  teachets,  However,  a  central  resource  library 
where  both  children  and  teachers  could  go  would  greatly  enhance 
our  overall  program. 

This  past  year  a  curriculum  committee  has  been  evaluating 
the  science  program  with  an  eye  toward  up-dating  our  cur- 
riculum. Scientific  knowledge  is  ever  changing  and  ever  increas- 
ing and  with  this  in  mind  the  curriculum  committee  will  develop 
guidelines  for  the  teachers  to  follow. 
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A  critical  instructional  need  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  is 
in  the  area  of  speech  therapy.  The  second  thing  one  judges  peo- 
ple on,  the  first  being  physical  appearance,  is  their  manner  of 
speech.  There  is  a  high  incidence  of  speech  disorders  at  the 
primary  level  and  a  speech  therapist  conducting  a  well-rounded 
speech  program  would  contribute  immeasurably  to  the  childrens' 
benefit. 

The  past  year  was  a  rather  transitional  one  for  our  Music 
Department.  Instrumental  instruction  was,  for  the  first  time, 
offered  to  all  interested  students  from  the  fourth  through  the 
sixth  grades.  This  fall  the  elementary  instrumental  program  was 
expanded  to  include  private  instruction  to  all  instrumentalists 
(1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  year  students),  ensemble  experience  for  2nd 
and  3rd  year  students,  and  membership  in  the  band.  In  addition, 
a  periodic  workshop  for  parents  of  instrumentalists  has  been 
established  as  an  important  liaison  between  school  instruction 
?nd  home  practice.  The  activities  of  the  performing  groups  were 
increased  to  heighten  interest  and  provide  more  varied  experi- 
ences than  were  offered  in  the  past.  The  L.  G.  Nourse  Ele- 
mentary Chorus  performed  in  the  annual  Christmas  concert  held 
at  the  high  school  and  formed  a  mass  chorus  with  the  senior 
high  Concert  Choir  for  the  finale. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  two  elementary  performing  groups 
(Chorus  and  Band)  presented  a  mid-winter  concert  at  the  high 
school  auditorium.  Members  of  the  beginning  instrumental 
classes  also  demonstrated  the  intricacies  of  their  instruments. 

On  the  secondary  level,  the  high  school  was  represented  at 
the  Southeastern  District  Music  Festival,  a  gala  event  consist- 
ing of  solo  auditions,  group  competitions,  and  culminating  in  a 
parade. 

The  Concert  Choir,  Concert  Band,  and  subsidiary  groups 
undertook  the  study  of  various  types  of  music  literature,  pre- 
senting a  number  of  them  at  public  performances.  Smaller, 
selective  groups  appeared  on  several  occasions  at  local  and  out- 
of-town  civic  functions. 

Last  fall  the  Reading  Supervisor  worked  with  a  group  of 
first  graders  in  both  schools  who  were  felt  by  their  teachers  to 
be  lacking  in  experiential  background.  The  Reading  Supervisor 
met  with  these  children  for  forty-five  minutes  four  times  a  week. 
The  emphasis  of  the  program  was  oral  language.  The  children 
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were  taught  basic  skills,  e.g.  left  to  right  direction,  color  words, 
vocabulary  concepts  such  as  front,  back,  top,  bottom,  and 
manual  skills.  The  program  also  included  storytelling  and  read- 
ing, discussion  of  pictures,  and  listening  to  recordings.  After  De- 
cember the  Reading  Supervisor  decided  to  meet  with  all  first 
grade  children  by  homerooms  once  a  week.  This  program  con- 
tinued to  emphasize  experiences  through  reading,  discussion, 
and  audio-visual  aids.  Some  reading  skills  were  reviewed  and 
language  concepts  taught,  e.g.  capitalization,  punctuation,  cor- 
rect usage,  contractions,  name  words,  picture  words,  and  action 
words.  The  Reading  Supervisor  feels  the  program  was  success- 
ful in  extending  and  reenforcing  the  work  of  the  regular  class- 
room teachers.  During  this  period  the  teacher  was  free  to  work 
on  preparation. 

During  this  year  we  had  several  interesting  projects  con- 
nected with  our  school  lunch  program.  An  experiment  in  a  nutri- 
tious breakfast  included  seventy-six  first  grade  pupils.  This 
breakfast  was  in  conjunction  with  their  studies  of  nutrition. 

During  the  summer  our  Cafeteria  Director  attended  a  re- 
fresher course  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Education 
at  Stonehill  College  for  cafeteria  supervisors.  In  October  she  also 
attended  the  Massachusetts  School  Lunch  Service  meeting  at 
Provincetown.  All  school  lunch  personnel  were  able  to  attend  an 
all  day  area  meeting  for  school  lunch  workers  at  Seekonk  High 
School  on  November  5,  1969. 

Under  the  capable  direction  of  our  Supervisor  of  Buildings 
and  Grounds  many  projects  were  completed  by  our  custodial- 
maintenance  department.  Renovation  of  the  health  room  at  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School  resulted  in  additional  office  space. 

Painting  completed  this  year  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  in- 
cluded all  exterior  doors,  trim,  roof  peaks  and  canopes.  General 
painting  included  all  playground  equipment,  interior  surfaces, 
and  the  lining  of  parking  areas  at  all  schools.

Home  visits  were  made  when  necessary  and  as- 
sistance at  all  public  clinics  was  given. 

A  program  has  been  set  up  in  grades  1  through  6  for 
Mrs.  Tasinari,  the  State  dental  hygienist,  to  ex- 
amine teeth  of  the  elementary  children  during 
the  months  of  November  and  December. 

As  more  leisure  time  becomes  available  to  more  people  of 
all  ages,  the  need  for  more  meaningful  activity  becomes  ap- 
parent. Norton  took  a  large  step  in  this  direction  this  year  by 
instituting  a  summer  recreation  program  for  its  youth.  This  pro- 
gram proved  to  be  quite  successful  with  close  to  100  children 
participating  daily.  It  is  hoped  that  with  additional  funds  our 
program  will  be  expanded  from  6  to  8  weeks  during  the  summer, 
and  that  we  will  also  be  able  to  conduct  a  part-time  program 
during  the  spring  and  fall  months. 

It  is  a  pleasure  once  again  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  co- 
operation and  help  over  this  past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

June,  1969— After  a  year  of  hard  work  by  the  committee,  the 
much  needed  high  school  was  defeated  in  the  special  town 
meeting. 

September,  1969— Committee  voted  to  sign  warrant  to  pay 
architect  its  contracted  fee,  so  that  committee  will  not  be  com- 
mitted to  any  firm. 

October,  1969  —  Meeting  with  architect  shows  that  same 
school  will  cost  much  more  in  March,  1970.  Committee  realizes 
that  only  savings  can  be  sought  in  how  to  construct  building. 
Companies  and  architects  specializing  in  prefabricated  building 
and  system  approaches  will  be  contacted. 

November,  1969— Re-organization  of  Committee.  New  officers 
elected. 

December,  1969— Committee  talked  to  several  architects  and 
companies  involved  in  systems  approach  and  concluded  that  a 
school  with  the  same  square  footage  as  the  one  proposed  could 
be  built  for  less  money  using  precast  concrete,  two  stories  high. 

January,  1970— Committee  voted  to  put  two  articles  in  annual 
warrant,  one  for  the  construction  of  a  high  school,  and  one  for 
funding  existing  committee.  Committee  appointed  architect  John 
A.  Newell  to  design  a  precast  concrete  school.  At  the  time  of 
this  report,  the  need  for  a  free-standing  high  school  is  still 
great.  The  school  population  is  increasing  and  construction  costs 
are  rising.  It  is  hoped  that  the  committee  will  be  able  to  present 
to  the  town  plans  for  a  new  high  school  in  the  near  future.

NORTON  FUTURE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITES  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

1969  was  an  active  year  for  the  Norton  Future  School  Build- 
ing Sites  Committee.  Following  presentations  at  three  separate 
town  meetings  in  March,  June  and  October,  the  townspeople 
voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  to  pur- 
chase or  take  by  eminent  domain  a  51-acre  parcel  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  present  high  school  for  future  use  as  a  school 
building  site.  In  preparing  for  these  presentations  the  Committee 
held  thirteen  meetings,  plus  several  more  in  conjunction  with 
the  Finance  and  School  Building  Committees.  In  addition,  numer- 
ous field  trips t  public  hearings  and  interviews  with  owners  and 
abutters  were  held.  Representatives  from  the  Massachusetts 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  met  with  the  Committee  to 
inspect  and  subsequently  approve  the  proposed  sites. 

There  was  a  considerable  turnover  of  committee  members 
during  the  past  year.  Resignations  were  received  from  Mr. 
Lawrence  Reinhard,  Mrs.  Albertine  Brown  and  Mr.  John  Limpus. 
The  size  of  the  Committee  was  increased  to  nine  members,  and 
appointments  were  made  by  the  Town  Moderator  to  bring  the 
Committee  up  to  the  full  number.  New  members  this  year,  in 
order  of  their  appointments,  are:  Mr.  Alan  Huntress,  6  No.  Wash- 
ington St.;  Mr.  Charles  Gaides,  14  Eisenhower  Drive;  Mr.  Daniel 
Vespucci,  319  E.  Main  St.;  Mr.  Ernesto  Lijoi,  9  John  F.  Kennedy 
Drive;  Mr.  Walter  Lundell,  5  Cedar  Lane;  and  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Thomas,  Oak  Street. 
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The  purchase  of  the  land  adjacent  to  the  high  school,  added 
to  the  two  parcels  purchased  earlier,  has  brought  the  Committee 
close  to  the  fulfillment  of  its  master  plan  for  future  school  sites. 
There  remains  only  the  acquisition  of  a  site  in  the  eastern  section 
of  Norton.  The  Committee  hopes  to  present  a  proposal  regarding 
a  suitable  parcel  of  land  during  1970.  If  the  town  agrees  to  pur- 
chase this  final  site,  the  Committee  believes  its  work  will  have 
been  completed,  and  that  sites  suitable  to  meet  most  foresee- 
able educational  contingencies  will  have  been  provided  to  the 
town:

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DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  REPORT  1970 

Total  Elm  budget  voted  $1,100.00  Wages  $600.00  Supplies  $500.00 
Budget  expended  to  the  penny. 

Local  Supt.  received  $274.40    Labor  $325.60    Supplies  $500.00 

In  1955  I  was  appointed  Moth  Superintendent.  I  was  handed  a 
Lawrence  mist-blower  on  a  Model  A  truck  and  31  slips  showing  31 
diseased  elm  trees.  No  tools  and  no  records.  I  found  additional  diseased 
trees. 

On  a  following  page  I  have  tried  to  summarize  Norton's  D.E.D., 
1952  -  1970. 

J.O.  means  Electric  and  Telephone  joint  ownership-operation.  We 
have  received  J.O.  aid  since  1964,  mostly  on  trees  other  than  elms. 

You  will  find  a  60  tree  discrepancy  in  1963.  Try  as  I  will,  I  cannot 
rectify  it.   I  kept  poor  records. 

You  will  find  another  seeming  discrepancy  in  the  Elm  Count.  I  do  not 
remember  counting  elms  as  small  as  6  in.  diameter  in  1955,  but  the  1967 
count  included  such  trees.  We  must  remember  that  the  roadsides  were 
loaded  with  elm  seedlings,  and  a  healthy  tree  will  grow  2  ft.  in  height 
a  year,  and  XA  in.  in  diameter.  A  2  in.  whip  in  1955  is  6  or  7  inches  in 
diameter  now,  and  30  -  40  feet  tall. 

Confused      ??      So  am  I.      However,  I  know  this: 

We  have  a  few  elms  left.  We  will  continue  to  have  elms  and  disease. 
Prompt  removal  (which  we  have  not  done)  will  minimize  the  yearly 
incidence.  The  remaining  trees  are  farther  apart,  hence  farther  for  the 
Bark  Beetle  vector  to  fly.  and  in  theory,  now  is  the  time  to  hit  'em 


harder.

As  of  1968,  the  Courts  have  ruled  that  a  hazardous  Public  diseased 
elm  is  the  responsibility  of  the  City  or  Town. 

No  more,  "an  act  of  God." 

The  chances  of  an  elm  limb  falling  (I  have  removed  2  heavy  limbs 
from  the  road  in  years  past,  one  of  which  just  missed  a  woman  motorist) 

and  causing  personal  or  property  damages  are  probably  1,000/1.  Such 
an  incident  could  cost  the  Town  as  much  as  we  have  already  spent: 

And  the  trees  have  to  come  down  anyway. 

Highway  foreman  Carl  Jacobs  would  like  to  see  all  trees  removed 
from  beside  and  over  all  Town  roads.  When  we  argue  about  elm  trees 
he  says,  "Cut  'em  ALL  down  and  that's  the  end  of  your  elm  problem!!" 

A  few  other  people  say  the  same  thing. 
Let's  examine  THAT  idea: 

We  cut  437  trees  @  $85.37  each  to  a  cost  of  $37,205.69. 
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Now  we  got  437  stumps,  and  wood  and  brush  from  that  many  trees 
in  the  dump  that  we  can't  burn  because  it  is  not  diseased. 

About  1  out  of  8  trees  is  close  to  the  road  and  the  stump  could  be 
hit  by  a  snow-plow. 

We  chip  out  54  stumps.  Average  15  a  day  @  $100.00  a  day.  Cost, 
$375.00. 

We  fill  the  54  holes  with  gravel  at  a  slight  cost  (after  removing  the 
chips  at  a  slight  cost)  and  that's  the  end  of  it.  ??  NOT  QUITE. 

The  "Old  Boy  Upstairs'*  causes  the  remaining  383  stumps  to  sprout, 
so  we  must  soak  'em  with  herbicide  @  about  $1.00  each.  Another  $383.00. 

Total  idea,  $37,205.69 
375.00 
383.00 


$37,963.69   Maybe  $38,000.00.  OOPS, 

There  is  still  a  mess  of  seedling  elms  still  growing. 

Over  the  years  I  have  made  many  Amputations  (attempts  to  cut  out 
the  Disease).  Most  of  them  failed.  Or  only  lasted  2  -  3  years. 

13  trees  are  still  O.K.  at  this  date. 

I  found  it  very  awkward  working  around  the  Dump  Hours. 
No  key  to  get  in  with. 

ON  THE  BRIGHT  SIDE:  An  elm  bole  rolled  on  and  smashed  a 
Town  saw  during  a  take-down,  AND  NO  ONE  WAS  HURT. 

The  State  experts  keep  repeating: 

PROMPT  REMOVAL  IS  THE  BEST  ANSWER.

The  annual  report  of  a  public  institution  should  consist  of  a  terse 
presentation  of  facts  and  figures,  a  brief  analytcal  apprasal  of  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  past  year,  and  a  briefer  statement  of  policy  for 
the  ensuing  year.  The  public  library  is  not  an  institution:  it  is  a  center 
of  service  to  its  community.  Facts  and  figures  do  indicate  some  areas 
of  service  and  statistics  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.  More 
important  are  the  ways  in  which  the  library  makes  available  to  the 
people  of  the  communty  all  the  materials  which  can  bring  information, 
education,  and  entertainment  for  their  personal  enrichment. 

Have  you  been  to  your  library  this  year?  Here  you  can  find  jigsaw 
puzzles,  records,  films,  magazines,  newspapers,  pamphlets,  and  books. 
There  is  a  Children's  Room  where  children  of  all  ages  can  get  the 
facts  for  the  next  day's  lesson,  study,  or  just  enjoy  browsing  through 

new  magazines  and  books.  The  adult  area  offers  the  same  opportunities. 
In  the  Jennings  Conference  Room  Nortonites  interested  in  genealogy, 
local  history,  and  the  government  of  Norton  have  numerous  sources 
including  the  notebooks  donated  in  1969  by  Mrs.  Findlater. 

Had  the  library  an  increased  budget,  the  services  possible  for 
Norton  could  be  greatly  expanded.  Film  programs,  music  programs, 
craft  programs,  programs  for  all  interests  and  all  ages  could  be  planned. 
With  space  at  a  premium  and  a  limited  budget  these  are  goals  to 
work  for. 

As  part  of  a  larger  system  the  library  has  received  132  books  on 
Inter-Library  Loan  from  the  Taunton,  Lowell,  and  Boston  libraries. 
The  library  staff  has  benefited  from  seminars  conducted  by  the  regional 
experts.  The  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Bookmobile  continues  it9 
monthly  visits  adding  to  our  books  and  recordings.

Sixteen  requests  for  films  have  been  verified.   Any  organization 

interested  in  obtaining  films  for  a  program  should  see  Miss  Eden.  The 
new  catalog  of  films  that  can  be  borrowed  from  the  Boston  Public 
Library  is  at  the  Main  Desk. 

Increased  use  of  the  public  library  is  being  made  by  scheduled  school 
classes  during  morning  as  well  as  regular  library  hours.  Some  of  these 
groups  are  given  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library,  some  come  to 
borrow  books  for  special  interests,  and  others  come  to  do  research  for 
particular  subjects  with  emphasis  on  local  history  in  the  Jennings  Con- 
ference Room.  It  is  hoped  that  this  use  of  the  library  will  encourage 
children  to  become  permanent  library  patrons. 

Several  adult  groups  have  been  given  permission  to  have  their  meet- 
ings in  the  Jennings  Conference  Room.  The  Norton  Cemetery  Commis- 
sion meets  there  monthly.  Such  use  of  the  JCR  must  be  cleared  through 
the  librarian  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Miss  Susan  Flynn,  a  Wheaton  student,  conducted  Storytime  for  pre- 
schoolers from  January  to  May;  Miss  Carolyn  Stuart,  also  a  Wheaton 
student,  had  these  story  hours  from  October  to  December.  During  July 
and  August  there  were  two  story  hours,  one  for  pre-schools  and  the  other 
for  older  children.  These  were  conducted  by  Miss  Lila  Ferrar  and  Mrs. 
Nancy  O'Farrell.  These  programs  have  been  very  popular.  Parents 
interested  in  Storytime  should  register  their  children  at  the  library. 

Five  years  ago  the  Friends  of  the  Library  gave  a  record  player  to  the 
library,  and  a  record  collection  was  started.  The  library  now  has 
approximately  300  recordings  and  this  past  year  these  circulated  896 
times.  The  record  player  is  in  constant  use  with  music  adding  to  the 
enjoyment  of  choosing  books.  It  is  used  at  Storytime,  too. 

Because  the  Friends  of  the  Library  groups  is  no  longer  active  the 

library  is  the  poorer.  Such  groups  are  of  value  not  only  for  their  financial 
and  physical  support,  but  more  importantly  for  their  moral  support.  A 
strong  Friends  of  the  Library  brings  the  best  of  public  relations  to 
strengthening  the  programs  of  the  library. 

Many  individuals  have  given  books,  periodicals,  newspapers,  record- 
ings, pamphlets,  and  jigsaw  puzzles  to  the  library.  Most  are  added  to 
the  library  collections,  some  windup  in  the  annual  sale.  All  benefit  the 
library,  and  all  are  greatly  appreciated. 
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Mrs.  Riga  Martin  continues  to  bring  visual  pleasure  to  the  library 
with  monthly  exhibits  of  local  artists.  This  year  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  the  work  of  Mrs.  Martin,  Nancy  Hamble,  Joan  Roster, 
Pamela  Comstock,  Faith  Martin,  Louise  B.  Spier,  Patricia  Fortun, 
Mr.  Esme,  Jr.  and  Barbara  Johnson.  If  you  have  art  work  of  any  kind- 
painting,  needlepoint,  crewel  work,  sculpture,  photography,  wood  carving 
—the  library  is  a  good  place  to  exhibit. 


Mr.  Frank  Moberg  presented  the  library  with  wood  carvings.  A 
lobster  diarama  was  of  particular  interest  to  the  youngsters  who  coma 
move  boats  and  open  doors  and  hide  lobster  pots. 


Mrs.  William  J.  Lynch  started  our  Jigsaw  Collection  with  a  generous 
gift  of  puzzles.  Mr.  Howard  Morse  and  the  First  Machinists  National 
Bank  generously  increased  their  gifts  of  book  marks.  WARA  of  Attle- 
boro,  WPEP  and  WRLM  of  Taunton  give  time  for  announcements  of 
Storytime,  library  hours,  and  special  events.  The  Attleboro  Sun  and  the 
Taunton  Gazette  publish  book  lists,  hours,  and  special  programs.  Miss 
Jacqueline  Bartley  is  giving  fifty  hours  to  the  library  to  earn  a 
Girl  Scout  award.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT  FOR  1970 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Forty-seventh  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970 

John  F.  Gomes  was  reelected  for  a  three  year  term  at  the  Annual 

Town  Election  in  March. 

The  storage  tank  at  Norton  Center  was  painted  this  year. 

Under  the  long-range  water  main  extension  program,  5500'  of  12" 
water  main  was  installed  on  Leonard  St.  Also,  10"  main  was  installed 
on  Woodward  St.  from  both  ends  to  the  railroad  track.  This  project 
will  be  completed  in  1971. 

By  Petition  through  Town  Meeting,  2300'  of  8"  main  was  installed 
on  Richardson  Ave.,  975'  of  8"  mam  on  Lincoln  St.,  and  400'  of  8"  main 
on  East  Hodges  St. 

Exploratory  Well  operations  in  the  Winnecunnet  area  produced  two 
good  prospects  for  future  water  supply. 

During  the  year,  the  department  installed  111  new  services  as 
compared  to  115  in  1969,  117  in  1968  and  90  in  1967.  We  now  have  2259 
services  in  use  —  104  are  metered  services  and  2155  are  fixed  rate 
services. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  John  F.  Gomes 
in  November.  John  F.  Pino  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the 
Town  Election  in  March,  1971. 

The  Board  has  decided  to  forego  any  new  projects  which  might 
expand  the  budget  and  to  try  to  hold  the  line  on  any  expenditures  which 
are  not  immediately  necessary. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Supt.  Donald  Robinson  and  the  employees 
of  the  Water  Department  for  the  efficient  performance  of  their  duties.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  NORTON,  MASS. 

December  31,  1970 

On  June  30,  1971.  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  twelve  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  eighteen 
other  communities  in  the  County. 

The  past  year  was  an  extremely  busy  one  with  a  very  heavy  influx 
of  mosquitoes  and  the  appearance  of  equine  encephalitis  in  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  State  in  mid-July. 

Of  the  fifty-five  horse  cases  reported,  Bristol  County  was  fortunate 
to  have  recorded  only  five.  One  human  case  was  reported  in  Plymouth 
County.  The  towns  involved  in  Bristol  County  were  Westport  (1), 
Dartmouth  (1),  Acushnet  (1)  and  Raynham  (2). 

Our  drainage  program  was  hampered  by  the  breakdown  of  our 
tractor -trencher.  However,  we  have  purchased  a  new  one  and  it  is 
currently  at  work  on  the  backlog  of  drainage  requests  that  have  been 
prevalent  over  the  past  year. 

The  larvicide  program  began  in  March  and  continued  until  spraying 
operations  began  with  approximately  124V2  acres  being  treated. 

Our  sprayers  were  mounted  in  late  April  as  mild  weather  prevailed 
and  continued  until  after  the  last  case  of  encephalitis  was  reported  in 
October. 

As  spraying  operations  ceased,  the  reclaiming  of  brooks  and  streams 
began,  resulting  in  the  removal  of  obstructions  and  debris  from  1,975 
feet  of  existing  waterways.  640  feet  of  brush  were  removed  to  speed 
the  flow  of  water. 

All  catch  basins  were  checked  and  treated  if  found  to  contain 
mosquito  larvae. 

The  Project  is  now  being  aided  in  its  efforts  to  control  mosquitoes 
by  Mr.  Clarence  Tourville,  Entomologist,  who  recently  joined  the  State 
Reclamation  Board. 

I  would  like  to  make  it  known  that  this  Project  does  not,  and  will 
not  use  any  insecticides  without  the  approval  of  the  State  Pesticide 
Board.

Committee.  Mr.  Lopes  wanted  to  resign  completely  from  the  Com- 
mittee, but  the  Committee  would  not  accept  his  resignation  and 
asked  him  to  stay  for  one  more  year.   Mr.  Lopes  agreed  to  stay. 

Mr.  Gunnar  Anderson  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
He  takes  over  the  seat  as  of  January  1971. 

With  permission  of  the  owners,  a  "fire  lane"  was  cut  between  the 
new  houses  in  front  of  the  Gertrude  Cornish  Forest. 

Again  the  birds  of  the  Gertrude  Cornish  Forest  are  being  kept  well 
fed  this  winter  thanks  to  the  good  supply  of  feed  put  in  the  feeder  by 
Lawrence  Reinhard  and  some  of  the  good  neighbors. 

The  Boy  Scouts  again  kept  the  trees  company  at  the  Gertrude 
Cornish  Forest  this  summer. 

Here  is  an  interesting  note:  One  acre  of  trees  release  enough 
oxygen  for  eighteen  people.

On  June  6,  we  lost  our  Common  Christmas  Tree  to  a  reckless  (no 
money,  replacement  cost  estimate  $827.00)  driver.  It  was  a  fine  30  ft.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1970 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

This  is  a  report  of  Highway  Department  and  of  its  work  and  progress 
in  1970. 

1.  A  new  six  foot  arch  pipe  was  installed  at  West  Hodges  St.  to 
prevent  the  road  from  washing  away  as  it  has  done  in  the  past 
years. 

2.  Wampum  Road  was  reconstructed  and  paved  a  distance  of  725 
feet.  Type  I  base  was  used  with  2  seal  coats  of  M  C  800. 

3.  Drainage  was  installed  at  Sanlin  Park  to  relieve  a  water  problem 
there. 

4.  East  Main  St.  had  an  ST  mix  put  on  it  for  a  distance  of  4,500  feet. 

5.  Approximately  80,000  gallons  of  oil  was  applied  to  town  roads 
under  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  maintenance  programs. 

6.  Drainage  was  installed  on  a  section  of  John  B.  Scott  Blvd. 
This  section  was  also  brought  up  to  grade  and  paved.  A  top  coat 
of  Bituminous  Concrete  Type  I  was  placed  from  Eddy  St.  to 
Dean  St.  Burm  was  also  put  down  a  distance  of  2,200  feet. 
Shoulder  work  was  also  done.  The  section  from  Dean  St.  to 
Harvey  St.  was  also  worked  on.  This  section  should  be  completed 
in  1971. 

7.  A  bad  curve  was  reconstructed  and  widened  on  Dean  St.  near 
John  B.  Scott  Blvd.  to  allow  a  better  view  of  traffic  coming  from 
John  B.  Scott  Blvd. 

8.  We  put  3  inches  of  mix  in  place  on  Maple  St.  for  a  distance  of 
2,500  feet. 

9.  A  hone  job  of  3,400  feet  of  2  inch  Sand  Asphalt  was  done  on 
South  Worcester  St. 

10.  A  front  end  loader  was  purchased  by  the  town  in  1970  to  maintain 
the  disposal  area.  This  is  being  done.  This  machine  is  used  on 
other  jobs  in  town  also  to  keep  the  cost  of  hired  equipment  down. 

11.  Calcium  Chloride  was  applied  a  number  of  times  to  unpaved 
roads. 

12.  Much  gravel  was  applied  to  unpaved  roads  that  needed  it. 
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13.  A  brush  chipper  was  also  purchased  this  year  and  is  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  Tree  Department  as  well  as  our  own  work 
on  the  highway  department. 

14.  Catch  basins  and  Burms  were  also  installed  to  eliminate  water 
problems. 

15.  New  road  signs  were  installed  and  old  ones  replaced  or  repaired. 
We  hope  to  replace  more  this  year. 

16.  The  equipment  was  painted  and  maintained,  however,  some  of 
the  equipment  is  in  need  of  replacement,  such  as  the  grader 
which  is  25  years  old  and  very  costly  to  repair.  In  the  near  future 
a  considerable  amount  of  money  will  have  to  be  spent  to  repair 
this  piece  of  equipment.  This  piece  of  machinery  is  essential  to 
maintain  roads  properly. 

17.  Crane  St.  is  in  the  process  of  being  reconstructed.  Drainage  has 
been  installed  and  a  portion  widened.  This  job  should  be  com- 
pleted in  1971. 

18.  Mowing  and  cutting  brush  on  sides  of  the  roads  was  done  in  1970 
with  the  help  of  the  Tree  Department.

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REPORT  OF  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMUTE  FOR  1970 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  entered  the  1970's  prepared 
to  meet  the  challenges  and  demands  of  the  new  decade.  Participating 
municipalities,  consisting  of  Brockton,  Stoughton,  Sharon,  Foxborough, 
Mansfield,  Easton,  West  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater  and  Norton, 
again  filled  the  school  to  capacity  and  the  school  administration  is 
constantly  concerned  with  how  best  to  fulfill  the  expanding  needs  of 
the  region. 

A  total  of  951  students  attended  the  school  on  October  1,  1970  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  Donald  E.  Graves,  Superintendent.  The  Vocational 
School  or  High  School  level  instructs  718  students  enrolled  in  14  different 
courses  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Ralph  Bumpus,  Administrator.  The 
Technical  Institute  or  Post-Secondary  level  provides  7  different  courses 
for  233  students  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Joseph  Barbero,  Administrator. 
Individual  classes  are  maintained  at  the  level  of  20,  which  is  compatible 
with  the  shop  facilities  where  the  students  spend  half  their  time.  A  third 
administrator,  Mr.  Kenneth  Custy,  serves  as  guidance  counselor  for  both 
divisions  of  the  school. 

Norton  is  sending  37  students  to  the  school  this  year,  of  which  29  are 
enrolled  in  the  Vocational  School  and  8  in  the  Technical  Institute.  Our 
enrollment  represents  3.9%  of  the  student  body,  which  continues  to  be 
above  the  3.5%  quota  determined  for  the  town  in  1964,  based  on  its 
proportion  of  school  enrollment  to  that  of  the  region  when  it  was  formed. 

In  June  1970  Southeastern  graduated  142  Seniors  from  its  High  School 
and  65  students  from  its  Technical  Institute.  Graduates  not  entering  the 
Armed  Forces  and  available  for  placement  were  placed  in  local  industry 
and  are  presently  utilizing  the  skills  learned  at  the  school. 

The  concept  of  students  being  involved  in  school  construction  as  part 
of  their  instructional  program  has  become  a  tradition  at  Southeastern  and 
although  the  quality  of  their  work  is  almost  taken  for  granted,  we  can 
never  overemphasize  the  dramatic  aspects  of  this  activity  which  adds 
meaning  to  the  learner's  education  and  keeps  him  abreast  of  the  new 
technologies  as  they  develop  in  his  training  field. 

Plans  have  been  formulated  and  some  already  implemented  to  better 
serve  existing  programs  and  to  expand  facilities.  The  newly  constructed 
classroom  and  shop  for  the  plumbing  department  are  now  in  full  opera- 
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tion  and  reported  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  facility  for  meeting  instructor 
and  student  requirements. 

A  garage  for  school  buses  and  a  field  house  for  athletic  teams  and 
equipment  are  projects  that  are  presently  being  considered  and  a  separate 
building  for  the  Technical  Institute  is  a  future  consideration. 

The  school's  athlectic  programs  have  been  successful  in  developing 
a  common  bond  between  students  and  enhancing  their  school  spirit.  The 
program  has  also  been  strengthened  by  the  construction  of  stadium 
bleachers  built  by  the  students. 

Educational  innovation  has  been  a  primary  concern  at  Southeastern. 
The  Instructional  Media  Service  Center  is  the  school's  new  approach  in 
providing  Library  and  Audio  Visual  Services  to  students.  A  new  system 
of  cataloging  books  and  periodicals  has  been  developed  to  improve  the 
efficiency  in  distribution  and  inventory  and  in  maximizing  student  use. 
Library  personnel  assist  in  the  instruction  of  research  procedures,  writing 
term  papers  including  development  of  a  bibliography,  documentation,  etc. 
The  Library  with  a  reasonable  prior  notice  also  provides  consolidated 
materials  for  special  subject  studies  required  by  a  class. 

The  Audio  Visual  Department  is  divided  into  two  sections:  Materials 
Development  and  Media  operations.  Some  of  this  department's  features 
include:  The  creation  of  a  special  Audio  Visual  Theater  which  houses 
a  more  than  adequate  list  of  modern  sight  and  sound  equipment,  a 
laboratory  for  the  development  of  Audio  Visual  materials  and  full  time 
equipment  operations  service.  The  center  essentially  will  support  the 
classroom  effort  and  assist  both  the  instructor  and  student  in  mutually 
achieving  their  teaching  and  learning  goals. 

The  Vocational-Technical  School  always  concerned  with  the  potential 
"school  leaver",  continues  its  effort  in  this  area  by  offering  a  Plant  and 
Building  Maintenance  program.  This  program  is  designed  to  give  a 
youngster  the  opportunity  to  develop  a  variety  of  work  skills  and  habits 
and  hopefully  re-motivate  him  to  pursuing  a  goal  which  would  result  in 
gainful  employment.  This  effort  is  consistent  with  the  philosophy  of 
Vocational-Technical  Education,  "there  is  a  place  for  everyone." 

The  Data  Processing  Department  is  in  the  process  of  studying  how 
it  may  service  the  district's  member  communities.  It  appears  that  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  data  processing  and  computer  center  by  means 
of  which  many  community  needs  could  be  met,  may  soon  be  a  reality.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

The  responsibility  of  operating  a  good  educational  system  is  a  many 
facted  endeavor.  Primarily  this  falls  on  elected  School  Committee  mem- 
bers and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  However,  the  community  as  a 
whole  must  also  share  this  burden  with  these  people. 

The  primary  function  of  the  School  Committee  is  to  establish  policy 
to  meet  the  ever  changing  goals  in  our  educational  system,  and  to  this 
we  commit  ourselves.  Concurrently  it  has  been  the  twofold  purpose  of 
the  School  Committee  to  accomplish  the  following: 

1.  To  gain  the  respect  and  cooperation  not  only  of  the  people  of 
Norton,  but  of  the  various  Board  members,  in  order  to  have  a  much 
more  responsive,  cooperative  town  government. 

2.  To  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  Norton  the  extreme 
need  for  classroom  space  in  our  schools. 

The  Committee  members  have  attended  the  following  meetings 
during  the  year  January  1,  1970  to  December  31,  1970,  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  above  objectives: 

20  regular  meetings 

5  special  meetings 

1  Area  III  School  Committee  meeting 

Plus  meetings  with  the  Finance  Committee,  sub-committee  meet- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  negotiations  and  labor  rela- 
tions, Town  or  pre-town  meetings,  meetings  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Association  of  School  Committees,  Building  Committee 
meetings,  Sites  Committee  meetings,  meetings  with  Selectmen, 
and  a  National  Association  of  School  Committee  convention. 
Attendance  at  various  school  activities  including  athletic  events, 
graduation,  musical  concerts,  dramatic  productions,  etc. 

The  Committee  is  presently  conducting  two  business  meetings  a 
month,  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays,  at  7:30  p.m. 

We  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Superintendent  Dr.  George 
Mac  Arthur  who  accepted  the  superintendency  in  the  Wakefield  School 
Department  in  March  of  1970.  We  appointed  Mr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr. 
as  our  new  superintendent.

During  this  year  two  members  chose  not  to  run  for  reelection.  They 
were  Mrs.  Jeannette  Bauza  and  Mr.  John  Atwood.  Mrs.  Bauza  had 
served  12  years  and  Mr.  John  Atwood  9  years.  The  School  Committee 
would  like  to  publicly  express  their  thanks  and  admiration  for  these  two 
fine  School  Committee  members. 

Mr.  Carl  Siegel  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Grew  were  elected  by  the  Town  in 
March  of  1970  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

To  reinforce  the  opening  statement  of  the  objectives  of  this  School 
Committee,  since  its  reorganization  in  March,  1970,  numerous  meetings 
have  been  held  where  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  members, 
Executive  Secretary  to  the  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant  and  Treasurer 
have  joined  the  Committee  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual  interest.  From 
these  meetings  a  much  better  understanding  of  the  responsibilities  and 
obligations  of  both  sides  have  ben  gained,  and  a  much  smoother 
cooperation  between  the  departments  has  resulted.  Admiration  and 
praise  is  extended  to  these  officials  for  their  dedication  to  the  people 
of  Norton. 

The  School  Committee  has  requested  that  negotiations  with  the 
Teachers  Association  would  be  open,  and  that  representatives  of  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  be  present.  To  date,  four  negotiating 
meetings  with  the  teachers  have  taken  place  and  representatives  of 
these  various  boards  have  been  present. 

This  year  we  have  made  many  innovations  in  the  system  with  the 
able  guidance  of  our  new  Superintendent,  Mr.  Maurice  Splaine.  Following 
is  a  brief  list  of  some  of  these  achievements: 

1.  Reorganization  of  the  elementary  grades  with  the  creation 
of  a  Director  of  Elementary  Education  responsible  for  the 
elementary  schools. 

2.  We  granted  the  first  Sabbatical  leave  in  Norton  to  Mr.  Arnold 
Kenniston  to  become  a  Multi-Media  Specialist. 

3.  The  English  Dept.  initiated  20  MIDI  courses  offered  to  seniors. 

4.  The  Mathematics  Dept.  has  purchased  a  computer  terminal 
which,  in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  Rhode  Island 
computer,  has  offered  our  students  a  tremendous  opportunity 
to  become  familiar  with  computer  mathematics. 

5.  Project  SPOKE  has  demonstrated  its  value  to  our  school 
system,  and  the  Committee  again  voted  financial  support  to 
this  outstanding  project. 
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6.  The  initiation  within  our  system  of  four  Northeastern  interns. 
These  students  are  working  their  way  through  college,  gaining 
valuable  insight  into  the  operation  of  the  schools,  and  are 
serving  the  Norton  System  in  a  wide  range  of  capacities. 

We  were  able,  with  the  help  of  the  community,  to  expand  the  Recrea- 
tion Program  to  a  Spring  and  Fall  program.  From  all  reports,  this  has 
been  a  very  successful  venture.  The  daily  attendance  averages  150 
youngsters,  and  on  occasion  was  as  high  as  300.  It  is  our  sincere  belief 
that  this  program  has  more  than  paid  for  itself  and  should  be  a  vital  part 
of  our  overall  educational  process. 

The  community's  great  concern  this  year  has  to  be  the  need  of  space. 
With  a  new  high  school  and  portable  classrooms  defeated,  and  the  influx 
of  200  more  children  to  find  classroom  space  for,  it  becomes  imperative 
that  this  community  make  specific  decisions  as  to  direction  to  be  taken 
by  the  school  department.  With  the  conversion  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
gymnasium  into  two  temporary  classrooms,  and  the  rental  of  St.  Mary's 
we  have  reached  an  impasse.  We  now  have  been  given  an  ultimatum 
from  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
to  the  effect  that  we  must  take  positive  steps  to  solve  the  space  problem 
or  we  face  the  loss  of  college  accreditation  for  our  students  within  two 
years.  This  is  a  serious  situation,  and  one  that  calls  for  action,  not  only 
from  the  Committee,  but  most  of  all,  from  the  citizens  of  this  community. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  extend  to  the  people  of  Norton  our  thanks 
for  their  faith  in  our  ability  to  serve  them,  and  to  the  superintendent, 
administrators,  teachers,  and  all  staff  members,  for  their  cooperation 
over  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  following  is  my  first  annual  report  as  your  superintendent.  This 
is  the  seventy-seventh  annual  school  report  and  includes  information 
and  contributions  from  our  principals,  supervisors,  department  chairmen, 
and  other  personnel. 

The  number  one  observation  I  must  make  upon  being  superintendent 
since  March  is  the  tremendous  need  for  adequate  sound  educational  space 
within  the  Norton  School  System.  In  order  to  emphasize  our  dire  shortage 
of  space,  I  would  like  to  first,  in  chronological  order,  bring  you  up  to  date 
as  to  the  building  progress,  or  lack  of  it,  in  the  school  system. 

a)  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1967  the  Town  voted  to 
appoint  a  School  Construction  Survey  Committee  with  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  needs  within  the  school  system.  This  Committee  within  a 
year's  time  studied  many  alternatives,  such  as  an  addition  to  the  existing 
high  school,  a  new  elementary  school,  regionalization,  and  reached  the 
final  conclusion  that  what  was  needed  was  a  four-year  free-standing 
high  school. 

b)  At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1968  the  Town  appointed 
a  School  Building  Committee.  This  Committee  of  20  members  worked 
first  on  selecting  an  architect,  (Korslund,  LeNormand  and  Quann  of 
Norwood),  and  then  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  June  of  1969  a 
3.6  million  dollar  high  school. 

c)  Simultaneously,  during  the  same  time,  the  Town  voted  funds  for 
the  conversion  of  corridor  space  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School.  Out 
of  corridors,  work  room,  stock  room,  and  office  spaces,  two  classrooms 
were  built  which  were  put  into  operation  in  September  1969. 

d)  At  a  Special  Twn  Meeting  in  June  of  1969  the  3.6  million  dollar 
high  school  was  defeated. 

e)  The  School  Committee  placed  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  in  1970  an  article  authorizing  the  School  Committee  to  purchase 
eight  portable  classrooms  for  the  temporary  solution  to  our  problem. 
This  was  overwhelmingly  defeated  at  this  Town  Meeting. 

f)  Four  classrooms  were  rented  at  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center  at  an 
annual  cost  of  $18,000.  for  the  use  of  the  elementary  school  system. 
The  school  has  rented  four  classrooms  for  the  school  years  1969-70,  1970-71. 
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g)  In  September  of  1970  the  gymnasium  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School 
was  converted  into  two  temporary  classrooms  with  the  obvious  loss  of 
the  gymnasium  at  this  school. 

h)  The  junior  high  school  is  completely  located  out  of  the  high  school 
building,  and  is  currently  occupying  the  entire  second  floor  and  two 
classrooms  of  the  third  floor  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  building. 
The  high  school  is  overflowing  and  occupies  the  basement  floor  of  the 
Norton  Elementary  School. 

i)  The  elementary  school  system  has  nine  classes  in  the  Norton 
Elementary  School  currently,  six  sixth  grades,  and  three  fifth  grades. 

j)  The  space  that  the  high  school  occupies  in  the  basement  of  the 
elementary  school  is  a  converted  kitchen  and  cafeteria  of  the  original 
elementary  school,  and  in  this  area  is  located  Band  and  Chorus  and  the 
center  of  this  complex  is  a  gymnasium  with  showers  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  corridor.  This  center  facility  accommodates  both  boys  and  girls; 
and  on  either  end  of  this  floor  are  academic  classes  in  a  non-academic 
area. 

k)  A  reminder  that  kindergarten  is  to  be  mandatory  by  the  State 
in  1973;  this  will  create  a  need  for  possibly  five  classrooms  in  1973. 

1)  In  October  of  1970  the  high  school  received  limited  accreditation 
from  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
at  which  time  they  stated  that  unless  the  community  makes  a  sound 
commitment  in  terms  of  building  needs,  the  accreditation  could  be  lost. 
This  would  be  a  most  serious  handicap  to  our  student  body. 

I  think  it  is  obvious  from  the  above  that  there  are  no  alternatives 
left,  no  space  available,  and  all  possible  avenues  have  been  attempted. 
The  only  two  solutions  are  increased  class  size,  which  are  educationally 
unsound  and  unfair  to  the  students  and  to  the  staff,  or  the  second 
solution  of  double  sessions. 

There  is  a  need  within  the  high  school  complex  of  adequate  physical 
education,  music,  band  space,  industrial  arts,  a  larger  and  better  venti- 
lated library,  more  art  room,  shop  space,  science  space,  more  typing 
area,  etc. 

Hopefully  the  Building  Committee  will  present  a  plan  for  an  eco- 
nomically and  educationally  sound  school  in  early  1971,  which  would 
create  a  new  free-standing  high  school  on  the  already  purchased  land 
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adjacent  to  the  existing  high  school.  If  this  is  to  take  place  the  new 
school  would  be  a  9  through  12  complex,  the  old  high  school  would  be 
converted  into  a  Middle  School,  and  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  would 
become  a  primary  school.  If  we  do  this,  naturally,  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
gymnasium  would  resume  its  original  function,  there  would  be  no  need 
for  space  at  St.  Mary's  and  we  could  handle  our  kindergarten  commit- 
ment. If  this  takes  place  in  early  1971,  we  could  possibly  occupy  the 
new  building  during  the  school  year  of  1973-74. 

Listed  below  are  the  academic  and  curricular  accomplishments  of 
the  Norton  professional  staff.  Under  normal  conditions  these  accomplish- 
ments would  be  very  noticeable  and  worthy  of  praise.  To  be  done  in  a 
physical  complex  which  hampers  all  types  of  innovation,  flexibility,  and 
new  ideas,  I  think  you  would  agree  it  is  an  outstanding  accomplishment, 
one  of  which  tremendous  praise  is  due  to  our  highly  dedicated  staff 
I  am  very  proud  of  the  staff  and  of  their  accomplishments. 

In  a  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Yelle,  High  School  Principal,  he  points 
out  the  basic  problem  of  inadequate  facilities  which  I  have  just  men- 
tioned, a  strong  concern  of  the  two  year  limit  on  accreditation,  and  the 
fact  that  this  will  have  a  very  harmful  effect  on  students  entering  college, 
getting  jobs,  and  entering  the  military  service. 

Better  libraries  make  better  schools.  In  an  effort  to  improve  our 
library,  and  at  the  same  time  our  school,  we  have  been  trying  to  provide 
the  best  possible  materials  and  resources  for  our  students.  Approxi- 
mately five  hundred  new  titles  have  been  added  to  our  collection, 
including  some  made  available  by  Title  II  federal  funding.  In  the  area  of 
improved  services  to  students  and  teachers  we  have  added  to  our  staff, 
a  library  aide  who  has  proven  both  efficient  and  helpful.  The  librarian  is 
now  able  to  devote  more  time  to  individual  students  as  the  aide  assumes 
pressing  clerical  tasks.  New  shelving  has  been  added  to  help  accommo* 
date  our  growing  collection  and  new  magazines  have  been  added  to  our 
periodical  section.  Student  library  assistants  and  the  new  student  interns 
are  also  helping  to  keep  our  library  running  in  an  organized,  orderly 
fashion.  Formal  orientation  classes  were  scheduled  for  incoming  7th 
grades  and  a  new  student  handbook  was  prepared  for  their  use.  A  new 
pass  system  was  introduced  making  it  easier  for  students  to  get  to  the 
library  during  school  hours.  Plans  for  the  future  include  additions  of 
non-print  materials  and  audio-visual  equipment.  Filmstrips,  slides, 
microfilm,  tapes  and  recorders  are  needed  to  give  students  a  variety  of 
learning  materials.  There  is  no  doubt  that  through  a  better  library 
we  will  be  having  a  better  school. 
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This  year  the  English  Department  has  made  some  important  curri- 
culum changes.  First,  the  senior  class  has  had  a  choice  of  subjects  to 
take.  Twenty-one  MIDI  COURSES  have  been  instituted;  these  range 
from  Language  and  Communication,  Film  Making,  Imaginative  Litera- 
ture, Witchcraft,  American  Humor,  Psychology  in  Literature,  and  War 
and  Conflict,  to  Independent  Study,  The  Theatre,  and  Ideas  That  Shape 
Our  Times.  Four  courses  are  offered  each  term.  At  the  end  of  each 
term,  students  select  the  course  which  appeals  to  them,  and  these 
courses  run  for  a  ten  week  period.  Incorporated  into  the  Language 
course  is  instruction  in  library  principles  (taught  by  Mrs.  Maher,  High 
School  Librarian.) 

It  is  anticipated  that  MIDI  COURSES  will  be  offered  to  juniors  within 
the  next  school  year.  These  courses  not  only  make  use  of  current  texts 
on  the  subject  matter,  but  also  make  use  of  audio-visual  materials. 
Project  SPOKE  has  been  a  most  beneficial  factor  in  these  undertakings. 

In  grades  seven  and  eight,  the  curriculum  centers  upon  thematic 
approaches  to  the  study  of  literature.  Particularly  of  interest  to  students 
is  the  Unit  on  The  American  Indian.  Filmstrips,  records,  slides  and  a 
slide-tape  series  are  used  in  order  to  emphasize  the  Indian  heritage. 
Grammar  and  workbooks  are  also  level  oriented  and  this  makes  the 
teaching  of  grammar  more  relevant  to  the  students. 

Another  approach  to  the  learning  stimulus  are  various  field  trips. 
Classes  have  attended  dramatic  performances  at  The  Shakespearean 
Playhouse  in  Stratford;  some  have  gone  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
jtn  Boston,  and  others  have  made  trips  to  Boston  to  see  films  on  the 
books  which  have  been  discussed  in  class. 

The  High  School  Business  Department  is  presently  revising  the 
courses  of  study  and  curriculum  in  the  department.  The  following 
changes  are  being  considered  for  the  year  1971-72: 

1.  Typewriting  lab  .  .  .  this  will  enable  the  department  to  offer 
typing  to  a  greater  number  of  students  in  the  high  school.  At  the  present 
time,  we  are  working  with  a  stenographic  lab,  and  this  lab  has  been 
a  great  asset  to  our  department.  We  feel  that  the  installation  of  a  typing 
lab  will  be  very  beneficial.  These  labs  help  the  department  to  instruct 
all  students  at  different  levels  of  ability. 

2.  Record  keeping  in  place  of  Bookkeeping  I  for  the  slow  learner. 

3.  Distributive  Education. 

4.  Junior  High  typing  or  a  6th  grade  typing  class. 
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5.  A  course  in  Business  Machines  including  the  instruction  on  an 
electronic  calculator.  Presently  we  are  preparing  for  course  in  keypunch 
which  will  he  integrated  in  our  Office  Practice  class.  To  supplement 
classroom  work,  the  Office  Practice  class  will  have  a  series  of  speakers 
from  the  Andover  Institute  in  Brockton,  the  Foxboro  Company,  and 
representatives  from  different  business  colleges.  Data  Processing  tech- 
nology is  also  a  part  of  this  course. 

The  Consumer  Economics  and  Law  Classes  have  planned  trips  to 
different  institutions  and  plan  to  attend  a  courtroom  session. 

The  advanced  typing  classes  have  up-to-date  materials  pertaining  to 
office  work  and  the  new  system  on  addressing  envelopes  for  the 
computer  will  be  part  of  the  course. 

Audio-visual  aids  and  equipment  is  being  used  very  extensively 
within  the  Department  Magazines,  and  pamphlets  are  used  in  Economics, 
Law,  and  Stenography  classes. 

This  year  a  new  course  was  introduced  to  the  students  at  the  high 
school.  A  Computer  Mathematics  course  for  senior  Mathematics  students 
with  actual  time  on  an  IBM  #2741  is  taught  to  fifteen  students  for  the 
first  two  marking  periods.  A  second  course  consisting  of  fifteen  different 
seniors  will  be  taught  during  the  last  two  marking  periods.  During  this 
course  the  students  will  learn  all  phases  of  Computer  Mathematics  using 
the  Computer  language  BASIC,  and  all  students  will  be  able  to  "run" 
their  programs  on  the  #2741  terminal  which  is  on  a  direct  telephone  line 
to  the  Time-Sharing  IBM  360/50  Computer  at  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  students  are  allowed  to  use  the  computer  lab  in  Room  220 
of  the  high  school  during  study  hall  periods,  before  and  after  school  hours 
and  during  lunch  periods. 

The  newly  formed  Mathematics  Club,  with  Miss  Barbara  Fell  as  the 
advisor,  has  become  a  member  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Mathe- 
matics League  consisting  of  fifteen  schools  from  Fall  River  to  Franklin, 
Mass.  Our  team  will  compete  six  times  during  the  school  year,  each 
meet  being  at  a  different  school.  The  competition  will  consist  of  Mathe- 
matics problems  in  all  areas  of  Senior  high  school  mathematics.  At 
present  there  are  twelve  members  of  the  Mathematics  League  at  Norton 
High  School. 

We  are  planning  for  next  year  the  Computer  Mathematics  Course 
and  the  Data  Processing  Course  taught  in  the  Business  Department  will 
supplement  each  other  so  that  all  the  students  involved  will  profit  from 
both  courses. 
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To  supplement  classroom  work  in  the  Social  Studies  Dept.,  the 
students  participated  in  the  folio  wing  projects: 

Student  Exchange  Program  with  Brockton  High  School 

Candidates'  Assembly  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  election 

Active  involvement  as  workers  in  the  State  election 

Voice  of  Democracy  Contest 

Gettysburg  Address  Contest 

Memorial  Day  Assembly 

Map-making  contest  and  exhibit 

Project  on  Egyptian  culture 

Tour  of  Norton  in  conjunction  with  a  unit  on  local  history 

Guest  speakers  on  the  topics  of:  Lay  Day;  Congressional,  State, 
and  Town  elections;  Town  Government  and  history;  Vietnam; 
Penal  system;  Social  Security. 

Field  Trips  to:  United  Nations;  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Bronson 
Museum;  Attieboro  District  Court;  State  House;  Freedom 
Trail  and  Plymouth. 

At  the  present  time  members  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  are 
involved  with  an  intensive  study  of  the  present  curriculum.  This  study 
will  include  an  assessment  of  what  we  are  doing  in  Norton,  an  analysis  of 
State  Department  of  Education  guidelines,  and  a  study  of  curricula  in 
other  school  systems.  Our  goal  will  be  to  review  the  Social  Studies 
program  in  Norton  with  the  end  result  being  a  fashioning  of  a  curriculum, 
relevant  to  today's  society,  within  the  limitations  imposed  by  a  large 
student  body  in  an  inadequate  physical  plant. 

Approximately  85%  of  the  850  students  in  the  high  school  are  taking 
Social  Studies  courses. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  new  course  offerings  in  the 
curriculum:  a  beginning  French  class  for  9th  and  10th  graders,  a  third 
year  Latin  and  a  fourth  year  of  Spanish.  The  last  two  courses  are  sharing 
classroom  space  and  time  with  lower  level  classes.  The  teacher  divides 
his  time  between  the  groups. 

A  new  French  textbook  has  been  used  in  two  beginning  classes  since 
September.  The  book  very  colorfully  introduces  the  students  to  French 
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language  and  culture  by  means  of  letters  and  picture  stories  on  a  variety 
of  French  young  people:  a  fashion  model,  a  farmer,  a  prince  and  some 
fishermen. 

During  the  past  year  the  Science  Department  has  been  involved  in 
investigations  to  enhance  the  interdepartmental  activities  as  well  as  to 
better  serve  the  community  and  students. 

Members  of  the  Science  Department  have  been  involved  in  curri- 
culum education  in  grade  seven  through  twelve,  as  well  as  coordinating 
the  science  curricula  on  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels.  oMst 
textbooks  used  in  the  department  have  an  investigative  approach  com- 
bined with  the  traditional  approaches  to  the  study  of  science. 

In  the  future,  the  department  plans  to  construct  the  curricula  around 
an  instructional  media  area  where  instructional  aids  may  be  used  to 
accent  the  lectures  and  science  demonstrations  of  the  teaching  staff.  The 
area  will  be  used  to  assist  students  with  learning  disabilities  by  offering 
to  these  students  audio  and  visual  experiences. 

The  school  greenhouse,  chemistry,  physics  and  earth  science  labora- 
tories are  being  fully  utilized. 

Courses  such  as  Clinical  Laboratory,  group  projects  had  to  be  cur- 
tailed as  we  do  not  have  the  facilities  but  the  equipment  purchased  for 
these  courses  are  being  used  in  our  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  and  other 
science  classes.  The  I.M.E.  (Interaction  of  Matter  and  Energy)  course, 
an  investigation  approach  at  the  eighth  grade,  will  probably  be  extended 
for  more  than  two  classes  in  the  future.  The  course  has  captured  the 
interest  and  imagination  of  the  students.  The  approach  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  has  been  changed  to  give  the  students  an  opportunity 
to  investigate  individually  into  the  interesting  areas  of  science. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  two  teachers  and  a  total 
student  enrollment  of  250  students. 

Several  things  have  been  accomplished  but  others  have  been  curtailed 
because  of  overcrowded  conditions.  Double  periods  are  desirable  and 
were  requested  by  many  students  but  were  unable  to  schedule  them 
because  of  the  heavy  teaching  schedules.  Field  trips  are  an  integral  part 
of  our  course  but  these,  too,  are  restricted  because  of  large  classes  and 
heavy  teaching  schedules. 
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The  foods  room  was  originally  built  for  twelve  students  in  a  class 
but  enrollment  is  now  as  high  as  nineteen  in  some  classes.  In  spite  of 
this,  the  department  has  had  three  successful  bake  sales  for  the  scholar- 
ship committee,  and  served  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  to  the 
faculty  and  School  Committee. 

Two  new  courses  were  introduced  this  year.  These  are  specialization 
courses  in  foods  and  nutrition,  and  clothing. 

There  are  278  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Industrial  Arts  program  from 
grades  7  through  12. 

Seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  numbering  190  account  for  66%  of  the 
use  of  the  school  shop  facility.  One  woodworking  and  one  metal  working 
class  is  offered  to  high  school  boys  grades  10  through  12. 

Sixty-eight  pupils  from  the  ninth  through  twelfth  grades  are  enrolled 
in  Technical  Drawing  classes. 

This  year  eighth  grade  industrial  arts  pupils  are  working  in  classes 
that  have  as  their  general  objective  —  "Interpretation  of  American 
Industry." 

One  new  course  —  "The  World  of  Construction"  is  offered  to  those 
male  students  who  are  in  the  work  study  program. 

Individual  scheduling  arrangements  are  made  for  those  pupils  in 
Special  Education  classes  to  use  the  shop  facilities. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  rearrange  the  present  shop  facilities.  The 
plan  would  provide  for  two  separate  areas  of  instruction,  woodwork  and 
metal  work.  This  will  allow  two  classes  to  be  scheduled  simultaneously. 
An  additional  industrial  arts  teacher  is  needed. 

The  primary  thrust  for  the  program  of  studies  in  the  Art  courses  last 
year  as  well  as  this  year  has  been,  and  is,  toward  the  development  of 
the  creativity  potential  of  each  individual  student.  The  scope  of  the 
content  has  focused  on  theory  and  practice  rather  than  method. 

Art  History  as  a  supplement  to  the  regular  content  was  introduced. 
The  slide  collection  was  updated  and  increased. 

The  Art  Club  went  to  New  York  City  to  visit  several  Art  museums. 
This  year  the  Art  Club  plans  to  have  a  festival  day  and  at  least  one  trip 
to  a  museum. 
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The  class  of  1970,  with  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eight  graduates, 
marked  the  first  time  Norton  High  School  has  graduated  over  one  hundred 
students.  Sixty-six  of  these  students  elected  and  were  accepted  for  further 
education  beyond  high  school  which  represents  62%  of  the  class.  Of  this 
total  thirty  or  29%  of  the  graduates  are  attending  four  year  colleges  and 
thirty-six  or  33%  are  attending  institutions  which  will  require  from  one  to 
three  years  of  study  for  these  students  to  obtain  their  desired  vocational 
goals.  The  remaining  forty-two  students  or  38%  of  the  class  have  entered 
the  labor  force,  or  armed  services. 

Students  have  been  continually  encouraged  to  meet  with  the  many  and 
varied  representatives  from  colleges,  junior  colleges,  community  colleges, 
business  schools,  nursing  schools,  technical  institutes,  and  the  Armed 
services  as  well  as  industrial  and  business  personnel  who  visit  the 
guidance  office  to  inform  both  the  counselors  and  the  students  of  the 
educational  opportunities  in  all  these  areas.  The  counselors  also  have 
attended  conferences,  made  visitations  to  schools,  colleges  and  industries 
seeking  to  increase  and  supplement  their  knowledge  of  these  fields  in  order 
to  counsel  students  more  effectivly. 

Many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  vocational  litera- 
ture available  in  the  guidance  office.  The  counselors  have  assisted  some 
social  studies  classes  in  the  preparation  of  career  booklets  which  were 
assigned  as  part  of  a  unit  on  vocations.  The  Mobile  Health  Unit  from  the 
Women's  Medical  Auxiliary  was  stationed  at  Norton  High  School  for  two 
days  so  that  all  students  had  an  opportunity  to  see  films,  obtain  literature 
and  become  better  informed  regarding  the  many  career  possibilities  in 
this  area.  Forty  students  attended  a  Health  Careers  Day  at  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Attleboro.  Two  students  also  completed  the  mental 
health  careers  course  which  was  sponsored  by  Foxboro  State  Hospital 
from  October  through  May.  At  the  present  time  three  students  are 
enrolled  in  this  course. 

The  Work-Study  Program  has  been  a  very  effective  aspect  of  the  total 
curriculum  by  making  provisions  for  potential  drop-outs  to  attend  school 
during  the  morning  and  be  gainfully  employed  in  the  afternoon.  Upon 
graduation,  many  of  these  pupils  have  continued  their  employment  with 
these  companies  on  a  full-time  basis.  Currently  there  are  thirty -four 
pupils  enrolled  in  this  program. 

The  placement  of  the  sixth  grade  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
has  made  counseling  more  readily  accessible  to  these  pupils  as  they  are 
now  able  to  visit  the  guidance  office  whenever  they  feel  so  inclined. 
Group  counseling  sessions  are  being  held  with  the  sixth  graders  to  best 
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utilize  the  counselors'  time,  but  pupils  will  be  seen  on  an  individual  basis 
as  the  need  arises.  It  is  hoped  that  pupil  personnel  services  may  even- 
tually become  a  part  of  the  entire  elementary  school  system  through  the 
addition  of  an  adjustment  or  elementary  guidance  counselor. 

The  Norton-Wheaton  Committee  was  formulated  so  that  both  educa- 
tion communities  could  benefit  from  each  others  experience  and  facili- 
ties. The  following  sub-committees  were  formed  in  November  of  1969 
with  at  least  one  member  from  the  Norton  schools  and  one  member  from 
the  Wheaton  administration  or  faculty  on  each  sub-committee:  the  use 
of  Wheaton  students  as  tutors;  the  use  of  Wheaton  students  as  guest 
lecturers;  the  use  of  Wheaton-Norton  faculty  members  as  guest  lecturers; 
involvement  of  Norton  students  as  active  participants  in  Wheaton  activi- 
ties such  as  dramatic  productions,  choral  groups,  etc.;  attendance  of 
Norton  students  at  various  cultural  activities  of  the  college;  enrollment 
of  a  limited  number  of  gifted  Norton  students  in  Wheaton  courses 
(advanced  placement  opportunities);  limited  use  of  Wheaton  facilities 
for  certain  student  functions  such  as  intramural  sports,  library  research, 
computer  labs,  swimming  pool,  etc.;  testing  of  Norton  students  to  deter- 
mine special  educational  placement,  emotionally  disturbed  status,  etc.; 
counseling  of  college  bound  students ;  work  opportunities  for  Norton  youth 
at  Wheaton;  special  problems  of  youth,  drug  abuse,  problems  of  ado- 
lescence, etc.;  and  big  sister  program. 

By  February  1970,  after  the  Wheaton  mid  semester  vacation,  the 
above  committees  were  in  operation  in  varying  degrees  with  mutual 
benefits  to  both  Wheaton  College,  the  Norton  School  System,  and  the 
children  of  Norton. 

All  our  seventh  graders,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bristol  County 
Health  Association,  have  been  given  twelve  hours  of  Health  Education 
with  emphasis  on  the  harmful  effects  of  smoking. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  to  institute  two  interns  from  Northeast- 
ern University.  Mr.  Edward  Emond  and  Mr.  Thomas  O'Donnell  have 
been  of  great  help  throughout  all  areas  of  the  high  school.  This  is  a  very 
successful  program  and  one  we  wish  to  continue. 

The  Norton  Elementary  schools  this  year  have  been  reorganized  with 
the  following  changes:  Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert,  who  was  principal  of 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  assumed  the  position  of  Director  of  Elementary 
Education.  His  office  is  located  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School. 
Located  also  in  this  school  are  three  fifth  grades  and  six  sixth  grades. 
Mr.  Holbert  is  responsible  for  the  elementary  system  and  its  curriculum. 
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Assisting  Mr.  Holbert  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  is  Mr.  Stanley 
Koss,  head  teacher.  At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  which  houses  grades 
1  through  5,  Mr.  Richard  Silva  is  the  Assistant  Principal,  and  assisting 
him  is  a  full  time  head  teacher,  Mrs.  Natalie  Gorczyca. 

Pupils  who  have  the  desire  may  still  participate  in  the  intramural 
program  provided  them.  Fifth  grade  boys  and  girls  are  bussed  to  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School  for  their  program  while  sixth  grade  pupils  remain 
here.  Because  of  a  lack  of  facilities,  however,  this  program  will  have 
to  be  curtailed  during  the  winter  months. 

A  major  disadvantage  to  the  pupils  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
is  the  lack  of  a  library  which  they  became  accustomed  to  at  the  L.  G. 
Nourse  School.  At  the  present  time  Mrs.  Eleanor  Thomas  boxes  books 
from  the  L.  G.  Nourse  library  and  brings  them  for  distribution  here  each 
Friday  morning.  Her  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated.  Children  have  also 
been  brought  by  class  to  the  Norton  Public  Library. 

SPOKE  facilities  are  being  effectively  utilized  by  the  staff  here  at  our 
school.  Films  and  film  loops  are  the  two  most  popular  items.  Teacher 
education  program  held  during  after-school  hours  have  been  well  attended. 
Without  question,  the  SPOKE  facilities  have  increased  the  calibre  of 
education  given  to  the  children  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  and  has 
become  an  integral  part  of  our  educational  program. 

Relations  betwen  Wheaton  College  and  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
have  been  cordial  and  fruitful.  In  October,  pupils  attended  a  Musicale 
put  on  by  "The  Wheaton  Trio."  It's  aim  was  to  help  develop  an  appre- 
ciation of  music.  Wheaton  College  students  will  be  available  again  this 
year  to  work  in  a  tutorial  program  under  teacher  direction.  Again,  this 
provides  more  individual  attention  to  the  pupils. 

As  a  result  of  the  steadly  increasing  enrollment  in  the  Norton  Public 
Schools,  it  has  again  been  necessary  for  the  town  to  rent  additional  class- 
room space  outside  the  now  existing  schools.  Thus,  for  the  second  year 
St.  Mary's  Center  has  been  used  for  four  third  grades.  The  newness  of 
the  building,  the  convenience  of  its  structure  and  the  minimum  of  distrac- 
tions have  contributed  to  make  St.  Mary's  a  pleasant  place  in  which  to 
learn  and  teach.  The  further  advantage  of  a  large  playground  and  a 
gymnasium-auditorium  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  a  well-rounded 
primary  education  curriculum.  With  the  opening  of  a  folding  partition 
between  two  of  the  classrooms,  various  team  teaching  and  large  group 
instruction  techniques  have  been  tried  with  favorable  results.  In  conclu- 
sion, St.  Mary's  Center  has  again  worked  out  very  well  this  year. 
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Our  staff  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  has  continued  to  utilize  Project 
SPOKE  Materials  Center.  During  the  months  of  February,  March  and 
April  all  teachers  new  to  Norton  attended  the  Media  Workshop  to  train 
teachers  in  the  effective  use  and  application  of  instructional  technology 
as  it  related  to  curriculum. 

Teachers  who  had  previously  attended  the  Media  Workshop  attended 
the  workshop  on  behavioral  objectives.  These  workshops  involved  the 
entire  L.  G.  Nourse  staff. 

During  the  Fall  a  Social  Studies  Workshop  using  primary  source 
materials  was  offered  with  two  fifth  grade  teachers  attending  from  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

The  resources  of  the  library  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  have  been 
increasingly  taxed  over  the  past  year,  with  an  increased  circulation  of 
seven  to  eight  hundred  books  each  week.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
now  exceeds  three  thousand  as  the  result  of  a  "Book  Donation  Week"  last 
November  and  a  paperback  book  fair  in  April.  The  students  were  asked 
to  donate  from  their  own  bookshelves  during  donation  week  and  the 
response  added  three  hundred  books  to  our  shelves. 

Our  book  sale  was  a  great  success,  not  only  financially,  but  by  the 
interest  it  created  in  seeing  and  purchasing  new  books.  The  proceeds 
added  fifty  new  books.  Library  aides  from  the  sixth  grade  assisted  the 
librarian  with  both  of  these  projects. 

An  intramural  program  was  again  conducted  for  grades  five  and  six 
at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  Approximately 
seventy-five  boys  participated. 

During  the  Fall  boys  participated  in  flag  football  and  cross  country. 
Ping-pong,  tumbling  and  basketball  were  enjoyed  during  the  winter 
months.  Softball  was  featured  during  the  Spring. 

The  intramural  program  for  girls  now  includes  grade  six  and  grade 
five.  On  Tuesdays  the  sixth  grade  girls  meet  at  Norton  Elementary 
School;  on  Fridays  the  fifth  grade  girls  meet  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 
Approximately  sixty  girls  participated. 

During  the  fall,  the  girls  participated  in  exercises,  softball,  and  relay 
races.  Some  tumbling  and  gymnastics  will  be  made  available  to  the  fifth 
grade  girls  in  the  winter  months.  Softball  will  be  continued  in  the  Spring. 
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Programmed  Reading  has  now  reached  the  third  level  which  means 
as  a  basal  program  it  now  encompasses  all  primary  (1-3)  grades. 

This  year  we  are  attempting  to  improve  teaching  in  the  first  grade  by 
grouping  children  on  the  basis  of  their  physical,  social,  emotional,  and 
educational  development.  As  a  result,  we  are  piloting  a  Reading  Readi- 
ness group.  The  purpose  of  this  class  is  to  provide  the  kind  of  experiences 
and  acitvities  needed  by  children  who,  according  to  standardized  tests 
results,  are  poor  risks  for  beginning  reading.  By  grouping  them  they  are 
able  to  get  the  individual  attention  that  they  need  in  addition  to  the  many 
pre-school  and  kindergarten  skills  which  are  necessary  to  successful 
beginning  reading. 

The  High  Hopes  program  continues  in  first  grade  serving  children  who 
need  individualized  help.  These  children  meet  daily  individually  or  in 
small  groups  with  the  Reading  Specialist.  Some  second  grade  children 
are  also  receiving  services  from  the  Reading  Specialist.  These  second 
grade  children  have  been  identified  as  probable  learning  disability  cases. 
Not  only  are  these  children  being  helped,  but  at  the  same  time  we  are 
building  a  foundation  for  a  future  Learning  Disabilities  Program.  We 
have  purchased  an  Illinois  Test  of  Linguistic  Abilities  which  is  one  of  the 
tests  that  is  prominently  used  in  screening  L.D.  cases.  This  test  not  only 
helps  identify  these  children,  but  helps  determine  the  kind  of  remediation 
program  best  suited  to  each  child.  Both  the  Frostig  Tests  of  Visual  Per- 
ception and  the  Slingerland  Tests  of  Language  Disability  are  also  admin- 
istered as  screening  devices.  We  are  giving  needed  emphasis  upon  the 
development  of  the  visual,  auditory  and  motor  perceptual  skills. 

This  year  we  have  all  eight  first  grades  housed  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School.  The  convenience  and  advantage  of  having  all  first  grades  in  one 
wing  in  one  school  is  obvious.  As  part  of  the  High  Hopes  Program  we  still 
have  the  services  of  two  teacher  aides  whose  contribution  to  our  total 
program  is  immeasurable.  These  aides  not  only  are  able  to  help  children, 
but  they  are  able  to  relieve  the  teachers  of  many  clerical  tasks  which  are 
essentially  unrelated  to  teaching. 

Grades  four  and  five  continue  to  be  grouped  homogeneously  for 

language  arts  (Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  and  Listening).  The  new 
Harper-Row  basal  is  being  used  almost  exclusively.  Supplementary 
materials  have  been  purchased  to  strengthen  and  enrich  the  program. 
These  include  SRA  Kits,  Reader's  Digests,  Phonics  Workbooks,  and 
Reading  Skills  workbooks.  More  is  needed  in  the  area  of  supplementary 
materials. 
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Grade  six  is  grouped  homogeneously  for  reading  only.  This  break-up 
of  the  Language  Arts  block  is  unfortunate  since  it  prevents  the  integrating 
of  the  communicative  skills. 

The  transitional  rooms  continue  in  grades  four  and  five.  These  two 
classes  which  are  fairly  small  in  class  number  exist  for  those  students 
whom  it  is  felt  have  a  learning  problem  which  can  be  more  successfully 
met  in  a  small  class  situation. 

Each  year  we  have  strengthened  our  Secondary  Program.  We  now 
have  five  divisions  of  grade  seven  and  three  of  grade  eight  as  well  as  a 
developmental  program  from  9  to  12.  This  developmental  program  is 
largely  on  a  voluntary  basis.  This  year  we  have  begun  a  tutorial  program 
staffed  by  high  school  seniors.  This  program  is  designed  to  give  individual 
help  to  seventh  grade  students  in  reading.  Their  Social  Studies  text  is 
used  as  a  basal,  but  many  other  materials  are  incoporated.  The  Junior- 
High  School  Reading  teacher  and  the  Social  Studies  teachers  work  to- 
gether to  determine  the  needs  of  each  student.  Once  a  week  the  high 
school  tutors  meet  with  the  Reading  teacher  to  discuss  the  progress  and 
problems  of  the  seventh  grade  students.  During  this  period  the  Reading 
teacher  also  advises,  suggests,  and  guides  the  tutors  for  future  tutorial 
sessions. 

The  Introduction  to  Education  class  is  now  in  its  third  year.  This 
year  fifteen  seniors  interested  in  education  are  situated  in  classrooms 
throughout  the  elementary  system.  As  part  of  their  experience  they  work 
with  children  on  an  individual  and  small  group  basis  as  well  as  make 
bulletin  boards,  correct  workbooks  and/or  papers  and  otherwise  share  in 
the  mechanism  of  the  elementary  classroom.  The  classroom  teacher  super- 
vises and  guides  these  "student  teachers."  During  the  first  month  of 
school  the  students  were  oriented  by  the  Reading  Supervisor  on  a  daily 
basis.  They  were  introduced  to  all  the  existing  reading  programs.  Other 
work  included  lesson  planning,  principles  of  phonics,  dealing  v/ith  beha- 
vioral problems,  and  methods  and  materials.  This  "crash  course"  gives 
them  some  preparation  for  their  introduction  to  education.  As  evidenced 
by  past  classes,  many  of  the  students  invloved  have  entered  Teachers' 
Colleges  or  are  enrolled  in  Education  Courses  in  other  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. This  class  continues  to  meet  on  Fridays  for  discussion  and 
further  education  in  methods  and  materials. 

The  Reading  Supervisor  directed  the  Title  II  Library  Project.  The 
Reading  Supervisor  also  submitted  the  Title  I  (High  Hopes)  project  which 
has  been  in  effect  for  the  past  four  years.  This  project  supports  our 
first  grade  preventative  program. 
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The  Reading  Supervisor  plans  to  initiate  team-teaching  at  the  third 
grade  level  at  St.  Mary's.  With  folding  doors  separating  two  rooms  in 
both  corridors  the  situation  is  ideal. 

During  the  past  academic  year  the  Music  Department  has  participated 
and/ or  been  represented  in  several  contests,  festivals,  and  concerts  apart 
from  the  regular  performances  given  at  the  schools.  Also  a  number  of 
changes  have  been  effected  within  the  department  in  order  to  bring  to 
more  students  the  cultural  awareness,  understanding,  and  growth  music 
study  offers. 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  was  expanded  to  offer  training 
to  instrumental  students  up  to  and  including  the  sixth  grade.  With  super- 
vised ensemble  and  band  experience,  individual  and  group  proficiency 
was  increased  a  hundredfold. 

At  the  high  school  level,  a  limited  course  in  basic  theory  and  analytical 

techniques  was  offered  to  a  number  of  students  entering  the  field  of 
music.  Regrettably,  however,  this  phase  of  departmental  offerings  was 
very  limited  due  to  the  element  of  time  and  lack  of  personnel. 

The  department  was  well  represented  at  the  Southeastern  Massachu- 
setts Music  Festival  held  in  Attleboro  in  January.  Several  students  audi- 
tioned and  won  places  in  the  highly  selective  chorus,  orchestra  and  band 
with  some  of  these  same  students  receiving  recommendations  to  the  State 
performing  organizations.  Our  high  school  was  also  represented  at  the 
State  level. 

Small  groups  of  singers  from  the  Choir  entertained  for  civic  and 
business  organizations  in  and  out-of-town  on  several  occasions. 

The  Elementary  Art  Department  has  endeavored  to  expose  each  child 
to  as  many  facets  of  art  as  possible.  We  have  included  in  our  program 
for  1970-71  the  following  projects:  painting  ...  in  tempera,  crayon, 
watercolor,  salt,  fingerpaints ;  graphic  arts  .  .  .  woodblock  prints, 
potato  prints,  stencils,  newspaper  rubbings;  sculpture  .  .  .  soap  and 
spaghetti  sculptures,  papier  mache,  plaster,  sawdust;  art  appreciation; 
weaving  and  sewing  .  .  .  wall  hangings,  puppets;  carving  .  .  .  soap, 
wood,  cardboard;  collage  .  .  .  stone,  seed,  paper  material  as  well  as 
cutting  and  pasting  for  stained  glass  effects,  etc. 

We  have  attempted  to  expose  the  children  to  the  possibilities  of 

using  everyday  objects  as  a  means  of  artistic  expression  and  hopefully 
to  stimulate  a  desire  for  further  experimentation  at  home. 
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The  ever  burdensome  task  of  cleaning,  repairing  and  painting  our 
school  buildings  and  surroundings  has  been  a  continuous  thing.  I  feel 
the  townspeople  can  be  extremely  proud  of  the  condition  of  our  buiidings 
and  we  are  appreciative  to  our  custodial  staff  for  the  outstanding  job 
they  do. 

I  would  like  also  to  mention  the  very  fine  cooperation  received  from 

the  employees  of  the  cafeteria,  who  under  very  extreme  shortage  of  space 
provide  the  daily  meals  for  our  students,  which  are  most  nutritious  and 
appetizing. 

The  secretarial  staff  throughout  the  system  who  are  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  the  various  offices  and  distribution  of  all  correspondence 
have  done  a  most  outstanding  job,  again  under  cramped  and  limited 
circumstances  for  this  type  of  work.

Norton,  over  the  past  ten  years,  has  average  a  22.3%  turnover  of  its 
professional  staff.  This  past  year  our  per  cent  of  turnover  was  almost 
exactly  the  same,  22.1%. 

Of  the  twenty-three  new  teachers  employed  in  the  Norton  Public 
Schools  this  past  year,  eleven  were  hired  with  no  experience,  two  were 
hired  with  one  year  of  experience,  one  had  two  years  of  experience,  four 
had  three  years  of  experience,  three  had  five  years  of  experience,  and 
one  had  ten  years  of  experience.  One  had  over  thirty  years  of  experience. 
The  average  experience  of  those  employed  was  three  years. 

Currently  46%  of  our  staff  have  a  bachelor's  degree  only,  17%  have  a 
bachelor's  degree  plus  15  hours  of  credit;  19%  have  a  Master's  degree 
with  no  additional  credits;  9%  have  a  Master's  degree  plus  15  credits; 
9%  have  a  Master's  degree  plus  30  credits.  Forty-five  per  cent  of  our 
staff  are  on  tenure,  35%  have  been  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  for  a 
period  of  one  to  three  years,  while  20%  are  new  to  the  Norton  Public 
Schools  this  year.  The  reason  for  this  figure  being  lower  than  the  per  cent 
of  turnover,  which  is  22%  is  the  fact  that  two  teachers  were  hired  who 
had  taught  in  Norton  previously  and  both  had  moved  away  following 
marriage. 

The  Norton  School  Committee,  as  it  has  over  the  past  four  years,  is 
again  meeting  in  negotiating  sessions  with  the  Norton  Teachers  Associa- 
tion. This  year  the  School  Committee  is  not  negotiating  with  the  secre- 
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tarial,  cafeteria  and  custodial  staff,  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year  a  two- 
year  contract  was  signed  for  these  areas.  It  is  hoped  that  through  bargain- 
ing procedures,  reasonable  and  agreeable  salary  programs  and  fair  and 
equitable  working  conditions  will  be  established. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written  no  firm  agreements  have  as 
yet  been  made.  Therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  once  again  for  your  School 
Committee  to  estimate  what  financial  impact  negotiations  will  have  upon 
our  1971  requested  operational  budget.

$7000.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  and  no  experience, 
to  $10,500.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  and  9  years 
of  experience. 

$7280.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  and  15  credits  and 
no  experience,  to  $10,780  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's 
degree  plus  15  credits  and  9  years  of  experience. 

$7700.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Master's  degree  and  no  experience,  to 
$12,040.  for  a  Master's  degree  with  11  years  of  experience. 

$7980.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Master's  degree  plus  15  credits  and  no 
experience,  $12,320.  for  the  same  category  with  11  years  of 
experience. 

$8400.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Master's  degree  and  30  credits  with  no 
experience,  to  $13,160  for  the  same  category  with  12  years 
of  experience. 

The  earned  doctorate  scale  ranges  from  $9,100  to  $14,280.  At  present 
our  professional  staff  members  are  receiving  the  following  salaries:

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Building  Committe,  originally  established  by  vote  of  the 
town  in  March,  1968,  determined  late  in  that  year  that  the  space  needs  of 
Norton's  schools  would  best  be  served  by  construction  of  an  800-pupil 
high  school;  the  Committee  has  since  then  devoted  its  efforts  to  the 
development  of  plans  for  a  building  which  will  adequately  house  our 
students  at  a  cost  the  town  can  afford. 


After  a  school  designed  by  the  firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand  and 
Quann  and  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau  was  rejected  by  a  special  town  meeting  in  June,  1969,  the  Com- 
mittee resolved  to  revise  the  plans  in  order  to  obtain  a  less  costly  and 
more  compact  high  school.  Since  the  original  architects  declined  to  carry 
out  this  revision,  the  Committee  voted  to  dismiss  them. 

The  March  1970  Town  Meeting  voted  the  sum  of  $6,700  for  architec- 
tural services;  the  Committee  then  engaged  Mr.  John  Newell,  who  drew 
up  plans  for  a  two-story  building  of  precast  concrete.  The  architect  felt 
that  this  construction  would  be  considerably  less  expensive  than  the 
original  one-story  conventional  building,  but  when  actual  quotations  were 
obtained  it  was  found  that  the  second  design  was  little  less  expensive 
than  the  first. 


In  April,  1970,  Mr.  Peter  Nieuwkoop  resigned  as  Committee  chairman, 
and  Mr.  John  J.  Adams  was  elected  to  replace  him.  After  extensive  com- 
parison of  schools  designed  by  a  number  of  Massachusetts  architects,  the 
Committee  voted  to  dismiss  Mr.  Newell  and  to  engage  the  firm  of  Haynes, 
Lieneck  and  Smith,  who  have  recently  built  two  excellent  schools  at 
costs  below  $30  per  square  foot. 

The  Committee  has  met  weekly  or  big-weekly  with  this  firm  since 
September  and  has  approved  a  plan  for  a  compact  two-story  school  to  be 
built  on  the  site  adjoining  the  present  high  school  grounds.  We  feel 
that  this  design  is  attractive  and  economical,  and  will  serve  Norton's 
educational  needs  more  effectively  than  either  of  the  two  which  preceded 
it.  The  cost  of  this  school  is  estimated  at  $3.35  million;  the  original 
one-story  design  would  have  cost  $3.6  million  in  1969,  but  at  today's 
prices  would  be  nearly  $4.3  million. 
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Because  the  shortage  of  school  space  in  Norton  has  grown  more  acute 
in  the  last  year,  the  Committee  expects  to  obtain  State  approval  in  time 
to  submit  plans  for  a  new  Norton  High  School  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  FUTURE  SCHOOL  SITES  COMMITTEE 

1970  was  a  year  of  consolidation  and  investigation  by  the  Future 
School  Sites  Committee. 

It  was  necessary  to  reaffirm  the  vote  for  purchase  of  the  51  acre 
tract  of  land  adjacent  to  the  present  high  school  because  of  a  confusion 
in  wording  of  the  original  article  previously  voted  by  Town  Meeting  in 
October  of  1969.  This  article  was  approved  by  a  large  margin  at  the 
March  1970  Town  Meeting.  Many  questions  in  connection  with  this  pur- 
chase arose  over  the  course  of  the  summer  and  were  handled  on  an  indi- 
vidual basis. 

Preliminary  investigations  for  sites  in  the  eastern  section  of  town 
were  carried  on  this  fall.  In  this  connection  the  Committee  has  made 
arrangements  for  test  borings  to  be  made  in  order  to  establish  the  land 
suitability  for  school  purposes.  The  Committee  hopes  to  be  able  to 
present  an  elementary  school  site  for  purchase  by  the  town  during  1971.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Norton,  Mass. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  is  a  complex  of  men  and  machinery 
closely  knit  together  to  give  a  fast  and  efficient  service  to  the  Town  of 
Norton.  The  human  element  must  be  of  the  highest  quality  in  this  pro- 
fession that  the  town  can  afford.  Each  man  is  specially  skilled  in  his 
own  operation.  In  order  to  have  the  best  of  these  skills  we  must  supply 
a  decent  and  honorable  wage  and  benefit  scale  for  these  men. 

The  Department  and  the  Town  will  greatly  miss  Chief  Harold 
L.  Wetherell,  who  retired  December  31,  1970  after  45  years  of  service 
to  the  Town,  serving  40  years  as  Chief  of  the  Department.  Chief  Wether- 
ell has  given  more  than  his  time  and  knowledge  over  these  years. 
He  has  built  the  Norton  Fire  Department  to  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State. 
Chief  Wetherell  will  always  be  remembered  by  everyone,  as  a  fine  leader 
and  devoted  employee. 

Our  Town  is  continuing  to  grow  at  one  of  the  fastest  rates  in  the 
area.  This  places  a  larger  burden  on  the  Fire  Department  both  for  fire, 
ambulance  and  rescue  service.  With  the  retirement  of  Chief  Harold 
Wetherell  and  the  168  hours  which  he  had  covered  a  week  it  is  now 
necessary  to  replace  him  with  two  more  permanent  men  and  still  leave 
the  Town  with  68  hours  to  replace  with  volunteer  help.  By  putting  in  two 
volunteer  men  to  cover  the  Station  at  night  at  $18  each  per  night  our 
ambulance  and  fire  truck  are  able  to  respond  quickly  with  one  man 
remaining  to  answer  the  emergency  phone. 

The  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  have  answered  374  calls 
this  year.  The  ambulance  has  been  very  busy  this  year  with  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  about  10%.  This  year  our  ambulance  answered  a  total 
of  721  calls. 

Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  Charles  Thomae,  reports  six  new  boxes 
installed  and  over  two  miles  of  new  alarm  wire;  a  new  circuit  was 
opened  up  and  numerous  repairs  were  made  due  to  accidents1  and 
storms  this  year.  A  new  main  cable  is  to  be  installed  from  Station  #2 
to  Headquarters  to  give  the  Fire  Department  a  more  efficient  system 
in  recording  alarms  and  dispatching  men. 
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In  checking  with  the  Fire  Rating  Bureau  in  Boston  we  found  that 
the  Town  of  Norton  has  one  of  the  best  rates  in  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. We  noticed  on  this  rating  that  the  Town  of  Norton  is  rated  for 
one  ladder  truck  which  we  no  longer  have.  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 
feel  at  this  time  we  should  replace  this  ladder  truck.  A  second  hand 
ladder  truck  is  available  to  our  Town  at  a  very  reasonabl  price.  We 
will  be  placing  an  Article  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  $3500  for  purchase 
of  the  ladder  truck. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  has  appointed  George  Burgess  as 
Acting  Chief  of  the  Department  and  has  confidence  that  Mr.  Burgess  is 
able  to  do  an  excellent  job  for  the  people  of  Norton.  Pvt.  Bliss  has  been 
promoted  to  Acting  Lieutenant  of  the  Department.  Many  new  drill  ses- 
sions are  planned  for  the  Department  this  year  under  the  direction  of 
Capt.  Ronald  Benaski.  Classes  are  also  being  held  by  the  Red  Cross  at 
Station  #1  so  that  all  members  of  the  Department  will  be  able  to  have 
their  First  Aid  Cards  to  assist  the  townspeople  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  Board  has  met  frequently  this  year.  We  have  met  several  times 
with  the  new  Fire  Fighting  Association  in  drawing  up  a  new  contract. 
We  have  made  many  trips  looking  at  different  ladder  trucks  in  the  State. 
Also,  the  Board  has  been  busy  making  new  appointments  and  reorga- 
nizing the  Fire  Department  due  to  the  retirement  of  Chief  Wetherell. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  men  of  the  depart- 
ment for  their  devoted  service  in  a  job  well  done.  Also,  Chief  Wetherell 
and  Deputy  Chief  Eddleston  deserve  much  praise  for  their  service  and 
leadership.  We  should  feel  proud  of  our  officers  and  men  in  this  depart- 
ment who  have  done  an  excellent  job  in  serving  our  community. 

We,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  serve  our  community  for  the  year  1970.

Agent  in  charge  of  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Benefits 
herewith  submits  annual  report  for  year  ending  December  31, 1970. 

The  caseload  for  the  year  just  closed  can  be  termed  as  far  above 
normal  than  in  previous  years.  Applications  for  assistance  for  aid 
increased  almost  double  than  in  1969.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the  existing 
poor  economic  climate,  long  term  illness  of  veteran  or  his  dependent.

The  total  cost  for  veterans'  benefits  for  1970  was  $33,700.00  and  of 
this  amount  50%  is  reimbursable  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Veterans'  benefits  are  allotted  to  those  veterans  and  their  dependents 
who  are  eligible  for  such  assistance.  Each  application  is  thoroughly 
investigated  by  your  Agent,  and  approval  must  be  given  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Veterans'  benefits. 
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Increased  expenditures  have  been  noted  in  the  areas  of  drugs,  doctors, 
nursing  home  rates,  hospital  charges,  outpatient  treatment  rates,  and 
other  related  items.  All  permanent  cases  who  fall  into  the  65  years 
or  over  category  are  all  covered  by  the  Medicare  program,  and  the 
existing  Veterans'  Medex  co-insurance  program.  These  two  items  have 
helped  immensely  with  the  ever  mounting  cost  of  doctors'  and  hospital 
fees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  happy  to  report  to  the  Town  their  accom- 
plishments during  the  last  year.  Following  the  vote  of  the  Town  at 
Town  Meeting,  they  inaugurated  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary 
and  after  prolonged  search  and  interviewing  were  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  a  well  qualified  man,  Mr.  Leonard  Silvia,  Jr.  The  Town 
now  for  the  first  time  benefits  from  having  a  full-time  executive. 

In  answer  to  widely  demonstrated  need  the  Board  also  appointed 
Norton's  first  full-time  Building-Health-and-Plumbing  Inspector,  Mr.  Mil- 
ton Perry.  With  the  help  of  an  efficient  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  for  that  purpose,  Mr.  Perry  revised  and  strengthened 
the  Town's  building  code  to  protect  buyers  of  new  and  remodelled 
homes.  License  and  permit  fees  have  been  updated  to  bring  in  more 
revenue  to  the  Town,  with  the  result  that  much  of  the  inspectors'  sala- 
ries has  been  realized  through  payments. 

New  and  stricter  regulations  have  been  put  in  force  to  regulate 
gravel  pits.  A  rational  plan  for  laying  out  and  accepting  private  ways, 
especially  in  the  Norton  Grove  area,  has  been  developed  so  that  residents 
can  know  in  advance  when  their  particular  streets  will  be  accepted  by 
the  Town.  The  Town  Disposal  Area  has  been  cleaned  and  fenced  and  new 
equipment  bought  to  care  for  it.  As  directed  by  Town  vote,  the  Select- 
men have  appointed  a  Town  Hall  building  committee,  which  has  worked 
hard  and  efficiently.  The  Selectmen  have  also  worked  with  the  Con- 
servation Commission  and  other  interested  persons  to  try  to  preserve 
Chartley  Pond  and  the  wild  area  surrounding  the  Red  Mill  Dam. 

Currently  the  Board  is  working  on  new  subdivision  bylaws  to  improve 
and  regulate  building  in  the  Town.  It  is  also  moving  toward  establishment 
of  a  Department  of  Public  Works  which  will  increase  efficiency  and 
lower  costs.  It  has  arranged  the  transfer  to  the  Town  for  the  sum  of 
only  one  dollar  of  over  twelve  acres  of  very  useful  land  adjacent  to  the 
Town  Disposal  Area. 
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To  the  Town  Clerk  and  all  the  elected  Town  officials,  boards,  officers, 
and  employees  who  have  cooperated  with  them  during  the  year,  the 
Board  extends  its  hearty  thanks.  We  are  grateful  that  we  have  received 
from  so  many  quarters  such  dedicated  assistance.

Assistance  was  rendered  to  the  Fire  and  Police  departments  and 
once  to  the  Tree  Warden.  They  have  used  the  Civil  Defense  vehicles, 
lighting,  two-way  radio  and  manpower.  A  Norton  CD  vehicle  was  used 
as  a  temporary  base  station  when  the  Mansfield  police  transmitter  was 
destroyed  by  fire. 

Under  CD  sponsorship,  the  Fire  Department  detailed  Pvt.  Howard 
Ferguson  to  the  MCDA  Training  Center,  at  Topsfield.  He  completed 
the  two  week  Instructor  Course  in  rescue  techniques.  In  August,  a 
Basic  Rescue  class,  conducted  by  Pvt.  Ferguson,  was  completed  by 
10  men. 

FCC  approval  was  received  to  relocate  the  antenna  and  change 
operating  frequencies  of  the  CD  radio  system.  The  'user'  departments 
will  get  better  utilization,  of  their  radios,  when  the  changes  are  com- 
pleted. 

The  Highway,  Police  and  Fire  departments  are  continuing  to  visit 
the  Surplus  Property  depot  in  an  effort  to  secure  usable  items  at 
great  savings. 
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While  theoretical  readiness  has  been  maintained,  I  still  need  about 
25  people  to  take  a  16  hour  course  in  Shelter  Management.  This  course 
is  priority,  but  there  are  several  others  for  anyone  interested.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  —  1970 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  busy  year.  Regular  meet- 
ings were  held  bi-monthly  from  January  to  December  with  the  exception 
of  July  and  August. 

Many  activities  were  undertaken  including  the  Maintenance  and 
Improvement  of  the  Dean  Street  Conservation  Site.  Planting  of  Scotch 
Pine  Trees  at  the  town  disposal  area  and  cleaning  of  the  road  sides. 
Removal  of  debris,  rubbish  and  old  abandoned  cars  from  the  North 
Worcester  area. 

Completion  of  the  gravel  fill  for  the  access  roadway. 

Clearing  of  the  drainage  brook  and  installation  of  new  culverts  in 
the  North  Worcester  area. 

Several  picnic  tables  have  been  built  by  the  students  of  the  Industrial 
Arts  Department  of  the  High  School  and  placed  on  the  North  Worcester 
Street  Conservation  Site. 

The  Committee  provides  the  lumber  and  hardware  for  these  tables. 
These  activities  have  depended  greatly  upon  help  from  many  sources. 
We  particularly  want  to  thank  the  Wheaton  Students  for  the  fine  job 
done  at  the  Disposal  Area.  Student  Council  members,  Girl  Scouts,  Boy 
Scouts  and  a  number  of  interested  citizens  have  given  their  time  and 
efforts  and  the  use  of  cars  and  other  vehicles  to  remove  debris.  We  also 
want  to  thank  the  Town  Officials  and  employees  who  have  aided  us  in 
many  ways. 

Our  plans  for  1971,  both  short  and  long  range,  include:  Permanent 
boundary  markers  for  the  North  Worcester  Street  Area,  Improvement 
and  beautification  of  the  Access  road,  continued  planting  of  the  Town 
Disposal  area,  construction  of  a  regulation  Little  League  Field  at  Lions 
Park,  acquisition  of  land,  water  rights,  and  right  of  way  to  Conservation 
land  now  held,  during  the  Summer  undertaking  an  active  water  pollution 
survey  of  the  Town. 

During  the  past  years  the  Conservation  Commission  has  received 
several  generous  gifts.  Wheaton  College  gave  the  Commission  $1,000.00. 
The  Norton  Lions  Club  gave  us  a  Little  League  baseball  backstop  and 
also  helped  to  erect  it,  and  a  sizeable  gift  from  Sargent  Supply  Corpora- 
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tion.  The  Commission  is  most  appreciative  of  these  meaningful,  useful 
contributions  to  the  Town.  It  is  pointed  out  that  anyone  can  donate  to 
the  Conservation  Trust  Fund. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  busy  and  useful  1971.

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  with  thanks  the 
deed  from  Leaman  F.  Hallett  to  the  Newcomb  Cemetery. 

Article  10.   Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  from  the  warrant. 

Article  11.   This  article  was  lost  for  want  of  a  motion. 

Article  11A.  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Bryant,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  seconded  by  Curtis  Dahl,  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  extension  of  water  mains 
not  less  than  6  inches  in  diameter,  from  Charlotte  Avenue  down  River 
Road  for  a  distance  of  approximately  300  feet,  and  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation, the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1,500.00. 

After  considerable  discussion  it  was  brought  out  that  River  Road  is 
not  an  accepted  street  and  that  a  6  inch  main  would  be  excessive.  As 
money  cannot  be  borrowed  for  anything  less  than  a  6  inch  main,  the 
motion  was  withdrawn  and  the  article  was  dismissed  from  the  warrant, 
at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  amends  the  existing 
constitutional  provisions  which  direct  the  division  of  the  Commonwealth 
into  240  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial  districts.  It  provides 
for  a  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  year  1971  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  The  Census 
in  1971  is  to  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  representative  and  senatorial 
districts  for  the  ten  year  period  beginning  January  1,  1975.  Each  subse- 
quent census  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  thee  districts  for  each 
ten-year  period  beginning  the  fourth  January  following  each  census,  so 
that  the  census  in  1981  wil  determine  the  districts  as  of  January,  1985, 
etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  house  of  representatives  shah 
consist  of  two  hundred  and  forty  members  and  the  senate  of  forty 
members.  In  its  first  regular  session  following  each  census,  the  Legis- 
lature shall  divide  the  Commonwealth  into  two  hundred  and  forty 
representative  districts  of  continguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial 
districts  also  of  contiguous  territory.  Each  representative  district  shall 
contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhaibtants  according 
to  the  census.  Each  senatorial  district  shall  also  contain,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census.  A 
representative  district  shall  not  unite  two  or  more  counties,  towns,  or 
cities,  or  parts  thereof,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  thereof,  in  one 
district  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable.  Further,  no  town  of  less  than 
six  thousand  inhabitants  shall  be  divided  in  forming  districts.  It  is  also 
provided  that  the  County  of  Dukes  Coimty  and  Nantucket  County  shall 
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be  a  representative  district,  notwithstanding  foregoing.  The  senatorial 
districts,  each  of  which  shall  elect  one  senator,  shall  be  formed  without 
uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties,  unless  the  same 
is  unavoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which 
he  is  chosen  at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and 
each  senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen 
at  the  time  of  his  election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  elec- 
tion. Any  representative  or  senator  who  ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant  of 
the  Commonwealth  shall  cease  to  represent  his  district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legislatiure  (1)  may  by  law 
limit  the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling 
in  question  any  such  division  and  (2)  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner 
of  calling  and  conducting  elections  for  the  choice  of  representatives  and 
of  ascertaining  their  election. 

Finally,  the  amendment  annuls  the  existing  constitutional  provisions 
with  respect  to  apportionment  of  representative  and  senatorial  district, 
although  those  provisions  will  remain  in  effect  until  January  1,  1975.
